H ONOURABLE  SlRS, 

I HAVE  now  the  fatisfa&ion  to  tran fruit  to  you  a 
complete  arid  corre&ed  copy  of  a Translation 
of  the  Gen  too  Code,  executed  with  great  ability,  di- 
ligence, and  fidelity,  by  Mr.  Halted,  from  a Perfian 
verfion  of  the  original  Shanfcrit,  which  was  undertaken 
under  the  immediate  infpe&ion  of  the  Pundits  or  com- 
pilers of  this  work. 

I have  not  time  to  offer  any  obfervations  upon  thefe 
productions ; indeed  they  will  bell  fpeak  for  themfelves  : 
I could  have  wifhed  to  have  obtained  an  omiflion  of 
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amendment  of  fome  paffages,  to  have  rendered  them 
more  fit  for  the  public  eye  ; but  the  Pundits,  when  de- 
fired  to  revife  them,  could  not  be  prevailed  upon  to 
make  any  alterations,  as  they  declared  they  had  the 
fan&ion  of  their  Shader,  and  were  therefore  incapable 
of  amendments  ; poffibly  thefe  may  be  confidered  as  ef- 
fential  parts  of  the  work,  fince  they  mark  the  principles 
on  which  many  of  the  laws  were  formed,  and  bear  the 
{lamp  of  a very  remote  antiquity,  in  which  the  refine- 
ments of  fociety  were  lefs  known,  and  the  manners 
more  influenced  by  the  natural  impulfe  of  the  pallions,

TRANSLATOR’S  PREFACE. 


THE  importance  of  the  commerce  of  India,  and 
the  advantages  of  a territorial  eflablifinnent  in 
Bengal,  have  at  length  awakened  the  attention  of  the 
Britifh  legiflature  to  every  circumflance  that  may  con- 
ciliate the  affections  of  the  natives,  or  enfure  (lability 
to  the  acquifition.  Nothing  can  fo  favourably  con- 
duce to  thefe  two  points  as  a well-timed  toleration  in 
matters  of  religion,  and  an  adoption  of  fuch  original 
inftitutes  of  the  country,  as  do  not  immediately  clafli 
with  the  laws  or  interefls  of  the  conquerors. 

To  a heady  puviuance  of  this  great  maxim,  much 
of  the  fuccefs  of  the  Romans  may  be  attributed,  who 
not  only  allowed  to  their  foreign  fubjeets  the  free  ex- 
ercife  of  their  own  religion,  and  the  adminillration  of 
their  own  civil  jurifdidion,  but  fometimes,  by  a policy 
Rill  more  flattering,  even  naturalized  fuch  parts  of  the 
mythology  of  the  conquered,  as  were  in  any  refpeft 
compatible  w’ith  their  own  fyffem. 

With  a view  to  the  fame  political  advantages,  and 
in  obfervance  of  fo  llriking  an  example,  the  following 
compilation  was  fet  on  foot ; which  mud  be  confidered 
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as  the  only  work  of  the  kind,  wherein  the  genuine 
principles  ot  the  Gentoo  jurifprudence  are  made  pub- 
lic, with  the  fanclion  of  their  mod:  refpe&able  Pundits, 
(or  lawyers),  and  which  offers  a complete  confutation 
of  the  belief  too  common  in  Europe,  that  the  Hin- 
doos have  no  written  laws  whatever,  but  fuch  as  re- 
late to  the  ceremonious  peculiarities  of  their  fuper- 
llition. 

The  profeffors  of  the  ordinances  here  colle&ed,  {lilt 
fpeak  the  original  language  in  which  they  were  corn- 
poled,  and  which  is  entirely  unknown  to  the  bulk  of 
the  people,  who  have  fettled  upon  thoie  profeffors  fe- 
veral  great  endowments  and  benefa&ions  in  all  parts 
of  Hindoitan,  and  pay  them  befides  a degree  of  per- 
fonal  refpect  little  (hort  of  idolatry,  in  return  for  the 
advantages  fuppofed  to  be  derived  from  their  ftudies. 
A fet  of  the  inoff  experienced  of  thefe  lawyers  was  fe- 
lefted  from  every  part  of  Bengal  for  the  purpofe  of 
compiling  the  prefent  work,  which  they  picked  out 
fentence  by  fentence  from  various  originals  in  the 
Shanfcrit  language,  neither  adding  to,  nor  diminifhing 
any  part  of  the  antient  text.  The  articles  thus  coliedt- 
ed  were  next  tranflated  literally  into  Perfian,  unuer  the 
infpection  of  one  of  their  own  body  ; and  from  that 
tranflation  were  rendered  into  Englifli  with  an  equal 
attention  to  the  clofenefs  and  fidelity  of  the  verfion. 
Lefs  ftudious  of  elegance  than  of  accuracy,  the  tran- 
flator  thought  it  more  excufable  to  tire  the  reader  with 
the  flatnefs  of  a literal  interpretation,  than  to  mifiea'd 
him  by  a vague  and  devious  paraphrafe ; fo  that  the 
entire  order  of  the  book,  the  feveral  divifions  of  its 
contents,  and  the  whole  turn  of  the  phrafe*  is  in  every

part  the  immediate  produtt  of  the  Bramins.  The 
Englifti  dialed  in  which  it  is  here  offered  to  the  public, 
and  that  only,  is  not  the  performance  of  a Gentoo. 
From  hence  therefore  may  be  formed  a precife  idea  of 
the  cuftoms  and  manners  of  thefe  people,  which,  to 
their  great  injury,  have  long  been  mifreprefented  in  the 
Weftern  world,  f rom  hence  alfo  materials  may  be 
collected  towards  the  legal  accompli  fitment  of  a new 
fyfletn  of  government  in  Bengal,  wherein  the  Britifh 
laws  may,  in  fome  degree,  be  foftened  and  tempered 
by  a moderate  attention  to  the  peculiar  and  national 
prejudices  of  the  Hindoo ; fome  of  whofe  inftitutes, 
however  fanciful  and  injudicious,  may  perhaps  be  pre- 
ferable to  any  which  could  be  fubflituted  in  their  room. 
They  are  interwoven  with  the  religion  of  the  country, 
and  are  therefore  revered  as  of  the  higheft  authority  ; 
they  are  the  conditions  by  -which  they  hold  their  rank 
in  fociety.  Long  ufage  has  perfuaded  them  of  their 
equity,  and  they  will  always  gladly  embrace  the  per- 
miffion  to  obey  them  ; to  be  obliged  to  renounce  their 
obedience  wmuld  probably  be  efleemed  among  them  a 
real  hardfhip. 

The  attention  which  the  tranflator  was  forced  to  be- 
flow'  upon  fo  uncommon  a fubject,  the  number  of  in- 
quiries neceffary  for  the  elucidation  of  almofl  every 
fentence,  and  the  many  opportunities  of  moft  decifive 
information,  which  the  courfe  of  the  work  prefented, 
give  him  in  fome  meafure  a right  to  claim  the  convic- 
tion of  the  world  upon  many  dubious  points,  which 
have  long  eluded  the  niceft  inveftigation.  He  is  very 
far  from  wifhing  to  eftablifh  his  own  doctrines  upon 
the  ruins  of  thofe  which  he  found  already  erected  ; and 
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when  he  oppofes  popular  opinion,  or  contradicts  any 
ill-grounded  affertion,  it 'is  with  the  utmoft  diftruft  of 
his  own  abilities,  and  merely  in  fub million  to  the  au- 
thority of  that  truth  which  the  candid  will  ever  be  glad 
to  fupport  even  in  prejudice  to  a fyftem  of  their  own 
formation. 

In  a traCt  fo  untrodden  as  this,  many  paths  mull  be 
attempted  before  we  can  hit  upon  the  right.  We  owe 
much  to  every  perfon,  who  in  fo  troublcfome  a road 
hath  removed  a fingle  obftacle,  or  opened  the  fmalleft 
channel  for  difcovery;  and  the  more  difficult  the  com- 
pletion of  the  adventure,  the  greater  is  the  merit  of 
each  attempt.  The  prefent  work,  however,  is  the  only 
one  of  this  nature  ever  undertaken  by  authority  ; the 
only  inftance,  in  which  the  Bramins  have  ever  been 
perfuaded  to  give  up  a part  of  their  own  cpnfcquence 
for  the  general  benefit  of  the  whole  community  : and 
the  pen  of  the  tranflator  muff  be  confidered  as  en~ 
tirely  the  paffive  inftrument,  by  which  the  laws  of  this 
fingular  nation  are  ufhered  into  the  world  from  thofe 
Bramins  theinfelves. 

In  this  preliminary  treatife  it  is  propofed,  after  a few 
general  and  introductory  obfervations,  to  attempt  a 
fhort  account  of  the  Shanfcrit  language,  and  an  expla- 
nation of  fuch  paflages  in  the  body  of  the  code,  as  may 
appear  by  their  peculiarity  or  repugnance  to  our  fenti-- 
jnents  to  lie  moft  open  to  objection. 

Many  conjectural  doCtrines  have  been  circulated  by 
the  learned  and  ingenious  of  Europe  upon  the  mytho- 
logy of  the  Gentoos  ; and  they  have  unanimoufiy  en- 
deavoured to  conftrue  the  extravagant  fables  with 
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which  it  abounds  into  fublime  and  myftical  fymbols  of 
the  mod  refined  morality.  This  mode  of  reafoning, 
however  common,  is  not  quite  candid  or  equitable, 
becaufe  it  fets  out  with  fuppofing  in  thofc  people  a de- 
ficiency of  faith  with  refpeft  to  the  authenticity  of 
their  own  fcriptures,  which,  although  our  better  in- 
formation may  convince  us  to  be  altogether  falfe  and 
erroneous,  yet  are  by  them  literally  efteemed  as  the 
immediate  revelations  of  the  Almighty ; and  the  fame 
confidential  reliance  which  we  put  in  the  divine  text, 
upon  the  authority  of  its  divine  infpirer  himfelf,  is,  by 
their  miftaken  prejudices,  implicitly  transferred  to  the 
Beids  of  the  Shaffer.  Hence  we  are  not  juftified  in 
grounding  the  ftandard  and  criterion  of  our  examina- 
tion of  the  Hindoo  religion  upon  the  known  and  in- 
fallible truth  of  our  own  ; becaufe  the  oppofite  party 
would  either  deny  the  firlt  principles  of  our  argument, 
or  infifl  upon  an  equal  right  on  their  fide  to  fuppofe 
the  veracity  of  their  own  fcriptures  uncontrovertible. 

Ir  may  pofiibly  be  owing  to  this  vanity  of  recon- 
ciling every  other  mode  oi  worfhip  to  feme  kind  of 
conformity  with  our  own,  that  allegorical  conduc- 
tions, and  forced  allufions  to  a myftic  morality,  have 
been  conftantly  foifted  in  upon  the  plain  and  literal 
context  of  every  pagan  mythology.  But  we  fhould 
confider,  that  the  inftitution  of  a religion  has  been  in 
every  country  the  firtl  ftep  towards  an  emerfion  from 
favage  barbarifm,  and  the  eftablifhment  of  civil  fociety  ; 
that  the  human  mind  at  that  period,  when  reafon  is 
juft  beginning  to  dawn,  and  fcience  is  yet  below  the 
horizon,  has  by  no  means  acquired  that  facility  of  in- 
vention, and  thefe  profound  habits  of  thinking,  which 
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are  neccflary  to  ftrike  out,  to  arrange,  and  to  complete 
a conne&ed,  confident  chain  of  abltrufe  allegory. 
The  vulgar  and  illiterate  have  always  underftood  the 
mythology  of  their  country  in  its  mod  fimple  and  li- 
teral fenfe ; and  there  was  a time  to  every  nation, 
■when  the  highed  rank  in  it  was  equally  vulgar  and 
illiterate  with  the  lowed.  Surely  then,  we  have  no 
right  to  fufpedt  in  them  a greater  propenfity  to,  or 
capability  of  the  compofition  of  fuch  fubtile  myderies 
in  thofe  ages  of  ignorance,  than  we  find  to  exid  in 
their  legitimate  fucceffors,  the  modem  vulgar  and  illi- 
terate at  this  day. 

W e have  fecn  frequent  and  unfuccefsful  attempts 
among  ourfelves  to  fublimate  into  allufive  and  fymbo- 
lical  meanings  the  Mofaic  account  of  the  creation : 
fuch  erratic  fydems  have  rifen  but  to  be  exploded  ; and 
their  mutual  difagreement  with  each  other,  in  thefe 
fanciful  interpretations,  is  to  us  an  additional  argument 
for  the  literal  veracity  of  the  infpired  penman.  The 
faith  of  a Gentoo,  (mifguided  as  it  is,  and  groundlefs 
as  it  may  be),  is  equally  implicit  with  that  of  a Chri- 
flian,  and  his  allegiance  to  his  own  fuppofed  revela- 
tions of  the  divine  will  altogether  as  firm.  He  there* 
fore  efteems  the  adonifhing  miracles  attributed  to  a 
Brihma,  a Rail mr or  a Kifhen,  as  facts  of  the  mod  in- 
dubitable authenticity,  and  the  relation  of  them  as  mod 
driflly  hidorical. 

But  not  to  interfere  with  fuch  parts  of  the  Hindoo 
mythology  as  have  not  been  revealed  or  explained  to 
him,  the  tranflator  can  pofitively  affirm,  that  the  doc- 
trine of  the  creation,  as  let  forth  in  the  prefatory  dif- 
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courfe  to  this  code,  is  there  delivered  as  fimple  and 
plain  matter  of  fa£t,  and  as  a fundamental  article  in 
every  pious  Gentoo’s  creed ; that  it  was  l'o  meant  and 
underdood  by  the  compilers  of  this  work  unaniinoufly, 
who  bore  the  firft  characters  in  Bengal,  both  for  their 
natural  and  acquired  abilities  ; and  that  their  accounts 
have  been  corroborated  by  the  information  of  many 
other  learned  Bramins  in  the  courfe  of  a wide  and  la- 
borious inquiry ; nor  can  it  be  otherwife,  unlefs  the 
progrefs  of  fcience,  inftead  of  being  flow  and  gradual, 
were  quick  and  indantaneous ; unlefs  men  could  dart 
up  at  once  into  divines  and  philofophers  from  the  very 
cradle  of  civilization,  or  could  deter  the  protedion  of 
any  religion  at  all,  until  progredive  centuries  had  ripen- 
ed them  into  a fitnefs  for  the  mod  abdracted  fpecula- 
tionSi 

Yet  it  may  fairly  be  prefumed,  that  when  the  man- 
ners of  a people  become  polilhed,  and  their  ideas  en- 
lightened, attempts  will  be  made  to  revife  and  refit  their 
religious  creed  into  a conformity  with  the  red  of  their 
improvements  ; and  that  thofe  doctrines,  which  the  ig- 
norant ancedor  received  with  reverence  and  conviction, 
as  the  literal  expofition  of  undoubted  fact,  the  philofo- 
phic  defeendant  will  drive  to  glofs  over  by  a pq/leriori 
conductions  of  his  own  ; and,  in  the  fury  of  fyrnbol 
and  allegory,  obfeure  and  didort  that  text  which  the 
fimplicity  of  its  author  never  fufpeCted  as  liable  to  the 
poflibility  of  fuch  mutilation. — Thefe  innovations,  how. 
ever,  have  always  been  fereened,  with  the  mod  ferupu- 
lous  attention,  from  the  general  view  of  mankind  ; and 
rf  a hardy  fage  hath  at  anytime  ventured  to  remove  the 
veil,  his  opinions  have  ufually  been  received  with  de- 
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legation,  and  his  perfon  hath  frequently  paid  the  forfeit 
of  his  temerity. 

The  real  intention  and  fubject  of  the  Eleufinian  my- 
fleries  are  now  well  known ; but  it  cannot,  with  much 
plaufibility,  be  pretended,  that  thofe  mylteries  were 
coeval  with  the  mythology  to  whofe  difproval  they  owed 
their  eflablifhment : probably  the  inflitution  was  formed 
at  a more  advanced  period  of  fcience,  when  the  minds 
of  the  learned  were  eager  to  pierce  through  the  obfcu- 
rity  of  fuperflition,  and  when  the  vanity  of  fuperior  pe- 
netration made  them  afhamed  literally  to  believe  thofe 
tenets,  which  popular  prejudice  would  not  fuffer  them 
utterly  to  renounce. 

Instances  in  fupport  of  this  argument  might  per- 
haps, without  a drain,  be  drawn  even  from  fome  parts 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures : and  here  the  account  of  the 
fcape-goat,  in  the  laws  of  Mofes,  offers  itfelf  for  tha. 
purpofe  with  the  greater  propriety,  as  it  is  not  altoget 
ther  difiimilar  to  a particular  inftitute  of  the  Gentoos. 
The  infpired  author,  after  defcribing  the  preliminary 
ceremonies  of  this  facrifice,  proceeds  thus : 

“ And  Aaron  fhall  lay  both  his  hands  upon  the  head 
<c  of  the  fcape-goat,  and  confefs  over  him  all  the  ini- 
«*  quities  of  the  children  of  Ifraei,  and  all  their  tranf- 
«c  greffions  in  all  their  fins,  putting  them  upon  the  head 
*(  of  the  goat,  and  fhall  fend  hint  away  by  the  ham:  of 
<e  a fit  man  into  the  wildernefs : and  the  goat  fhall  bear 
“ upon  him  all  their  iniquities  unto  a land  not  inhabit- 
“ ea  ; and  he  fhall  let  go  the  goat  in  the  wildernefs/*

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Thf.  Jews,  at  the  period  when  this  ceremony  was 
Ordained,  were  very  little  removed  from  a (late  of  bar- 
barifin  : groi's  in  their  conceptions,  illiterate  in  their 
education,  and  uncultivated  in  their  manners ; they 
were  by  no  means  lit  i’ubje&s  lor  the  comprehenfion  of 
a myftery  ; and  doubtlefs,  at  that  time,  believed  that 
their  crimes  were  thus  really  and  bond  jlde  laid  upon  the 
head  of  the  victim  : yet  the  more  wife,  in  fucceeding 
ages,  might  well  (tart  trom  fuch  a prejudice,  and  right- 
ly conceive  it  to  be  a typical  representation  of  the  doc- 
trine of  abfolution. 

Hence  it  may  be  underftood  that  what  has  been 
herein  advanced  does  not  mean  to  fet  afidc  the  improve- 
ments of  philofophy,  or  to  deny  the  occafional  employ- 
ment of  allegory,  but  merely  to  eflablifii  one  plain  po- 
rtion, that  religion  in  general,  at  its  origin,  is  believed 
literally  as  it  is  profeffed,  and  that  it  is  afterwards  rather 
refined  by  the  learned  than  debafed  by  the  ignorant. 

The  Gentoo  ceremony,  which  was  hinted  at  as  bear- 
ing a remote  likenefs  to  the  faciifice  of  the  fcape-goat, 
is  the  Alhummeed  Jugg,  of  which  a moll  abfurd  and  fa- 
bulous explanation  may  be  found  in  the  body  of  the 
code  : yet,  unnatural  as  the  account  there  (lands,  it  is 
ferioufly  credited  by  the  Hindoos  of  all  denominations, 
except,  perhaps,  a few  individuals,  who,  by  the  variety 
and  contradi&ions  of  their  feveral  allegorical  interpreta- 
tions, have  mutually  precluded  each  other 'from  all  pre- 
Unfions  to  infallibility.

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That  the  curious  may  form  fome  idea  of  this  Gentoa 
facrifice  when  reduced  to  a fymbol,  as  well  as  from  the 
fubfequent  plain  account  given  of  it  in  a chapter  of  the 
code,  an  explanation  of  it  is  here  inferted  from  Darul 
Shekuh’s  famous  Perfian  tranflation  of  fome  Commen- 
taries upon  the  four  Beids,  or  original  Scriptures  of 
llindoltan  : the  work  itfelf  is  extremely  fcarce,  and  per- 
haps of  dubious  authenticity  ; and  it  was  by  mere  acci- 
dent that  this  little  fpecimen  was  procured.

a The  Afhummeed  Jugg  does  not  merely  confift  in 
« t|ie  performance  of  that  ceremony  which  is  open  to 
« the  infpection  of  the  world,  namely,  in  bringing  a 
“ horfe  and  facrificing  him  ; but  Afhummeed  is  to  be 
u taken  in  a rnyftic  fignification,  as  implying  that  the 
“ facrificer  nimt  look  upon  hiinfelf  to  be  typified  in 
46  that  horfe,  fuch  as  he  fliall  be  defcribed,  becaufe  the 
it  religious  duty  of  the  Afhummeed  Jugg  comprehends 
tt  z\\  thoi'e  other  religious  duties,  to  the  performance  of 
t<  which  all  the  wife  and  holy  direct  all  their  a&ions, 
44  and  by  which  all  the  fincere  profeffors  of  every  differ- 
u ent  faith  aim  at  perfection  : the  myftic  fignification 
t«  thereof  is  as  follows  : The  head  of  that  unblemifhed 
44  horfe  is  the  fymbol  of  the  morning  ; his  eyes  are  the 
44  fun  ; his  breath  the  wind  ; his  wide-opening  mouth 
44  is  the  Bifhwaner,  or  that  innate  warmth  which  invi- 
44  gorates  all  the  world  ; his  body  typifies  one  entire 
44  year ; his  back  Paradife  ; his  belly  the  plains  ; his 

44  hoof  this  earth  ; his  fides  the  four  quarters  of  the 

45  heavens ; the  bones  thereof  the  intermediate  fpaces 

“ between. 
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between  the  four  quarters ; the  reft  of  his  limbs  re- 
“ prefent  all  diftinCt  matter ; the  places  where  thole 
“ limbs  meet,  or  his  joints,  imply  the  months  and  halves 
44  of  the  months,  which  are  called  Peche,  (or  fort- 
“ nights) ; his  feet  fignify  night  and  day  ; and  night 
“ and  day  are  of  four  kinds  : 1 ft.  The  night  and  day 
<4  of  Brihma;  2d.  The  night  and  day  of  angels ; 3d.  The 
44  night  and  day  of  the  world  of  the  fpirits  of  deceafed 
44  anceftors ; 4th.  The  night  and  day  of  mortals : thefe 
44  four  kinds  are  typified  in  his  four  feet.  The  reft  of 
44  his  bones  are  the  conftellations  of  the  fixed  ftars, 
44  which  are  the  twenty-eight  ftages  of  the  moon’s 
44  courfe,  called  the  lunar  year ; his  flefh  is  the  clouds ; 
44  his  food  the  fand  ; his  tendons  the  rivers ; his  fpleen 
44  and  liver  the  mountains ; the  hair  of  his  body  the 
44  vegetables,  and  his  long  hair  the  trees ; the  forepart 
44  of  his  body  typifies  the  firft  half  of  the  day,  and  the 
“ hinder  part  the  latter  half ; his  yawning  is  the  flafh 
44  of  the  lightning,  and  his  turning  himfelf  is  the  tliun- 
44  der  of  the  cloud  ; his  urine  reprefents  the  rain  ; and 
44  his  mental  reflection  is  his  only  fpeech.  The  golden 
44  veffels  which  are  prepared  before  the  horfe  is  let  loofe 
44  are  the  light  of  the  day,  and  the  place  where  thole 
44  veffels  are  kept  is  a type  of  the  ocean  of  the  eaft  ; the 
“ filver  veffels  which  are  prepared  after  the  horfe  is  le^ 
“ loofe  are  the  light  of  the  night,  and  the  place  where 
“ thofe  veffels  are  kept  is  a type  of  the  ocean  of  the 
“ weft  : thefe  two  forts  of  veffels  are  always  before  and 
“ after  the  horfe. — The  Arabian  horfe,  which,  on  ac- 
“ count  of  his  fwiftnefs,  is  called  Hy,  is  the  performer 
“ of  the  journies  of  angels  ; the  Tajee,  w hich  is  of  the 
“ race  of  Perftan  horfes,  is  the  performer  of  the  journies 
of  the  Kundherps,  (or  good  fpirits) ; the  Wafba, 
c z 64  which 
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<£  which  is  of  the  race  of  the  deformed  Tazee  horfes,  is 
“ the  performer  of  the  iourniesof  the  Jins,  (or  demons); 
“ and  the  Afhoo,  which  is  of  the  race  of  Turkifh  horfes, 
“ is  the  performer  of  the  journies  of  mankind  : this  one 
“ horfe,  which  performs  thefe  feveral  fervices,  on  ac- 
“ count  of  his  four  different  forts  of  riders,  obtains  the 
44  four  different'appellations  : the  place  where  this  horfe 
44  remains  is  the  great  ocean,  which  fignifies  the  great 
cc  fpirit  of  Perm-Atma,  or  the  universal  foul,  which  pro- 
44  ceeds  alfo  from  that  Perm-Atma,  and  is  comprehend- 
44  ed  in  the  fame  Perm-Atma.  The  intent  of  this  facri- 
44  fice  is,  that  a man  fhould  ccnfider  himfelf  to  be  in 
6i  the  place  of  that  horfe,  and  look  upon  all  thefe  arti- 
<4  cles  as  typified  in  himfelf;  and,  conceiving  the  Anna 
44  (or  divine  foul)  to  be  an  ocean,  fhould  let  ail  thought 
“ of  felf  be  abforbed  in  that  Atma.” 

This  is  the  very  acme  and  enthufiafrn  of  allegory, 
and  wonderfully  difplavs  the  pi&urefque  powers  of  fan- 
cy in  an  Afiatic  genius.  But  it  would  not  have  been 
inferred  at  length  in  this  place,  if  the  circmndance  of 
Jetting  loofe  the  horfe  had  not  feemed  to  bear  a great 
refemblance  to  the  ceremonies  of  the  fcape-goat ; and 
perhaps  the  known  intention  of  this  latter  may  plead  for 
the  like  hidden  meaning  in  the  former.  But  to  quit  this 
digrefiion. — The  real  appellations  of  the  country  and  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Kindoftan,  by  which  they  are  eon- 
'Ttantly  denominated  in  the  ancient  writings  of  the  na- 
tives, feem  hitherto  to  have  efcaped  the  notice  of  the 
weflern  world 

Hindostan  is  a Perfian  word,  equally  unknown  to. 
the  old  and  modern  Shanfcrit,  compounded  of  Stan,  a 

region 
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region,  and  the  word  Hind,  or  Hindoo  : probably  co- 
lonel Dow’s  elegant  tranflation  of  Ferifhteh’s  hiftory 
gives  us  the  true  derivation,  in  that  author’s  conjecture, 
that  it  is  taken  from  Hind,  a fuppofed  fon  of  Ham,  the 
fon  of  Noah  *,  and,  w hatever  antiquity  the  Indians  may 
afiert  for  themfelves,  (of  which  fome  notice  will  fubfe- 
quently  be  taken),  the  Perfians,  we  believe,  will  reft 
contented  to  allow,  that  the  firft  intercourfe  between  the 
two  nations  commenced  in  the  third  defcent  from  the 
Deluge.  But,  if  this  definition  were  rejected,  the  com- 
mon opinion,  that  India  was  fo  named  by  foreigners 
after  the  river  Indus,  is  by  no  means  repugnant  to  pro- 
bability : in  the  Shanfcrit,  however,  Hindoftan  is  con. 
ftantly  denominated  Bhertekhunt,  or  Jumboodeep,  (as 
it  is  hereafter  called  in  the  prefent  work,  from  Jumboo^ 
or  Jumbook,  a jackall,  an  animal  remarkably  abundant 
in  this  country,  and  Deep,  any  large  portion  of  land 
furrounded  by  the  fea).  Khunt  fignifies  a continent, 
or  wide  track  of  land,  and  Bherrut  is  the  name  of  one 
of  the  firft  Indian  Rajahs,  whofe  name  was  adopted 
for  that  of  the  kingdom  : Hindoo  therefore  is  not  the 
term  by  w-hich  the  inhabitants  originally  ftyled  them- 
felves, but  according  to  the  idiom  of  their  language, 
Jumboodeepee,  or  Bhertekhuntee  ; and  it  is  only  fince 
the  aeta  of  the  Tartar  government  that  they  have  atTu- 
med  the  name  or  Hindoos,  to  diftinguilh  themfelves 
from  their  conquerors,  the  Mufiuhnen.  The  word  Gen- 
too  has  been,  and  is  ftill,  equally  miftaken  to  fignify, 
in  the  proper  fenfe  of  the  term,  the  profeftbrs  of  the 
braminical  religion,  whereas  Gent,  or  Gentoo,  means 
animal  in  general,  2nd,  in  its  more  confined  fenfe,  man- 
kind ; but  is  never,  in  the  Shanfcrit  dialed,  nor  even 
in  the  modern  jargon  of  Bengal,  appropriated  particu- 
larly 
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larly  to  fuch  as  follow  the  doctrines  of  Brihtna.  The 
four  great  tribes  have  each  their  own  feparate  appella- 
tion ; but  they  have  no  common  or  collective  term  that 
comprehends  the  whole  nation  under  the  idea  affixed 
by  Europeans  to  the  word  Gentoo.  Poffibly  the  Por- 
tuguefe  on  their  firft  arrival  in  India,  hearing  the  word 
frequently  in  the  mouths  of  the  natives  as  applied  to 
mankind  in  general,  might  adopt  it  for  the  domeflic 
appellation  of  the  Indians  themfelves  ; perhaps  alfo  their 
bigotry  might  force  from  the  word  Gentoo  a fanciful 
allufion  to  Gentile,  a Pagan. 

The  Shanfcrit  language  is  very  copious  and  ner- 
vous, but  the  llyle  of  the  befl  authors  wonderfully 
concife.  It  far  exceeds  the  Greek  and  Arabic  in  the 
regularity  of  its  etymology,  and  like  them  has  a pro- 
digious number  of  derivatives  from  each  primary  root. 
The  grammatical  rules  alfo  are  numerous  and  difficult, 
though  there  are  not  many  anomalies.  As  one  in- 
flance  of  the  truth  of  this  affertion,  it  may  be  obferved, 
that  there  are  feven  declenfions  of  nouns,  all  ufed  in 
the  fmgular,  the  dual,  and  the  plural  number,  and  all 
of  them  differently  formed,  according  as  they  termi- 
nate with  a confonant,  with  a long  or  a Ihort  vowel ; 
and  again  different  alfo  as  they  are  of  different  gen- 
ders : not  a nominative  cafe  can  be  formed  to  any  one 
of  thefe  nouns,  without  the  application  of  at  leaf!  four 
rules,  which  differ  likewife  with  each  particular  differ- 
ence of  the  nouns  as  above  dated  : add  to  this,  that 
every  word  in  the  language  may  be  ufed  through  all 
the  feven  declenfions,  and  there  needs  no  farther  proof 
of  the  difficulty  of  the  idiom.

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The  Shanfcrit  grammers  are  called  Beeakerun,  of 
which  there  are  many  compofed  by  different  authors  ; 
fome  too  abflrufe  even  for  the  comprehenfion  of  mod 
Bramins,  and  others  too  prolix  to  be  ever  ufed  but  as 
references.  One  of  the  fhorteft,  named  the  Sarafoo- 
tee,  contains  between  two  and  three  hundred  pages, 
and  was  compiled  by  Anoobhobtee  Seroopenam  Ac’na- 
rige,  with  a concifenefs  that  can  fcarcely  be  parelleled 
in  any  other  language. 

The  Shanfcrit  alphabet  contains  fifty  letters,  and  it 
is  one  boaff  of  the  Bramins  that  it  exceeds  all  other

alphabets'  in  this  refpeft  : but  when  we  confider  that 
of  their  thirty-four  confonants  near  half  carry  com- 
,•  bined  “founds,  and  that  fix  of  their  vowels  are  merely 
the  correfpondent  long  ones  to  as  many  which  are 
fhort,  the  advantage  feems  to  be  little  more  than  fan- 
ciful.

The  Shanfcrit  chara&er,  ufed  in  Upper  Hindofton, 

is  faid  to  be  the  fame  original  letter  that  was  firft  de- 
livered to  the  people  by  Brihma,  and  is  now  called 
Diewnagar,  or  the  Language  of  Angels  ; whereas  the 
character  ufed  by  the  Bramins  of  Bengal  is  by  no 
means  fo  antient,  and,  though  fomewhat  different,  is 
evidently  a corruption  of  the  former,  as  will  better  ap- 
pear upon  comparifon,  for  which  reafon  the  alphabets 
of  both  are  here  inferted  *. 

To  rank  ree  and  lee  among  the  vowels  my  perhaps 
be  cenfured  as  unnatural ; we  can  only  fay,  that,  being

In  the  four  Beids,  (the  original  and  facred  text  of 
the  great  Hindoo  Creator  and  Legislator  Brihma),  the 
length  of  the  vowels  is  determined  and  pointed  out  by 
a mufical  note  or  fign,  called  Matrang, ^(implying  one 
whole  tone),  which  is  placed  over  every  wond;  and  in 
reading  the  Beids  thefe  diftinCtions  of  tone  and  time 
mult  be  nicely  obeyed  ; the  account  of  this  modulation 
as  given  in  the  Shaufcrit  grammar,  called  Saralbotee,  is 
here  tranflated.

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It  has  been  mentioned  that  thefe  diflin&ions  are 
all  marked  in  the  Beids,  and  mull  be  modulated  ac- 
cordingly, fo  that  they  produce  all  the  effect  of  a la- 
boured recitative  ; but  by  an  attention  to  the  mufic  of 
the  chant,  the  fenfe  of  the  paffage  recited  equally  ef* 
capes  the  reader  and  the  audience.  It  is  remarkable, 
that  the  Jews  in  their  fynagogucs  chant  the  Pentateuch 
in  the  fame  kind  of  melody,  and  it  is  Juppofed  that 
this  ufage  has  defeended  to  them  from  the  remote!! 
ages. 

To  give  fome  faint  idea  of  thefe  arbitrary  notes,  a 
line  is  here  inferted  with  the  feveral  Matrangs  *.

The  laft  fyllable  of  the  word  bederoo  with  three 
Matrangs  is  held  for  near  a minute,  gradually  finking, 
and  then  fwelling  out  with  a frelh  rinforza  to  mark 
each  Matrang. 

The  Shanfcrit  poetry  comprehends  a very  great  va- 
riety of  different  metres,  of  which  the  moll  common 

are  thefe  : 

The  Munee  hurreneh  Chhund,  or  line  of  twelve 
or  nineteen  fyllables,  which  is  fcanned  by  three  l'ylla- 
bles  in  a foot,  and  the  moll  approved  foot  is  the 
Anapseft.

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The  Anufhtofe  Chhund,  or  line  of  eight  fyllables. 

The  poems  are  generally  compofed  in  flanzas  of 
four  lines,  called  Afhlogucs,  which  are  regular  or  ir- 
regular. 

The  mod  common  Afhlogue  is  that  of  the  Anufh- 
tofe  Chhund,  or  regular  ftanza  of  eight  fyllables  in 
each  line.  In  this  meafure  the  greateft  part  of  the  Ma- 
habaret  is  compofed.  The  rhyme  in  this  kind  of  flanza 
fhould  be  alternate  ; but  the  poets  do  not  feem  to  be 
very  nice  in  the  obfervance  of  a ftri&  correfpondence 
in  the  founds  of  the  terminating  fyllables,  provided  the 
feet  of  the  verfe  are  accurately  kept. 

This  fhort  Anufhtofe  Afhlogue  is  generally  written 
by  two  verfes  in  one  line,  with  a paufe  between,  fo 
that  the  whole  then  aflumes  the  form  of  a long  di- 
ftich. 

The  irregular  ftanza  is  conftantly  called  Aryachhund, 
of  whatever  kind  of  irregularity  it  may  happen  to 
confift.  It  is  mod  commonly  compounded  of  the 
long  line  Cabee  Chhund,  and  the  fhort  Anufhtofe 
Chhund  alternately  ; in  which  form  it  bears  fomc  re- 
femblance  to  the  mod  common  Lyric  meafure  of  the 
Englifh. 

It  will  in  this  place  be  pardonable  to  quote  a few 
flanzas  of  Shanfcrit  poetry,  as  examples  of  the  fhort 
account  here  given  of  its  profody.  The  fpecimens 
give  us  no  defpicable  idea  of  the  old  Hindoo  bards.

The  poets  fay ; but  herein  they  are  midaken : 

Upon  beholding  another’s  life  expofed  to  calamities, 
The  good  man  melts ; — but  it  is  not  fo  with  butter  f. 

The  four  Beids  are  not  in  verfe,  as  has  been  hitherto 
erroneoully  imagined,  but  in  a kind  of  meafured  profe., 
called  Pungtee  Chhund  : the  tranflator  is  therefore  obli- 
ged to  obferve,  that  an  author  of  much  merit  has,  by 
wrong  information,  been  induced  to  offer  four  danzas 
as  fpecimens  of  the  feveral  Beids,  which  have  not  the 
lead  affinity  or  fimilitude  to  thofe  books.  His  fird  danza

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is  very  faulty,  and  without  an  interpretation  : but9/afr- 
a proof  that  it  cannot  belong  to  the  Beids,  it  has  al- 
ready been  quoted  in  the  fpecimen  of  the  Alhlogue  Ar- 
yachhund,  together  with  the  danzas  immediately  prece- 
ding and  following,  which  are  taken  from  a work  cal- 
led Kayaprekafh,  (or  a Collection  of  Poems),  faid  to 
have  been  compofed  by  one  Kiyat,  in  the  third  age  of 
the  world. 

Prom  the  many  obfolete  terms  ufed  in  the  Beids, 
from  the  concifenefs  and  obfeurity  of  their  dialed,  and 
from  the  particularity  of  the  modulation  in  which  they 
mull  be  recited,  they  are  now  hardly  intelligible  : very 
few  of  the  mod  learned  Pundits,  and  tbofe  only  who 
have  employed  many  years  of  painful  dudy  upon  this- 
one  talk,  pretend  to  have  the  fmalleft  knowledge  of  the 
originals,  which  are  now  alfo  become  extremely  fcarce 
and  difficult  to  be  found  ; but  comments  have  been 
written  on  them  from  theearlied  periods ; whereof  one 
of  the  mod  ancient  and  mod  orthodox  was  compofed 
by  Biiefht  Mahamoonee,  or  the  mod  wife,  a great  wri- 
ter and  prophet,  who  is  faid  to  have  lived  in  the  Suttee 
Jogue,  or  fird  age  of  the  world,  and  from  whom  Beal's, 
the  celebrated  author  of  the  heroic  poem  Mahabaret, 
boaded  his  defeent. 

The  dyle  of  this  writer  is  clear,  but  very  concife  ; a 
fpecimen  of  it  is  here  offered,  in  his  explanation  of  the 
fird  chapter  of  the  Reig  Beid,  which  contains  a deferip- 
tion  cf  the  wifdom  and  powers  of  the  Almighty.

GLORY  * be  to  Goneifli  ! That  which  is  exempt 
from  all  defires  of  the  fenfes,  the  fame  is  thg 
mighty  Lord.  He  is  bugle,  and  than  him  there  is  no- 
thing greater.  Brehtn  (the  Spirit  ol  God)  is  abforbed 
in  fdf-contempiation  : the  fame  is  the  mighty  Lord,  who 
is  prcfent  in  every  part  of  fpace,  whofeomnifcience,  as  ex. 
pretied  in  the  Reig  Beid,  1 fhall  now  explain. — Brehm  is 
one,  and  to  him  there  is  no  fecond  ; fuch  is  truly  Brehm. 
His  omnifcience  is  felf- infpired,  (or  felt-intelligent),  and 
its  comprehension  includes  every  poffible  fpecies — To  il- 
lulfrale  this  as  far  as  I am  able. — The  moft  comprehen. 
five  of  all  comprf henfive  faculties  is  omnifcience;  and?

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ral'ity  or  paflion  ; of  vice  * ; to  it  the  three  f diftinction# 
of  time  are  not ; to  it  the  three:  | modes  of  being  are 
not  ; it  is  feparated  from  the  univerfe,  and  independent 
of  all.  This  omnifcience  is  named  Brehm.  By  this 
omnifcient  Spirit  the  operations  of  God  are  enlivened; 
by  this  Spirit  alfo  the  twenty-four  ||  powers  of  nature 
are  animated.  How  is  this  ? As  the  eye  by  the  fun,  as

Wherefore  that  omnifcience  thus  centered  in 
Brehm  is  called  Serwaefher  (or  the  Lord  of  all) ; and 
this  Lord,  as  a player  doth,  is  perpetually  fluffing  his 
modes  of  operation,  by  a variety  of  gradations,  as  the 
dancer  fluffs  his  fteps. — Thus  far  the  dodtriud  of  the 
Reig  Beid. 

Ti  e tranflator  is  confcious,  that  this  fliort  account 
of  the  Shanfcrit  is  very  defective  and  infutHcient;  but 
he  muff  plead  in  his  own  defence,  that  very  lately  only, 
and  that  altogether  by  accident,  he  was  enabled  to  pro- 
cure even  this  {lender  information  ; that  the  Pundits 
who  compiled  the  code  were  to  a man  refolute  in  reject- 
ing all  his  folicitations  for  inftritdtion  in  this  dialed!,  and 
that  the  perfuafion  and  influence  of  the  governor-gene- 
ral were  in  vain  exerted  to  the  fame  purpofe.  However, 
fince  the  completion  of  his  former  talk,  he  has  been 
happy  enough  to  become  acquainted  with  a Bramin  of 
more  liberal  fentimenfs,  and  of  a more  communicative 
efifpofifion,  joined  to  an  extenfive  knowledge  acquired 
both  by  ftudy  and  travel ; he  eagerly  embraced  the  op- 
portunity of  profiting  by  the  help  of  fo  able  a mafter. 


and  means  to  exert  all  his  diligence  upon  fo  curious  and 
uncommon  a fubjecl. 

The  Hindoos  as  well  as  the  Chinefe  have  ever  laid 
claim  to  an  antiquity  infinitely  more  remote  than  is  au- 
thorifed  by  the  belief  of  the  rcltof  mankind.  It  is  cer- 
tain, however,  that  theie  two  nations  have  been  acquaint- 
ed with  letters  from  the  very  earlieff  period,  and  that 
their  annals  have  never  been  dilturbed  or  deltroyed  by 
any  known  revolution  ; and  though  we  may  come  to. 
the  perufal  of  their  records,  armed  with  every  argument, 
and  fort, lied  even  to  prejudice  againft  the  admilhon  of 
their  pretenfions.  at  the  fame  time  placing  the  moll  im- 
plicit reliance  upon  the  Mofaic  chronology  as  generally 
received,  yet  their  planfible  accounts  of  thofe  remote 
ages,  ana  their  undeviating  confidence  in  their  own  af- 
fertions,  never  can  fail  to  make  fome  imprefiion  upon 
us,  in  proportion  as  we  gain  a clearer  infight  to  them. 
Sufpicions  of  a like  nature  are  not  totally  without  foun- 
dation even  in  the  weftern  world,  and  the  confcientious 
fcruples  of  the  liifioriographer  of  mount  Etna  (as  men- 
tioned in  a late  publication  *)  will  always  be  of  fome 
weight  in  the  fcale  of  phiiofoplfy. 

The  Hindoos  then  reckon  the  duration  of  the  world 
by  four  Jogues,  or  diftinft  ages. 

i.  The  Suttee  Jogue  (or  age  of  purity)  is  find  to  have 
laded  g^.co.ooo  years  ; and  they  hold  that  the  life  of 
man  was  in  that  age  extended  to  100,000  years,  and 
that  his  Hature  was  2 1 cubits.

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2.  Thk  Tirtah  Jogue  (or  age  in  which  one  third  of 
mankind  were  reprobate)  they  fuppofe  to  have  confided 
of  2,400,000  years,  and  that  men  then  lived  to  the  age 
of  i o,ooo  years. 

3.  The  Dwapaar  Jogue  (in  which  half  of  the  human 
race  became  depraved)  endured  1 ,600, 000  years,  and 
men’s  lives  were  reduced  to  laeo  years. 

4.  The  Collee  Jogue  (in  which  all  mankind  are  cor- 
rupted, or  rather  leiTened,  for  that  is  the  true  meaning 
of  Collee)  is  the  prefent  mra,  which  they  fuppofe  or- 
dained to  fubfid  for  400,000  years,  of  which  near  5000 
are  already  pad,  and  man’s  life  in  this  period  is  limited 
to  i co  years. 

Computation  is  loft,  and  conjecture  overwhelmed 
in  the  attempt  to  adjuft  fuch  adonifhing  fpaces  of  time 
to  our  own  confined  notions  of  the  world’s  epoch  : to 
fuch  antiquity  the  Mofaic  creation  is  but  as  yefterday ; 
and  to  fuch  ages  the  life  of  Methufelah  is  no  more  than 
a fpan  ! — Abfurd  as  this  Gentoo  doctrine  may  feem, 
mere  human  reafon,  upon  confideration  of  the  prefent 
contracted  meafure  of  mortality,  can  no  more  reconcile 
to  itfelf  the  idea  of  patriarchal  than  of  hraminical  lon- 
gevity ; and,  when  the  line  of  implicit  faith  is  once  ex- 
tended, we  can  never  afcertain  the  precife  limits  beyond 
which  it  muff  not  pafs.  One  circumftance  mud  not  be 
omitted,  that  the  ages  allotted  to  mankind  in  the  feveraL 
Jogues  by  the  Bramins  tally  very  exaCtly  with  thofe  men- 
tioned by  Mofes,  as  far  as  the  chronology  of  the  latter 
peaches : for  the  lad  part  of  the  Dvvapaar  Jogue,  in 
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which  men  are  faid  to  have  attained  to  one  thoufond 
years  of  life,  correfponds  with  the  Mofaic  sera  of  the 
antediluvians : and  in  the  commencement  of  the 

Collee  Jogue,  which  comes  very  near  to  the  period  of 
the  deluge,  the  portion  of  human  exigence  was  con- 
tracted to  one  hundred  years,  and  is  feldom  fuppofed 
even  to  go  fo  far. 

We  are  not  much  advanced  in  our  inquiries,  by  al- 
lowing with  fome  excellent  authors,  that  mod  of  the 
Gentoo  Shatters  (or  fcnptdres)  were  compofed  about 
the  beginning  of  the  Collee  Jogue  ; for  then  we  at 
once  come  to  the  immediate  sera  of  the  flood,  which 
calamity  is  never  once  mentioned  in  thofe  Shatters,  and 
which  yet  we  mutt  think  infinitely  too  remarkable  to 
have  been  even  but  flightly  fpoken  of,  much  lefs  to 
have  been  totally  omitted,  had  it  even  been  known  in 
that  part  of  the  world.  The  Bramins  indeed  remove 
this  objection  by  two  aflertions ; one,  that  all  their 
fcriptures  were  written  before  the  time  by  us  allotted 
to  Noah  ; the  other,  that  the  deluge  really  never  took 
place  in  Ilindoftan. 

But  to  wave  tnefe  vague  and  indefinite  difquifitions, 
it  will  not  here  be  fuperfluous  to  quote  a pafl'age  or  two 
from  fome  of  the  molt  clafiical  and  authentic  Shaders, 
which  exprefsly  determine  and  fix  the  dates  of  their  re- 
fpeftive  seras  to  the  earlieft  jogues. 

The  firft  fpecimen  here  inferted  is  from  the  book  of 
Mur.nco,  which  the  reader  will  obferve  (lands  fore* 
mod  in  the  lid  of  thofe  which  furnifhed  the  fubfequent 
code ; and  though  thq  fecorxd  quotation  is  not  fo  au- 
thoritative^

In  the  Tirtah  Jogue,  the  author  Jage-Bulk,  wheri 
ninety-five  years  were  pall,  in  the  month  of  Sawun,  on 
the  moon’s  increafe,  on  the  Wednefday,  (or  literally 
on  the  day  of  Mercury  *),  finilhcd  the  treatife,  called 
Jage-Bulk,  which  fets  forth  the  offices  of  religion,  and 
alfo  informs  men  of  the  duties  of  the  magiftrate. 

What  periods  fhal!  we  poffibly  affign  to  thefe  wri- 
ters, if  vve  difallow  the  authorities  here  quoted?  If 
they  are  falfe,  there  muff  have  been  a time  when  the 
impofition  would  have  been  too  palpable  to  have  paf- 
fed  upon  mankind,  and  when  the  concurrent  teftimony 
of  the  whole  work,  would  have  rifen  up  in  judgment 
againit  it ; for  it  we  grant  Munnoo’s  works  to  have

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been  publiflied  during  his  own  lifetime,  it  is  impoflt- 
ble  that  he  Ihould  have  ventured  to  utter  fo  monftrous 
a forgery  ; and  if  they  were  concealed  till  after  his 
death,  could  the  memory  of  his  late  exiftence  be  fo 
fnortly  obliterated  through  the  whole  country  ? — But 
fuppofmg  fo  much  of  the  book  as  relates  to  the  date 
to  have  been  folded  in  by  another,  and  alterwards  pro- 
duced as  a part  of  the  original  text,  which  till  that  time 
had  lain  undifcovered,  nobody  furely  would  have  be- 
lieved him  in  oppofition  to  the  univerfal  faith  ! for  fo 
miraculous  a fidtion  could  never  gain  credit  but  upon 
the  fupport  of  fotne  principle  of  religious  opinion,  and 
every  religion  has  eftablifned  a chronology  of  its  own  : 
befides,  can  it  be  poffible,  that  none  of  Munnoo’s 
cotemporaries,  none  of  the  fucceeding  writers  fliould 
have  recorded  fo  ftriking  a circumdance  ? for  if  the 
whole  Indian  world  had  till  that  time  believed  with  us  in 
a chronology  nearly  anfwering  to  that  of  Mofes,  fo  ado- 
nifhing  a change  in  their  fentiments  upon  the  introdu&ion 
or  the  doctrine  of  the  Jogues  would  have  furnithed  am- 
ple matter  for  a thoufand  volumes  : but,  on  the  contrary, 
all  the  parts  of  every  Shatter  (however  different  from 
each  other  on  religious  fubjedts),  are  yet  uniform  and 
confident  throughout  upon  this ; the  fame  mode  of 
computing  their  annals  has  always  obtained,  and  the 
fame  belief  of  the  remotenefs  or  antiquity  that  now 
prevails  may  be  proved  to  have  been  univerfally  ac- 
knowledged, even  at  the  time  in  which  fome  pretend 
to  fix  the  firft  appearance  of  letters  in  Hindodan. 

Raj  aii  Prachutt,  who  though  ranked  as  a mo- 
dern on  the  records  of  India,  is  yet  known  to  have 
lived  in  the  earlidt  ages  of  the  Collee  Jogue,  was  no 
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lefs  anxious  than  modern  philofophers  are  to  pierce 
through  the  obfcurity  of  time,  and  to  trace  the  pro- 
grefs  of  the  world  from  its  infancy  ; at  his  indigation 
a work  was  coinpofed  by  Shukch  Diew,  a learned  Bra- 
min,  (foti  of  Be'afs,  the  famous  author  of  the  Maha- 
baret),  containing  the  hidory  of  India  through  the 
three  preceding  Jogues,  with  the  fuccedion  of  the  feve- 
ral  Rajahs,  and  the  duration  of  their  reigns.  This 
curious  hidory,  called  Shree  Bhageut,  (till  fubfids, 
divided  into  twelve  afeund  or  books,  (literally  branch- 
es), and  three  thoufand  and  twenty  chapters.  What 
fhall  we  fay  to  a w'ork  compofed  four  thoufand  years 
ago,  and  from  thence  tracing  mankind  upwards  through 
feveral  millions  of  years  ? Mud  we  anfvver,  that  the 
earth  was  at  that  time  an  uninhabited  marfh,  dill  flowly 
emerging  from  an  univerfal  inundation  ? 

Great,  furely,  and  inexplicable  mud  be  the  doubts 
of  mere  human  reafon  upon  fuch  a dilemma  when  un- 
aflided  and  uninformed  by  divine  revelation  ; but  while 
we  admit  the  former  in  our  argument,  we  profefs  a 
mod  unlhaken  reliance  upon  the  latter,  before  which 
every  fufpicicn  mud  fubfide,  and  fcepticifm  be  abforb- 
ed  in  conviflion  : yet  from  the  preinifes  already  eda- 
blilhed,  this  concluhon  at  lead  may  fairly  be  deduced, 
that  the  world  does  not  now  contain  annals  of  more 
indifputable  antiquity  than  thofe  delivered  down  by  the 
ancient  Bramins. 

Collateral  proofs  of  this  antiquity  may  be  drawn 
from  every  page  of  the  prefent  code  of  laws,  in  its 
wonderful  correspondence  with  many  parts  of  the  in- 
flitutcs  of  Mofes,  one  of  the  fird  of  known  legiflators :

From  whom  we  cannot  poffibly  find  grounds  to  fuppofe 
the  Hindoos  received  the  fmalleft  article  of  their  reli- 
gion or  jurifprudence,  though  it  is  not  utterly  impofli- 
ble,  that  the  doctrines  of  Hindoftan  might  have  been 
early  tranfplanted  into  Egypt,  and  thus  have  become 
familiar  to  Mofes. 

The  Gentoos  have  in  all  ages  believed  in  the  tranf- 
migration of  fouls,  which  they  denominate  Kayapre- 
■waefh  and  Kayapelut : this  latter  literally  anfwers  to 
the  word  metempfychofis. — An  ancient  Shatter,  called 
the  Geeta,  written  by  Adhae  Doom,  has  a beautiful 
ftanza  upon  this  fyftem  of  the  tranfmigration,  which  he 
compares  to  a change  of  drefs.

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An  ingenious  author  * of  our  own  has  well  ex- 
plained their  ideas  upon  the  fubjecl  of  a future  date, 
though  he  laments,  at  the  fame  time,  that  his  mate- 
rials were  too  imperfedt  to  afford  complete  informa- 
tion. 

Their  creed  then  is,  that  thofe  fouls  which  have 
attaineJ  to  a certain  degree  of  purity,  either  by  the 
innocence  of  their  manners,  or  the  feverity  of  their 
mortifications,  are  removed  to  regions  of  happinefs, 
proportioned  to  their  refpe&ive  merits : but  that  thofe 
who  cannot  fo  far  furmount  the  prevalence  of  bad  ex- 
ample, and  the  forcible  degeneracy  of  the  times,  as  to 
deferve  fuch  a promotion,  are  condemned  to  undergo 
continual  punifhment  in  the  animation  of  fucceffive  ani- 
mal forms,  until  at  the  dated  period  another  renovation 
of  the  four  Jogues  (hall  commence  upon  the  diffolution 
of  the  prefent. 

They  fuppofe  that  there  are  fourteen  Bhoobuns  or 
fpheres,  feven  below  and  fix  above  the  earth  ; the 
feven  inferior  world  are  faid  to  be  altogether  inhabited 
by  an  infinite  variety  of  ferpents,  deferibed  in  every 
xnonftrous  figure  that  the  imagination  can  fugged  j 
hence  the  reafon  why  fuch  particular  mention  is  made 
of  ferpents  in  the  account  of  the  creation  prefixed  to 
this  code.  The  earth  is  called  Bhoor,  and  mankind 
who  inhabit  it  Bhoor-logue  ; an  indance  of  which  may 
be  feen  in  the  ftanza  quoted  from  Munoo  : the  fpheres 
gradually  afeending  from  thence  are  :

The  Bobur  is  the  immediate  vault  of  the  vifible 
heavens,  in  which  the  fun,  moon,  and  ftars  are  placed. 
The  Svvergeh  is  the  firft  Paradife,  and  general  recepta- 
cle for  thofc  who  merit  a removal  from  the  lower  earth* 
The  Mahurr-logue  are  the  Fakeers,  and  fuch  perfons 
as  by  dint  of  prayer  have  acquired  an  extraordinary 
degree  of  fanctiry.  The  Junneh-logue  are  all'o  the 
fouls  of  pious  and  moral  men  ; and  beyond  this  fphere 
they  are  not  fuppofed  to  pal's  without  fome  uncommon 
merits  and  qualifications.  The  fphere  of  Tuppeh  is  the 
reward  of  thofe  who  have  all  their  lives  performed 
fome  wonderful  a£t  of  penance  and  mortification,  or 
who  have  died  martyrs  for  their  religion.  The  Suttee 
or  higheft  fphere  is  the  rdidence  of  Brihma  and  his 
particular  favourites,  whence  they  are  alfo  called 
Brihma- logue  : this  is  the  place  of  deftination  for  thofe 
men  who  have  never  uttered  a falfehood  during  their 
whole  lives,  and  for  thofe  women  who  have  voluntarily 
burned  themfelves  with  their  hufbands  How  fhall  we 
reconcile  fo  fplendid  and  exalted  a benedi&ion  pro- 
nounced upon  this  fpontaneous  martyrdom,  with  the 
alTertion  of  an  author,  that  the  cuitom  for  the  wives 
to  burn  themfelves  with  their  hufbands  bodies  was  ne- 
ver reckoned  a religious  duty  in  India  ? This  circum- 
ftance  will  again  prefent  itfelf  in  the  remarks  on  the 
chapter  of  women. 


But 
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But  it  is  new  time  to  draw  this  effay  towards  a con- 
tlufion,  by  confining  ourfelves  to  the  more  immediate 
explanation  of  filch  parts  of  the  code  as  may  not  feem 
entirely  confident  with  European  opinions,  or  European 
juftice. 

The  work  opens  with  a fhort  preliminary  difeourfe. 
Written  by  the  Bramins  themfelves,  as  well  to  fet  forth 
the  motives  and  ufes  of  the  compilation,  as  to  gratify 
the  honed  vanity  of  every  fenfible  mind,  in  giving  fome 
account  of  itfelf  and  of  its  labours.  Nothing  can  be 
mere  remote  from  a fuperffitious  adherence  to  their 
own  domeftic  prejudices,  or  more  truly  elevated  above 
the  mean  and  ielfifh  principles  of  pried  craft,  than  the 
genuine  dignity  of  fentiment  that  breathes  through  this 
little  performance.  Few  Chriflians  with  all  the  advan- 
tages of  enlightened  underftandings,  would  have  expreff- 
ed  themfelves  with  a more  becoming  reverence  for  the 
grand  and  impartial  defigns  of  Providence  in  all  its 
works,  or  with  a more  extenfive  charity  towards  all 
their  fellow- creatures  of  every  profeffien.  It  is  indeed 
an  article  of  faith  among  the  Bramins,  that  God’s  all- 
merciful  power  would  not  have  permitted  fuch  a num- 
ber of  different  religions,  if  he  had  not  found  a pleafure 
in  beholding  their  varieties. 

The  fir  ft  feclion  of  the  preface  contains  an  account 
of  the  creation  literally  as  the  Gentoos  believe  it  to  have 
been  performed  : the  four  great  and  or  ginal  tribes  are 
there  faid  to  have  proceeded  from  the  four  different 
members  of  Brihma,  the  fuppofed  immediate  agent  of 
the  creation  under  the  Spirit  of  the  Almighty  The 

Hindoos 
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Hindoos  do  not  fuppofe  that  thcfe  feveral  parts  of  the 
Creator,  affigned  for  their  production  are  a fymbolicai 
token  or  defcription  of  the  refpe&ive  duties  of  their  Na- 
tions ; but  that  the  feveral  qualifications  of  each  caft^ 
and  the  enjoined  exercife  of  thofe  qualifications,  are  the 
natural  and  unavoidable  refult  of  the  prefiding  fun £t ion 
in  each  of  the  members  of  their  fir  ft:  parent. 

The  Bramin  from  the  mouth — (wifdom) 
to  pray,  to  read,  to  inflrud. 

The  Chehteree  from  the  arras — (ftrength) 
to  draw  the  bow,  to  fight,  to  govern. 

The  Bice  from  the  belly  or  thighs — (nourifhment)  , 
to  provide  the  neceffaries  of  life  by  agriculture  and  traffic. 

The  Sooder  from  the  feet — (fubje&ion) 
to  labour,  to  ferve,  to  travel. 

These  four  great  tribes  comprehend  the  firfl  grand 
divifions  of  a well-regulated  ftate.  The  mechanic,  or 
petty  dealer,  as  a branch  of  lefs  importance,  and  admi- 
niftering  rather  to  the  luxuries  than  to  the  neceffities  of 
life,  is  furnifhed  from  a fifth  adventitious  tribe,  called 
Burrun  Sunker,  which  is  again  fubdivided  into  al- 
mofl  as  many  feparate  cafts  as  there  are  trades  or  occu- 
pations to  be  exercifed  by  its  members.  The  fame  prin- 
ciple of  government,  though  under  a different  modifi- 
cation, is  faid  to  prevail  in  China,  where  every  man  is 
enjoined  by  law  to  follow  the  bufinefs  of  his  father,  and 
forbidden  to  thrufl:  himfelf  into  any  other  profeffion. 
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But,  while  we  commend  the  policy  of  the  ancient 
Hindoos,  we  muft  lament  their  mod  deplorable  igno- 
ranee  in  fome  of  the  practical  fciences,  particularly  geo- 
graphy, to  which  they  muft  give  up  all  pretenfions  after 
their  extravagant  defeription  of  the  feven  deeps,  which 
they  fuppofe  to  be  fo  many  continents  feparated  from 
each  other  by  an  almoft  infinite  ocean,  but  yet  all  be- 
longing to  the  fame  world  which  themfelves  inhabit* 

The  other  divifion  of  the  preface  contains  the  requi- 
fite  qualifications  for  a magiftrate,  and  the  duties  of  his 
ftation  ; mod  of  the  rules  there  laid  down  are  very  per- 
tinent, and  difplay  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  human 
heart. — But  as  the  neceftary  limits  of  an  efiay  like  this 
do  not  give  room  or  opportunity  for  a general  and  dif- 
fufive  criticifm,  it  is  heie  intended  only  to  fpeak  of  fuch 
particular  parts  and  paftages  of  the  work  as  contain  fome- 
thing  peculiar,  local,  or  characleriftic. 

Among  the  qualities  required  for  the  proper  execu- 
tion of  public  bufinefs,  mention  is  made,  “ That  a man 
“ muft  be  able  to  keep  in  fubjeefion  his  luft,  his  anger, 
“ his  avarice,  his  folly,  and  his  pride.”  Thefe  vices  are 
Sometimes  denominated  in  the  Shanfcrit  under  the  ge- 
neral term  Opadhee,  a word  which  occurs  in  the  quoted 
fpecimen  of  the  comment  upon  the  Reig  Beid.  The 
folly  there  fpecified  is  not  to  be  underftoood  in  the  ufual 
fenfe  of  the  word  in  an  European  idiom,  as  a negative 
quality,  or  the  mere  want  of  fenfe,  but  as  a kind  of  ob- 
ftinately  ftupid  lethargy,  or  perverfe  abfence  of  mind, 
in  which  the  will  is  not  altogether  paffive  : it  feems  to 
be  a weaknefs  peculiar  to  Afia ; for  we  cannot  find  a 
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berm  bv  which  to  cxprefs  the  precife  idea  in  the  Euto* 
pean  languages;  it  operates  fomewhat  like  the  violent 
impulfe  of  fear,  under  which  men  will  utter  falfehoods 
totally  incompatible  with  each  other,  and  utterly  contrary 
to  their  own  opinion,  knowledge,  and  convi&ion  ; and 
it  may  be  added  alfo,  their  inclination  and  intention. 
A very  remarkable  indance  of  this  temporary  frenzy 
happened  lately  in  the  fupreme  court  of  judicature  at 
Calcutta,  where  a man  (not  an  idiot)  fwore  upon  a trial, 
that  he  was  no  kind  of  relation  to  his  own  brother  who 
was  then  in  court,  and  who  had  condantly  fupported 
him  from  his  infancy  ; and  that  he  lived  in  a houfe  by 
himfclf,  for  which  he  paid  the  rent  from  his  own  pocket, 
when  it  was  proved  that  he  was  not  worth  a rupee,  and 
when  the  perfon  in  whofe  houfe  he  had  always  redded 
flood  at  the  bar  clofe  to  him. 

Whenever  the  word  folly,  included  among  the  vices 
above  mentioned,  occurs  in  this  code,  it  mud  always  be 
underdood  to  carry  the  meaning  here  deferibed. — An- 
other conjecture,  and  that  exceedingly  acute  and  in- 
genious, has  been  darted  upon  this  fol/yt  that  it  may 
mean  the  deception  which  a man  permits  to  be  impofed 
on  his  judgment  by  his  paffions,  as  a£ts  of  rapacity  and 
avarice  are  often  committed  by  men  who  aferibe  them 
to  prudence  and  a jud  affertion  of  their  own  right ; ma- 
lice and  rancour  pals  for  judice,  and  brutality  for  fpirit. 
This  opinion,  when  thoroughly  examined,  will  very 
nearly  tally  with  the  former;  for  all  the  paffions,  as  well 
as  fear,  have  an  equal  efficacy  to  ditiurb  and  aidort  the 
mind  : but  to  account  for  the  folly  here  fpoken  of,  as 
being  the  offspring  of  the  paffions,  in  dead  of  drawing 
a parallel  between  it  and  the  impulfes  of  thofe  paffions, 
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We  ituift  fuppofe  the  impulfe  to  act  with  infinitely  more 
violence  upon  an  Afiatic  mind  than  we  can  ever  have 
feen  exemplified  in  Europe.  It  is,  however,  fomething 
like  the  madnefs  fo  inimitably  delineated  in  the  hero  of 
Cervantes,  fenfible  enough  upon  fome  occafions,  and  at 
the  fame  time  completely  wild,  and  unconfcious  of  itfclf 
upon  others ; and  that  too  originally  produced  by  an 
effort  of  the  will,  though  in  the  end  overpowering  and 
faperfeding  its  functions. 

It  win  no  doubt  ftrike  the  reader  with  wonder,  to 
find  a prohibition  of  fire-arms  in  records  of  fuch  unfa- 
thomable antiquity  ; and  he  will  probably  from  hence 
renew  the  fufpicron  which  has  long  been  deemed  ab- 
surd, that  Alexander  the  Great  did  abfolutely  meet  with 
fome  weapons  of  that  kind  in  India,  as  a paffage  in 
Ouintus  Curtius  feems  to  afcertain.  Gunpowder  has 
been  known  in  China,  as  well  as  in  Hindoftan,  far  be- 
yond all  periods  of  inveftigation. — The  word  fire-arms  is 
literally  in  Sbanfcrit  Agnee-alter,  a weapon  of  fire  ; they 
defcribe  the  firft  fpecies  of  it  to  have  been  a kind  of 
dart  or  arrow  tipt  with  fire,  and  difcharged  upon  the 
enemy  from  a bamboo.  Among  feveral  extraordinary 
properties  of  this  weapon,  one  was,  that,  alter  it  had 
taken  its  flight,  it  divided  into  feveral  feparate  darts  or 
ftreams  of  flame,  each  of  which  took  effect,  and  which, 
when  once  kindled,  could  not  be  extinguifhed  * ; but 
this  kind  of  Agnee-aftei  is  now  loll  — Cannon  in  the 
bhanfcrit  idiom  is  called  Shet-A.ghnee,  or  the  weapon 
that  kills  a hundred  men  at  once,  from  (Shcte)  a hun- 
dred, and  (gheneh)  to  kill ; and  the  Pooran  Shaffers, 
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or  hiftories,  afcribe  the  invention  of  thefe  cieflrudive 
engines  to  Beefhookerma,  the  artift,  who  is  related  to 
have  forged  all  the  weapons  for  the  war  which  was 
maintained  in  the  Suttee  Jogue  between  Dewta  and 
Olfoor  (or  the  good  and  bad  i'pirits)  for  the  fpace  of  one 
hundred  years  — Was  it  chance  or  infpiration  that  fur- 
nilhed  our  admirable  Milton  with  exa&ly  the  fame  idea, 
which  had  never  before  occurred  to  an  European  ima- 
gination ? 

The  battles  which  are  defcribed  in  this  feclion,  ridi- 
culous as  they  may  appear,  when  compared  with  the 
modern  art  and  improvement  of  war,  are  the  very  coun- 
terparts of  Homer;  for,  in  the  early  ages  of  mankind, 
a battle  appears  to  have  been  little  more  than  a fet  of 
diitinch  duels  between  man  and  man ; in  which  cafe 
every  circum (lance  pointed  out  in  this  part  cf  the  ma- 
gii t rate’s  duty  might  naturally  be  expected  to  occur ; 
and  this  is  a forcible  argument  to  prove,  that  the  com- 
pilers have  not  foided  into  the  code  any  novel  opinions 
of  their  own,  when  in  this  place  hardly  one  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  war,  as  (fated  by  them,  is  applicable  to  the  pre- 
fent  fyftem  and  fituation  of  mankind. 

There  is  a particular  charge  to  the  magi  ft  rate  to 
forbid  all  fires  in  the  month  Cheyt,  or  part  of  March 
and  April : this  is  an  inflitution  moit  wifely  and  ufefully 
calculated  for  the  climate  of  Hindoftan,  where,  for  above 
four  months  before  that  time  there  falls  no  rain,  and 
where  the  wind  always  blows  ha;d  in  that  month,  and 
is  very  dry  and  parching,  fo  that  every  thing  is  in  the 
mod  cutnbufiible  fituation,  and  the  accidental  burning 
of  a handful  of  draw  may  fpread  a conflagration  through 
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a whole  city. — It  is  obfervable  in  India  to  this  day,  that 
fires  are  more  frequent  and  more  dangerous  in  the 
month  Cheyt  than  in  all  the  reft  of  the  year. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  fcope  and  matter  of  this  feflion 
is  excellent ; and,  divefted  of  the  peculiar  tindb  it  has 
received  from  the  religious  tenets  of  its  authors,  is  not 
unworthy  the  pen  of  the  moft  celebrated  politicians,  or 
philofophers  of  ancient  Greece. 

CHAP.  I.  The  Code  begins  with  regulations  for 
that  which  is  one  of  the  firft  cements  of  civil  fociety, 
the  mutuation  of  property  ; which,  though  equally  ne- 
ceflary  and  advantageous  to  the  public,  muft  be  con-? 
fined  within  certain  limits,  and  conduced  upon  the  faith 
of  known  laws,  to  render  it  fafe,  confidential,  and  equi- 
table. The  favourable  deftinctions  marked  towards  fome 
tribes,  and  apparent  feverity  with  refpeft  to  others,  in 
this  chapter,  though  perhaps  not  reconcileable  to  our 
ideas  of  focial  compact,  muft  be  fuppofed  perfedtly  con- 
ibnant  to  the  maxims  of  the  Gentoos,  and  familiar  to. 
their  comprehenfions,  as  it  may  be  obferved,  that  the 
compilers  have  been  fcrupuloully  exact  in  pointing  out 
all  fuch  cafes  as  have  received  different  deciftons  in  the 
different  originals  from  whence  the  abftratt  is  felefted. 
Indeed,  the  Bramins,  indi.fp  tit  ably  perfuaded  that  their 
origin  is  from  the  mouth,  or  fuperior  member,  of  their 
Creator,  and  confequently  that  the  fuperiority  of  their 
tribe  is  interwoven  with  the  very  effence  of  their  nature, 
rffeem  that  to  be  a full  and  fatisfactory  plea  for  every 
advantage  fettled  upon  them,  above  the  reft  of  the  peo- 
ple, by  the  laws  of  their  country ; nor  are  the  other 
calls  ch. (contented  with  the  lot  to  which  they  have  been 
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'accuftome’  from  their  earlieft  infancy;  if  they  blame 
any  thing,  it  is  that  original  turn  of  chance  which  gave 
them  rather  to  fpring  from  the  belly  or  the  feet  of 
Brihma,  than  from  his  arms  or  head. 

The  different  rate  of  intereft  eflablifhed  in  this  chap- 
ter to  be  paid  for  the  ufe  of  different  articles,  is  perhaps 
an  inftitute  peculiar  to  Hindoftan : but  it  refleds  a 
ftreng  light  upon  the  fimplicity  of  ancient  manners,  be- 
fore money  was  univerfally  current  as  the  medium  of 
barter  for  all  commodities,  and  is  at  the  fame  time  a 
weighty  proof  of  the  great  antiquity  of  thefe  laws, 
which  feern  calculated  for  the  crude  conceptions  of  an 
almoft  illiterate  people  upon  their  firft  civilization. 

CHAP.  II.  The  rights  of  inheritance,  in  the  fecond 
phapter,  are  laid  down  with  the  utmoft  precifion,  and 
with  the  ftrideft  attention  to  the  natural  claim  of  the 
inheritor  in  the  feveral  degrees  of  affinity.  A man  is 
herein  conlidered  but  as  tenant  for  life  in  his  own  pro- 
perty ; and,  as  all  opportunity  of  diftributing  his  effeds 
by  will,  after  his  death,  is  precluded,  hardly  any  men- 
tion is  made  of  fuch  kind  of  bequeft.  By  thefe  ordinan- 
ces alfo,  he  is  hindered  from  difpofleffing  his  children 
of  his  property  in  favour  of  aliens,  and  from  making  a 
blind  and  partial  allotment  in  behalf  of  a favourite  child, 
to  the  prejudice  of  the  reft  ; by  which  the  weaknefs  of 
parental  aftedion,  or  of  a mifguided  mind  in  its  dotage, 
is  admirably  remedied.  Thefe  laws  alfo  ftrongly  eluci- 
date the  ftory  of  the  prodigal  fon  in  the  Scriptures,  fince 
it  appears  from  hence  to  have  been  an  immemorial 
cuftom  in  the  eaft  for  fons  to  demand  their  portion  of 
inheritance  during  their  fathers  life-time,  and  that  the 
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parent,  however  aware  of  the  diflipated  inclinations  of 
his  child,  could  not  legally  refute  to  comply  with  the 
application. 

Though  Polygamy  has  been  conflantly  practifed 
and  U'dverfally  allowed  under  all  the  religions  that 
have  obtained  in  Afia,  w'e  meet  with  very  few  indances 
of  permitted  polyandry,  or  a plurality  of  hutbands, 
fuch  as  is  mentioned  in  the  fourteenth  fe&ion  of  this 
chapter  : but  a gentleman  who  has  lately  vifited  the 
kingdom  of  Boutan  and  Thibet,  has  obferved,  that 
the  fame  cuftora  is  almoft  general  to  this  day  in 
thofe  countries,  wdiere  one  wife  frequently  ferves 
all  the  males  of  a whole  family,  without  being  the  caufe 
of  any  uncommon  jealoufy  or  difunion  among  them. 

The  chara&eridic  enthufiafm  of  the  Gmtoos  is 
ftrongly  marked  in  feveral  parts  of  this  chapter,  where 
it  appears,  that  the  property  of  a Bramin  is  confidered 
as  too  facred  to  fall  into  profane  hands,  even  thofe  of 
the  magi  irate  •,  which  proves  alfo  that  the  magiftrates 
are  not  Bramins.  At  the  fame  time,  we  cannot  help 
noticing  many  ftriking  indances  of  moderation  and 
felf-denial  in  the  members  of  this  tribe,  who,  being  at 
once  the  prieds  and  legiflators  of  the  country,  have 
yet  refigned  all  the  fecular  and  executive  power  into 
the  hands  of  another  cad ; for  it  appears,  that  no  Bra- 
min has  been  properly  capable  of  the  magidracy  fince 
the  time  of  the  Suttee  Jogue.  They  have  alfo  in  one 
place  ordained,  that  “ If  a widow  (hould  give  all  her 
“ property  and  edate  to  the  Bramins  for  religious  pur- 
“ pofes,  the  gift  indeed  is  valid  p”  that  is,  it  comes 
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within  the  letter  of  the  law  : “ but  the  aft  is  impro- 
“ per  and  the  woman  blaineable  ” Such  a cenfure, 
though  not  amounting  to  an  abfolute  prohibition,  is 
furely  a fufficient  warning  to  thole  whofe  weak  bigotry 
might  thus  lead  them  to  error,  and  an  argument  that 
thefe  lawgivers  were  tree  from  all  the  narrow  principles 
of  felf-interefied  avidity.  The  only  privilege  of  im- 
portance, which  they  feem  to  have  appropriated  to 
themfelves  in  any  part  of  this  compilation,  is  an  ex- 
emption from  all  capital  punifhment : they  may  be  de- 
graded, branded,  imprifoned  tor  life,  or  fent  into  per- 
petual exile  ; but  it  is  every  where  exprefsly  ordained, 
that  a Bramin  thall  not  be  put  to  death  upon  any  ac- 
count whatfoever. 

CHAP.  IN.  The  chapter  of  juftice  in  its  general 
tendency,  feems  to  be  one  of  the  bell  in  the  whole 
code.  The  necefiary  qualifications  for  the  arbitrator, 
the  rules  for  the  examination  of  witnefles,  and  the  re- 
quisites for  propriety  of  evidence,  are  ftated  with  as 
much  accuracy  and  depth  of  judgment  as  the  genera- 
lity of  thofe  in  our  own  courts.  In  this  chapter  men- 
tion is  made  of  the  Purrekeh,  or  trial  by  ordeal,  which 
is  one  of  the  moll  ancient  militates  for  the  diftinguifh- 
ing  criterion  of  guilt  and  innocence  that  hath  been 
handed  down  to  us  by  facred  or  profane  hiftory  : fire 
or  water  were  the  ufual  rcfources  upon  thefe  occafions, 
and  they  were  confiantly  prepared  and  fanftified  by 
t he  Solemnities  of  a religious  ceremonial.  The  modes 
of  this  ordeal  are  various  in  India,  according  to  the 
choice  of  the  parties  or  the  nature  of  the  oflence ; but 
the  infallibility  of  the  refult  is  to  this  day  as  implicitly 
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believed,  as  it  could  have  been  in  the  darke$  ages  of 
antiquity. 

We  find  a particular  injun&ion  and  defcription  of  a 
certain  water  ordeal  among  the  firft  laws  dictated  to 
Mofes  by  God  himfelf;  it  is  contained  in  the  fifth 
chapter  of  Numbers,  from  the  twelfth  to  the  thirtieth 
verfe,  and  is  for  the  fatisfa&ion  of  jealous  hufbands, 
in  the  immediate  detection  or  acquittal  of  their 
wives. 

CHAP.  IV.  V.  and  VI.  In  the  two  fucceeding 
chapters  no  unufual  matter  occurs,  but  fuch  as  good 
fenfe  and  a freedom  from  prejudice  will  eafily  deve- 
lope  : but,  in  the  fecond  fection  of  the  fixth  chapter,  a 
paffage  appears,  which,  upon  a flight  examination* 
might  give  the  reader  a very  indifferent  opinion  of  the 
Gentoo  fyftem  of  government,  viz.  “ a law  to  regu- 
“ late  the  fhares  of  robbers.”  This  ordinance  by  no 
means  refpeOs  the  domeftie  difturbers  of  the  tran- 
quillity of  their  own  countrymen,  or  violators  of  the 
firft  principles  of  fociety,  but  only  fuch  bold  and  hardy 
adventurers  as  fally  form  to  levy  contributions  in  a fo- 
reign province.  Unjuft  as  this  behaviour  may  appear 
in  the  eye  of  equity,  it  bears  the  moft  genuine  ftamp* 
of  antiquity,  and  correfponds  entirely  with  the  man- 
ners of  the  early  Grecians,  at  or  before  the  period  of 
the  Troian  war,  and  of  the  weftern  nations,  before 
their  emerfion  from  barbarifm  ; a practice  flill  kept  up 
among  the  pyratic  Rates  of  Barbary  to  its  fullefl  ex- 
tent by  fea,  and  probably  among  many  herds  of  Tar- 
tars and  Arabian  banditti  by  land.  However,  the 
known  exigence  and  originality  of  this  favage  fyftem 
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will  juftify  the  Gentoo  magiitrate  of  thofe  ancient  pe- 
riods in  aflilting  the  freebooters  with  his  advice,  and 
participating  in  their  p’under,  when,  at  that  time, 
fuch  expeditions  were  elteemed  both  legal  and  honour* 
able. 


It  is  not  neceffary,  in  an  eflay  like  this,  to  attempt 
an  inveftigation  of  every  local  anomaly,  or  national 
peculiarity,  that  may  arife  in  the  courfe  of  this  work  ; 
but  merely  to  fpeak  of  fuch  as  feetn  to  contradict  the 
general  opinions  of  mankind,  and  to  round  off  thofe 
hardier  features  of  the  pidture  which  appear  unnatural, 
or  diftotted,  as  well  as  uncommon. 


CHAP.  VII  and  VIII.  Omitting  therefore  the 
modes  of  gift  in  the  feventh  chapter,  and  the  particu- 
lar ordinances  refpe&ing  flaves  in  the  eighth,  let  us 
proceed  to  the  fecond  fedtion  of  the  ninth  chapter, 
« of  tile  wages  of  dancing  women  or  proftitutes.” 

CHAP  IX.  From  the  mod  diftant  ages  the  Afia- 
tic  world  has  obferved  the  cuftom  of  employing  wo- 
men trained  up,  and  hired  for  the  purpofe  to  fing  and 
dance  at  the  public  feftivals  and  religious  ceremonies. 
We  find  thar,  “ When  David  was  returned  from  the 
“ {laughter  of  the  Philiftines,  the  women  came  out  of 
« all  the  cities  of  Ifiael  figning  and  dancing  to  meet 
“ King  Saul,  with  tabrets,  with  joy,  and  with  inftru- 
« mcnts  of  mufic.” 

It  is  dill  an  univerfal  pra&ice  among  the  Gentoos, 
to  entertain  a number  of  fuch  women  for  the  celebra- 
tion of  their  folemn  feftivals;  and  in  many  parts  of 
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the  Deccan,  a band  of  them  is  kept  in  every  village  at 
the  public  charge,  and  they  are  frequently  defpatched 
to  meet  any  perfon  pafting  in  a public  charader,  exact- 
ly conformable  to  the  reception  of  Saul  by  the  women 
of  lfrael.  Probably  their  being  expofed  to  general 
view  and  to  a free  converfation  with  men,  (fo  contrary 
to  the  referve  and  privacy  of  the  reft  of  their  fex  in 
Afia),  firft  betrayed'  them  into  proftitution : and  in 
former  ages,  a proftitute  feems  to  have  been  by  no 
means  ft)  defpisable  a-  character  as  at  prefent,  fince  one 
of  the  firft  a&S'  of  King  Solomon’s  government  that 
was  thought  worthy  to  be  recorded,  was  a decifion 
from  the  throne,  upon  the  fuit  of  two  harlots.  Many 
dates,  even  among  the  moderns,  have  found  the  ne- 
cefiity  as  well  as  utility  of  tolerated  proftitution  ; they 
have  difcovered  it  to  be  one  of  the  moft  effectual  me- 
thods for  preferving  the  peace  of  families,  and  the 
health  of  individuals;  and  public  ftews  have  accord- 
ingly been  licenfed  under  every  regulation  that  could 
be  devifed  to  obviate  their  probable  ill  effects,  and  to 
fecure  all  their  advantages ; fo,  in  Afia,  the  profeflion 
of  fmging  and  dancing  by  diftind  fets  or  companies, 
naturally  formed  thcfe  women  into  a kind1  of  commu- 
nity. And  as  the  policy  of  a good  government  will 
always  look  with  an  eye  of  regard  upon  every  branch 
of  fociety,  it  was  but  juft  and  proper  to  enad  laws  for 
the  fecurity  and  protedion  of  this  public  body,  as 
well  as  of  the  reft  of  the  ftate,  particularly  as  the 
lex  and  employment  of  thofe  who  compofed  it  ren- 
dered them  more  than  ufually  liable  to  infult  and  ill 
ui'age, 
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Tt  can  be  no  objection  to  the  rules  laid  down  in 
this  place,  that  the  language  in  which  they  are  deliver- 
ed is  plain  even  to  groffnefs ; it  is  well  known  that  the 
ancients,  even  in  their  molt  refined  ages,  admitted  a 
freedom  of  fpeech  utterly  incompatible  with  the  deli- 
cacy of  modern  converfation,  and  that  vve  are  on  that 
account  frequently  much  embarraffed  in  translating 
even  the  mod  clalfical  authors  of  Greece  and  Rome. 
Indecency  too  feems  to  be  a word  unknown  to  the 
law,  which  ever  infills  upon  a fimple  definition  of  fad:. 
The  Englilh  courts,  upon  trials  for  rape  or  adultery, 
are  full  as  little  modeft  and  equivocal  in  their  language 
as  any  part  of  this  or  fome  of  the  fucceeding  chapters  ; 
neither  rank,  nor  fex,  nor  innocence,  can  proted  a wo- 
man who  is  unfortunate  enough  to  be  called  in  as  a 
witnefs,  even  upon  the  moll  trivial  points  of  fucii  a 
caufe,  from  being  obliged  to  hear,  and  even  to  utter 
the  mod  indecent  and  blocking  expreffions,  which  are 
F.eceflarily  urged  upon  her,  fo  far  as  to  authenticate 
every  circumftance  in  queftion,  without  the  leaf!  dif- 
guife  of  circumlocution  or  referve  in  favour  of  mo- 
defty  : yet  trials  of  this  nature  are  publifhed  at  length 
among  us,  and  read  with  eagernefs,  as  much  perhaps  to 
the  fcandal  of  the  law,  as  to  the  corruption  of  our  ima- 
ginations, and  the  debafement  of  our  manners. 

But  a wo-rk  upon  fo  diffufive  a plan  as  that  of  this 
code,  is  calculated  for  the  perufal  of  the  judge  and  the 
philofopher,  and  is  far  above  the  cavil  of  narrow  un- 
derflandings  and  felfifh  prejudices.  Thefe  indeed  will 
fometimes  feel,  or  pretend  to  feel,  a greater  (hock  at 
the  mention  of  certain  crimes,  than  it  is  to  be  fofpodted 
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they  would  undergo  in  the  commiffion  of  them  ; but 
for  the  warning  of  the  fubjeft,  and  for  the  guidance  of 
the  magiftrate,  no  delineation  of  offences  can  be  too 
minute,  and  no  difcrimination  too  particular. 

CHAP.  XVI.  From  hence,  in  conformity  to  the 
intention  of  this  treatife,  we  fhall  at  once  proceed  to 
the  fixteenth  chapter  of  affault,  and  of  preparation  to 
atfault ; which  feems  entirely  founded  upon  the  pecu- 
liar tendernefs  of  a Gentoo’s  confcience,  with  refpedt 
to  the  purity  of  his  caft.  Here  we  fee  almoft  every 
uncleannefs  that  can  be  practifed  accurately  fpecified, 
and  ftrongly  prohibited  ; and  the  penalty  is  conftantly 
enhanced  in  proportion  to  the  rank  or  circumftances  of 
the  parties.  The  fame  notions  of  defilement  from  con- 
tact with  any  unclean  article  appear  to  have  been  dili- 
gently inculcated  into  the  Jews  by  their  infpired  legi- 
flator : and  the  nineteenth  chapter  of  Numbers  bears 
an  evident  relation  to  the  fpirit  and  meaning  of  the 
chapter  here,  though  it  differs  in  the  ftatement  of  the 
feveral  objects  from  whence  the  defilement  is  fuppofed 
to  proceed.  The  regulations  before  us  were  entirely 
neccifary  for  a people,  whofe  very  degree  and  place  in 
fociety  were  conditionally  dependent  upon  a fcrupulous 
avoidance  of  all  uncleannefs.  Hence  even  the  pre- 
paration or  attempt  to  affault  was  forbidden,  as  well 
as  the  attack  itfelf ; and  the  tautological  enumeration 
of  every  pofiible  mode  of  this  affault,  by  the  mod  mi- 
nute gradations,  needs  no  other  plea  to  reconcile  it  to 
our  ideas. 

CHAP.  XVII.  The  chapter  upon  theft  contains  a 
complete  anfwer  to  every  objection  that  might  be  brought 
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againft  a former  expreffion  in  the  code,  u Of  the  ma- 
“ gi  rates  (haring  in  the  plunder  of  robbers,”  as  al  nod 
every  poflible  fpecies  of  fraud  or  robbery  is  in  this  place 
impartially  condemned.  Among  other  punifhments,  thofe 
of  “ Cutting  off  the  hair,  (having  with  the  urine  of  an 
“ afs,”  &c.  are  feveral  times  mentioned  Thefe  are 
like  the  (locks  and  pillory  among  ourfelves,  intended  to 
operate  upon  the  feelings  ol  the  mind,  rather  than  thofe 
of  the  body,  and,  by  awakening  the  fenfe  of  (hame  and 
difgrace,  to  obviate  the  necefliry  of  corporal  chall de- 
ment. They  are  condantly  confidered  among  the  Hin- 
doos as  the  mod  complete  degradation  they  can  under- 
go, next  to  the  abfolute  lofs  of  cad.  And  fome  imagine, 
though  without  foundation,  that  they  are  by  this  pu- 
nifhment  really  expelled  from  their  tribe  : that,  how- 
ever is  not  the  cafe  ; they  are  meant  merely  as  tempo- 
rary humiliations,  and  as  a kind  of  warning,  that  upon 
the  next  offence  the  fword  of  judice  will  be  aimed  at 
the  head  itfelf. 

The  fines  or  penalties  enjoined  for  concealed  theft,  in 
the  third  fe&ion  of  this  chapter,  comprehend  mod  of 
the  modes  of  capital  punifhment  preferibed  by  ancient 
or  modern  tribunals.  Hanging  and  crucifixion  feem  to 
have  been  the  ufual  kinds  of  death  inflided  by  the  Jews; 
but  their  laws  were  alfo  no  drangers  to  the  practice  of 
burning,  as  we  find  in  the  tuTenty-fird  chapter  of  Levi- 
ticus,  “ The  daughter  of  any  pried,  if  {he  profane  her- 
“ felf  by  playing  the  whore,  (he  profaneth  her  father, 
“ (he  (hall  be  burned  with  fire.” 

The  crime  of  men-dealing,  mentioned  in  this  part  of 
the  code,  however  repugnant  to  every  principle  of  hu- 
manity, 
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manity,  is  not  by  any  means  peculiar  to  the  Gentoos ; 
for  it  is  likewife  forbidden,  under  pain  of  death,  in 
Deuteronomy,  chap.  xxiv.  “ If  a man  be  found  dealing 
<e  any  of  his  brethren  of  the  children  of  Ifrael,  and 
“ maketh  merchandize  of  him,  then  that  thief  fhall 
««  die,  and  thou  fhalt  put  away  evil  from  among  you.” 

This  part  of  the  compilation  exhibits  a variety  of 
crimes  punifhable  by  various  modes  of  capital  retribu- 
tion, contrary  to  the  general  opinion  adopted  in  Europe, 
that  the  Gentoo  a..minidration  was  wonderfully  mild, 
and  averfe  to  the  deprivation  of  life.  One  caufe  for  this 
opinion  might  be,  that,  fince  the  Tartar  empire  became 
abfolute  in  India,  the  Hindoos,  (like  the  Jews  in  the 
captivity),  though  in  fome  refpe&s  permitted  to  live  by 
their  own  rules  and  laws,  have,  for  reafons  of  govern- 
ment, been  in  mod  cafes  prohibited  from  dying  by  them. 
This  chapter,  however,  difplays  indances  of  what  might 
feem  unjudifiable  feverity,  did  not  the  Jewifh  difpenfa- 
tion  afford  us  a number  of  examples  to  the  fame  purpofe. 
The  ordinance  in  Mofes  for  honing  a rebellious  fon,  or 
a girl  found  not  to  be  a virgin  ; Samuel’s  hewing  Agag 
to  pieces  before  the  Lord  in  Gilgal ; whole  nations  cut 
off  at  once  by  unlimited  profcriptton  ; David’s  haraffmg 
his  enemies  with  harrows  of  iron ; and  a thoufand  other 
paffages  of  the  fame  tendency,  prove,  that  the  laws  of 
mod  nations  of  antiquity  were  written  in  letters  of 
blood  ; and  if  in  England  (as  it  is  faid)  we  have  near 
eighty  kinds  of  felonies  all  liable  to  capital  punifhment, 
the  Gentoos  need  not  think  their  own  legiflature  uncom. 
monly  fertile  in  employments  for  the  executioner. 

The 
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The  latter  part  of  this  fe&ion  is  particularly  fet  apart 
to  treat  of  thefts  committed  by  the  Bramin  tribe ; and 
the  many  dreadful  penalties  there  enjoined  leave  the  de- 
linquents but  a llender  fatisfa&ion  in  their  exemption 
from  capital  punifhment : add  too,  that  from  thefe  cir- 
cumftances  it  may  be  collected,  that  this  exemption  is 
really  founded  upon  a reverential  regard  to  the  fan&ity 
of  their  function  and  character,  rather  than  upon  the 
unjult  preference  of  felf-interefted  partiality. 

CHAP.  XIX.  The  nineteenth  and  twentieth  chap- 
ters prefent  us  a lively  picture  of  Afiatic  manners,  and 
in  them  a ftrong  proof  of  their  own  originality.  To  men 
of  liberal  and  candid  fentiments,  neither  the  groffnefs  of 
the  portrait  nor  the  harfhnefs  of  the  colouring  will  feem 
improper  or  indecent,  while  they  are  convinced  of  the 
truth  of  the  refemblance  ; and  if  this  compilation  does 
not  exhibit  mankind  as  they  might  have  been,  or  as 
they  ought  to  have  been,  the  anfweris  plain,  “ Becaufe 

“ it  paints  them  as  they  were.” Vices,  as  well  as  fa- 

fhions,  have  their  fpring  and  their  fall,  not  with  indi- 
viduals only,  but  in  whole  nations,  where  one  reignincr 
foible  for  a while  fwallows  up  the  reft,  and  then  retires 
in  its  turn  to  make  room  for  the  epidemic  influence  of 
a newer  paflion.  Wherefore,  if  any  opinions  not  re- 
concilable to  our  modes  of  thinking,  or  any  crimes  not 
practiled,  and  fo  not  prohibited  among  us,  fhould  occur 
in  thefe  chapters,  they  mull  be  imputed  to  the  different 
effects  produced  on  the  human  mind  by  a difference  of 
climates,  cuftoms,  and  manners,  which  will  conftantlv 

give  a particular  turn  and  bias  to  the  national  vices. 

Hence  it  would  be  a weak  and  frivolous  argument  for 
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Cenfuring  the  fifth  fedion  of  this  nineteenth  chapter,  to 
objed  that  it  was  levelled  at  an  offence  abfurd  in  itfelf, 
not  likely  to  be  frequent,  or,  fuppofing  it  frequent,  ff ill 
to  be  deemed  of  trivial  confequence  ; and  to  make  this 
objection  merely  in  confideration  that  the  offence  may 
not  be  ufual  among  us,  and  has  certainly  never  been 
forbidden  by  our  legiflature,  fuch  cavils  would  betray  a 
great  ignorance  of  the  general  fyftem  of  human  nature, 
as  well  as  of  the  common  principles  of  legiflation  ; for 
penal  laws  (except  for  the  moll  ordinary  crimes)  are  not 
enacted  until  particular  inflances  of  offence  have  pointed 
out  their  abfolute  neceffity  ; lor  which  reafon  parricide 
was  not  fpecified  among  the  original  inftitutes  of  the  ce- 
lebrated lawgiver  of  Sparta.  Hence  we  may  with  fafety 
conclude,  that  the  feveral  prohibitions  and  penalties  of 
this  fifth  fedion  were  fubfequent  to,  and  in  confequence 
of  the  commiffion  of  every  fpecies  of  enormity  therein 
defcribed. 

In  Afia  the  indubitable  virginity  of  the  bride  has 
ever  been  a requifite  and  mod  neceffary  condition  of 
a marriage  ; and  indeed  the  warmth  of  conftitution  in 
either  fex,  and  the  univerfal  jealoufy  of  the  men  in  thofe 
climates,  give  great  propriety  to  the  caution  ; for  in 
women  the  firfl  breach  of  chaftity  was  always  efteemed 
decifive  ; and  Mofes  confidered  the  offence  in  at  leaft  as 
ferious  a light  as  the  Gentoos  have  done,  fince  he  or- 
dained, that,  if  the  tokens  of  virginity  were  not  found 
upon  a girl  at  her  marriage,  Ihe  fiiould  be  fioncd  : — -a 
hard  fate  furely,  if  we  refled  to  how  many  accidents  fo 
frail  an  article  is  liable,  without  any  intention  or  fault 
of  its  poffeffor  ! And,  if  a Hindoo’s  confidence  is  equally 
nice  with  a Jew’s  upon  this  point,  it  cannot  be  judged 
2 extraordinary.

extraordinary,  that  a particular  fedion  of  this  code 
fhould  be  appropriated  to  the  condemnation  of  fuch 
pradices  as  may  violate  virginity,  and  deflroy  its  to- 
kens, even  without  adual  copulation,  lince  the  difgrace 
and  other  unhappy  confequcnces  to  the  woman  are 
equally  inevitable,  to  what  caufe  foever  it  be  owing  that 
the  proofs  of  her  chaftity  aret  deficient. 

The  befi:  fecurity  for  female  virtue  is  the  total  abfence 
of  temptation,  and  confequently,  to  endeavour  to  remove 
the  one  is  a prudent  caution  for  the  prefervation  of  the 
other.  We  find,  therefore,  the  feveral  modes  and  gra- 
dations of  Afiatie  gallantry  feparately  forbidden  at  the 
beginning  of  this  chapter,  which,  by  flightly  punifhing 
the  firft  preparatives  and  leading  fteps  to  an  offence, 
fhews  a tender  concern  for  the  offender’s  welfare,  to 
whom  it  thus  gives  a monitory  check  at  the  very  com- 
mencement of  his  defign,  and  before  the  execution  of 
it  has  fubjeded  him  to  the  extreme  rigour  of  the  law. 

CHAP.  XX.  It  may  not  be  improper  to  mention 
upon  this  chapter,  that  the  Bramins  who  compiled  the 
code  were  men  far  advanced  in  years,  as  one  of  them 
above  eighty,  and  only  one  under  thirty-five,  by  way  of 
apology  for  the  obfervations  they  have  feiected,  and  the 
cenfures  they  have  paffed,  upon  the  conduct  and  merits 
of  the  fair  fex  Solomon,  however,  who  probably  had 
as  much  experience  in  women  as  any  Pundit  in  any  of 
the  four  Jogues,  was  nearly  of  the  fame  fentiments,  as 
we  may  colled  from  numerous  paffages  in  his  Proverbs, 
one  of  which,  in  the  thirtieth  chapter,  fo  exadly  corre- 
fponds  with  a fentence  in  this  part  of  the  code,  that  the 
one  almoft  feems  a literal  tranfeript  from  the  other. 

i “ There 
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cc  There  are,”  fays  Solomon,  “ three  things  that  are 
“ never  fatisfied ; yea,  four  things  fay  net,  It  is  enough: 
<c  the  grave,  and  the  barren  womb  ; the  earth  that  is 
“ not  filled  with  water,  and  the  fire  that  faith  not.  It  is 
tc  enough.” 

The  paffnge  in  the  code  will  fpeak  for  itfelf ; — fo 
finking  a rcfemblance  needs  neither  quotation  nor  com- 
ment:—yet  neither  the  royal  author  of  the  Proverbs, 
nor  the  compeft  rs  of  the  Shaffers,  are  by  any  means  fo 
cenforfous  or  fo  unjuft  as  ro  deny  the  poffibility  of  ex- 
cellence in  he  female  fex,  though  they  allow  the  in- 
fiances  to  be  fomewhat  fearce,  and  that  wives  of  this 
quality  are  only  to  be  obtained  by  many  and  great  adfs 
of  piety,  or,  as  Solomon  expreffes  it,  “ A prudent  wife 
“ is  from  the  Lord.” 

The  many  rules  laid  down  in  this  chapter,  for  the 
prefervation  of  domeftic  authority  to  the  hulbarid,  are 
relies  of  that  chara£ieriflic  difeipline  of  Afia,  which  fa- 
cred  and  profane  writers  teflify  to  have  exifted  from  all 
antiquity;  wb.  re  women  have  ever  been  the  fubje&s, 
not  the  partners  of  their  lords,  confined  within  the 
walls  of  a haram,  or  bufied  without  doors  in  drudge- 
ries iittle  becoming  their  delicacy.  The  Trojan  prin- 
ccffes  were  employed  in  vvafhing  linen  ; and  Rebecca 
was  firlt  difeovered  by  Abraham’s  fervant  with  a pitch- 
er upon  her  (boulder  to  water  camels.  “ Two  wo- 
<£  men  (hall  be  grinding  at  the  mill,”  fays  the  prophet ; 
but  the  notoriety  of  this  fact  obviates  the  neceflity  of 
quotations : it  may  juft  be  obferved,  ‘that  Solomon,  in 
prailing  a good  wife,  mentions,  that  “ She  rifes  while 
“ it  is  yet  night,”  which  we  muff  fuppofe  to  be  before 

her 
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her  hufband ; and  we  find  this  to  be  one  of  the  quali- 
fications for  a good  Gentoo  wife  alfo. 

The  latter  part  of  this  chapter  relates  to  the  extra- 
ordinary circumftance  of  women’s  burning-  themfelves 
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with  their  deceafed  hufbands  : — The  terms  of  rhe  in- 
junction as  there  fet  forth  are  plain,  moderate  and  con- 
ditional : “ It  is  proper  for  a woman  to  burn  with  her 
<c  hufband’s  corpl’e  and  a proportionate  reward  is 
offered  in  compenl'ation  for  her  fufferings.  Notwith- 
ftanding  the  ordinance  is  not  in  the  abfolute  ftyle  of  a 
command,  it  is  furely  fuffiuently  direct  to  (land  for  a 
religious  duty ; the  only  proof  that  it  is  no’-  pofitive  is, 
the  propofal  of  inviolable  chaflity  as  an  alternative, 
though  it  is  not  to  be  taken  for  an  equivalent,  t he 
Bramins  feem  to  look  upon  this  facrifice  as  one  of  the 
firft  principles  of  their  religion,  the  caufe  of  which  ic 
would  hardly  be  orthodox  to  inveftigate  There  are, 
however,  feveral  reftrictions  with  refpect  to  it,  as  that 
a woman  muff  not  burn  herfelf  if  fhe  is  with  child, 
nor  if  her  hufband  died  at  a diftance  from  her,  unlefs 
fhe  can  procure  his  turban  and  girdle  to  put  on  at  the 
pile,  with  other  exceptions  of  the  fame  nature,  which 
they  clofely  conceal  from  the  eyes  of  the  world,  among 
the  other  myfteries  of  their  faith  : but  we  are  convin- 
ced equally  by  information  and  experience,  that  the 
cuftom  has  not  for  the  mod:  part  fallen  into  difuetude 
in  India,  as  a celebrated  writer  has  fuppofcd. 

CHAP.  XXI.  The  twenty- firft  chapter  compre- 
hends a number  of  unconnected  articles,  of  which  the 
laft  fe&ion  is  a kind  of  peroration  to  the  whole  work. 
But  of  fuch  parts  cf  thefe  ordinances  as  relate  merely  to 
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the  religious  opinions  of  the  Hindoos,  we  certainly  are 
not  authorised  to  judge  ; they  were  inftituted  in  con- 
formity to, their  prejudices;  and  the  confciences  of  the 
people,  as  well  as  the  penalties  of  the  law,  enforce  their 
obedience,  lit  nee  little  oblervation  need  be  made  upon 
the  unaccountable  prohibitions  of  the  fecond  fe&ion, 
but  that  the  commifiion  of  fuch  ridiculous  crimes,  for 
which  no  pollible  temptation  can  be  pleaded,  may  be 
feverely  punifhed,  without  much  danger  to  the  genera- 
lity of  mankind. 

Th  article  of  the  third  fe&ion  is  of  a more  ferious 
nature,  and  contains  an  injunction  not  unneceffary  for 
the  general  peace  and  good  order  of  every  community, 
'i  he  vulgar  in  all  nations  are  tied  down  to  the  conti- 
nual exercife  of  bodily  labour  for  their  own  immediate 
fubftftence  ; and  their  employments  are  as  incompati- 
ble with  the  leifure  requifite  lor  religious  fpeculations, 
as  their  ideas  are  too  grofs  for  the  comprehcnlion  of 
their  fubtilty  ; add  to  this,  that  illiterate  minds  are  ufu- 
ally  fo  apt  to  kindle  at  the  leaft  touch  of  enthufiaftic 
zeal,  as  to  make  their  headflrong  fuperffition  the  molt 
dangerous  of  all  weapons  in  th ; hands  of  a defigping 
partifan  : like  the  Agm-ajter , it  rages  with  unquench- 
able violence,  and  Separating  into  a thoufand  flames, 
all  equally  deftruclive,  fubfldes  not  but  with  the  exal- 
tation of  a Cromwell,  or  a maflacre  of  St  .Bartholo- 
mew. Mofes  obferved  a like  Severity  with  this  code,  in 
prohibiting  the  reft  of  the  people  from  any  interference 
with  the  proiellion  of  the  priefthood  ; the  ordinance  is 
ififued  from  the  mouth  of  God  himfelf : “ Thou  flialt 
“ appoint  Aaron  and  his  fons,  and  they  (hall  wait  on 

“ their

their  priefl’s  office,  and  the  ftranger  that  Cometh  nigh 

fhall  be  put  to  death.” 

Indeed  the  whole  office,  as  well  as  tfie  facred  pre- 
eminence of  the  Braminical  tribe,  is  almoft  an  exad 
counterpart  of  that  of  the  Levitical:  the  Levites  were 
particularly  forbidden  wine ; fo  are  the  Bramins  : the 
Levites  were  more  than  others  enjoined  to  avoid  the 
con  tad  of  all  uncleannefs ; fo  are  the  Bramins  : the 
Levites  were  to  affilt  the  magiflrate’s  judgment  in  dif- 
ficult calcs ; fo  are  the  Bramins  : and,  in  every  other 
refped,  the  refemblance  might  well  authorife  a fufpL 
cion,  that  they  had  originally  fome  remote  affinity  to 
each  other,  though  conjedure  cannot  poffibly  trace  the 
fource  ol  the  connedion. 

The  patience  of  the  public  has  now  been  fufficiently 
exercifed  and  trefpafTed  upon  in  this  eflfay,  which  was 
but  dcligned  to  obviate  fome  of  the  molt  plaufible  ob- 
jedions,  which  are  likely  to  be  Hated  againll  fo  un- 
common a compilation.  We  have  every  where  pro- 
duced inltances  of  a fimilitude  between  the  Mofaical 
and  the  Hindoo  difpcnlation,  though  without  attempt- 
ing to  infert  the  hundredth  part  of  what  occurred  up- 
on fo  fruitful  a fubjed. 

But  it  is  not  only  to  the  laws  of  Mofes  that  this 
code  bears  a firiking  likenefs  ; many  other  parts  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures  may  from  hence  be  elucidated  or  con- 
firmed: thus  in  the  book  of  Genefis  we  find  Leban  ex- 
cufing  himfelf  for  having  fubfiituted  Leah  in  the  place 
of  Rachel  to  Jacob,  in  thefe  words : “ It  mud  not  be 
‘‘  fo  done  in  our  country,  to  give  the  youngeft 

i “ (daughter) 
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tc  (daughter)  before  the  firft-born  this  was  long  be- 
fore Mofes  was  born. — So  in  this  compilation  it  is  made 
criminal  forAa  man  to  give  his  younger  daughter  in 
marriage  before  the  elder,  or  for  a younger  fon  to  mar- 
ry while  his  elder  brother  remains  unmarried. 

Comparisons  of  this  nature  will  illuftrate  many 
doubtful  paflages,  and  explain  many  obfolete  cuftoms 
and  ufages  alluded  to  throughout  the  Bible  ; fo  that 
fhould  no  part  of  thefe  laws  be  thought  worthy  of  a- 
doption  into  the  fyftem  of  a Britilh  government  in 
Afia,  they  will  yet  well  deferve  the  confideration  of  the 
politician,  the  judge,  the  divine,  and  the  philofopher.  as 
they  contain  the  genuine  fentiments  of  a great  and 
flourifhing  people,  at  a time  when  it  was  impoflible  for 
them  to  have  any  connection  or  communication  with 
the  European  world,  upon  iubjects  in  which  all  man- 
kind have  a common  intereft ; as  they  abound  with 
maxims  of  general  policy  and  juftice,  which  no  parti- 
cularity of  manners,  or  diverfity  of  religious  opinions 
can  alter ; as  they  may  become  ufeful  references  for  a 
number  of  national  and  local  diftinCticns  in  our  own 
facred  writings,  and  as  the  feveral  powers  of  the  mind, 
in  the  gradual  progrefs  of  civilization,  may  by  judici- 
ous companions  from  hence  be  inveftigated  almoit  to 
their  firft  principles. 


The  end  of  the  Translator’s  Preface, 
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PRELIMINARY  DISCOURSE. 


FROM  men  of  enlightened  underftandings  and  found  judg- 
ment, who,  in  their  refearches  after  truth,  have  iwept 
from  their  hearts  the  duft  of  malice  and  oppofition,  it  is  not 
concealed,  that  the  contrarieties  of  religion,  and  diverfities  of 
belief,  which  are  caufes  of  envy,  and  of  enmity  to  the  igno- 
rant, are  in  fatSf  a manifeft  demonftration  of  the  power  of  the 
Supreme  Being  : for  it  is  evident,  that  a painter,  by  lie  etching 
a multiplicity  of  figures,  and  by  arranging  a variety  of  colours, 
procures  a reputation  among  men  ; and  a gardener,  for  plant- 
ing a diverfity  of  fhrubs,  and  for  producing  a number  of  dif- 
ferent flowers,  gains  credit  and  commendation  ; wherefore  it  is 
abfurdity  and  ignorance  to  view,  in  an  inferior  light,  him  who 
created  both  the  painter  and  the  gardener.  The  truly  intelli- 
gent well  know,  that  the  differences  and  varieties  of  created 
things  are  a ray  of  his  glorious  elTence,  and  that  the  contrarie- 
ties of  conftitutions  are  a type  of  his  wonderful  attributes ; 
whofe  complete  power  formed  all  creatures  of  the  animal,  ve- 
getable and  material  world,  from  the  four  elements  of  fire, 
water,  ain  and  earth,  to  be  an  ornament  to  the  magazine  of 
creation;  and  whofe  comprehenfive  benevolence  felcffed  man, 
the  center  of  knowledge,  to  have  the  dominion  and  authority 
over  the  reft;  and,  having  beftowed,  upon  this  favourite  ob- 
ject, judgment  and  underftanding,  gave  him  fupremacy  over 
the  corners  of  the  world  ; and,  when  he  had  put  into  his  hand 
the  free  control  and  arbitrary  difpofal  of  all  affairs,  he  appoint- 
ed to  each  tribe  its  own  faith,  and  to  every  fe<ft  its  own  religion; 
and  having  introduced  a numerous  variety  of  cafts,  and  a mul- 
tiplicity of  different  cuftoms,  he  views  in  each  particular  place 
the  mode  of  worfhip  refpeftively  appointed  to  it ; fometimes  he 
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is  employed  with  the  attendants  upon  the  Mofque,  in  counting 
the  facred  heads;  fometimes  he  is  in  the  temple,  at  the  adora- 
tion of  idols ; the  intimate  of  the  Muffulman,  and  the  friend 
of  the  Hindoo  ; the  companion  of  the  Chriltian,  and  the  con- 
fidant of  the  Jew.  Wherefore  men  of  exalted  notions,  not 
being  bent  upon  hatred  and  oppofition,  but  coniidering  the 
cohefted  body  of  creatures  as  an  object  of  the  power  of  the 
Almighty,  by  inveftigating  the  contrarieties  of  feet,  and  the 
different  cuftoms  of  religion,  have  ftamped  to  themfelves  a 
lafting  reputation  upon  the  page  of  the  world ; particularly  in 
the  extenlive  empire  of  Hindoitan,  which  is  a rrioft  delightful 
country,  and  wherein  are  collected  great  numbers  of  Turks,  of 
Perfians,  of  Tartars,  of  Scythians,  of  European's,  of  Armeni- 
ans, and  of  Abyffinians.  And  whereas  this  kingdom  was  the 
long  reiidenre  of  Hindoos,  and  was  governed  by  many  power- 
ful Roys  and  Rajahs,  the  Gentoo  religion  became  catholic  and 
univerfal  here ; but  when  it  was  afterwards  ravaged,  in  feveral 
parts,  by  the  armies  of  Mahomedanifm,  a change  of  religion 
took,  place,  and  a contrariety  of  cuftoms  arole,  and  all  affairs 
were  tranfaCfed,  according  to  the  principles  of  faith  in  the  con- 
quering party,  upon  which  perpetual  oppofitions  were  engen- 
dered, and  continual  differences  in  the  decrees  of  juftice ; fo 
that  in  every  place  the  immediate  magiftrate  decided  all  caufes 
according  to  bis  own  religion;  and  the  laws  of  Mahomed  were 
the  ftmdard  of  judgment  for  the  Hindoos.  Hence  terror  and 
confulion  found  a wray  to  ail  the  people,  and  juftice  was  not 
impartially  adminiftered  ; wherefore  a thought  fuggefted  itfelf 
to  the  governor-general,  the  honourable  Warring  HnJHngs>  to 
inveftigate  the  principles  of  the  Gentoo  religion,  and  to  explore 
the  cuftoms  of  the  Hindoos,  and  to  procure  a tranflation  of 
them  in  the  Perfian  language,  that  they  might  become  univer- 
lally  known  by  the  perfpicuity  of  that  idiom,  and  that  a book 
might  be  compiled  to  preclude  all  fuch  contradictory  decrees  in 
future,  and  that,  by  a proper  attention  to  each  religion,  juftice 
might  take  place  impartially,  according  to  the  tenets  of  every 
feCt.  Wherefore  Bramins,  learned  in  the  Shaffer,  (whofe  names 
are  here  fubjeined),  were  invited  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom 
fo  Fort-William?  in  Calcutta,  which  is  the  capital  of  Bengal 

and 
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and  Bahar,  and  the  moft  authentic  books,  both  ancient  and 
modern,  were  colle&ed,  and  the  original  text,  delivered  in  the 
Hindoo  language,  was  faithfully  tranflated  by  the  interpreters 
into  the  Pertian  idiom.  They  began  their  work  in  May,  1773, 
anfwering  to  the  month  Jtyt,  1180,  (Bengal  ftyle),  and  finilli- 
• ed  it  by  the  end  of  February,  1775)  anfwering  to  the  month 
1 -Pbaugoon , 1182,  (Bengal  ftyle).

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P R E F A C E. 

ACCOUNT  of  the  CREATION. 


THE  Principle  of  truth,  having  firft  formed  the  earth,  and 
the  heavens,  and  the  water,  and  the  fire  and  the  air, 
produced  a being  called  Burmhd , the  Dewtah,  for  the  creation 
of  all  beings,  ( Dewtah,  is  that  to  which  all  offer  their  worfhip), 
afterwards  he  created  the  Bramin  from  his  mouth,  the  Chehterce 
from  his  arms,  the  Bice  from  his  thighs,  and  Sooder  from  his 
feet ; and  he  ordered  Burmhd  to  complete  the  other  creations, 
and  to  fettle  the  feveral  employments  refpeclively  of  the  Bra- 
ining the  Chehterce , the  Bice,  and  the  Sooder,  that  he  had  cre- 
ated ; and  he  committed  the  government  of  all  beings  to  Btirm- 
hd . — Burmhd,  according  to  order,  produced  in  the  world 
mankind,  and  beafts  innumerable,  and  birds,  and  vegetables, 
and  all  inanimate  things,  and  ferpents  of  all  kinds  and  varieties, 
and  piety,  and  morality,  and  juftice,  and  continence,  and  luftj 
and  anger,  and  avarice,  and  folly,  and  arrogance,  and  drunk- 
ennefs.  And  whereas  the  Bramin  proceeded  from  the  mouth 
of  the  Principle  of  truth,  for  this  reafon  his  rank  is  the  moft 
eminent ; the  Chehterce  fprung  from  his  arms,  his  rank  there- 
fore is  fecond  ; the  origin  of  the  Bice  is  from  the  thighs,  and 
his  rank  is  the  third  in  eminence,  and  the  Sooder,  who  fprung 
from  the  feet,  is  therefore  the  leaf!:  in  degree  of  them  all. 
Burmhd  firft  fettled  the  occupation  of  each  of  thefe  four  tribes  ; 
as  that  the  occupation  of  the  Bramin  fhould  be  to  read  the 
Beids,  and  other  Shajler,  and  to  teach  the  Sh after,  and  to  per- 
form the  Jugg  and  worfhip ; and  to  caufe  the  performance  of 
the  Poojeh,  i.  e.  the  worfhip  to  Dewtdh,  and  of  the  Jugg  by 
others ; and  to  perform  and  accept  the  Dun,  (an  explanation  of 
the  terms  Jugg  and  Dun  is  to  be  found  in  the  chapter  of  In- 
heritable Property) : among  thefe  occupations  already  defcribed, 
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three  are  for  their  fubfiftence  and  fupport ; and  three  for  the 
exercife  of  piety  ; as  for  inftance,  to  caufe  the  performance  of 
the  Poojeh  and  Jugg  of  others  ; and  to  inftru<St  pupils,  from 
whom  fome  premium  is  received  ; and  to  accept  the  Dun:  thefe 
three  occupations  arc  to  be  the  fource  of  lubfiftence  to  the  Bra- 
min ; and  the  other  three  occupations  are  for  the  exercife  of 
his  piety.  The  occupations  of  the  Chehteree  are  to  learn  the 
i'ciences,  to  perform  the  Poojeh  and  Jugg,  to  perform  the  Dun, 
and,  arming  himfelf  with  the  implements  of  war,  to  defend 
and  fecure  the  Repts ; and  for  his  fubuftence,  the  Chehteree 
lliall  ferve  in  the  defence  of  the  Reyofs  ••  the  other  three  occu- 
pations are  for  exercifes  of  piety  to  the  Chehteree.  To  the  Bice 
alfo  it  was  enjoined  to  learn  the  fciences,  and  to  perform  the 
Dun  and  the  Jugg ; and  befides  this,  to  him  was  permitted 
commerce,  and  the  tending  of  cattle,  and  agriculture;  the  ac- 
quilition  of  fcience,  and  the  performance  of  the  Dun  and  Jugg, 
are  for  the  advancement  of  his  eternal  happinefs ; and  com- 
merce, and  the  tending  of  cattle  and  agriculture,  are  for  his 
livelihood.  The  tribe  of  Sooner  lliall  be  fervants  to  the  Bramin , 
the  Chehteree , and  the  Bice. 

If  a Bramin  cannot  procure  a fubfiftence  by  the  exercife  of 
his  own  appointed  occupations,  he  fhall  earn  a livelihood  by  ap- 
plying to  the  occupations  of  the  Chehteree:  if  alfo  he  fails  to 
acquire  a fubfiftence  from  the  occupations  of  the  Chehteree , he 
ihall  exercife  thofe  of  the  Rice;  but  of  thofe  occupations,  he 
ihall  firlf  apply  to  the  tending  of  cattle,  and  to  commerce  ; if 
from  thofe  alfo  he  cannot  earn  his  fupport,  he  fhall  then  betake 
himfelf  to  agriculture.  If  a Bramin  applies  himfelf  to  com- 
merce, he  (hall  not  fell  either  fait,  or  any  articles  of  fweet,  or 
of  bitter,  or  of  aftringent,  or  of  acid,  or  viftuah,  or  ftones,  or 
iron,  or  animals,  or  men,  or  red  cotton  cloth,  or  flllc  pieces,  or 
blankets,  or  other  fpecies  of  the  fame  kind  made  of  flieeps  wool; 
or  camphire  and  other  aromatics,  or  honey,  or  water,  or  poifon, 
cr  flefh,  or  milk,  or  tyer  (four  cream),  cr  ghee,  cr  bitter  oil,  or 
fefamum , or  the  grafs  kofe,  (which  is  a particular  fpecies  of  grafs), 
or  birds,  or  wine,  or  liih,  or  wax;  but  the.  fefamym,  if  it  be 
produced  in  land  belonging  to  the  Bramin , he  may  fell  on  the 
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fame  day  that  it  is  cleared  from  the  huflc  The  Chehteree,  if  he 
cannot  fublift  by  his  own  proper  occupations,  lhall  exercife  thofe 
of  the  Bice;  and  if  the  Bice  fails  of  a fubfiflence  from  his  oc- 
cupations, he  fhall  apply  to  thofe  of  the  Sooder ; and  if  the 
Sooder  fails  of  a livelihood,  he  fhall  apply  to  painting,  or  to 
needle-work,  or  feme  other  fuch  employment : in  this  manner 
are  their  feveral  occupations  divided  and  diftinguifhed  from  each 
other.- — For  feme  period  after  the  creation  of  the  worid,  there 
was  neither  magiftrate  nor  punifhment ; and  no  man  committed 
crimes,  or  exercifed  injuftice  and  opprefTton  upon  his  fellow  crea- 
tures ; and  the  Reyots  were  nourifhed  with  piety  and  morality ; 
but,  in  procefs  of  time,  luff,  and  anger,  and  avarice,  and  folly, 
and  arrogance,  and  drunkennefs,  became  fo  predominant  over 
the  feveral  members  of  men,  that  with-holding  them  from 
a£tions  of  piety,  they  became  the  guides  to  all  wickednefs;  and 
men  employed  thcmfelves  in  all  occupations  of  debauchery  and 
iniquity,  and  aflumed  the  licenticufnefs  of  eating  things  forbid- 
den them  to  eat,  and  cf  uttering  words  forbidden  them  to  ut- 
ter •,  no  man  regulated  his  adlions  in  conformity  to  the  Beids , 
nor  walked  in  any  path  but  that  of  fin.  When  fuch  iniquities 
firlt  began  in  the  world,  Burmha  having  reflected  within  him- 
felf,  and  having  written  in  the  Shajler  the  means  for  the  im- 
provement of  mankind,  and  the  bufinefs  of  the  magiftrate,  and 
the  feveral  duties  of  the  Bramin , the  Chehteree,  the  Bice,  and 
the  Sooder,  and  the  proportions  of  punifhment  to  be  inflicted  on 
offenders  by  the  magiftrate,  and  all  other  affairs  and  concerns, 
iffued  his  command  to  a man  named  Beiroojd , a Chehteree , to 
affume  the  magiftraev,  and  to  protect  the  Reyots,  and  to  punifh, 
the  guilty,  according  to  the  ordinations  of  the  Shafcer,  to  the 
end  that  men  might  not  have  the  power  of  committing  injuftice 
and  violence  upon  each  other.  Beiroojd , not  corffenting  to  ac- 
cept the  magiftracy,  left  his  fon  Keiroot-mdn , and  himfelf  fled 
into  the  deferts,  to  pay  his  adorations  to  the  Principle  of  truth  ; 
in  the  fame  manner  alfo  Keiroot-mdn  left  his  own  fon,  by  name 
Kerdum,  and  himfelf  took  the  path  cf  adoration  ; Kerdum  alfo, 
leaving  his  own  fon,  by  name  Anting , haftened  to  the  way  of 
truth  ; Anting,  the  fon  of  Kerdum , becoming  the  magiftrate, 
for  fome  time  regulated  his  actions  in  conformity  to  the  Skq/Ier: 
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after  which  Neit-man  his  fon  took  upon  him  the  magistracy  and 
the  government  ; a fon  was  born  to  Neit-man,  by  name  Bein,  in 
whom  every  ftgn  of  an  inhuman  difpofiticn  plainly  appeared  ; 
as  for  inftance,  during  his  childhood,  at  the  time  of  play,  he 
would  bind  the  children  hand  and  foot,  and  throw  them  into 
deep  rivers,  and  would  break  men’s  pitchers,  and  employ  him- 
felf  in  all  fuch  kinds  of  foolifh  and  unworthy  occupations  ; the 
Reyots  of  the  kingdom,  defponding  under  his  injuftice  and  op- 
preffion,  came  before  his  father,  who  was  the  magiftrate,  and 
folicited  redrefs  •,  the  farher,  on  hearing  this  account  of  the 
eternal  injuftice  and  perpetual  innovations  of  his  fon,  and  not 
being  able  to  reftrain  him,  departed  into  the  defert : the  king- 
dom being  thus  left  without  a magiftrate,  the  Bramins  confti- 
tuted  Bcin  to  the  magistracy : this  unworthy  perfon,  thus  be- 
coming the  magiftrate,  iffued  a proclamation  throughout  his 
kingdom,  that  no  man  Should  perform  the  Jagg,  or  the  Poojeh , 
or  any  fuch  works  of  piety;  and  that  whoever  executed  juftice 
Should  receive  fevere  punilhment:  upon  this  intelligence  the 
Bramins  went  to  him,  and  gave  him  many  fermons  of  advice, 
and  many  ledtures  of  admonition,  telling  him,  “ that  the  duty 
“ of  a magiftrate  was  to  caufe  exercifes  of  piety  to  be  performed 
“ throughout  his  kingdom;  and  that  he  who  caufed  any  obftruc- 
« tion  or  opposition  to  good  works  would  go  to  Gehennum ; 
“ and  that  if  the  magiftrate  did  not  protect  and  comfort  the 
“ Reyots,  it  would  be  the  caufe  of  his  kingdom’s  deftruftion. 
“ If  the  magiftrate  deferts  the  exercife  of  piety,  how  can  it  be, 
««  that  the  Reyots  Should  employ  themfelves  in  good  actions  ? 
“ In  that  cafe,  men  will  take  the  poffeffions  and  wives  of  each 
<<  other.  A kingdom  with  an  unjuft  magiftrate,  and  a king- 
<(  dom  without  a magiftrate,  are  Similar  to  each  other;  and  a 
<<■  kingdom  where  works  of  iniquity  are  pra&ifed,  and  where 
“ the  Poojeh  and  vvorftiip  are  not  performed,  fuch  a kingdom  is 
u as  if  it  were  without  a magiftrate;  as  for  inftance,  a man  of 
“ the  Chehteree  caft  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the 
<<  Bratnin  caft,  and  a Bramin  with  a woman  of  the  Chehteree', 
u ;md  in  the  fame  manner  all  the  cafts  unite  with  each  other 
«<  promifeuoufty ; and  from  the  conjunction  of  two  different 
« cafts  proceeds  the  tribe  of  Barren  Sunken ; and  that  there 
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Should  be  a Burrun  Bunker  is  criminal ; it  is  better  therefore 
“ to  defift  from  thefe  impious  practices.”  Bern  anfwered, 
“ Thefe  your  admonitions  are  not  profitable  for  me,  neither  do 
“ I approve  of  thefe  fpeeches ; let  us  fee,  fince  the  tribe  of 
“ Burrun  Bunker  is  produced,  what  its  religion  and  manners 
«*  mull  be.”  The  Bramins  afflicted  and  difgufted  departed  to 
their  own  habitations;  and  that  oppreffive  magistrate,  lend- 
ing for  a woman  of  the  Bramin  call,  had  carnal  connection 
with  her,  and  from  thence  a fon  was  born ; and  in  the  fame 
manner,  from  the  conjunction  of  men  of  one  tribe  with  wo- 
men of  a different  tribe,  many  fons  and  many  daughters  came 
into  exiftence ; and  from  the  connection  of  a man  of  the  Bice 
with  a woman  of  the  Sooder  caft,  the  child  that  was  born,  his 
tribe  is  called  Kerrurn  or  Koit;  and  from  a man  of  the  Bramin 
and  a woman  of  the  Bice  caft  Sprung  the  tribe  of  Ambujht  or 
Bade , and  Kundeh-beneik  or  druggifts,  and  the  tribe  of  Kunkar 
or  artificers  in  Kafeh , and  Kdfeh  is  a mixture  of  copper  and 
arzeez;  and  the  tribe  of  Sunkdhkar,  or  artificers  in  Sunkdh  (or 
fea  fhells),  and  the  women,  wore  Sunkdh  upon  their  hands;  thefe 
four  tribes  were  produced  : and  from  a man  of  the  Chehteree 
and  a woman  of  the  Sooder  caft  Sprung  the  tribe  of  Okeree,  and 
the  tribe  of  Hejam  (barbers),  and  the  tribe  of  Mo  duck,  i.  e.  fel- 
lers of  candy,  were  derived  ; and  from  a man  of  the  Sooder  and 
a woman  of  the  Chehteree  caft  Sprung  the  tribe  of  Koinbehkar , 
i.  e.  Keldl  or  potters,  and  the  tribe  of  Tunterbd,  i.  e.  weavers, 
and  the  tribe  of  Gherrnkdr,  i.  e,  Smiths,  and  the  tribe  of  Dojb j 
find  from  a man  of  the  Bice  and  a woman  of  the  Chehteree  caft 
are  derived  the  tribe  of  Mdgdeh,  i.  e.  fortune-tellers,  and  the 
tribe  of  Kocp;  and  from  a man  of  the  Bramin  and  a woman  of 
the  Sooder  caft  is  Sprung  the  tribe  of  Barjebee , i.  e.  Berree ; and 
from  a man  of  the  Chehteree  and  a woman  of  the  Bramin  caft 
the  tribe  of  Soot  and  Malukdr , i e.  fellers  of  flowers  ; and 
from  a man  of  the  Bice  and  a woman  of  the  Sooder  caft 
Sprung  the  tribe  of  J~awleek  or  Tillee , and  Tumbcolee  (pan-fel- 
lers). Thefe  tribes  are  of  the  firlt  rank  among  the  tribes  of 
the  Burrun  Sunken. 
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From  a man  of  the  Kerrun  and  a woman  of  the  Bice  cafl 
fprung  the  tribe  of  Tukkehyhh,  i.  e.  carpenters,  and  the  tribe  of 
Rujuky  or  wafhers ; and  from  a man  of  the  Ambujht  and  a wo- 
man of  the  Bice  cart  the  tribes  of  Sherrunkar,  or  goldfmiths, 
and  of  S hoberun-berieik , or  Soonnr  Buneeah  •>  and  from  a man 
of  the  Koop  and  a woman  of  the  Bice  caft  were  derived  the 
tribes  of  Teilkur , i.  e.  fellers  of  oil,  and  of  Abheir;  and  from  a 
man  of  the  Koop  and  a woman  of  the  Sooder'  caft  fprung  the 
tribe  of  Dheiber  or  Julya , and  the  tribe  of  Shoondruk  or  Soon- 
drie)  arid  from  a man  of  the  Malukur  and  a woman  of  the 
Sooder  caft  fprung  the  tribe  of  Natt,  or  dancers,  and  the  tribe 
of  Sh'iruk  and  from  a man  of  the  Mhgdeh  and  a woman  of 
the  Sooder  caft  arofe  the  tribes  of  Seeker  and  Jaleik.  Thcfe 
tribes  bear  the  middle  rank  of  the  tribes  of  the  Burrun  Sunken 

From  a man  of  the  goldfmith  and  a woman  of  th z Ambujht 
caft:  fprung  the  tribe  of  Mulukerrhee ; and  from  a man  of  the 
Shoberun-beneik  and  a woman  of  the  Bade  caft  fprung  the  tribe 
of  Kooroobci;  and  from  a man  of  the  Sooder  and  a woman  of  the 
Bramin  caft  was  derived  the  tribe  of  Chendhl;  and  from  a man 
of  the  Abheir  and  a woman  of  the  Koop  caft:  fprung  the  tribe  of 
Beroor;  and  from  a man  of  the  Abheir  and  a woman  of  tire 
Bice  caft  was  propagated  the  tribe  of  Tukkeh}  and  Cherinkbr , 
i.  e.  fhoemakers ; and  from  a man  of  the  Rujt/k  and  a woman 
of  the  Slice  caft  fprung  the  tribe  of  Keht  Jeibenee , i.  e.  the  tribe 
of  Putnee ; and  from  a man  of  the  caft  of  oil-feller  and  a wo- 
man of  the  Bice  caft  came  tire  tribe  of  Doola-bjhee ; and  from  a 
man  of  the  Dheiber  and  a woman  of  the  Sooder  caft  arofe  the 
tribe  of  Mull  Thefe  tribes  are  of  the  laft  rank  among  the 
tribes  of  the  Burrun  Sunken 

Keroor  is  the  name  of  a bird.  Keroor , having  brought  a man 
from  Shakud  Deep , caft  him  down  upon  Juntbbo  Deep,  i.  e.  this 
world ; that  tribe  is  called  Deiool;  and  there  are  feven  Deeps , 
viz. 


jfumboo  Deep , 
Pulkhoo  Deep , 
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Mfiaalmeloo  Deep , 

Koojhud  Deep , 

Keroonchud  Deep, 

Sbakud  Deep , 

Poojhkerud  Deep. 

The  explanation  of  Deep  is  this:  Deep  fignifies  land  5 and 
on  every  fide  of  each  Deep  is  the  Sumooder , or  main  ocean  ; and 
the  length  and  breadth  of  this  Deep , which  is  called  Jumboo,  is 
one  hundred  thoufand  of  Joojun , or  four  hundred  thoufand  Co/e; 
and  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  fecond  Deep  is  twice  as  much 
as  that  of  this  Deep;  and  that  of  the  third  Deep  four  times  as 
much;  and  that  of  the  fourth  eight  times  as  much  ; and  that 
of  the  fifth  fixteen  times  as  much;  and  that  of  the  fixth  thirty- 
two  times  as  much ; and  that  of  the  feventh  fixty-four  times  as 
much.  And  from  a man  of  the  Deiool  and  a woman  of  the 
Bice  caft  was  derived  the  tribe  of  Gang  or  aftronomers,  and  the 
tribe  of  Baduk,  i.  e.  the  tribe  of  Bailee,  and  the  tribe  of  Poo- 
Bind,  and  the  tribe  of  Powukkujh,  and  the  tribe  of  Kehjh , and 
the  tribe  of  Jebun , and  the  tribe  of  Sbookeh,  and  fuch  kind  of 
tribes,  called  Muluch : Muluch  are  fuch  tribes  as  eat  forbidden 
food,  and  to  whom  permitted  and  forbidden  meats  are  equal : 
<hefe  fprung  from  the  members  of  the  tyrannic  Bein. 

Tiie  Bramins , upon  intelligence  of  all  this,  execrating  the 
oppreflive  magiftrate  with  internal  hatred,  put  him  to  death  : 
when  the  kingdom  was  thus  without  a magiftrate,  the  Bramins 
rubbed  his  two  hands,  and  from  his  right  hand  produced  a fon, 
by  name  Pert-hoo , armed  and  drefled  in  the  arms  and  habili- 
ments of  war,  and  well  (killed  in  the  fcience  of  war,  and  a 
Pundit  in  the  Shajler,  and  in  form  and  fhape  like  to  the  Dew - 
tab;  and  from  his  left  hand  they  raifed  a daughter,  and  this 
daughter  they  married  to  Pert-hoo,  and  raifed  him  to  the  ma- 
giftracy,  and  Pert-hoo  was  very  juft,  and  protected  h'is  fubjects, 
and  carefled  the  peaceable  and  punifhed  the  oppreflive,  and  be- 
haved with  refpeft  and  regard  towards  the  Bramins , and  em- 
ployed himfelf  laudably  in  all  fuch  kind  of  good  actions,  in 
conformity  to  the  Shajler;  then  all  the  people,  both  great  and 
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mean,  were  employed  in  works  of  piety,  and  theScingdom  en- 
joyed comfort  and  tranquillity.  The  Bramins,  having  exprel- 
fed  their  praifes  and  approbation,  took  their  leave.  Pert-  hoo, 
fulfilling  the  offices  of  fidelity  and  good  intention,  governed  the 
kingdom  with  juftice  and  equity;  but  his  mind  remained  em- 
barrafied  and  uneafy ; wherefore  he  fummoned  the  Bramins , 
and  inquired  of  them,  faying,  “ I exercife  the  magiftracy,  and 
“ protect  the  Reyots,  according  to  the  Shafers  tell  me,  there- 
“ fore,  what  is  the  caufe  that  my  mind  is  difturbed,  and  why 
**  are  the  Reyots  of  the  kingdom  in  poverty?”  The  Bramins' 
anfwered,  “ Your  father  carried  injuftice  and  works  of  iniqui- 
“ ty  to  the  laft  extremity ; infomuch  that  the  tribes  of  Bur- 
run  S unker  originate  from  him:  and  whereas  he  would  li- 
“ ften  to  none  of  the  cautions  that  were  given  him,  from  the 
“ enormity  of  his  crimes,  the  kingdom  is  become  ripe  for  dif- 
“ obedience ; on  this  account  the  fruits  of  the  earth  are  pro- 
“ duced  in  lei’s  plenty,  and  the  Reyots  alfo  are  ftricken  with  po- 
“ verty;  and  this  likewife  is  the  caufe  of  the  vexations  of  your 
**  noble  difpofition.”  Pert-hoo , on  hearing  this  account,  faid 
to  the  Bramins , “ Now,  therefore,  how  fhall  I act,  and  what 
remedy  can  I apply  to  this?  Shall  I put  the  tribes  of  Burruri 
“ S unker  to  death?  Tell  me  what  is  mod  advifable.”  The  Bra- 
mins, upon  confutation,  and  mutual  confent  among  themfelves, 
replied,  “ The  tribes  of  Burrun  Sunker , fuch  as  they  now  are, 
“ let  them  remain  : and  be  it  cautioufly  obferved,  and  provided 
“ for,  that,  exclufive  of  thefe,  no  other  new  tribes  of  Burrun - 
“ Sunker  may  be  produced.  It  is  not  right  to  put  thefe  to 
<(  death;  but  you  mud  appoint  them  their  feveral  occupations, 
and  direct  them  to  the  exercife  of  piety ; neither  fhall  they 
be  difobedient  to  your  commands : whofoever  controverts 
“ your  orders  fhall  be  accounted  criminal,  and  worthy  of 
“ death  : act  therefore  as  your  underftanding  directs.”  This 
juft  magiftrate  therefore  fummoned  all  the  tribes  of  Burrun 
Sunker  before  him,  and  faid  to  them,  “ Wherefore  are  your 
“ forms  fo  vile,  your  bodies  fo  emaciated  and  difgufting,  your 
**  clothes  fo  inconvenient,  fo  coarfe,  and  fo  ragged  ?”  They  an- 
fwered, “ What  manner  of  fpeech  is  this  ? Our  forms  are  the 
“ fartheft  from  vile  ; and  our  drefs  is  elegant ; and  our  bodies 
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« arc  plump  and  healthy  : are  you  not  poffeffed  of  fight  ? Cur 
tc  origin  is  from  the  practices  of  your  father  ; Bunnha , is  not  of 
“ fuperior  rank  to  us.”  The  Bramins , who  were  in  the  magi- 
ftrate’s  prefence,  fmiled  at  thefe  expreftions ; but  the  juft  magi- 
ftrate  was  incenfed  at  the  fpeeches  of  thefe  difordcrly  wretches; 
and  the  fervants,  according  to  his  order,  bound  and  beat  them. 
The  tribes  of  Burrun  Sunker , now  reduced  to  extremity,  fought 
for  pity,  and  implored  pardon  for  their  offences,  faying,  “ We 
« will  be  obedient  to  your  commands ; a£l  therefore  as  to  you 
“ {hall  feem  mod  proper,  to  change  our  vile  and  wretched  ap- 
« pearance  to  neatnefs  and  elegance  : appoint  us  alfo  our  occu- 
*f  pations;  and  fettle  our  Burrun , or  peculiarity,  and  property 
“ of  tribes.”  Pcrt-hoo , upon  this,  addreffcd  himfelf  to  the  Bra - 
mins,  faying,  “ You  are  Pundits,  and  learned  and  wife;  con- 
“ ftitute  therefore  to  each  of  thefe,  according  to  their  feveral 
“ abilities,  an  occupation  and  a tribe.”  In  obedience  to  the 
order  of  this  juft  magiftrate,  the  Bramins  faid  to  them,  “ You 
“ are  of  the  calls  of  Sooder ; let  each  perfon  among  you  declare 
“ what  employment  he  is  willing  to  exercife.”  On  hearing  this, 
the  tribe  of  Kerrun  firft  ftepped  forth,  and  addreffcd  them,  fay- 
ing,  u We  are  altogether  ignorant  and  foolifh ; what  petition 
“ can  we  make  in  this  cafe  ? But  you,  who  are  Pundits,  make 
i(  proper  inveftigation,  and  fettle  accordingly.”  The  Bramins 
then  made  known  to  the  juft  magiftrate,  that  u This  perfon  will 
f(  become  of  found  underftanding,  and  of  laudable  princi- 
“ pies ; he  has  fpoken  with  great  propriety.  This  tribe  fhall 
**  perform  the  fervice  of  the  magiftrate,  and  fhall  have  due 
“ faith  in  the  Bramins,  and  in  the  Dewtah;  and  of  the  Sooder 
“ calls  this  tribe  fhall  be  the  firft  in  rank.”  The  Bramins 
then  faid  to  Kerrun,  “ Do  you  exercife  the  profeffion  of  wri- 
“ ting  and  reading  ; and  find  employment  in  the  fervice  of  the 
magiftrate.”  Next  flood  up  the  tribe  of  Ambujht,  to  whom 
was  given  the  Shajier  of  phyfic.  Afterwards  came  Kundeh- 
betieik , to  him  was  allotted  the  occupation  of  druggift.  Then 
appeared  the  tribe  of  Kunhar,  to  him  it  was  allotted  to  make 
veflels  of  brafs,  and  Kafeh,  and  copper,  and  all  fuch  kind  of 
things.  Next  appeared  the  tribe  of  Sunkebkdr , to  whom  it  was 
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given  to  work  in  Su/ikdy  or  fea  fhells.  Afterwards  came  th'» 
tribe  of  Ockeree , to  him  was  allotted  the  occupation  of  war. 
Then  the  tribe  of  Hejcitn , to  whom  Hejamut , or  the  profefhon 
of  barber,  was  configned.  Next  came  the  tribe  of  Moduk,  into 
his  hands  was  put  the  preparation  of  confectionary.  After  thofe 
the  tribe  of  Koombebkar,  to  whom  was  appointed  the  bufinefs  of 
making  earthen  vefiels.  Then  came  the  tribe  of  Tuntcrbhy  to 
weave  cloth  became  his  occupation.  Next  appeared  Ghernikdr , 
the  formation  of  all  inftruments  of  iron  became  his  employment. 
After  that  came  the  tribe  of  Mjgdeb , to  whom  the  Bramins 
faid,  “ Do  you  make  war  your  occupation.”  They  anfwered, 
“ We  are  not  able  to  follow  the  employment  of  war;  except 
<(  this,  order*us  whatever  occupation  you  chufe.”  The  Bret-, 
mins  returned  anfwer,  “ You  fhall  then  difplay  the  charafters 
« and  good  qualities  of  the  people,  and  fhall  write  the  fame, 
“ and  carry  it  about  from  kingdom  to  k'ngdom,  and  give  intelli- 
gence ; defcription  fhall  be  vour  employment.”  Then  came 
the  tribe  of  Koop,  his  employment  was  appointed  to  take  care 
of  accompt  books.  Afterwards  came  the  tribe  of  Bgrree , to 
whom  it  was  allotted  to  raife  the  Paan  or  beetle  plant.  After- 
wards appeared  the  tribe  of  RuJJoot  the  care  of  horfes  became 
his  employ.  Next  flood  forth  the  tribe  of  Malabar,  to  fell 
flowers  became  his  occupation.  Then  came  the  tribe  of  Taw- , 
Jeek,  to  fell  the  beetle-nut  became  his  employ.  Afterwards  ap- 
peared the  tribe  of  Tumboolee , his  occupation  it  became  to  fell 
the  beetle  plant.  Then  came  the  tribe  of  Tubeehykh,  to  him  it 
was  allotted  to  cut  wood  and  fplit  timber,  and  to  prepare  all 
•manner  of  articles  in  wood.  Next  came  the  tribe  of  Rujub,  to 
him  was  appointed  the  employment  of  fewing  clothes.  Then 
came  the  tribe  of  Sherrunbar , to  him  was  given  to  make  jewel- 
lery. Next  appeared  the  tribe  of  Shooberun-beneiky  to  him  was 
allotted  the  occupation  of  Perrikhaye , or  trial  of  gold  and  fil- 
ver.  Then  came  the  tribe  of  Teilkary  to  whom  it  was  given  to 
make  and  to  fell  oil.  Afterwards  appeared  the  tribe  of  Dheiber% 
whofe  occupation  it  became  to  catch  fifli.  Then  the  tribe  of 
Natt,  whofe  occupation  it  became  to  dance.  Afterwards  the 
tribe  of  Chendul  appeared,  the  occupation  of  feeding  dogs  and 
tffes  was  given  to  it ; and  its  habitation  fhall  be  without  the  town, 
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'and  it  fhall  take  the  clothes  of  dead  perfons,  and  fliall  cad  out 
the  bodies  of  fuch  as  die  without  heirs;  and  whomfoever  the 
magidrate  orders  to  be  put  to  death,  this  tribe  fhall  put  the 
condemned  perfon  to  death  accordingly.  Next  came  the  tribe 
of  Chermh'.ry  working  in  leather  was  appointed  for  its  occupa- 
tion. Next  came  the  tribe  of  Nitjoomee,  the  Jcoteefe  or  Sbajler 
of  adronomy  was  given  to  it  for  an  employ.  Then  dood  up 
the  tribe  of  Baduk,  drum-beating,  and  playing  on  other  mufical 
indruments,  was  given  to  it  for  an  occupation.  Next  came 
the  tribe  of  Powukkujh , to  him  was  given  the  employment  of 
flaying  wild  beads. 

All  this  preceding  explanation  is  to  make  manifed  the  rea- 
fon  of  the  flrd  inditution  of  the  ShaJIer,  and  the  caufe  of  the 
fuperiority  of  one  tribe  over  another. 

The  feveral  Indian  words,  which  are  adopted  in  this  account 
ef  the  creation , except  the  appellations  of  the  tribes  of  the  Bur- 
run  Sunker , are  all  explained  in  the  different  chapters  and  fec- 
tiotis  where  they  occur. 
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jixcount  of  the  qualities  requiftte  for  a magijlrate , and  of  his  em- 
ployment. 

TjROVIDENCE  crested  the  magiftrate  for  the  guardianfhip> 
**■  of  all.  The  magiftrate  muft  not  be  conftdered  as  a mere 
man;  even  in  the  cafe  of  the  magiftrate  being  a child,  he  muft 
ftill  be  looked  upon  in  the  light  of  the  Dewtah;  in  truth,  the 
magiftrate  is  the  Dewtah  in  a human  form,  born  in  this  world: 
the  magiftrate  muft  never  be  held  low  and  contemptible  ; if  any 
perfon  conceives  the  magiftrate  to  be  mean  and  abjedt,  fuch, 
perfon  the  magiftrate  deftroys,  together  with  all  his  effedts  and 
property;  and  to  whomfoever  the  magiftrate  behaves  with  re- 
fpedt  and  kindnefs,  fuch  perfon’s  effedts  and  property  become 
extenfive ; and  againft  whomfoever  he  is  enraged,  that  perfon 
dies;  and  whoever  vilifies  andabufesthe  magiftrate,  fports  with 
his  own  life.  Providence  created  punifhment  for  the  preferva- 
tion  of  the  magiftracy;  if  the  magiftrate  inflicts  punifhment 
according  to  the  Shafer,  his  fubjects  are  obedient  to  his  com- 
mands ; if  he  omits  to  punifh  according  to  the  Shafer,  hi* 
kingdom  and  his  property  become  ruined  and  defolate. 

For  four  months  the  magiftrate  fhall  not  collect  tribute  from 
the  fubjedts,  but  fhall  give  them  free  agency ; and  endeavour, 
by  promoting  their  fatisfadtion  and  content,  to  caufe  them  to 
cultivate  and  improve  their  lands  : during  the  remaining  eight 
months,  he  fhall  collect  the  fettled  yearly  tribute  ; and  fhall  ap- 
point hircarrahs  and  fpies  through  his  kingdom,  to  infpedt 
what  employment  each  perfon  purfues,  and  if  tranquillity  is 
preferved  ; and  when  men  are  guilty  of  crimes,  he  fhall  caufe 
them  to  be  feized ; and,  becoming  as  inexorable  as  the  king- 
dom of  death,  fhall  inflidt  punifhment  on  them  ; fuch  good 
works  let  the  magiftrate  practife  ; and  let  him  addrefs  the  peo- 
ple in  kind  and  affectionate  terms,  that  they  may  all  be  con- 
tented and  thankful  under  him  ; and  let  him  be  fo  formidable, 
that  his  enemy  may  not  be  able  to  come  into  his  prefence ; let 
him  alfo  be  patient  and  forbearing,  and  fupport  the  burthens 
of  ail  his  people. 
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The  magiftrate  fliall  caufe  to  be  made  fcr  himfelf  a round 
r h t-her , or  umbrella,  of  the  feathers  of  the  bird  lut,  or  of  pea- 
cocks feathers. 

Whoever  is  of  laudable  principles  and  acute  judgment, 
and  of  good  adtions,  and  of  right  opinions,  and  a man  of  rank, 
and  of  courage,  and  a commander  of  what  is  laudable,  and 
with  whom  the  Rcyots  are  contented,  and  who  is  defcended 
from  a father  and  anceftors,  who  were  counfellors  to  the  magi- 
ftrate, of  fuch  perfons  the  magiftrate  fliall  conftitute  feven  o* 
eiaht  counfellors  to  himfelf. 

Whoever  has  memory  to  retain  v'hat  he  hears,  and  who 
fpeaks  fo  intelligibly  that  no  doubt  of  his  meaning  arifes  in  his 
audience,  and  who  is  a man  of  good  adtions,  and  not  of  pro- 
fligate habits,  and  who  keeps  in  fubiedtion  his  luff,  his  anger, 
his  avarice,  his  folly,  his  drunkennefs,  and  his  pride,  and  is  a 
man  well  inftrudted  in  fcience,  fuch  perfon  the  magiftrate  fliall 
conftitute  his  leekhuk  or  mootiJJji}  and  writer. 

Whoever  is  of  laudable  principles,  and  very  capable  in  all 
the  Shajier , and  in  bufinefs,  and  who  can  underftand  the  mean- 
ing of  a nod  or  a fign,  and  who  can  difcern  from  the  motion 
of  the  magiftrate’s  lips,  or  the  afpedt  of  his  countenance,  the 
magiftrate’s  pleafure  or  difpleafure,  and  who  is  refpedcable  be- 
fore all  others,  and  who  can  well  finifh  whatever  bufinefs  he 
goes  upon,  and  who  can  retain  any  fpeech  that  he  hears,  and 
who  is  not  governed  by  luff,  or  anger,  or  avarice,  or  folly,  or 
drunkennefs,  or  pride,  and  who  is  acquainted  with  the  different 
circumftances  of  all  kingdoms,  and  can  diftinguifh  proper  from 
improper  feafons,  and  who  is  a man  of  ftrength,  of  courage, 
and  a fluent  fpeaker,  fuch  perfon  the  magiftrate  fliall  appoint 
his  doot,  i.  e.  his  agent  and  hircarrah. 

The  magiftrate  fliall  erect  a ftrong  fort  in  the  place  where 
he  chufes  to  refide  ; and  fhall  build  a wall  on  all  the  four  fidcs 
®.f  the  fort,  with  towers  and  battlements;  and  fliall  make  a full 
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ditch  on  all  the  four  ftdes  thereof,  and  flxall  have  water  near  if* 
that,  at  the  time  of  necefilty,  when  the  water  fails  in  all  the 
nullahs , the  ditch  may  be  completely  full;  and  he  fhall  plant 
trees  within  the  fort,  and  he  fliall  have  within  the  fort  many 
troops  of  horfe  and  foot  to  guard  the  fame,  and  great  ftore  of 
arms,  and  much  money,  and  many  things  of  all  kinds ; and 
ftore  of  vi&uals  and  drink,  and  horfes,  and  elephants,  and  ca- 
mels, and,  cattle,  and  ali  beafts  of  burden  in  great  plenty  ; and 
he  fliall  keep  there  great  ftcres  of  liavf  and  many  Bramins , anti 
painters,  and  fmiths,  and  all  other  kind  of  artificers  ; and  all 
forts  of  mufical  inftruments  alfo  fliall  be  kept  within  the  fort; 
and  he  fliall  caufe  great  pools  to  be  made  : it  is  to  be  under- 
llood,  that  there  fliculd  be  ftore  of  all  kinds  of  things  laid  up 
within  the  fort,  that  there  may  never  be  the  complaint  of  a 
want  of  any  thing. 

The  magiftrate  fliall  keep  in  fubje&ion  to  himfelf  his  luftj 
tinger,  avarice,  folly,  drunkennefs,  and  pride  : he  who  cannot 
keep  thefe  paflions  under  his  own  fubjection,  how  fhall  he  ba 
able  to  nourifli  and  protect  the  people  ? Neither  fhall  he  be  fe* 
duced  by  the  pleafures  of  the  chafe,  nor  be  perpetually  addicted 
$0  play  ; nor  muft  he  be  always'employed  in  dancing,  finging, 
and  playing  on  mufical  inftruments ; nor  muft  he  fleep  in  the 
day-time;  nor  fliall  he  falfely  accufe  any  perfon  ; nor  fhall  he 
•always  remain  concealed  in  his  private  apartments ; nor  practife 
the  drinking  of  wine;  nor  fliall  he  go  to  any  place  without  a 
caufe  ; and  fliall  not  difpraife  any  perfon  without  knowing  his 
faults  ; nor  fhall  he  caufe  any  moleftation  to  men  of  worth;  nor 
fliall  he  put  any  perfon  to  death  by  artful  and  deceitful  prac- 
tices ; nor  fhall  he  take  away  the  property  of  any  perfon  ; nor 
fhall  he  envy  another  perfon’s  fuperior  merit  ; nor  fhall  he  fay, 
that  fuch  perfons  as  are  men  of  capacity  are  men  of  no  capa- 
city ; nor  fliall  he  abul'e  any  perfon  ; and  fliall  not  hold  any 
jierfon  guilty,  without  the  commiffion  of  a crime. 

To  the  good  man,  the  magiftrate  fliall  give  effe<fts  and  mo- 
pey;  and  fliall  content  and  pleafe  children,  and  old  men,  and 
men  in  want,  and  men  who  arc  worthy  to  perform  worfhip,  by 
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fpeaking  kindly  to  them,  and  by  giving  them  rrioney ; and  to 
fuch  perfons  as  feek  defence. from  him,  he  lhail  lhovv  favour 
and  comfort,  and  lhail  preferve  them  under  the  lhadow  of  his 
protection,  and  lhail  not  take  bribes  from  them  ; and  lhail  nou- 
rilh  the  Reyots  of  his  kingdom,  according  to  the  ordinations  of 
the  Shajler  ; and  lhail  inffiCt  a proper  punilhment  upon  his  ene- 
mies; and  lhail  not  c’nerilh  any  refentment  in  his  heart  agamft 
his  friends,  but  be  of  pure  and  clean  intentions  ; and  in  all 
cafes,  he  lhail  fpare  and  excufe  the  Bramins;  and  if  any  per- 
fon,  either  his  fuperior,  or  his  equal,  or  his  inferior  in  ftrength, 
comes  to  make  war  againlt  him,  in  the  prefence  of  fuch  per- 
fon,  the  magiftrate  mult  not  fail  of  courage. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  not  make  war  with  any  deceitful  ma- 
chine, or  with  poifoned  weapons,  or  with  cannon  and  guns,  or 
any  other  kind  of  fire  arms  ; nor  fhall  he  flay  in  war  a perfon 
born  an  eunuch,  nor  any  perfon  who,  putting  his  hands  toge- 
ther, fupplicates  for  quarter,  nor  any  perfon  who  has  no  means 
of  efcape,  nor  any  man  who  is  fitting  down,  nor  any  perfon 
who  fays,  “ I am  become  of  your  party,”  nor  any  man  who  is 
afleep,  nor  any  man  who  is  naked,  nor  any  perfon  who  is  not 
employed  in  war,  nor  any  perfon  who  is  come  to  fee  the  battle, 
nor  any  perfon  who  is  fighting  with  another,  nor  any  perfon 
whofe  weapons  are  broken,  nor  any  perfon  who  is  wounded, 
nor  any  perfon  who  is  fearful  of  the  fight,  nor  any  perfon 
\vho  runs  away  from  the  battle. 

If  a man  hath  taken  in  battle  any  carriage,  or  elephants,  or 
horfes,  or  camels,  or  kine,  or  buffaloes,  or  goats,  or  flieep,  or 
any  fuch  kind  of  beafts,  or  paddee , or  wheat,  or  barley,  or 
gram,  or  muftard  feed,  or  fuch  kinds  of  feed  and  grain,  or  um- 
brellas, or  clothes,  or  fait,  or  fugar,  he  fhall  become  pof- 
fefior  of  them  all;  and  if  he  hath  taken,  as  a prize,  gold  or 
filver,  or  jewels,  or  lands,  all  fuch  things  lhail  belong  to  th« 
magiftrate. 

The  magiftrate,  at  the  time  of  battle,  fhall  receive  from  his 
kircarrahs  and  fpies,  intelligence  of  the  adverfary,  and  of  his 
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own  party,  and  of  what  is  their  immediate  employment ; if  his 
counfellors  and  other  men  are  difheartened,  then,  by  giving 
them  effects  and  money,  or  by  fpeaking  kindly  and  comfortably 
to  them,  he  {hall  endeavour  to  raife  their  fpirits. 

The  magiftrate  fha!l  firft  attempt  with  his  enemy  accommo- 
dations of  peace,  and  fhall  not  at  once  prepare  for  war ; if  the 
enemy  does  not  make  a compofition,  then,  by  difburfing  fome 
money,  he  fhali  fhew  the  way  to  a reconciliation  •,  if  the  enemy 
is  difcontented  with  this  alfo,  he  fhall  fend  to  the  adverfe  party 
a man  of  intelligence,  and  well  {killed  in  artifice,  to  infinuate 
himfelf  among  the  enemy’s  men,  and  make  them  dilTatisfied 
with  each  other,  that  they  may  quarrel  and  fight  among  them- 
ielves,  and  fo  be  ruined ; if  the  affair  fails  alfo  of  being  com- 
promifed  by  thefe  means,  he  muft  then  prepare  for  battle. 

Whenever  the  army  and  the  implements  of  war  are  abun- 
dant, and  the  counfellors  contented  and  unanimous,  then  let 
them  go  to  the  battle. 

Whenever  the  counfellors  and  troops  are  contented,  and 
in  fpirits,  and  the  enemy  has  made  but  little  preparation,  and 
the  troops  and  counfellors  of  the  enemy  are  diffatisfied,  then 
let  them  go  to  the  battle. 

When  the  enemy’s  preparations  are  formidable,  and  your 
own  preparations  are  fcanty,  then  you  muft  divide  your  army 
into  two  parts  ; and,  by  attacking  the  enemy  in  two  places, 
you  fhall  obtain  the  victory. 

When  the  enemy  is  victorious,  and  yourfelf  defeated,  pro- 
tection muft  be  fought  from  fuch  perfon  as  is  of  a right  judge- 
ment, and  of  a peaceable  difpofition. 

The  leader  of  the  army  fhall  keep  a cautious  watch  on  all 
(ides ; and  on  whatever  fide  the  enemy  approaches,  he  fhall  on 
that  quarter  go  to  battle. 
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The  magiftrate,  whatever  province  he  {hall  conquer,  and 
annex  to  his  own  authority,  lhall  pay  worfhip  to  the  Dewtith  of 
that  country,  and  fhall  give  much  effects  and  money  to  the 
B rami  ns  of  that  province,  and  lhall  lliew  refpett  and  courtefy 
to  men  of  good  actions,  and  kindnefs  and  clemency  to  the  fub- 
jects  there,  and  lhall  appoint  whomfoever  there  lhall  happen  to 
be  defeended  from  the  fame  grandfather  with  the  perfon  whom 
he  has  conquered,  to  the  magiftracy  of  that  province. 

The  magiftrate,  while  there  yet  remains  four  ghnrrees  of  the 
night,  lhall  rife  from  deep,  perform  his  ablutions,  and,  in  a 
proper  manner,  pay  the  Pcojeh  to  his  Deity;  after  which,  he 
lhall  put  on  a choice  drels,  and  valuable  jewels;  and,  having 
firft  performed  due  obeifance,  and  refpe<ftful  falutations  to  the 
Dewtdh,  and  to  the  BramitiSy  lhall  feat  himfelf  upon  the  Mirf- 
nud.  (or  throne)  of  the  magiftracy,  and  defpatch  the  feveral  af- 
iairs  of  government ; and,  iii  every  tranfa&ions,  lhall  act  in 
conformity  to  the  Shajler. 

The  magiftrate  lhall  appoint  fome  one  perfon  his  Gomajlah 
or  agent  in  each  town  ; and  he  lhall  conftitute  a perfon  to  two 
towns  ; and  alfo  an  Ihtimamdar  or  fuperintending  agent  to  three 
towns;  fo  alfo  one  perfon  to  five  towns;  and  one  perfon  to  ten 
towns;  and  one  perfon  to  twenty  towns;  and  one  perfon  to  one 
hundred  towns;  and  one  perfon  Ihtimamdar  to  one  thoufand 
towns.  If  any  affair  Ihould  happen  in  any  town,  the  Gomajlah 
of  that  town  lhall  give  intelligence  thereof  to  the  Ihtimamdar 
of  two  towns;  and  the  Ihtimamdar  of  two  towns  to  the  Ihtimam- 
dar  of  three  towns;  and  the  Gomajlah  of  three  towns  to  the  Ih- 
timamdar of  five  towns;  and  the  Ihtimamdar  of  five  towns  to 
the  Ihtimamdar  of  ten  towns ; and  the  Ihtimamdar  of  ten  towns 
to  the  Ihtimamdar  of  twenty  towns ; and  the  Ihtimamdar  of 
twenty  towns  to  the  lord  of  one  hundred  towns ; and  the  lord 
of  one  hundred  towns  to  the  lord  of  one  thoufand  towns;  and 
the  lord  of  one  thoufand  towns  to  the  fupreme  magiftrate. 
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The  magiffrate,  in  the  month  of  Cheyt  (part  of  March  and 
April)  fhall  not  let  any  perfon  drefs  his  victuals  in  the  day- 
time; and  fhall,  in  different  places,  cauie  wells  and  pools  to 
be  digged ; and  fhall  plaifter  the  houfes  of  the  kingdom  with 
clay  ; and  fhall  caff  out  the  heaps  of  wood  and  grafs  from  the 
cultivated  country  to  the  wade ; and  fhall  caufe  the  wells  and 
pools  that  are  filled  with  mud,  and  briers,  and  rubbifh,  to  be 
cleanfed ; and  fhall  not  permit  any  perfon  to  light  a fire  in  the 
day-time,  except  only  that  the  Bramins  fhall  perform  the  Jugg, 
and  the  ironmongers  and  goldfmiths,  and  fuch  kinds  of  artifi- 
cers, may  light  a fire  in  their  own  work-fhops,  for  the  perform- 
ance of  their  bufinefs;  but  they  muff  keep  their  fire  under  the 
niceft  caution:  and,  exciufive  of  thofe,  if  any  other  perfon,  du- 
ring the  month  of  Cheyt , kindles  a fire  in  the  day-time,  the 
magiffrate  fhall  hold  him  guilty  ; and  he  fhall  be  circumfpeft, 
that  not  a lingle  fign  of  fharpers,  and  men  of  bad  principles, 
and  fuch  as  cannot  diflinguifh  between  their  own  good  and  evil, 
and  fuch  as  are  born  eunuchs,  and  fuch  as  are  accuffomcd  to  be 
intoxicated  with  liquor,  appear  in  his  kingdom  ; if  fuch  as  thefe 
appear,  he  fhall  expel  them  out  of  his  city,  left  by  chance  they 
fet  fire  to  any  perfon’s  houfe. 

>] 

The  magiflrate,  having  cre&ed  in  his  kingdom  fome  build-; 
ings  of  ftrength  and  elegance,  fhall  place  therein  with  all  dig- 
nity and  refpedt,  ten  Bramins  learned  in  the  Beids  of  the  Sha- 
Jler , and  in  the  Sheertee  of  the  SkaJJer , (who  are  alfo  men  fkil- 
led  in  works  of  piety,  and  who  employ  themfelves  in  worthy  ac- 
tions, and  who  are  men  of  compaflion  and  clemency,  and  of  an 
exalted  family,  and  acquainted  with  all  bufinefs,  and  who  know 
the  excellencies  and  the  biemifhes  of  each  particular  caff),  to  in- 
i'peft  and  contr  1 the  affairs  of  the  kingdom,  both  religious  and 
otherwife.  If  he  cannot  place  therein  ten  Bramins,  he  fhall  place 
there  feven  perfons,  or  five,  or  three,  or  two;  and  whenever 
any  doubt  arifes  in  the  magiffrate  upon  any  circumftance,  he 
lhall  apply  for  a fulution  thereof  to  thofe  Bramins,  who,  coin- 
ciding in  fentiments,  fhall  give  him  an  anfwer,  conformably  to 
the  Shajler ; according  to  which,  the  magiffrate  lhall  take  his 
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mea  Cures.  If  any  concern  of  the  Reyots  fhould  arife,  they  fhall 
requeft  an  ordination  from  the  Bramins ; and*  whatever  the 
Bramins  order  from  the  inlpe&ion  of  the  Shafer,  to  that  the 
Reyots  fhall  pay  obedience. 

The  Pundit  Bramins , who  are  in  the  rmgiftrate’s  kingdom, 
fh  ill  perform  the  Nut-kerm , the  Neemtuk-kerm , the  S' ntee- 
kerrn,  and  the  Poofjtee-kerm , and  fuch  other  works  which  are 
neceliary  and  proper,  according  to  the  Shafer , for  the  advan- 
tage of  the  magiftrate,  and  of  the  fubjeft. 

Nut-kerm  is  the  daily  performance  of  the  worfhip  to  Deivtkh, 
and  of  the  Jugg , and  fuch  other  works  of  piety. 

Neemtuk-kerm  is  the  performance  of  certain  religious  a<fts 
and  of  the  Dan , and  of  the  Seradeh  (or  feftivals  of  the  dead), 
and  fuch  other  works,  during  the  time  of  the  eclipfes  of  the 
fun  and  moon. 

Santee-kcrm  is  the  performance  of  worfhip  to  the  Dervtah , 
during  the  time  of  a calamitous  feafon,  or  in  a dry  year,  or  a 
year  of  famine,  or  when  any  peftilecce  happens  in  the  king- 
dom, for  the  adverfation  of  fuch  misfortunes. 

Pooftee-kerm  is  the  performance  of  worfhip  to  the  Dewtah , 
and  of  the  Jugg,  for  the  {lengthening  of  the  body,  and  for 
increafe  of  wealth. 

The  Chehteree,  the  Biee,  and  the  Sooder , fhall  be  obedient 
to  the  Bramins  ■,  a d whatever  order  the  Bramins  lhall  iflue, 
conformably  to  the  Shafer,  the  magiftrate  fhall  take  his  mea- 
fures  accordingly. 

The  magiftrate,  with  all  poffible  circumfpe&ion,  fhall  nou- 
rifh  the  four  Ifrum ; an  account  of  the  four  Ifrum  will  be  given 
in  the  chapter  of  Jufice.  Whoever  hath  forfaken  the  princi- 
ples of  his  own  call,  the  magiftrate  {hall  caufe  him  to  return  to 
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the  duties  of  that  caft ; if  he  will  not  return,  he  fhall  oblige 
him  by  menaces. 

In  whatever  magiftrate’s  kingdom  the  Bramhis  are  unable  to 
procure  food  and  clothes,  that  kingdom  becomes  defolate;  in 
fuch  cafe  the  magiftrate  fhall  moll  certainly  appoint  them  fub- 
ftftence  and  clothing. 

Whomsoever  the  magiftrate  fhall  retain  as  a fervant,  he 
{hall  appoint  him  a ftipend  proportionably  to  his  occupation, 
that  he  may  not  be  reduced  to  necefiity  and  diftrefs. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  keep  the  high  road  open  and  plain, 
that  men  and  cattle  may  have  fufficient  room  to  pafs  and  repafs; 
and  fhall  place  in  fome  retired  fituation  his  ftore-houfes,  and 
elephant-ftalls,  and  armories,  and  ftables,  and  barracks  for  the 
foldiers. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  keep  many  intelligent  phyficians,  and 
magicians,  (or  men  who  cure  by  fpells),  and  furgeons,  i.  e.  men 
{killed  in  operations  of  furgerv,  and  in  applying  plaifters ; and 
he  fhall  keep  great  quantities  of  medicines,  and  of  oils  of  all 
kinds  in  the  phyfic  fhop ; and  fhall  retain  in  his  fervice  a great 
number  of  buffoons,  or  parafites,  and  jefters,  and  dancers,  and 
athletics ; and  he  fhall  render  all  his  fervants,  both  counfellors 
and  other  tendants,  contented  and  grateful. 

If  the  magiftrate  cannot  punifh  robbers  and  night  murderers, 
and  is  unable,  by  apprehending  the  thief,  to  reftore  effects  fto- 
len  from  any  perfon,  then  he  fhall  give  to  that  perfon,  from, 
his  own  ftore-houfes,  the  value  of  the  thing  fo  ftolen. 

Such  things  as  are  not  proper  for  him  to  take,  he  fhall  not 
take  on  any  pretence ; and  of  fuch  things  as  are  right  and  pro- 
per for  him  to  take,  even  although  they  are  exceedingly  minute, 
he  fliall  not  forego  his  claim : and  he  fhall  efteem  the  fubjecfts 
in  the  light  of  his  own  children.  And  if  any  calamity  fhould 
happen  to  the  magiftrate,  yet  he  muft  not  be  terrified,  nor  re- 
main 
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main  afflifted,  even  during  the  calamity.  Alfo  he  muft  be  eafy 
and  tranquil,  but  muft  not  take  any  divcrfions. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  not  be  impatient  and  angry  at  hearing 
anyfubje&’s  complaints;  and  if  any  perfon,  not  having  gained 
his  caufe,  fpeaks  abufively  to  the  magiftrate,  even  then  he  fhall 
not  be  enraged  againft  that  perfon,  but  fhall  forgive  his  error. 
Upon  performing  the  Jugg  and  Poojeh,  and  other  pious  cere- 
monies, he  fhall  give  to  the  Bramins  the  Duchtieh,  i.  e.  the 
wages  for  the  performance  of  the  Jugg  and  Poojeh , and  fhall 
mot  require  ought  from  any  perfon. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  take  all  prudential  meafures  in  his  owfl 
kingdom,  that  no  perfon  commit  adultery  with  another  perfon’s 
wife,  and  that  no  perfon  have  power  to  commit  any  violence  to 
another.  And  every  magiftrate  who  caufes  the  guilty  to  be 
punifhed  is  commendable. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  colled  from  the  people  the  necefTary 
tribute,  and  fhall  never  commit  injuftice,  and  fhall  liften  upon 
all  affairs  to  fuch  men  as  are  poflefied  of  an  acute  judgment, 
and  who  are  very  expert  in  all  affairs. 

If  a plunderer  fhould  attack  the  magiftrate’s  kingdom,  and 
grievoufly  moleft  the  people,  the  magiftrate  fhall  moft  furely 
punifh  him  ; if  he  does  not,  he  is  unworthy  of  the  magiftracy. 
And  a magiftrate,  who,  without  protecting  and  taking  care  of 
the  fubjeCts,  collects  the  accultomed  tribute  from  them,  wilffgo 
to  hell. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  keep  fuch  a guard  upon  himfelf,  that 
his  foibles  may  never  be  difeovered;  and,  by  fending  hircarrahi 
and  fpies,  he  fhall  inform  himfelf  of  the  faults  of  others. 

If  a Burrut,  i.  e.  a religious  foundation,  hath  been  appoint- 
ed to  any  Brarntn  or  other  perfon,  being  a ftipulated  fum  for 
the  performance  of  Poojeh  to  the  Dewtah , the  magiftrate  has  no 
power  to  refume  the  donation.  Whoever  refumes  the  eftablifh- 
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ed  Burrut  of  a Bramin  and  the  Dewthh , or  of  any  other  per- 
fon,  will  remain  in  hell  one  thoufand  years. 

In  a kingdom,  where  men  of  rank  eat  in  the  houfes  of  pro- 
ftitutes,  or  have  carnal  connection  with  proftitutes,  or  praCtife 
the  drinking  of  wine,  fuch  kingdom  becomes  defolate;  there- 
fore it  is  the  duty  of  the  magiftrate  to  appoint  perfons  to  pro- 
hibit fuch  practices. 

If  a magiftrate,  not  diftinguifhing  between  good  and  bad 
men,  takes  fines,  in  contradiction  to  the  Shajler , his  kingdom 
becomes  defolate. 

If  a thief,  or  any  other  perfon  within  the  obfervation  of  the 
magiftrate,  and  of  the  magiftrate’s  counfellors,  fhould  caufe  any 
moleftation  to  the  people,  and  the  magiftrate  and  his  counfeU 
lors  fhould  not  puniih  the  offender,  fuch  magiftrate  and  coun- 
fellors, during  their  life-time,  are  like  dead  perfons. 

The  magiftrate,  at  what  time  he  is  defirous  to  confult  with 
his  counfellors,  lhall  chufe  a retired  place,  on  the  top  of  the 
houfe,  or  on  the  top  of  a mountain,  or  in  the  defert,  or  fome 
fuch  fecret  recefs,  and  fhall  hold  his  council  there ; and  in 
places  wrhere  there  are  parrots  or  other  talkative  birds,  he 
fhall  not  hold  his  council  while  they  are  prefent. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  not  take  counfel  of  a weak  old  man,  or 
of»a  woman,  or  of  a perfon  unacquainted  with  works  of  piety. 
If  any  perfon,  exclufive  of  the  magiftrate’s  counfellors,  is  ac- 
quainted with  the  defigns  of  the  magiftrate,  his  magiftracy  is 
not  of  a long  duration.

Of  Lending  and  Borrowing. 


MEN  are  permitted  to  lend  money,  but  they  fhould  not 
lend  to  women,  children,  or  fervants  ; and,  whenever 
they  lend,  it  fhall  be  upon  the  credit  of  a pledge,  a 
fecurity,  a bond,  or  witneiles,  whichever  of  the  four  is  moft 
to  their  fatisfattion,  and  not  otherwrfe;  the  pledge  and  fecurity 
are  to  anfwer  the  payment  of  the  debt,  the  bond  and  witnefles 
to  prove  its  validity.

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SECT.  I. 

Of  Inter  f. 

I 

IF  a loan  be  granted  upon  a pledge  to  a man  of  the  Brattlin' 
caft,  the  monthly  intereft  fhall  be  one  part  in  eighty  upon  the 
principal  ; at  this  rate*  if  the  principal  be  eighty  rupees,  the 
intereft  fhall  be  one  rupee  per  month. 

If  a loan  be  granted  upon  fecuritv  to  a Bramin , firft,  one 
part  in  eighty  upon  the  principal  is  allowed,  that  is  to  fay,  one 
rupee,  and  alfo  one  eighth  of  one  eightieth  of  the  principal, 
which  upon  eighty  rupees  amounts  to  two  annas ; thefe  two 
Turns  are  to  be  added  together  for  tire  monthly  intereft;  fo  that, 
upon  a principal  debt  of  eighty  rupees,  the  whole  intereft  at 
this  rate  is  two  rupees  two  annas  per  month. 

If  a loan  be  granted  to  a Bramin  without  pledge  or  fecurity, 
the  monthly  intereft  fhall  be  two  per  cent. 

If  a loan  be  granted  to  a man  of  the  Chehteree  caft,  in  that 
cafe,  where  a Bramin  pays  intereft  one  rupee,  the  Chehteree 
fhall  pay  one  rupee  eight  annas ; where  the  Bramin  is  charged 
one  rupee  two  annas,  his  intereft  fhall  be  one  rupee  eleveir 
annas ; and,  in  the  place  of  two  rupees,,  the  Chehteree  fhall 
give  three. 

If  a loan  be  granted  to  a man  of  the  Bice  caft,  he  fhall'  be 
charged  double  the  intereft  of  a Bramin. 

If  a loan  be  granted  to  a man  of  the  Sosder  caft,  in  that 
cafe,  where  the  Bramin  pays  intereft  one  rupee,  the  Sooder 
fhall  pay  two  rupees  eight  annas ; in  the  place  of  one  rupee 
two  annas,  he  fhall  give  two  rupees  thirteen  annas,  and,  inftead 
of  two  rupees,  he  fhall  be  charged  five. 
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It  is  allowed  the  tribe  of  Bice  to  charge  intereft,  at  the  rates 
herein  already  fpecified,  in  times  'either  of  public  calamity,  or 
of  public  profperity. 

Also  it  is  allowed  the  Bramin,  the  Chehteree*  and  the 
Seeder,  in  times  of  calamity,  to  demand  the  above  intereft. 

But,  in  times  of  profperity,  it  is  criminal  in  the  Bramitt , 
the  Chehteree,  and  the  Sooder,  to  charge  intereft  at  thefe 
rates. 

Explanation  of  the  various  denominations  of  interejl,  which  are  of 

fix  forts. 

The  firft  is  Kau-ee-kau , fo  called,  when  money  is  lent  upon 
a ftipulated  intereft,  with  agreement  to  be  paid  yearly. 

The  fecond  is  Kau-lee-kau,  fo  called,  when,  according  to 
the  rate  of  the  agreement,  intereft  is  to  be  paid  monthly. 

x 

The  third  is  Chickerberdehee,  fo  called,  when,  upon  a debt- 
or’s inability  to  pay  the  intereft  upon  his  original  debt,  the 
principal  and  arrears  of  intereft  are  added  together,  and  intereft 
commences  upon  the  aggregate  fum. 

\ 

The  fourth  is  Cortee-au,  fo  called,  when,  in  times  of  cala- 
mity, the  borrower  voluntarily  agrees  to  advance  the  rate  of 
intereft,  which  he  muft  pay  accordingly. 

* 

The  fifth  is  Seekhattberdehee , fo  called,  when,  according  to 
the  rate  of  the  agreement,  intereft  is  to  be  paid  daily. 

\ 

The  fixth  is  Bhook  Labheh , fo  called,  when  a creditor  re- 
ceives a profit  upon  any  thing  delivered  over  to  him  as  a pledge; 
as  for  inftance,  when  a man  pledges  with  another  any  domeftic 
animals,  as  kine,  buffaloes,  goats,  horfes,  camels,  elephants,  Is'c. 
or  fruit  trees,  as  mango  trees,  jacks,  cocoa  trees,  beetle,  is’e.  or 
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houfes,  or  tilled  land,  or  womens  ornamsnts,  or  pots,  or  clothes* 
or  mats,  carpets,  is’c.  if  they  be  applied  to  ufe,  and  it  be  agreed 
between  thofe  two,  that  the  produce,  or  ufufru£t  of  the  pledge, 
lhall  appertain  to  the  creditors,  in  lieu  of  intereft. 

In  times  of  public  calamity,  either  of  the  four  tribes  of  Bra- 
min,  Chehteree,  Socder,  or  Bice , may  receive  intereft,  at  the 
rate  of  one  part  in  eighty,  being  one  rupee  (as  hath  already 
been  herein  explained  in  a feparate  article)  by  either  of  the  three; 
inodes  of  Kau-ee-kau , Kau  lee-kau,  and  Chickerberdehee. 

Either  in  profperous  or  calamitous  times,  it  is  criminal  for 
either  of  thefe  four  cafts,  except  only  the  Bice,  to  exact  intereft, 
bv  either  of  the  three  methods  of  Cortee-au , Seekhauberdehee , or 

Bbook  Labheh. 

It  is  lawful  for  the  tribe  of  Bice  to  receive  intereft  by  either 
of  the  three  modes  of  Cortee-au , Seekhauberdehee,  and  Bbook 
Labheh,  in  times  of  calamity,  but  in  a profperous  feafon.  crimi- 
nal. 

If  a creditor  hath  received  no  intereft  upon  his  money  for 
fifty  months,  and  if  ftill  a longer  time  fhould  elapfe,  yet  the 
arrears  of  intereft  fhall  rife  no  higher  than  to  double  the  prin- 
cipal ; and  the  four  modes  of  Cortee-au,  Kau-ee-kau,  Kau-lee- 
lau,  and  Chickerberdehee,  may  be  applied  to  collect  the  intereft 
upon  this  double  principal. 

If  intereft,  by  the  two  modes  of  Seekhauberdehee  and  Bhook 
Labheh,  hath  been  paid  for  a very  confiderable  time,  yet  there 
lhall  be  no  releafe  from  it,  until  the  principal  debt  be  tlifeharged. 

Neither  of  the  three  tribes,  Bramin,  Chehteree,  or  Sooder, 
but  only  the  Bice,  lhall  receive  intereft  by  thefe  fix  methods  in 
times  of  profperity. 

There  is  a tribe,  denominated  Burrun  Sunker,  compofed 
of  fuch  whofe  father  and  mother,  being  of  two  different  tribes, 
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have  begotten  children ; if  a man  of  this  caft  fhould  borrow 
money,  he  fliall  pay  one  part  in  fixteen  upon  the  principal ; at 
this  rate,  the  intereft  upon  one  rupee  is  one  anna. 

If  a creditor,  by  violent  means,  caufes  his  debtor  to  agree  to 
an  increafed  rate  of  intereft,  the  agreement  fliall  not  be  valid. 

If  a man  borrows  money  without  a pledge  given,  the  fon  of 
his  grandfon  fliall  not  pay  the  debt. 

If  a man  borrows  money  upon  a deposited  pledge,  the  fon  of 
his  grandfon  muft  difeharge  the  debt. 

If  a man  borrows  money  without  ftipulated  intereft,  and 
upon  the  demand  of  his  creditor  goes  abroad,  without  fufficient 
reafen,  and  a call  of  bulinefs,  or  lurks  fecretly  in  his  own  houfe, 
fraudulently  contriving  means  to  delay  and  to  refufe  payment, 
in  tiiat  cafe,  after  three  months,  intereft  upon  the  debt  fliall 
commence  from  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  month  ; but  if  the 
debtor  goes  abroad  upon  real  and  necefiary  occafions,  he  fliall 
pay  intereft,  after  the  expiration  of  one  year. 

If  a man  borrows  jewels,  pearls,  coral,  filver,  gold,  cotton, 
or  clothes  made  of  ftlk  or  of  goats  hair,  and  any  confiderable 
time  elapfe  without  repayment,  yet  fliall  the  intereft  upon  fuch 
a debt  arile  no  higher  than  to  double  the  principal. 

If  a man,  having  purchafed  goods  upon  credit,  fraudulently 
goes  abroad  without  payment,  or  conceals  himfelf  in  his  own 
houfe,  and,  by  prevaricating  excufes  and  delays,  continues  to 
with-hold  the  purchafe-money,  in  that  cafe,  after  flx  months 
are  elapfed,  intereft  lhall  be  accounted  due  from  the  beginning 
of  the  feventh ; if  the  purchafer  is  called  abroad  by  his  necef- 
fary  bufinefs,  lie  fliall  pay  intereft,  after  the  expiration  of  one 
year. 

If  a man  hath  committed  ought  to  the  charge  of  another, 
who,  on  application  for  the  return  of  the  truft,  fraudulently 
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abfconds  on  a journey,  or  if  he  leaves  not  his  own  houfe,  but, 
by  excufes  and  prevarications,  detains  the  charge  in  his  own 
pofleffion,  in  that  cafe,  if  fix  months  elapfe  from  the  time  of 
fuch  application,  he  fhall  be  charged  intereft  fropi  the  begin- 
ning of  the  feventh. 

Suppose  a man  to  borrow  a quantity  of  the  grain  called 
ShaHte,  (or  Paddee J , upon  this  agreement,  that,  at  the  time  of 
the  paddee  harveft,  he  will  make  an  equitable  and  equivalent 
return,  in  that  cafe,  if,  at  the  time  of  payment,  grain  be  fome- 
thing  cheaper  than  when  it  was  borrowed,  he  fhall  pay  double 
the  quantity  •,  if  it  be  much  fallen  in  price,  he  fhall  pay  three 
times  as  much ; if  it  be  ftill  cheaper  four-fold;  and  if  its  value 
be  exceedingly  reduced,  he  fhall  return  five  times  the  quantity 
lent  him,  and  this  fifth  increafe  he  fhall  never  be  obliged  to 
exceed ; if  the  price,  at  the  time  of  repayment,  be  rifen,  with 
refpeff  to  the  time  of  borrowing,  the  Bratnin  fhall  pay  for 
intereft  two  in  one  hundred  parts,  the  Chehteree  three  in  one 
hundred  parts,  the  Bice  double  of  the  Bramin , and  the  Sooder 
five  parts  in  one  hundred. 

If  a man  borrows  cocoa-nut  oil,  or  any  fpirituous  liquors, 
or  ghee,  and  returns  it  not  in  fifty  months,  he  fhall  then  repay 
eight  times  the  original  quantity. 

If  a man  borrows  milk,  woollen  cloth,  perpets,  Jha-w/s , or 
tapeftry,  and  carpets  made  of  any  hair  but  that  of  lheep,  and 
returns  it  not  in  fifty  months,  he  fhall  then  repay  five  times  the 
original  quantity. 

If  any  man  borrows  any  kind  of  cloths,  (but  thofe  made  of 
filk),  iron,  copper,  talc,  brafs,  white  copper,  pewter,  tin,  and 
metals  of  this  kind,  except  gold  and  filver,  and  returns  them 
not  in  fifty  months,  he  fhall  then  repay  three  times  as  much. 

\ • ' . 

If  a man  borrows  any  kind  of  grain,  except  paddee , as 
wheat,  fmail  gram , barley,  and  fuch  kinds  of  grain,  or  len- 
tiles,  gram,  muftard-feed,  or  kunjud , and  fuch  other  produce 
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«f  tillage,  and  returns  it  not  in  fifty  months,  he  fliall  repay  it 
four-fold. 

If  a man  borrows  green  herbs,  fuch  as  cabbage,  lettuce,  £sY. 
and  repays  them  not  in  fifty  months,  he  ihall  repay  them  five- 
fold. 

If  a man  borrows  fugar  canes,  and  returns  them  not  in  fifty 
months,  he  Ihall  then  repay  fix  times  the  quantity. 

If  a man  borrows  the  juice  of  the  fugar  cane,  the  better  forts 
of  flowers,  or  of  fruits,  ginger,  radilhes,  potatoes,  or  yam,  or 
any  other  of  thofe  herbs  whofe  root  is  in  common  ufe,  what- 
ever quantity  he  borrowed,  he  fliall  return  three  times  as  much. 

If  dried  grafs,  fuel  wood,  bricks,  or  leaves,  or  things  made 
of  leather,  or  bone,  or  feimitars,  fpears,  daggers,  mufkets,  and 
this  kind  of  warlike  inftruments,  or  dried  flowers,  or  fruits  of 
the  worft  fpecies,  be  borrowed,  and  not  repaid  in  fifty  months, 
yet  no  interefl:  is  to  be  given  on  them  j but  if  it  be  originally 
ftipulated,  it  fliall  be  paid. 

If  a man  fells  goods  without  receiving  immediate  payment* 
and,  upon  demand  made  for  the  money,  the  purchafer  puts 
him  off  with  frivolous  delays,  either  flaying  at  his  own  houfe, 
or  going  abroad,  without  fufficient  reafon,  interefl  fliall  com- 
mence upon  the  debt  from  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  month. 

If  a hired  fervant  hath  been  a long  time  without  receiving 
his  wages,  yet  he  fliall  not  demand  interefl  upon  them,  unlels 
it  be  originally  fo  fiipuiated. 

If  a man  hath  agreed  to  pay  another  a certain  fine  on  any 
account,  and  a long  time  elapfe  without  payment,  he  fliall  not 
give  interefl,  unlefs  it  be  part  of  the  original  agreement. 

If  a man  hath  prefented  another  with  any  thing  in  the  way 
of  friendfliip,  which  prefent  the  accepter  neither  takes  to  his 
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5Wn  houfe  at  the  time  it  is  given,  nor  doth  the  donor  fend  it 
to  him,  yet  fhall  no  intereft  be  paid  upon  the  gift  thus  with- 
held, unlefs  by  a prior  agreement. 

If  a man  hath  given  another  any  thing  by  way  of  recom- 
^tenfe,  which,  after  being  accepted  by  the  perfon  to  whom  it  is 
offered,  is  yet  detained  at  the  donor’s  houfe,  and  not  delivered 
on  demand,  intereft  fliall  be  paid  upon  its  value; 

If  a man,  in  a friendly  manner,  hath  applied  to  his  own 
ufe  any  thing  of  the  feparate  property  of  his  wife,  on  return- 
ing it,  he  fhall  give  an  intereft,  together  with  the  principal  ; 
and  if  a man,  by  forcible  means,  hath  taken  ought  belonging 
to  his  wife,  and  doth  not  pay  her  both  principal  and  intereft, 
the  magiflrate  of  the  time  fhall  oblige  him  to  pay  intereft  and 
principal,  and  fliall  alfo  fine  him. 

If  a man  hath  expended,  on  friendly  terms,  any  of  his  wife*s 
property,  and  dies  before  he  makes  it  good,  his  fon  fliall  pay 
the  principal  fo  borrowed,  but  without  intereft. 

If  a man  offers  to  difeharge  a debt,  and  the  creditor  will 
not  accept  payment,  he  fliall  not  pay  intereft  upon  the  debt, 
after  luch  an  offer,  unlefs  it  be  previoufly  ftipulated. 

If  a man,  who  has  agreed  to  difburfe  a certain  fum  for  the 
expences  of  a marriage,  or  a marriage  portion,  pays  it  not  for 
a confiderable  time,  he  fhall  not  pay  intereft  upon  that  fum, 
unlefs  according  to  previous  agreement. 

If  a man  hath  depofited  a pledge,  and  the  creditor  poffefnng 
fuch  pledge  applies  it  to  his  own  ufes,  or  breaks  it,  or  it  be 
itolen  from  his  houfe,  in  that  cafe,  he  fliall  not  pay  intereft 
upon  it,  unlefs  by  agreement. 

If  a man  depofits  a pledge  with  another,  and  no  agreement 
he  made  that  the  creditor  fhall  make  ufe  of  the  pledge,  in  that 
cafe,  fuppofing  the  pledgee  to  apply  to  ufe  the  goods  fo  pledged, 
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*ie  fnatl  pay  half  intereft,  according  to  the  rates  herein  al- 
ready fpecified. 

If  a pledge,  depofited  in  a creditor’s  hands,  be  fpoiled,  loft, 
or  broken,  by  an  unforefeen  accident,  in  that  cafe,  the  credi- 
tor (hall  hill  recover  both  principal  and  intereft  of  his  debt } 
but  the  debtor  (hail  not  receive  the  value  of  his  pledge. 

A man  may  lend  money  to  another  of  the  fame  tribe,  to  his 
relations,  or  particular  friends,  upon  a pledge  only,  but  from 
all  others  he  Ihould  demand  a bond  and  fecurity. 

If  a man  lends  gold  to  another,  he  ftiall  appoint  a fixed  day 
of  payment  to  his  own  fatisfaftion ; if  he  cannot  fix  a day  to 
his  mind,  he  may  omit  it. 

If  a man  borrows  paddee,  wheat,  barley,  grant,  fmall  grain s 
lentiles,  or  doll,  or  muftard-feed  of  the  fpecies  of  grain  and 
pulfe,  or  fait  of  whatever  fort  it  may  be,  or  honey,  fugar,  fu- 
gar-candy  of  the  fpecies  of  fweets,  or  round  pepper,  or  peepul , 
dried  ginger,  iureelah,  or  inderjo  of  the  fpecies  of  warm  bit- 
ters, or  tamarinds,  or  four  plumbs,  or  lemons  of  the  fpecies  of 
acids,  or  hurreh , beheereh,  and  oulah  of  the  fpecies  of  affus,  he 
fhall  furely  fix  a day  of  payment. 

When  feveral  men  are  creditors  to  the  fame  debtor,  they 
fhall  make  a fort  of  common  flock  of  their  debts,  and  receive 
their  refpective  fhares  of  each  payment  ; if  any  creditor  refufes 
to  accede  to  this  agreement,  he  lhall  lofe  his  ihare  of  the  in- 
tereft. 

If  a man  hath  fold  rice  or  wheat  for  fowing  of  the  fpecies  of 
grain,  or  muftard-feed,  or  hunjud  of  the  fpecies  of  feed,  or  the 
feeds  of  cotton,  or  kufeelah,  or  pumpkin  of  the  fpecies  of 
terkarree,  or  the  feed  of  the  water  melon,  or  cucumber  of 
this  fpecies,  and  they  do  not  fpring  up  from  the  ground, 
but  the  fpot  fhould  become  wafte,  the  vender  of  the  feed 
fhall  make  good  the  crop. 
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SECT.  II. 

Of  Pledges. 

IF  a man,  with  whom  a pledge  is  depofited,  fhould  apply  to 
his  own  ufe  the  things  fo  pledged,  and  by  that  means  fpoil  it, 
he  lliall  pay  the  value  of  it  to  the  depofitor,  or  procure  ano- 
ther of  the  fame  kind. 

If  a man,  who  hath  pledged  ought  to  another  for  a debt,  of- 
fers to  pay  the  money,  and  demands  his  pledge,  which  the  cre- 
ditor fraudulently  vvith-holds,  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  (hall 
exa£f  a fine  from  the  creditor,  caufe  the  pledge  to  be  reftored 
to  the  right  owner,  and  the  debt  to  be  forthwith  difeharged. 

If  a perfon  mortgages  to  another  fuch  a quantity  of  land  as 
■will  ferve  for  the  fubliftence  of  one  man,  for  one  year,  and  af- 
terwards mortgages  the  fame  land  to  a fecond  mortgagee,  he 
fhall  be  punifhed  with  death  ; or  if  his  life  be  fpared,  he  (hall 
be  fined  one  hundred  ajhrufees  ; and  if  the  criminal  be  a Bra- 
min  (which  tribe  is  exempt  from  capital  punifhment)  he  fliall 
ftill  pay  the  fine  of  one  hundred  afirufees. 

If  a man  mortgages  a quantity  of  land  lefs  than  will  fuffice 
to  maintain  a man  one  year,  and  afterwards  engages  the  fame 
ground  to  a fecond  mortgagee,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  fix- 
teen  after  ufees. 

If  a man  hath  depofited  a pledge  with  another,  and  fuffers 
it  to  lie  a confiderable  time  unredeemed,  yet  the  creditor  fliall 
not  apply  the  depofite  to  his  own  ufe,  or  fell  it,  or  fpoil  it,  or 
pledge  it  as  his  own  to  another  perfon  ; if  he  adfs  in  contra- 
diftion  to  this,  he  fhall  be  obliged  to  make  good  the  pledge. 

If  a man,  having  pledged  any  thing  to  one  perfon,  fraudu- 
lently contrives  to  engage  the  fame  article  as  a pledge  to  a fe- 
cond, the  firft  engagment  fliall  be  confidered  valid,  and  not 
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the  fecond  ; but  yet  the  fecond  creditor  fhall  receive  both  prin- 
cipal and  intereft  of  his  money  ; and  he  who  thus  tranfgrelTes 
the  laws  of  juftice  {hall  be  punilhed  as  a robber. 

If  a man  pledges  the  fame  article  with  two  perfons,  and  it 
be  not  known  which  tranfaftion  was  prior  in  date,  then,  which- 
ever of  the  creditors,  without  moleftation  of  the  other  pledgee, 
attaches  the  pledge,  it  {hall  be  accounted  valid,  with  refpedt  to 
him ; if  a difpute  arifes,  the  two  creditors  fhall  have  equal  lhares 
in  the  depofite.

If  any  tranfaclion  between  two  people  pafs  before  witnefles 
only,  and  a third  perfon  produces  a written  inftrument  of  the 
fame  tranfaclion,  attefted  alfo  by  witneiies,  the  writing  thus 
witneiTed  fhall  be  accounted  valid. 

If  a man  pledges  ought  to  another  without  a written  agree- 
ment, and  afterwards  depofites  the  fame  pledge  with  a fecond 
perfon,  adding  a regular  written  inftrument,  to  teftify  the  vali- 
dity of  this  fecond  pledge,  in  that  cafe,  the  fecond  engagement 
{hall  ftand  good,  and  the  borrower  {hall  return  back  the  money 
lent  him  by  the  firft  creditor. 

If  a man  mortgages  to  another  a certain  quantity  of  land, 
and  the  mortgagee,  by  forcible  means,  appropriates  to  his  own 
ufe  a larger  fpace  of  ground  than  is  fpecified  in  the  agreement} 
in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate,  without  caufing  the  debt  to  be  dif- 
charged,  {hall  reftore  the  mortgaged  ground  to  the  right  owner, 
and  hold  the  mortgagee  criminal. 
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SECT.  III, 


'There  are  four  forts  of fecurity. 

Fifty  When  a man,  defirous  to  borrow  money,  is  refufbd, 
by  the  perfon  whom,  he  addrefl'es,  from  a want  of  confidence 
in  his  ability  to  repay  it,  if  in.  the  mean  time  a third  perfon 
lhould  advife  the  refufing  party  to  lend  the  money,  and  lhould 
promife,  that,  if  the  debtor  abfconds  upon  the  day  of  payment, 
he  will  caufe  him  to  appear,  he,  who  by  fuch  advice  caufcs  the 
money  to  be  lent,  engages  himfelf  in  a kind  of  fecurity  ; and  if 
he  cannot  produce  the  borrower,  when  payment  becomes  due, 
he  muft  difcharge  the  debt,  both  principal  and  intereft  : if  he 
dies,  his  fon  fliall  not  make  good  the  loan. 

Secondly  y When  a man,  who  is  requefted  to  lend  money, 
doubts  the  chara&er  of  the  borrower,  and  enquires  it  of  a third 
perfon,  if  this  man  lhould  anfwer  to  the  other’s  character,  and 
affirm,  that  to  his  own  knowledge  he  is  worthy  to  be  trufted, 
by  thus  inclining  the  party  to  lend  the  money,  he  is  to  be  con- 
sidered as  a kind  of  fecurity  ; and  whoever,  by  giving  a good 
char  after  to  a bad  man,  enables  him  to  borrow  money,  and  this 
circumftance  can  be  proved,  the  recommender  fliall  be  obliged 
to  make  good  both  principal  and  intereft  of  the  debt  \ but  if  he 
dies,  his  fon  is  not  anfwerable  for  the  money. 

Thirdly , When  a man,  defirous  to  borrow  money,  is  refu- 
fed,  becaufe  the  perfon  of  whom  he  requefts  it  has  no  opinion 
oThis  credit,  if  a third  man  fhould  fay,  “ Lend  him  what  he 

defires,  and  I will  be  anfwerable  for  it,”  this  alfo  is  a kind 
of  fecurity ; and  if  the  borrower  refufes  payment,  the  fecu- 
rity muft  difcharge  both  principal  and  intereft  of  the  debt ; 
alfo,  if  h?  dies,  his  fon  (hall  make  good  the  principal. 

Fourthly K 
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Fourthly,  When  a man,  defirous  to  borrow  any  thing  for  a 
time,  promifing  to  return  it  as  foon  as  the  bufinefs  for  which 
it  is  wanted  lhall  be  finilhed,  is  refufed  the  ufe  of  it,  if  another 
perfon  lhould  advife  the  pofleffor  of  the  thing  required  to  lend 
it,  and  lhould  promife,  that  he  will  take  care  to  fee  it  returned, 
this  alfo  is  a mode  of ’fecurity  ■,  and  if  the  borrower  returns  not 
the  article  lent  him,  the  fecurity  lhall  make  it  good,  with  inte- 
relt  upon  its  value  : alfo,  if  he  dies,  his  foil  lhall  be  anfwer- 
able  for  the  principal. 

If  a debtor,  on  the  day  agreed  for  difcharging  of  his  debt, 
lhould  be  unable  to  appear,  either  from  fome  natural  or  publie 
calamity,  or  from  a necelfarv  attendance  on  a court  of  juitice, 
it  is  not  to  be  accounted  a fault  in  the  man  who  became  fecuri- 
ty for  him  •,  but  when  the  debtor’s  caufe  of  delay  is  removed, 
the  fecurity  muft  then  procure  his  appearance,  or,  upon  fai- 
lure, muft  himfelf  be  anfwerable  for  the  caufe  in  difpute. 

If  a man  dies,  who,  having  depofited  a pledge,  is  become 
perfonal  fecurity  for  another,  his  fon  lhall  difcharge  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  debt. 

If  a man  who  is  fecurity  for  another  lhould  die,  his  grand- 
fon  and  great  grandfon  are  not  anfwerable. 

If  feveral  men  become  fecurities  for  a debtor  who  fails  to 
difcharge  his  debts,  all  the  fecurities  lhall  pay  the  money  in 
equal  lhares. 

If,  at  the  time  of  lending  money,  the  lender  lhould  fay  to 
the  fecurities,  “ Here  are  feveral  of  you  engaged,  but  I expert, 
te  that  any  one  of  you,  whom  I may  happen  to  find  when  pay- 
(C  ment  becomes  due,  lhall  difcharge  the  debt,”  if  alfo  the  fe- 
curities afient  to  this  ftipulation,  then,  lhould  the  borrower  fail 
in  his  engagements,  the  creditor  fhail  exact  payment  of  any  one 
of  the  fecurities  whom  he  can  firft  find,  according  to  agreement. 
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If  a debtor  fhould  be  abfent,  and  the  fecurity  is  defirous  t» 
bring  him  to  appearance,  the  creditor  fhall  fettle  with  the  fecu- 
rity a reafonable  time  for  his  departure  and  return,  and  lhall 
permit  him  to  go  in  quell  of  the  debtor. 

If  a fecurity  has  not  abfolutely  the  means  to  pay  a fum  for 
which  he  bound  himfelf,  and  the  creditor  commences  a fuit  a- 
gainft  him  in  a court  of  juftice,  the  magiftrate  of  the  time 
fhall  appoint  him  to  pay  the  debt,  by  inftalments,  according  to 
his  ability,  and  (hall  not  be  too  harfh  and  fevere  upon  him  j 
neither  fhall  the  creditor  be  permitted  to  treat  him  with  unrea- 
fbnable  rigour,  in  the  exaflion  of  his  claim. 

If  a creditor  of  his  own  head  be  extremely  hard  and  fevere 
upon  a fecurity,  whatever  money  he  hath  by  this  method  ex- 
torted, after  the  fpace  of  one  month  and  an  half,  the  judge 
ihall  caufe  him  to  return  double  of  that  fum  to  the  fecurity  ; 
and  if  it  be  within  the  fpace  of  one  month  and  an  half,  what- 
ever fum  he  hath  received,  the  judge  fhall  caufe  him  to  return 
the  like  fum  to  the  fecurity. 

( According  to  Chendeefur .J 

If  a fecurity,  unable  to  anfwer  the  harfh  and  importunate 
demands  of  a creditor,  fhould  give  him  ought,  by  way  of 
bribe,  to  fatisfy  him  for  the  prefent,  and  then  complain  to  a 
court  of  juftice,  if  this  complaint  be  after  one  month  and  an 
half,  the  judge  fhall  caufe  the  creditor  to  give  double  of  that 
bribe  to  the  complainant ; if  the  complaint  be  laid  within  the 
fpace  of  one  month  and  an  half,  the  judge  fhall  caufe  the  cre- 
ditor to  pay  him  a fum  equal  to  the  bribe. 

( According  to  Gerheifur  ) 

A man  who  is  unable  to  pay  his  debts,  and  the  fines  of  a 
court  of  juftice,  fhall  not  be  taken  as  a fecurity. 

A man  fit  all  not  accept,  as  fecurity,  a perfon  totally  un- 
known to  him,  his  own  mailer,  an  enemy,  a prifoner,  a very 
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old  man,  a partner  living  in  the  fame  family,  a friend,  or  a 
pupil. 

SECT.  IV. 

Of  dtfchurging  debts  to  •whomfoever  due. 

IF  a man  pays  his  grandfather’s  debts,  he  fhall  not  be  char- 
ged intereft  upon  them. 

If  a man  lends  money  upon  a pofitive  ftipulation  to  be  paid 
on  a certain  day,  and  the  borrower  alfo  alfents  to  this  reftric- 
tion,  the  money  muft  abfolutely  be  repaid  accordingly. 

If  a man  lends  money  with  a ftipulation  to  be  paid  upon  de- 
mand, and  the  borrower  confents  to  take  it  upon  this  reftric- 
tion,  he  fhall  accordingly  pay  it  when  demanded. 

If  a man  dies  in  debt,  his  fons  ftiall  contribute  their  refpec- 
tive  fhares  to  difeharge  his  obligations. 

If  a man  dies  in  debt,  his  grandchildren  fhall  refpectively 
contribute  to  pay  the  money. 

If  a man  dies  in  debt,  his  great  granchildren  fhall  not  pay 
the  money. 

If  a man  in  debt  renounces  the  world,  and  becomes  FaJeeer , 
his  fons  and  grandchildren  fhall  difeharge  his  obligations. 

A great-grandfather’s  debts  are  not  obligatory  upon 
the  great  grandfon ; but  if  it  be  his  own  choice,  the  great 
grandfon  may  pay  them. 

If  a man  in  debt  leaves  his  own  country,  after  he  hath  been 
abfent  twenty  years,  his  fon  fhall  pay  his  debts ; alfo  a grandfon 
fhall  difeharge  the  debts  of  his  grandfather,  after  twenty  years 
■abfence  j likewife,  within  the  fpace  of  twenty  years,  the  fon  and 
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grandfon  may  difcharge  the  debts  of  their  father  and  grand-* 
father,  if  they  chufe  it ; but  the  creditor  fliall  not,  before  the 
expiration  of  twenty  years,  have  power  to  compel  them. 

If  a man  dies,  who  hath  depofited,  as  pledges  for  money  bor- 
rowed, fruit  trees,  tilled  land,  houfes,  lcine,  buffaloes,  goats, 
horfcs,  elephants,  and  fuch  kinds  of  ufeful  animals,  or  pots, 
clothes,  mats,  and  fuch  things  as  have  been  already  fpecified, 
to  produce  an  intereft  for  a debt,  his  great“-grandfon  fliall  dif- 
charge that  debt. 

If  a man  in  debt  be  abfent  from  home,  and  there  be  no  ex- 
pectations that  he  will  ever  return,  his  fon  and  grandfon  fliall 
pay  his  debts  within  twenty  years. 

If  a man  in  debt  be  fick,  beyond  all  hopes  of  recovery,  the 
fon,  in  that  cafe,  fliall  pay  his  father’s  debts. 

If  a man  be  blind  from  his  cradle,  or  an  idiot,  or  be  over- 
come by  the  infirmities  of  age,  or  be  afflicted  with  a confump- 
tive  fpitting  of  blood  and  phlegm,  or  with  a leprofy,  and  lives 
in  his  fon’s  family,  that  fon  fliall  difcharge  his  father’s  debts  j 
but  if  he  lives  apart  from  his  fon,  and  contratts  debts,  he  fhall 
himfelf  difcharge  them ; and  the  fon  has  no  connection  with 
them* 


If  a man  lends  money  upon  the  fecurity  of  two  people,  with 
agreement  that  either  of  them  whom  he  may  happen  to  find, 
when  payment  is  due,  fliall  be  anfwerable  for  the  debt,  in  that 
cafe,  if  one  of  the  fecurities  fhould  die,  and  leave  no  children, 
and  the  other  fecurity  be  abfent  from  home,  the  fon  of  the  al> 
fentee  fliall  pay  the  money  ; if  both  the  fecurities  die,  which- 
ever of  them  leaves  children,  the  fon  fliall  pay  his  father’s  (hare 
of  the  obligation. 

Before  the  diffolution  of  a partnerfliip,  if  one  of  the  par- 
ties, being  in  debt,  leaves  his  country,  or  dies,  in  that  cafe, 
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whichever  of  the  partners  be  found  upon  the  fpet  fhall  difeharge 
the  debt. 

Upon  the  abfence  of  a matter  of  a family  from  home,  whe- 
ther abroad  or  in  his  own  country,  if  his  fervant  borrows  money 
for  the  immediate  fupport  of  his  matter’s  family  and  dependants, 
the  matter,  on  his  return,  mutt  be  ar.fwerable  for  the  debt. 

If  a man  dies  in  debt,  and  his  fon  and  grandfon,  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  be  very  young,  and  incapable  of  managing  their 
owTn  affairs,  they  fhall  not  pay  his  debts  until  they  arrive  at 
years  of  diferetion,  and  then  they  fliall  difeharge  them,  accord- 
ing to  their  ability. 

A father  fhall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  his  Ton’s  debts, 
but  if  he  chufes  it,  from  any  impulfe  of  paternal  attention,  he 
is  permitted  ; but  if  a father  offers  to  be  fecurity  to  a man  who 
has  refufed  to  lend  money  to  the  fon,  in  that  cafe,  the  father 
is  obliged  to  pay  what  the  fon  borrows. 

If  a man  had  been  defirous  to  make  a prefent  to  another, 
without  any  fufficient  caufe,  and  dies,  leaving  his  intention  un- 
fulfilled, his  fon  lhall  not  give  it. 

If  a man  had  been  defirous  to  make  a prefent  to  another, 
upon  a proper  and  fufficient  caufe,  and  dies  in  the  mean  time, 
the  fon  fhall  fulfil  his  father’s  intentions. 

If  a man  dies,  having  incurred  debts  by  gaming,  or  drinking 
fpirituous  liquors,  his  fon  fliall  not  difeharge  them.  (This  law 
is  calculated  for  thofe  perfons  in  whom  gaming,  and  the  ufe  of 
fpirituous  liquors,  is  not  accounted  a moral  offence). 

If  a man  who  owed  a fine  to  a court  of  juttice  fhould  die, 
leaving  part  of  the  fine  unpaid,  his  fon  fhall  not  pay  that  part ; 
alfo,  if  no  part  of  the  fine  was  paid  in  the  man’s  life-time,  his 
fon  fhall  not  be  anfwerable  for  it  in  any  refpefl. 
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If  a man,  by  the  impulfe  of  luft,  had  promifed  any  prefenf, 
and  fliould  die  without  fulfilling  the  promife,  his  fon  lliall  not 
give  it. 

If  a man,  through  the  impulfe  of  enmity,  had  agreed  to  give 
away  any  thing,  and  dies  without  fulfilling  the  agreement,  his 
Ion  lliall  not  give  it. 

If  a woman,  in  times  of  calamity,  or  for  the  immediate 
fupport  of  her  houfhold,  relations,  and  fervants,  fhould  borrow 
money,  her  hufband  and  fon  mud  difcharge  the  debt ; but,  if 
fhe  contra&s  debts  on  any  other  account,  her  hufband  and  fon 
fhall  not  pay  them. 

If  the  wife  of  a man  of  the  caft  of  potters,  or  of  wafhers, 
or  of  cow-herds,  or  dancers,  or  hunters,  contrails  a debt,  her 
hufband  and  fons  are  anfwerable  for  it ; alfo,  if  a man,  or  his 
fon,  among  thofe  tribes,  contrails  debts,  the  wife  muff  pay 
them. 

If  a woman  borrows  money  with  the  confent  of  her  hufband 
and  fon,  the  hufband  and  fon  fhall  repay  it. 

If  a man,  at  the  point  of  death,  defires  his  wife  to  difcharge 
his  debts,  then,  if  fhe  inherits  her  hufband’s  property  and  pof- 
feffions,  flie  fhall  pay  them  accordingly. 

If  a man  dies  in  debt,  whoever  happens  to  be  his  heir  fhall 
difcharge  thofe  debts,  but  without  intereft. 

If  a Bramin  dies  childlefs,  whichever  of  his  kindred  becomes 
his  heir,  he  lliall  difcharge  his  debts ; if  he  has  no  relations, 
the  Bramins  of  the  fame  village  where  the  childlefs  Bramin  re- 
iided  fhall  adminifter  to  his  eflate,  and  pay  his  debts ; if  no 
other  Bramins  inhabit  that  part,  the  magiflrate  fhall  pay  the 
childlefs  Bramin' s debts  from  the  amount  of  his  effects,  and 
fhall  caft  the  overplus  into  the  water.

If  a Chehteree  dies  childlefs,  and  hath  no  relations  or  kin- 
dred, the  magiftrate  fhall  take  adminiftration  of  his  eftecls, 
pay  from  the  amount  the  debts  of  the  deceafed,  and  keep  the 

overplus. 

S E C T.  v; 

Of  the  methods  of  recovering  debts. 

9 * • 

IF  a creditor,  on  the  day  appointed  for  payment,  demands 
his  money  of  the  debtor,  who  refufes  to  difcharge  the  debt, 
firfl,  he  lhall  fpeak  to  the  friends  and  relations  of  the  debtor, 
and  procure  them  to  demand  payment ; next,  he  fhall  go  in 
perfon,  and  importune  for  his  money,  and  flay  fome  time  at  the 
debtor’s  houfe,  but  without  eating  or  drinking;  if  thefe  means 
fail,  he  fhall  carry  the  debtor  home  with  him,  and,  having 
feated  him  before  men  of  character  and  reputation,  fhall  there 
detain  him ; if  even  this  method  fhould  not  fucceed,  he  fhall 
endeavour,  by  feigned  pretences,  to  get  hold  of  fome  of  his 
goods;  or  if  any  pledge  was  depofited  with  him  on  lending  the 
money,  he  fhall  carry  the  goods  fo  pledged  to  the  magillrate, 
who  fhall  caufe  the  depoflte  to  be  fold,  and  pay  the  creditor  his 
debt,  with  interefl,  from  the  amount  of  the  fale;  if  he  cannot, 
by  evaflve  means,  diftrain  the  debtor’s  goods,  and  alfo  if  no 
pledge  be  in  his  pofleflion,  he  fhall  then  feize  and  confine  the 
debtor’s  wife,  children,  cattle,  buffaloes,  horfes,  and  fuch  kind 
of  ufeful  animals  ; alfo  his  pots,  cloches,  mats,  and  furniture  *, 
and,  feating  himfelf  at  the  debtor’s  door,  fhall  there  receive  his 
money  ; if  even  thefe  methods  prove  unfuccefsful,  he  fhall 
feize  and  bind  the  debtor’s  perfon,  and  procure,  by  forcible 
means,  a difcharge  of  the  debt. 

If  men  of  very  low  calls,  coolies,  and  handicraft-men,  owe 
money,  they  lhall  be  feized,  detained,  and  compelled  to  pay. 
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If  3 man  lends  money  to  a magiftrate,  to  his  own  matter, 
or  to  a JBramhi,  he  fnall  not  be  rude  or  uncivil  in  procuring 
payment. 

If  a man  hath  lent  money  to  one  of  the  fame  family,  or  to  a 
man  of  bad  principles,  he  (hall,  by  evalive  pretences,  get  hold 
of  fome  of  the  debtor’s  goods,  and  by  that  means  procure  pay- 
ment. 

If  a man  of  the  tribe  of  Arzal  be  unable  to  pay  his  debts, 
he  (hall  be  obliged  to  work  out  payment  by  daily  labour. 

If  a Brntnin  be  unable  to  pay  his  debts,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
appoint  him  to  difeharge  them  by  little  and  little,  according  to 
his  means. 

If  a debtor  and  creditor  are  both  of  the  Bramin  caft,  the 
one  (hall  not  oblige  the  other  to  work  out  a debt  by  day  labour. 

If  a man-  of  the  Chehteree,  Sooder , or  Bice  caft,  is  too  poor 
to  pay  his  debts,  the  creditor  may  oblige  him  to  work  out  the 
amount,  in  any  bulinefs  of  which  the  debtor  is  capable;  that  is 
to  fay,  the  higher  caft  may  exa<ft  this  method  of  payment  from 
one  inferior  to  itfelf,  and  cafts  of  equal  rank  may  thus  mutual- 
ly treat  each  other;  but  a low  caft  cannot  force  the  fuperior  to 
compound  debts  by  labour,  but  (hall  be  paid  by  inftalments,  on 
a debtor’s  inability  to  difeharge  the  whole  debt  at  once. 

Jf  a creditor,  without  previous  demand,  feizes  his  debtor  by 
force,  and  obliges  him  to  work  at  a bufinefs  of  which  he  is  not 
capable,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  the  creditor,  and  difmifs  the 
debtor  with  the  debt  unpaid. 

If  a man  difeharges  not  a debt  in  fifty  months  from  the  time 
of  borrowing,  fo  that  the  intereft  of  Chickerberdeher  takes  place, 
(an  explanation  of  which  hath  been  already  given  above),  he 
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iliall  fettle  the  mode  to  his  own  fatisfaflion,  and  pay  the  credi- 
tor his  money. 

If  a man,  who  hath  long  fince  depofited  a pledge  in  ano- 
ther’s hands,  fhould  abfcond,  or  die,  the  creditor,  in  prefence 
of  the  debtor’s  friends,  (hall  produce  the  pledge,  and  afcertain 
its  value  •,  after  that,  he  (hall  keep  it  by  him  ten  days  ; and,  if 
within  that  fpace,  the  debtor’s  next  heir  does  not  come  in  and 
fatisfy  his  claim,  he  fhall  fell  the  article  pledged,  and  take  his 
own  money,  with  intereft,  from  the  amount ; if  there  be  any 
remainder,  the  creditor  is  not  to  keep  it. 

If  a man  acknowledges  himfelf  indebted  to  another,  and  yet 
refufes  to  pay,  the  creditor  (hall  ufe  the  means  above  fpecified 
to  recover  his  money,  without  hinderance  or  moleftation  from 
the  magiftrate  ; if  the  debtor  fhould  lodge  a complaint,  the 
judge  fhall  fine  him,  and  caufe  the  creditor  to  be  paid. 

If  a man,  owing  another  any  money,  fhould  flatly  deny  the 
debt,  when  payment  is  demanded,  the  creditor  fhall  not  have 
power  to  take  him  into  his  own  cuftody,  but  fhall  caufe  him  to 
appear  before  a magiftrate,  and  there,  upon  indifputable  proof 
of  the  debt,  (hall  receive  his  claim;  but  if  the  creditor  be  de- 
firous  to  attach  and  confine  his  debtor,  without  knowledge  of 
the  judge,  in  this  cafe,  he  lhall  be  fined. 

If  a man  hath  lent  fome  aJJjrufees , and  the  borrower  acknow- 
ledges to  have  received  fome  rupees,  but  a lefs  fum  than  the 
creditor  pretends,  alfo  if  the  lender  demands  intereft  upon  his 
loan,  and  the  borrower  afierts,  to  have  difcharged  the  intereft 
already,  or  if  the  creditor  affirms  to  have  lent  the  money  upon 
mere  good  faith,  and  the  debtor  fays,  that  he  depofited  a pledge 
for  the  loan,  upon  a difpute  of  this  kind,  the  creditor  fhall  by 
no  means  arreft  the  debtor’s  body,  without  knowledge  of  the 
magiftrate ; fhould  he  offend  this  law  he  (hall  be  fined. 

If  a very  rich  men  of  weak  underfiantling,  and  of  a very 
mean  tribe,  from  a principle  of  fraud  and  obftinacv,  refufes  to 
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j*av  his  debts,  the  magiftrate  fliall  oblige  him  to  difchargc  tlid 
money  claimed,  and  fine  him  double  the  fum. 

If  a man  owes  money  to  feveral  creditors,  he  fliall  firfl  dif- 
charge  that  debt  which  was  firfl  controlled,  and  fo  in  order. 

If  a very  rich  man,  of  an  excellent  education,  and  of  a fu- 
perior  cafl,  from  a principle  of  fraud  and  obftinacy,  refufes  to 
pay  his  debts,  artd  the  creditor  commences  a fuit  againfl  him, 
the  magiflrate  fliall  caufe  the  money  in  difpute  to  be  paid,  and 
fliall  fine  the  debtor  one  twentieth  of  the  fum  recovered. 

If  a debtor  and  creditor  are  of  equal  cafls,  and,  on  the  debt- 
or’s refufal  to  pay  his  debts,  the  creditor  fliouid  commence  a 
fuit,  the  magiflrate  fliall  caufe  the  money  in  difpute  to  be  paidj 
arid  fhall  alfo  fine  the  debtor  one  tenth  of  the  fum  recovered. 

If  a man  hath  borrowed  money  of  feveral  people  in  one  day, 
and  the  regular  order  of  borrowing  cannot  be  afcertained,  the 
creditors  fhall  all  be  paid  in  equal  fhares. 

When  a creditor  procures  payment  of  his  money  by  appli- 
cation to  a magiflrate,  he  fliall  give  him  one  twentieth  of  the 
fum  recovered  for  his  interpolation. 

When  a debtor  difcharges  his  debts  by  inflalments,  he  fhall 
duly  note  upon  the  back  of  the  bond  the  refpeflive  fums  fo  paid 
off ; the  creditor  alfo  fliall  give  a feparate  receipt  for  each  pay- 
ment : if  the  debtor  omits  this  precaution,  and  the  creditor  alfo 
has  not  given  a receipt  for  any  particular  payment,  the  funs  fo 
omitted  fhall  not  enter  into  the  account. 
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CHAP.  II.

*iT7HEN  a father,  a grandfather*,  a great-grandfather,  and 
* * any  relations  of  this  nature  deceafe,  or  lofe  their  caft,  or 
renounce  the  world,  or  are  defirous  to  give  up  their  property, 
their  fons,  grandfons,  great-grandfons,  and  other  natural  heirs, 
may  divide  and  aiTume  their  glebe  land,  orchards,  jewels,  coral, 
clothes,  furniture,  cattle,  and  birds,  and  all  the  eftate,  real  and 
perfonal,  of  which  the  perfons  thus  circumftanced  Hand  pof- 
fefled  ; fuch  property  is  called  Dale,  meaning  property  capable 
of  being  thus  left  and  inherited.

SECT.  I. 

Of  inheritance  from  a father , a grandfather , a great-grandfather , 
and  fitch  kind  of  relations. 

IF  a man  dies  or  renounces  the  world,  or  for  any  offence  is 
expelled  from  his  tribe,  his  relations,  and  kindred,  or  is  defirous 
to  give  up  his  property,  all  his  poffefiions,  be  they  land,  or 
money,  or  effeas,  or  cattle,  or  birds,  go  to  his  fon  •,  if  there 
be  feveral  fons,  they  all  fhall  receive  equal  fhares. 


* Partnerfh'p  is  of  two  forts  in  the  Eaft : — Firft,  Shcrakut-i-braAeree  ; fecond, 
Sherakut-i-tejarutee.  The  firft  is  a partnerlhip  hy  affinity,  where  all  the  bro- 
thers or  members  of  a family  live  together,  have  a joint  flock,  anti  are  coheirs 
in  all  inheritance  left  to  the  family;  this  is  the  partnerlhip  conflantly  aliuJed  to 
in  this  chapter. — Cf  the  fecond  fort,  or  partnerfn'p  in  trade,  nothing  need  be 
fa  id. 
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If  the  Ton  be  dead,  it  goes  to  the  grandfon ; if  there  be  but 
bne  grandfon,  he  (hall  obtain  the  whole;  if  there  be  feveral 
grandfons,  they  {hall  divide  it,  and  all  {hall  receive  equal  fhares. 

If  there  is  no  grandfon,  it  goes  to  the  grandfon’s  fon  ; if 
there  be  but  one  grandfon’s  l'on,  he  {hall  obtain  the  whole  ; if 
there  be  feveral  fons  of  the  grandfon,  they  {hall  all  receive 
equal  fhares  of  it. 

If  from  fuch  a man  as  above-mentioned  there  fhould  have 
fprung  two,  three,  or  more  fons,  and  one  of  them  fhould  die, 
leaving  behind  him  one  or  more  fons,  the  fon,  thus  left,  fhali 
receive  his  father’s  {hare  from  his  uncles,  in  equal  proportion 
with  them  ; if  the  uncles  be  dead,  he  {hall  receive  his  father’s 
{hare  from  his  uncle’s  fon. 

If  a man’s  father  and  grandfather  be  dead,  he  fhali  receive 
his  grandfather’s  fhare  from  his  grandfather’s  brothers,  in  equal 
proportion  with  them  ; if  there  be  no  brother  of  his  grand- 
father alive,  he  fhali  receive  it  from  that  brother’s  fon. 

If  a man  has  neither  fon,  grandfon,  nor  grandfon’s  fon,  all 
his  property  goes  to  his  adopted  fon ; if  there  be  no  adopted 
fon,  it  goes  to  the  adopted  fon’s  fon  ; if  there  be  no  adopted 
fon’s  fon,  it  goes  to  the  adopted  fon’s  grandfon. 

If  there  be  no  adopted  fon’s  grandfon,  then  if  the  property 
has  already  been  divided  among  the  heirs,  it  goes  to  the  wife  ; 
if  it  has  not  been  divided,  it  goes  to  the  brother ; but  the  wife 
{hall  receive  food  and  clothes. 

This  ordination  is  according  to  the  Pundits  of  Meet-hul s 
but  Sewarteh  Behtachdrige , Jeimoot  Bakun,  and  Sirree  KiJJsen 
Terkdlungkdr,  and  others,  fpeak  to  this  effeft,  viz.  That  if 
there  be  no  fon,  nor  grandfon,  nor  grandfon’s  fon,  then  the 
hulband’s  fhare  of  the  property,  whether  it  has  or  has  not  been 
divided  among  the  heirs,  {hall  go  to  his  wife;  if  he  had  feveral 
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wives,  they  all  fliall  receive  equal  ftiares  ; if  there  is  but  oner 
wife,  flie  (hall  receive  the  whole. 

This  is  a good  ordination,  and  is  approved;  if  the  wife  is 
not  unchafte,  and  remains  in  her  hufband’s  houfe,  then  Hie 
fliall  obtain  her  hufband’s  effects;  if  flie  be  unchafte,  and  con- 
tinues not  in  her  hufband’s  houfe,  or  if  fhe  continues  in  her 
hufb.md’s  houfe,  though  unchafte,  then  Ihe  fliall  not  obtain  her 
hufband’s  effects. 

A wom.an  may  give  to  the  Bramins  any  part  of  the  effe«Tts 
which  ihe  inherited  from  her  hufband,  to  promote  his  future 
happinefs ; if  flie  gives  the  whole,  the  gift  is  approved,  but  flie 
is  blameable  •,  ihe  may  alfo  fell  or  mortgage  it,  to  procure  her- 
felf  the  immediate  neceflaries  of  life. 

If  there  be  no  wife,  the  property  goes  to  the  unmarried 
daughter;  if  there  is  but  one  unmarried  daughter,  flie  fliall  ob- 
tain the  whole;  if  there  are  feveral  unmarried  daughters,  they 
all  fliall  receive  equal  ftiares. 

If  an  unmarried  daughter,  who  has  inherited  her  father’s 
effects,  flioald  afterwards  marry  and  die,  leaving  a fon,  that 
fon  fliall  obtain  the  whole  property  : if  flie  fhould  die,  leaving 
a daughter,  that  daughter  fliall  not  receive  any  thing. 

If  fhe  dies  without  having  born  a child,  that  property  does 
net  go  to  her  hufband,  but  in  equal  ftiares  to  her  filters  who 
have  children,  or  are  capable  of  child-bearing  : (women  are  to 
be  confidered  as  capable  of  child-bearing  till  their  monthly 
courfes  entirely  ceafe ; when  thofe  courfes  are  finally  clofed,  it 
is  certain,  that  women  fliall  bear  no  more  children;  and  a filter 
in  this  condition  fliall  not  receive  any  fliare) : if  there  be  but 
one  lifter,  fhe  fliall  obtain  the  whole;  if  there  are  feveral  lifters, 
they  all  fliall  receive  equal  ftiares. 

If  there  is  no  unmarried  daughter,  then  equal  ftiares  fliall  go 
to  the  daughter  who  has  born  children,  and  to  the  daughter 
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capable  of  child-bearing;  if  there  is  but  one  daughter  thus  cir- 
cumftanced,  fhe  fliall  obtain  the  whole,  but  the  barren  daugh- 
ter, and  the  daughter  who  is  a childlefs  widow,  receive  no- 
thing; but  if  there  be  no  perfon  belonging  to  the  family  of  the 
hufband  of  the  barren  daughter,  or  to  that  of  the  childlefs  wi- 
dow, or  they  Ihould  be  diftreffed  for  the  immediate  neceiraries 
of  life,  in  that  cafe  they  fliall  receive  food  and  clothes : and 
when  it  becomes  certain,  that  the  barren  daughter  can  never 
bear  children,  fhe  fliall  fhare  in  an  inheritance,  according  to  the 
ordination  of  Jeimoot  Bahun , and  Sirree  Ki/ljen  Perkd l ungka ry 
and  others;  and  this  is  a good  ordination,  and  is  approved,  (or 
rather  is  cuftomary  in  this  kingdom) ; but  Pdchejhputlee  Mifr 
fpeaks  to  this  effeft,  viz.  That  if  there  is  no  daughter  who  has 
children,  or  likely  to  have  them,  then  property  fliall  go  in 
equal  fhares  to  the  barren  daughter,  and  to  the  daughter  who 
is  a childlefs  widow  ; if  of  thefe  barren  and  widowed  daughters 
there  be  but  one  alive,  fhe  fliall  obtain  the  whole;  if  there  be 
more,  they  fliall  receive  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  daughter,  it  devolves  upon  the  daughter’s  fon; 
if  there  be  but  one  daughter’s  fon,  he  fliall  obtain  the  whole;  if 
there  are  feveral  fons  of  the  daughter,  they  fliall  all  receive 
equal  fhares:  this  ordination  is  according  to  Sewarteh  Behta- 
charige,  'Jeimoot  Bahun , Sirree  Ktfhen  Perkalungkdr,  and  Go- 
pattl  Punchanun , and  is  approved  : Gobind  Raje  fays,  “ Thar, 
“ even  during  the  daughter’s  life,  it  fliall  go  to  the  daughter’s 
“ fon.” 

If  daughters  who  have  received  fhares  of  an  inheritance 
fhould  die,  and  leave  children  behind  them,  as  one  fon  be  left 
by  one  daughter,  and  two  or  more  by  the  fecond,  thefe  fons 
fhall  divide  the  property  among  themfelves,  in  equal  fhares,  like 
brothers  born  of  the  fame  parents. 

If  there  be  no  daughter’s  fon,  it  goes  to  the  father;  if  there 
be  no  father,  to  the  mother;  if  there  be  no  mother,  to  the  bro- 
ther born  of  the  fame  parents ; if  there  be  but  one  brother,  he

fhall  obtain  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  brothers,  they  ali 
{hall  have  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  brother  by  the  fame  parents,  it  fhall  go  to 
the  brother  by  a different  mother ; if  there  is  but  one  brother, 
he  fhall  have  the  whole  ; if  there  are  feveral  brothers,  they  all 
fhall  have  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  three,  four,  or  more  brothers,  and,  among  them, 
two  are  brothers  by  blood,  and  the  reft  brothers  by  a different 
mother,  who  have  all  feparated  from  each  other,  among  thefe, 
if  the  half-brother  returns  to  live  as  a companion,  and  the  bro- 
ther by  blood  continues  feparate,  then  the  half-brother  who  is 
the  companion,  and  the  brother  by  blood  who  lives  feparate, 
fhall  inherit  equal  fhares;  if  both  the  brother  by  blood,  and  the 
half-brother,  after  feparation,  return  to  be  companions,  proper- 
ty goes  to  the  brother  by  blood,  and  not  to  the  half-brother;  if 
one  brother  by  blood  returns,  after  feparation,  to  be  a compa- 
nion, and  the  other  brothers  by  blood  continue  feparate,  then 
it  goes  to  the  brother  who  returned  to  be  a companion,  and 
thofe  who  did  not  return  fhall  not  receive  any  thing. 

If  a parcel  of  land  hath  not  been  divided  among  brothers,  in 
that  cafe,  both  the  brother  by  blood,  and  the  half-brother,  who, 
after  feparation,  have  all  returned  again  to  live  together,  fhall 
receive  equal  proportion  of  fuch  land ; alfo,  if  after  feparation 
they  have  all  continued  to  live  feparate,  they  all  fhall  receive 
equal  fhares : and  this  ordination  refpecting  the  feparation  and 
reunion  of  brothers,  and  their  fhares  in  confequence,  holds 
good  alfo  with  refpeft  to  the  defeendants  of  the  brother  by 
blood  and  the  defeendants  of  the  half-brother. 

If  there  be  no  brother,  property  goes  to  the  fon  of  the  bro- 
ther by  blood  ; if  there  is  but  one  fon  of  the  brother  by  blood, 
he  {hall  receive  the  whole;  if  there  are  feveral  fons,  they  aH 
fhall  have  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  fon  of  the  brother  by  blood,  it  goes  to  the  fon 
of  the  half-brother ; if  there  is  but  one  ion  of  the  half-brother, 
1 he 
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he  {lull  receive  the  whole , if  there  are  feveral  Tons,  they  all 
Hull  have  equal  (hares. 

If  there  be  no  fon  of  the  half-brother,  it  goes  to  the  grand-, 
fon  of  the  brother  by  blood,  and  to  the  grandfon  of  the  half- 
brother,  in  equal  (hares  ; if  among  thefe  there  be  but  one 
grandfon,  whether  of  the  brother  by  blood,  or  of  the  haif-bro- 
ther,  he  (hall  receive  the  whole  eftate,  if  there  are  feveral  grand- 
fons,  both  of  the  brother  by  blood  and  of  the  half-brother,  they 
(hall  receive  equal  (hares  : this  ordination  is  according  to  Se- 
ivarteh  Bebtacharige , Jeimoot  Bakun,  and  Gopaul  Punchanun , 
and  is  approved,  (or  cuftomary  in  this  kingdom) : Sirree  Kijhen 
Terkalunglar  fays,  “ That,  in  cafe  a grandfon  of  the  brother  by 
“ blood  be  alive,  the  grandfon  of  the  half-brother  (hall  not  re- 
« ceive  any  (hare  of  the  property.”

If  there  be  no  brother’s  grandfon,  it  goes  to  the  lifter's  fon  ; 
if  there  is  but  one  fifter’s  fon,  he  (hall  receive  the  whole ; if 
there  are  feveral  lifter’s  fons,  they  all  (hall  have  equal  (hares. 

If  there  be  no  lifter’s  fon,  it  goes  to  the  grandfather;  if  there 
is  no  grandfather,  it  goes  to  the  father’s  mother;  if  there  be  no

fon,  he  fhall  receive  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  grandfa- 
ther’s 
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thcr’s  grandfather’s  father’s  daughter’s  fons,  they  fliall  all  re.* 
ceive  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  father’s  daughter’s 
fon,  it  goes  to  the  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  grandfather  ; if 
there  be  no  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  grandfather,  it  goes  to 
the  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  father’s  brother  ; if  there  is  but 
one  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  father’s  brother,  he  lhall  ob- 
tain the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  grandfather’s  grandfather’s 
father’s  brothers,  they  fhall  all  have  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  father’s  brother, 
it  goes  to  the  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  father’s  brother’s  fon; 
if  there  is  but  one  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  father’s  brother’s 
fon,  he  fhall  receive  the  whole  ; if  there  are  feveral  grandfa- 
ther’s grandfather’s  father’s  brother’s  fons,  they  fhall  all  receive 
equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  father’s  brother’s 
fon,  it  goes  to  the  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  father’s  brother’s 
grandfon ; if  there  is  but  one  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  fa- 
ther’s brother’s  grandfon,  he  fhall  receive  the  whole ; if  there 
be  feveral  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  father’s  brother’s  grand- 
fons,  they  lhall  all  have  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  father’s  brother’s 
grandfon,  it  goes  to  the  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  grandfa- 
ther’s daughter’s  fon ; if  there  be  but  one  grandfather’s  grand- 
father’s grandfather’s  daughter’s  fon,  he  fhall  obtain  the  whole; 
if  there  are  feveral  grandfather’s  grandfather’s  grandfather’s 
daughter’s  fons,  they  fhall  all  receive  equal  fhares. 

If  there benograndfather’sgrandfather’s  grandfather’s  daugh- 
ter’s fon,  it  goes  then  to  any  one  of  the  family  who"  is  the  next 
near  relation;  if  there  be  no  near  relation,  it  goes  to  one  of  di- 
ftant  affinity;  if  there  be  none  of  thefe  alfo,  then  the  magiftrate 
fhall  obtain  the  effects  of  the  Chehteree,  the  Sooder , and  the 
Bice ; and  the  property  of  the  Bramin  goes  to  the  perfon  who 
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gave  the  deceafed  the  Gciteree : (the  Gciterce  mean's  a charm,  av 
Hindoo  incantation,  which  is  taught  the  Bramin , at  the  time  of 
inverting  him  with  the  Braminical  thread). 

In  default  of  him,  it  goes  to  the  pupil  whom  the  deceafed 
in  ft  ruffed  in  the  fcience  of  the  Beids ; if  there  is  but  one  pupil, 
he  lhall  receive  the  whole  j if  there  are  feveral  pupils,  they 
fhall  all  receive  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  pupil,  it  goes  to  the  fellow-ftudent,  with 
whom  the  deceafed  learned  the  fcience  under  the  fame  tutor  ; 
if  there  is  but  one  fellow-ftudent,  he  fhall  receive  the  whole ; 
if  there  are  feveral  fellow-ftudents,  they  fhall  all  obtain  equal 
fhares. 

If  there  be  no  fellow-ftudent,  it  goes  to  the  learned  Bramin 
of  the  village  where  the  deceafed  Bramin  had  his  refidence  ; if 
there  is  no  learned  Bramin  there,  the  unlearned  Bramins  in 
that  village  fhall  obtain  it ; if  there  are  no  Bramins  in  that  vil- 
lage, the  Bramins  living  in  the  environs  of  that  village  fhall  re- 
ceive it. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  never  receive  the  effects  of  a Bramin. 
SECT.  II. 

Of  dividing  the  property  of  the  Berhemcharry , the  SinaJfeC , and  the 
Ban  Peruji. 

If  a Berhemehetrry  dies,  the  man  who  taught  the  deceafed 
the  incantation  Goiteree  fhall  obtain  his  effects  $ in  default  of 
him,  another  Berhemcharry  fhall  receive  them. 

He  is  called  a Berhemcharry , who,  after  affirming  the  hra- 
minical  thread,  remains  in  the  defert  twelve  years,  in  the  pre- 
fence of  his  theological  inftruttor,  applying  himfelf  to  the  ftu- 
dy  of  the  fcience  of  the  Beidst  and  who,  in  all  that  time,  fees 
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the  face  of  men  of  no  oilier  tribe,  but  only  of  the  Bramim , 
and  who  employs  himfelf  wholly  in  the  worlhip  of  God. 

If  a Sinajfee  dies,  his  effects  go  to  his  pupil  in  religion ; in 
default  of  him,  to  another  Sinajfee. 

He  is  a Sinajfee,  who,  after  afiuming  the  braminical  thread, 
cuts  and  fhaves  all  the  hair  from  his  head,  burns  the  bramim - 
cal  thread,  and  clothing  himfelf  in  two  red  cloths,  and,  carry- 
ing a Bamboo  ftaff  of  his  own  height  in  his  right  hand,  and 
an  earthen  pot  in  his  left,  forfakes  his  wife  and  children,  and 
becomes  a Faleer. 

If  a Ban  Peru/}  dies,  the  man  who  was  his  fellow  worship- 
per, in  the  fame  confecrated  ground,  lhall  receive  his  property; 
in  default  of  him,  it  lhall  go  to  another  Ban  Peruji. 

He  is  a Ban  Peruji,  who,  after  the  expiration  of  his  fiftieth 
year  of  life,  renounces  the  world,  and,  dedicating  himfelf 
wholly  to  the  worfliip  of  God  in  the  defert,  returns  no  more  to 
his  own  houfe. 

SECT.  III. 

Of  a •woman's  property. 

THAT  is  called  a woman’s  property,  firft,  whatever  fiie  re- 
ceives during  the  Ayarnmi  Shadee  (or  days  of  marriage). 

The  Afammi  Shadee  begins  with  the  Nandee  Moohheh , (the 
Nandee  Mookheh  is  when  the  bridegroom,  before  the  marriage 
exhortation  is  pronounced,  performs  th e Fateheh  Buzurgwar*), 
and  ends  with  the  Puntubb^e-baden,  that  is,  the  falute  of  refpeift 
made  to  the  bridegroom  by  the  bride.  The  fpace  of  time,  thus 
limited,  is  called  the  Afnpni  Shadee. 

* The  Fateheh  Burzurg-war  is  an  offering  nnefe  fey  a man  to  the  priefts,  for 
Jbe  repqfe  of  the  fouls  of  his  father,  his  grandfather,  ire. 
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Whatever  fhe  may  receive  from  any  pcrfon,  as  fhe  is  go- 
ing to  her  hufband’s  houfe,  or  coming  from  thence. 

Whatever  her  hufband  may  at  any  time  have  given  her  j 
whatever  fhe  has  received  at  any  time  from  a brother  ; and 
whatever  her  father  «md  mother  may  have  given  her. 

Whatever  her  hufband,  on  his  contra&ing  a fecond  mar-r 
riage,  may  give  her,  to  pacify  her. 

Whatever  a perfon  may  have  given  a woman  for  food  or 
clothing. 

Whatever  jewels,  or  wearing-apparel,  fhe  may  have  re- 
ceived from  any  perfon. 

Also,  whatever  a woman  may  receive  from  any  perfon,  as 
an  acknowledgment,  or  payment,  for  any  work  performed  by 
her. 

Whatever  fhe  may  by  accident  have  found  any  where. 

Whatever  fhe  may  gain  by  painting,  fpinning,  needle- 
work, or  any  other  employment  of  this  kind. 

Except  from  one  of  the  family  of  her  father,  one  of  the 
family  of  her  mother,  or  one  of  the  family  of  her  hufband, 
whatever  fhe  may  receive  from  any  other  perfon. 

Also,  if  the  father,  or  mother  of  a girl  give  any  thing  to 
their  fon-in-law,  faying,  at  the  fame  time,  “ This  fhall  go  to 
“ our  daughter,”  and  even  without  any  words  to  this  purpofe, 
at  the  time  of  making  the  gift,  if  they  merely  have  it  in  their 
intentions,  that  the  thing  thus  given  fhould  revert  to  their 
daughter : all  and  every  of  thefe  articles  are  called  a woman’s 
property. 
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Ir,  among  thefe  articles  here  fpecihed,  a woman’s  hufband 
fhould  have  given  her  glebe-land,  orchards,  or  houfes,  if  fhe 
has  gained  any  thing  by  her  own  induftry,  in  painting,  fpinning, 
needle-work,  and  fuch  employments,  and,  exclufive  of  the 
family  of  her  father,  her  mother,  or  her  hufband,  if  fhe  has 
received  any  thing  from  any  other  perfon,  thefe  things,  thus 
received,  are  not  in  her  own  difpofal ; all  her  other  effects, 
except  what  is  gotten  by  the  three  methods  abovermentioned, 
may  be  difpofed  of  in  any  manner  agreeable  to  her  own  incli- 
nations ; but  of  glebe-land,  orchards,  and  houfes,  of  the  money 
gained  by  painting,  and  fuch  employments,  and  of  the  prefents 
given  her  by  Grangers,  fhe  has  not  the  right  of  difpofal:  and  if 
a woman  does  not  leave  her  property  acquired  by  thefe  three 
methods,  or  by  the  other  means  already  fpecified,  to  her  father, 
her  brother,  or  her  fon,  they  fliall  not  obtain  it. 

If,  during  the  time  of  a famine,  or  for  the  execution  of  fome 
religious  purpofe,  or  on  account  of  ficknefs,  or  to  fatisfy  the 
importunate  demands  of  a creditor,  who  has  proceeded  fo  far  as 
to  feize  his  debtor,  and  confine  him  without  victuals,  the  huf- 
band fhould  appropriate  to  himfelf  his  wife’s  property,  without 
her  leave,  he  is  juftifiable,  nor  is  he  obliged  to  return  or  repay 
what  is  fo  appropriated;  but  in  times  of  plenty  and  profperity, 
he  has  not  power  to  take  it ; and  if  in  times  of  plenty  he  takes 
it  without  leave  of  his  wife,  he  muft  repay  her  both  principal 
and  intereft ; if  he  takes  it  by  her  confent,  he  fliall  only  return 
what  he  originally  borrowed. 

IP  a man  takes  the  property  of  one  of  his  wives,  and  remains 
attached  to  a fecond,  without  behaving  with  proper  civility  to 
the  firft,  the  magiftrate  fhall  caufe  her  property  to  be  reftored 
to  her. 

If  a hufband  negletts  to  give  his  wife  neceflary  victuals  and 
apparel,  fhe  fhall  procure  them  by  any  means  in  her  power. 
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Whatever  woman  be  of  a difpofition  altogether  male  va- 
lent, or  wanting  in  female  modefty,  or  carelefs  of  her  property, 
or  unchafte,  fuch  woman  is  incapable  of  poftcfling  what  lu$ 
been  fpecified  to  be  a woman’s  property. 

SECT.  IV. 

Of  the  inheritance  of  a woman's  property. 

WHEN  a woman  dies,  then,  whatever  effects  fhe  acquircft 
during  the  Ayhnmi  Shadee , even  though  fhe  hath  a fon  living, 
fhall  firft  go  to  her  unmarried  daughter  ; if  there  is  but  one  un- 
married daughter,  {he  fhall  obtain  the  whole;  if  there  are  feve-i 
ral  unmarried  daughters,  they  all  fhall  have  equal  {hares. 

And  an  unmarried  daughter,  who  has  inherited  her  mother’s 
effects,  and  afterwards  marries,  if  fhe  fhould  die  without  having 
born  a fon,  thofe  eftefts  do  not  go  to  her  hufband,  but  the 
fifters  of  the  faid  daughter  fhall  obtain  them ; if  the  daughter 
fhould  leave  a fon,  at  her  death,  that  fon  fhall  receive  an  equal 
fhare  of  his  mother’s  property  from  her  fifters. 

If  there  be  no  unmarried  daughter,  then  it  fhall  go  in  equal 
fhares  to  the  daughter  who  has  children ; and  to  the  daughter 
who  will  have  children  ; of  thefe,  if  there  is  but  one  daughter, 
ftie  fhall  obtain  the  whole  property  ; if  there  are  feveral  daugh- 
ters, they  fhall  all  receive  equal  fhares. 

If  there  are  none  of  thefe,  then  it  fhall  go  in  equal  fhares  to 
the  barren  daughter,  and  to  the  daughter  who  is  a childlef* 
widow. 

If  there  are  no  barren  daughters  or  childlefs  widow,  it  fhall 
go  to  the  fon  ; if  there  is  but  one  fon,  he  fhall  obtain  the  whole  ^ 
if  there  are  feveral  fons,  they  fhall  all  receive  equal  fhares. 
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If  there  be  no  Ton,  it  goes  to  the  daughter’s  fon  \ if  there  is 
but  one  daughter’s  fon,  he  receives  the  whole ; if  there  are  fe- 
deral daughter’s  fons,  they  (hall  have  equal  fliares. 

If  there  be  no  daughter's  fon,  it  goes  to  the  grandfon,  (*.  e . 
Ton’s  fon  •,)  if  there  is  but  one  grandfon,  he  receives  the  whole  j 
if  there  are  feveral  grand  fons,  they  all  obtain  equal  lhares. 

If  there  be  no  grandfon,  it  goes  to  the  grandfon’s  fon  ; if 
there  be  but  one  grandfon’s  fon,  he  fhall  receive  the  whole ; if 
there  are  feveral  grandfon’s  fons,  they  all  obtain  equal  fliares. 

If  there  be  no  grandfon’s  foil,  it  goes  to  the  hufband’s  fon  by 
another  wife  j if  there  is  but  one  fon  of  the  hufband  by  another 
wife,  he  fliall  obtain  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  fons  of  the 
hufband  by  another  wife,  they  all  receive  equal  fliares. 

If  there  be  no  fon  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife,  it  goes 
to  the  grandfon  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife ; if  there  is 
but  one  grandfon  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife,  he  obtains 
the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  grandfons  of  the  hufband  by 
another  wife,  they  fliall  all  receive  equal  fliares. 

If  there  be  no  grandfon  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife,  it 
goes  to  the  grandfon’s  fon  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife  \ if 
there  is  but  one  fon  of  the  grandfon  of  the  hufband  by  ano- 
ther wife,  he  fliall  receive  the  whole  ; if  there  be  feveral  grand- 
fon’s fons  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife,  they  fhall  all  receive 
equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  grandfon’s  fon  of  the  hufband  by  another 
wife,  then,  in  five  of  the  forms  of  marriage,  whatever  proper- 
ty a woman  may  have  acquired,  after  her  death,  goes  to  her 
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‘Explanation  of  thofe  five  forms  of  marriage. 

I.  Bcrumeh. 

II.  Deeyb. 

III.  Arfij. 

IV.  Kaiidehrub. 

V.  Perctjaput. 

Firfi.  Berameh,  fo  called,  when  a father,  with  much  entreaty 
and  importunity,  has  procured  a bridegroom  of  diftindtion,  and 
on  that  account,  making  magnificent  nuptial  prefents,  marries 
him  to  his  daughter. 

Second.  Deeyb,  fo  called,  when  the  jagg  is  firfi:  performed  j 
(the  jugg  is  thus  celebrated ; they  pitch  a tent  upon  a feledt 
fpot  of  ground,  and  make  a fire  there ; then  they  pour  ghee 
upon  the  fire,  uttering  at  the  fame  time  certain  prayers  to  their 
deities : for  the  duchneh  of  this  ceremony,  the  parents  deck  out 
their  daughter  with  fine  ornaments  and  handfome  clothes,  and 
give  her  in  marriage  to  the  Bramin  ; (the  duchneh  is  that  pre- 
fent  which  a man  gives  to  a Bramin , whom  he  has  procured  to 
pray  for  him ; in  this  cafe,  the  daughter  is  in  lieu  of  that  pre- 
fent). 

Third.  Arfio,  fo  called,  when  the  parents  of  a girl  receive 
one  bull  and  one  cow  from  the  bridegroom,  on  his  marrying 
their  daughter. 

Fourth.  Kcindehrub , fo  called,  when  a man  and  woman,  by 
mutual  confent,  interchange  their  necklaces,  or  firings  of  flow- 
ers, and  both  make  agreement,  in  fome  fecret  place ; as  for 
jnftance,  the  woman  fays,  “ I am  become  your  wife,”  and  the 
man  fays,  “ I acknowledge  it.” 

Fifth.  Peraj'iput,  fo  called,  when  the  parents  of  a girl,  upon 
her  marriage,  fay  to  the  bridegroom,  “ Whatever  adt  of  reli- 
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gion  you  perform,  perform  it  with  our  daughter,”  and  the 
bridegroom  aflents  to  his  fpeech. 

If  there  be  no  hufband,  a woman's  property  goes  to  her 
brother ; if  there  is  but  one  brother,  he  lhall  obtain  the  whole  •, 
if  there  are  feveral  brothers,  they  all  have  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  brother,  it  goes  to  her  mother ; if  there  be  no 
mother*  it  goes  to  her  father. 

And  under  the  other  three  forms  of  marriage,  whatever  pro- 
perty a woman  has  acquired,  if  there  be  no  unmarried  daugh- 
ter, nor  other  heirs,  till  after  the  grandfon’s  fon  of  the  hufband 
by  another  wife,  as  hath  been  already  fpecified,  after  her  death, 
goes  to  her  mother ; if  there  be  no  mother,  it  goes  to  her  fa- 
ther j if  there  be  no  father,  to  her  hufband. 

Explanation  of  the  other  three  forms  of  marriage. 

I.  Afhore. 

II.  Rxkhus. 

III.  Peifoach. 

Firf.  Afoore , fo  called,  when  a man  gives  money  to  a fa- 
ther and  mother,  on  his  marrying  their  daughter,  anu  alfo  gives 
fomething  to  the  daughter  herfelf. 

Second.  RakhiiSy  fo  called,  when  a man  marries  the  daugh- 
ter of  another,  whom  hq  has  conquered  in  war. 

Third.  Peifoach , fo  called,  when,  before  marriage,  a man, 
coming  in  the  drefs  and  difguife  of  a woman,  debauches  a girl, 
and  afterwards  the  mother  and  father  of  the  girl  marry  her  to 
the  fame  man. 

After  this  account  of  a woman’s  heirs,  under  the  eight 
different  forms  of  marriage,  which  have  been  explained  in  two 
fettions,  if  none,  within  the  limitations  there  fpecified,  fhould 
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remain,  then  the  property  of  a woman  goes,  after  her  death, 
to  her  huiband’s  younger  brother ; if  there  is  but  one  younger 
brother,  he  receives  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  younger 
brothers,  they  all  obtain  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  younger  brother  of  her  hufband,  it  goes  in 
equal  fhares  to  the  fon  of  her  hufband’s  younger  brother,  and 
to  the  fon  of  her  hufband’s  elder  brother. 

If  there  be  none  of  thefe,  it  goes  to  her  lifter’s  fon  ; if  there 
is  but  one  fifter’s  fon,  he  receives  the  whole ; if  there  are  feve- 
ral lifter’s  fons,  they  fliall  all  have  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  lifter’s  fon,  it  goes  to  her  hufband’s  lifter’s 
fon  ; if  there  is  but  one  huiband’s  lifter’s  fon,  he  receives  the 
whole ; if  there  are  feveral  huiband’s  fifter’s  fons,  they  all  have 
equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  huiband’s  lifter’s  fon,  it  goes  to  her  brother’s 
fon  ; if  there  is  but  one  brother’s  fon,  he  receives  the  whole; 
if  there  are  feveral  brother’s  fons,  they  lhall  all  have  equal 
fhares. 

If  there  be  no  brother’s  fon,  it  goes  to  her  daughter’s  huf- 
band ; if  there  is  but  one  daughter’s  hulband,  he  lhall  receive 
the  whole;  if  there  are  feveral  daughters  hufbands,  they  lhall 
all  obtain  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  daughter’s  hulband,  it  goe9  to  her  hufband’s 
father  ; if  there  be  no  huiband’s  father,  it  goes  to  her  huiband’s 
elder  brother ; if  there  is  but  one  elder  brother  of  her  hulband, 
he  receives  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  elder  brothers  of  the 
hulband,  they  all  obtain  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  elder  brother  of  her  hulband,  it  goes  to  her 
hufband’s  brother’s  grandfon ; if  there  is  but  one  huiband’s 
brother’s  grandfon,  he  fhall  receive  the  whole ; if  there  are 

feveral 
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feveral  hufbnnd’s  brother’s  grandfons,  they  all  have  equal 
fhares. 

If  there  be  no  hufband’s  brother’s  grandfon,  it  goes  to  the 
hufband’s  grandfather-,  if  there  be  no  grandfather  of  her  huf- 
band,  it  goes  to  the  hufband’s  paternal  uncle-,  if  there  is  but 
one  paternal  uncle  of  her  hufband,  he  (hall  receive  the  whole; 
if  there  are  feveral  hufband’s  paternal  uncles,  they  all  fhall  ob- 
tain equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  hufband’s  paternal  uncle,  it  goes  to  her  huf- 
band’s paternal  uncle’s  fon ; if  there  is  but  one  hufband’s  pater- 
nal uncle’s  fon,  he  fhall  receive  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral 
hufband’s  paternal  uncle’s  fons,  they  fhall  all  obtain  equal 
fhares. 

If  there  be  no  hufband’s  paternal  uncle’s  fon,  it  goes  to  her 
hufband’s  paternal  uncle’s  grandfon  ; if  there  is  but  one  huf- 
band’s paternal  uncle’s  grandfon,  he  fhall  obtain  the  whole;  if 
there  are  feveral  hufband’s  paternal  uncle’s  grandfons,  they  lhall 
all  receive  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  hufband’s  paternal  uncle’s  grandfon,  it  goes 
to  her  hufband’s  grandfather’s  father;  if  there  be  no  hufband’s 
grandfather’s  father,  it  goes  to  her  hufband’s  grandfather’s  bro- 
ther; if  there  is  but  one  brother  of  her  hufDand’s  grandfather, 
he  receives  the  whole;  if  there  are  feveral  hufoand’s  grandfa- 
ther’s brothers^  they  fhall  all  receive  equal  fhares. 

If  there  be  no  hufband’s  grandfather’s  brother,  it  goes  to  her 
hufband’s  grandfather’s  brother’s  fon  ; if  there  is  but  one  huf- 
band’s grandfather’s  brother’s  fon,  he  obtains  the  whole;  if  there 
are  feveral  hufband’s  grandfather’s  brother’s  fons,  they  fhall  all 
receive  equal  fhares. 

If  there  is  no  hulband’s  grandfather’s  brother’s  fon,  it  goes 
to  her  hufband’s  grandfather’s  brother’s  grandfon ; if  there  is 
but  one  hufband’s  grandfather’s  brother’s  grandfon,  he  receives 
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tlie  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  liufhand’s  grandfather’s  bro- 
ther’s grandfons,  they  all  have  equal  lhares. 

If  there  be  no  hufband’s  grandfather’s  brother’s  grandfon,  it 
goes  to  her  hufband’s  grandfon’ s grandfon ; if  there  is  but  one 
hufband’s  grandfon’s  grandfon,  he  obtains  the  whole  ; if  there 
are  feveral  hufband’s  grandfon’s  grandfons,  they  all  receive 
equal  fhares, 

If  there  be  no  hufband’s  grandfon’s  grandfon,  it  goes  to  her 
hufband’s  grandfon’s  grandfon’s  fon ; if  there  is  but  one  huf- 
band’s grandfon’s  grandfon’s  fon,  he  receives  the  whole  ; if  there 
are  feveral  hufband’s  grandfon’s  grandfon’s  fons,  they  fhall  all 
obtain  equal  fhares.

mins  in  the  village,  fhe  (hall  give  it  to  the  unlearned  Bramitis  ; 
if  alfo  there  be  no  unlearned  Bramitis  there,  fhe  (hall  give  it  to 
the  Bramins  of  the  environs. 

The  magiflrate  fliall  never  obtain  the  property  of  a Bramin' s 
wife, 

The  property  of  a woman  (exclufive  of  what  (lie  received 
during  the  Aydmmi  Shadce , and  exclufive  of  what  her  father 
may  have  given  her,  before  or  after  marriage)  goes,  after  her 
death,  to  her  unmarried  daughter,  and  to  her  fon,  in  equal 
fhares ; if  there  is  no  fon,  the  daughter  obtains  the  whole  ; if 
there  is  no  daughter,  the  fon  obtains  the  whole ; if  there  are 
feveral  of  thefe,  they  (hall  all  obtain  equal  fhares. 

If  there  are  none  of  thefe,  then  the  daughter  who  has  born 
children,  and  the  daughter  who  will  bear  children,  fliall  receive 
equal  ihares ; if  of  thefe  there  is  only  one  daughter,  fhe  obtains 
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tlie  whole;  if  there  are  feveral,  they  all  fliall  poflefs  equal 
lhares. 

If  there  are  none  of  thefe,  it  goes  to  the  grandfon,  ( i.  e.  foil’s 
fon) ; if  there  is  but  one  grandfon,  he  receives  the  whole  ; if 
there  are  feveral  grandfons,  they  receive  equal  (hares. 

If  there  is  no  grandfon,  it  goes  to  the  daughter’s  fon ; if 
there  is  but  one  daughter’s  fon,  lie  obtains  the  whole ; if  there 
are  feveral  daughter’s  fons,  they  fliall  all  obtain  equal  fliares. 

If  there  is  no  daughter’s  fon,  it  goes  to  the  grandfon’s  fon; 
if  there  is  but  one  grandfon’s  fon,  he  fliall  take  the  whole  ; if 
there  are  feveral  grandfon’s  fons,  they  lhall  all  obtain  equal 
fliares. 

If  there  is  no  grandfon’s  fon,  it  goes  to  the  hufband’s  fon  by 
another  wife ; if  there  is  but  one  fon  of  the  hufband  by  ano- 
ther wife,  he  fliall  obtain  the  whole  ; if  there  are  feveral  fons 
of  the  hulband  by  another  wife,  they  fliall  receive  equal  fliares. 

If  there  is  no  fon  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife,  it  goes  to 
the  grandfon  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife  ; if  there  is  but 
one  grandfon  by  another  wife,  he  fliall  obtain  the  whole ; if 
there  are  feveral  grandfons  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife, 
they  fliall  all  receive  equal  lhares. 

If  there  is  no  grandfon  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife,  it 
goes  to  the  grandfon’s  fon  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife  ; if 
there  is  but  one  grandfon’s  fon  of  the  hufband  by  another 
wife,  he  takes  the  whole  ; if  there  are  feveral  grandfon’s  fons 
of  the  hufband  by  another  wife,  they  fliall  all  receive  equal  fliares. 

If  there  is  no  grandfon’s  fon  of  the  hufband  by  another  wife, 
it  goes  to  the  barren  daughter,  and  to  the  daughter  who  is  a 
cliildlefs  widow,  in  equal  fliares ; if  of  thefe  there  is  but  one 
daughter,  flie  lhall  obtain  the  whole  ; if  there  are  feveral  daugh- 
ters, they  mull;  take  equal  fliares. 
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If  there  are  none  of  thefe,  then  the  property  of  every  tvoi 
man  Who  was  marriedj  according  to  any  one  of  the  five  firft 
forms  of  marriage,  goes  to  her  hufband  ; if  there  is  no  huf- 
band,  to  her  brother;  if  there  is  but  one  brother,  he  receives 
the  whole;  if  there  are  feveral  brothers,  they  muft  take  equal 
fit  ares. 

If  there  is  no  brother,  it  goes  to  her  mother ; if  there  is  no 
mother,  it  goes  to  her  father ; if  there  is  no  father,  then  the 
property  of  a woman  who  was  married  according  to  any  one  of 
the  three  laft  forms  of  marriage,  goes,  after  her  death  (if  there 
be  no  daughter  or  other  heir  within  the  limits  already  before- 
mentioned)  to  her  mother;  if  there  is  no  mother,  to  her  fa- 
ther ; if  there  is  no  father,  it  goes  to  her  hufband. 

If  there  be  no  hufband,  then  the  property  of  every  woman 
who  was  married  according  to  any  one  of  the  eight  forms  of 
marriage  goes,  after  her  death,  to  her  hufband’s  younger  bro- 
ther ; if  there  is  but  one  younger  brother  of  her  hufband,  he 
fhall  receive  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  younger  brothers 
of  her  hufband,  they  muft  take  equal  lhares. 

If  there  is  no  younger  brother  of  her  hufband,  then  it  goes,- 
in  equal  fhares,  to  her  hufband’s  elder  brother’s  fon,  and  to  her 
hufband’s  younger  brother’s  fon ; if  there  is  but  one  fon  of  her 
hufband’s  elder  brother,  or  one  fon  of  her  hufband’s  younger 
brother,  he  fhall  take  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral,  they  fliall 
all  receive  equal  fhares. 

If  there  is  no  fon  of  her  hufband’s  younger  brother,  nor  fon 
of  her  hufband’s  elder  brother,  it  goes  to  her  lifter’s  fon  ; if 
there  is  but  one  fifter’s  fon,  he  fliall  take  the  whole ; if  there 
are  feveral  fifter’s  fons,  they  fliall  all  obtain  equal  lhares. 

If  there  be  no  fifter’s  fon,  it  goes  to  her  hufband’s  fifter’s 
fon ; if  there  is  but  one  hufband’s  fifter’s  fon,  lie  fliall  take  the 
whole  ; if  there  are  feveral  hufband’s  fifter’s  fons,  they  fhall  all 
receive  equal  fhares. 
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If  there  be  no  hufband’s  fitter’s  Ton,  it  goes  to  her  brother’s 
fon  ; if  there  is  but  one  perfon  her  brother’s  fon,  he  lhall  take 
the  whole;  if  there  are  feveral  brother’s  fons,  they  all  receive 
equal  fhares.

if  there  be  no  learned  Bramins  in  that  village,  the  unlearned 
Bramins  of  that  village  fhall  obtain  it ; if  alfo  there  arc  no  un- 
learned Bramins  in  that  village,  then  it  fhall  be  given  to  the 
Bramins  of  the  environs. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  never  obtain  the  property  of  a Bramin’ s 
wife. 

Whatever  a father  may  have  given  to  his  daughter,  either 
before  or  after  her  marriage,  fuch  property,  after  her  death, 
even  though  fhe  hath  a fon  living,  goes  to  her  unmarried 
daughter;  if  there  is  but  one  unmarried  daughter,  fhe  receives 
the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  unmarried  daughters,  they  all 
receive  equal  (hares. 

If  an  unmarried  daughter,  having  received  her  mother’s 
effefts,  afterwards  marries,  and  then  dies  childlefs,  that  pro- 
perty does  not  go  to  her  hufband,  but  her  lifters  fhall  obtain  it. 

If  flie  dies,  leaving  a fon,  that  fon  fhall  obtain  from  his  mo- 
ther’s lifters  an  equal  (hare  with  them. 

If  there  is  no  unmarried  daughter,  then  it  goes  to  the 
daughter  who  has  born  children,  and  the  daughter  who  will 
bear  children,  in  equal  (hares  ; if  of  thefe  there  is  but  one 
daughter,  fire  fhall  take  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral,  they 
fhail  have  equal  (hares. 

If  there  are  none  of  thefe,  then  it  goes,  in  equal  (hares,  to 
the  daughter  who  is  barren,  and  to  the  daughter  who  is  a child- 
lefs widow ; if  there  is  but  one  barren  daughter,  or  childlefs 
widow,  fhe  fhall  take  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral,  they  fhall 
obtain  equal  (hares. 

If  there  is  no  daughter  who  is  barren,  or  a childlefs  widow, 
it  goes  to  her  fon ; if  there  is  but  one  fon,  he  fhall  obtain  the 
■whole  j if  there  are  feveral  fons,  they  fhall  have  equal  fhares. 
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If  there  is  no  fon,  it  goes  to  the  daughter’s  foil ; if  there  is 
but  one  daughter’s  fon,  he  {hall  take  the  whole ; if  there  are 
feveral  daughter’s  fons,  they  fliall  receive  equal  {hares.

If  there  is  no  hufband,  then  the  property  of  a woman  who 
was  married  according  to  any  one  of  the  eight  forms  of  mar- 
riage goes,  after  her  death,  to  her  hufband’s  younger  brother; 
if  there  is  but  one  younger  brother  of  her  hufband,  he  fliall 
take  the  whole ; if  there  are  feveral  younger  brothers  of  her 
hufband,  they  lhail  receive  equal  fliares. 

If  there  is  no  younger  brother  of  her  hufband,  it  goes,  in 
equal  fliares,  to  her  hufband’s  younger  brother’s  fon,  and  to  her 
hulband’s  elder  brother’s  fon ; if  there  is  but  one  of  thefe,  he 
fliall  take  the  whole  property  ; if  there  are  more  than  one,  they 
fhall  obtain  equal  fliares.

If  there  are  no  unlearned  Bramins  alfo,  it  fhall  be  given  to 
the  Bramins  of  the  environs  of  that  village. 

The  magiftrate  fhall  never  affurne  the  property  of  the  un- 
married daughter  of  a Bramin. 

If,  during  the  lifetime  of  a girl  deceafed,  any  perfon  had 
entered  into  an  engagement  to  marry  her,  and  that  perfon,  or 
the  mother  and  father  of  that  perfon  had  made  that  girl  any 
preieat,  that  gift  (hail  revert  again  to  the  aforefaid  perfon. 

If,  after  agreement  to  marry  a daughter  to  a particular  per- 
fon, that  daughter  be  given  in  marriage  to  another  perfon,  then,

whatever  prefent,  either  in  money  or  other  articles,  the  perfoii 
ffi'fi:  mentioned,  or  his  mother  and  father  had  given  to  the  girl, 
or  whatever  gift  any  other  of  that  perfon’s  family  had  prefented, 
on  account  of  the  intended  marriage,  fuch  money  and  other 
articles  thall  again  revert  to  the  perfon  aforefaid. 

SECT.  V. 

Of  perfns  incapable  of  inheritance. 

WHOEVER  is  born  an  eunuch ; whoever  is  expelled  front 
his  tribe,  his  relations  and  kindred,  for  commiffion  of  any 
crimes ; whoever  is  born  blind ; whoever  is  deaf  from  his  mo- 
ther’s womb;  whoever  is  an  ideot ; whoever  cannot  diftinguilh 
between  good  and  evil ; whoever  has  no  principle  of  religion, 
whoever  is  dumb;  whoever  is  born  without  hand,  or  foot,  or 
nofe,  or  tongue,  or  privy  member,  or  fundament  ; whoever 
{trikes  and  beats  his  own  father,  or  who,  after  his  father’s  death, 
performs  not  the  Serddeh , (religious  offices  to  his  father’s  me- 
mory); whoever  is  of  fuch  a general  ill  behaviour,  as  that  his 
relations  and  partners  refufe  to  eat  or  drink  with  him,  and  who 
lives  in  conftant  commiffion  of  thofe  aftions  which  are  forbid- 
den to  his  particular  tribe  by  the  Beids  ; whoever  is  fo  incurably 
difordered,  as  that  no  remedies  have  any  effect  on  him,  and 
who,  on  account  of  his  diforder,  is  never  able  to  perform  the 
Seradeh,  the  Poojeh,  and  other  religious  duties  of  this  kind  ; 
whoever  is  afflicted  with  a fcrophulous  leproly,  or  a leprofy 
breaking  out  in  boils,  with  a perpetual  dilcharge  of  blood  and 
matter;  men  afflicted  with  thefe  diforders,  even  after  perdfbchut,- 
(or  recovery),  ffiall  remain  incapable  of  inheritance:  and  alio, 
whoever  wears  the  difguife  of  a Berhemcharry , or  a Sir.ajfee,  and 
fo  gains  a livelihood  in  a fraudulent  manner;  whoever  is  feized 
with  a Ganfee  Jikhheh,  or  a confumption,  in  which  he  brings  up 
blood  mingled  with  phlegm ; whoever  has  profeffed  himfelf  a 
Sinaffee ; whoever  procures  his  fubfiitence  by  an  unwarrantable 
bufinefs  or  profeffion  ; all  or  any  of  thefe  circumftances,  here 
fpecihed,  incapacitate  a man  for  inheritance.

But  whoever  fiiall  fuperfede  thefe  perfons,  in  the  inheritance 
of  bequeathed  property,  muft  allow  them  visuals  and  clothing  ; 
heverthelefs,  the  man  who  has  been  expelled  from  his  tribe 
{hall  receive  nothing. 

If  the  Tons  of  thefe  people  be  totally  free  from  all  the  objec- 
tions which  have  been  ftated  above,  they  fhall  receive  their 
{hare  of  the  property  left  for  inheritance ; neverthelefs,  the  fon 
of  the  man  expelled  from  his  tribe,  who  was  born  after  fuch 
expulfion,  (hall  not  receive  any  fliare. 

If  there  are  unmarried  daughters  of  any  of  thefe,  fuch 
daughters  lhall  be  maintained  in  victuals  and  clothing,  until 
their  marriage. 

And  alfo  to  the  wives  of  thefe  (if  they  are  not  unchafte) 
lhall  be  allowed  victuals  and  clothes. 

SECT.  VI. 

Of  property  liable  to  divifion. 

OF  the  property  of  a grandfather  and  a father ; and  of  fuch 
property  as  arifes  from  a partnerfhip  concern,  and  of  whatever 
is  given  by  a relation  of  equal  affinity,  irtdiferiminately,  that  is, 
without  fpecifying  the  name  of  any  particular  perfon ; as  alfo 
of  fuch  gains  as  arife  from  the  joint  labour  and  united  efforts 
of  two,  four,  £sV.  perfons. 

All  fuch  property  is  liable  to  divifion. 

"When  two  or  more  perfons  are  co-heirs,  if  any  gain  is 
made  upon  the  common  flock,  then  the  perfons  by  vvhofe  la- 
bour or  prudent  management  fuch  gain  was  produced,  (hall 
each  receive  a double  fhnre  ; thofe  who  did  not  join  in  the  plan 
or  execution  cf  the  bufinefs  lhall  each  receive  a lingle  ihare. 

According  to  the  ordinations  of  Sirree  Kijhen  Terka - 
Iwigjeitr,  and  Gopaul  Puncbanun. 
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tv  hen  two,  four  or  more  perfons  are  partners,  and  one 
two  of  thofe  partners  acquire  any  profit,  each  partner  {hall  re-^ 
ceive  a {hare  of  it,  proportionable  to  his  property  in  the  joint 
lfock  ; and  thofe  who  gained  this  profit  fhall  firft  divide  the 
whole  of  it  into  equal  fhares,  and  each  take  a fingle  {hare;  and 
then  receive  a part  of  what  remains,  proportionable  to  theif 
{hare  in  the  common  hock. 

##*  According  to  the  ordination  of  Seiuhrteh  BchtachTt- 
rige , and  Jeimoot  Bahun ; and  this  ordination  is  approved  (or 
rather  is  cuitomary  in  this  kingdom). 

If  the  property  of  a parterfhip  belongs  wholly  to  one  of  the 
partners,  and  the  other  partner  performs  all  the  labour  of  the 
bufinefs,  and  makes  a profit  upon  that  property,  fuch  profit 
{hall  be  divided  equally  between  them. 

If  one  partner  both  rifks  his  property  and  takes  alfo  his  {hare 
of  the  labour  of  bufinefs,  and  another  partner,  without  Hiking 
his  own  property,  takes  only  his  lhare  of  the  trouble  and  ma- 
nagement of  affairs,  then  he  who  advanced  his  property,  and 
exerted  his  efforts,  fhall  receive  a double  {hare ; he  who  only 
contributed  his  efforts  fhall  receive  a fingle  {hare. 

If  a man,  without  any  advance  of  property,  fhould,  by  his 
own  mere  diligence  and  efforts,  acquire  any  profit,  his  partners 
{hall  receive  no  lhare  of  it. 

SECT.  VII. 

Of  dividing  property  earned  by  the  fcience  of  the  Shafer , by  the  art 
of  painting , architecture , or  other  arts  of  that  kind , on  tuhich 
a proft  may  be  gained. 

IF  any  perfon,  without  employment  of  any  flock  in  partner- 
fhip,  by  his  own  efforts,  in  the  exertion  of  any  art,  fliould  ac- 
quire 
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■quire  any  profit,  then,  whichever  of  his  partners  by  affinity  hath 
a greater  or  equal  lhare  of  knowledge  with  himfelf,  he  lliall 
give  to  each  of  fuch  partners  a linglc  lhare,  and  he  lliall  ap- 
propriate a double  lhare  to  himfelf ; and  whichever  of  them  has 
lefs  knowledge  than  he,  or  is  wholly  without  Ikill  in  any  art, 
fihall  not  receive  a lhare. 

If  any  perfon,  who  hath  learnt  any  art  from  his  father,  his 
grandfather,  his  paternal  uncle,  his  brother,  or  any  perfon  in  his 
own  family,  fliould  acquire  any  profit  by  that  art,  then  whoever 
of  the  family  i§  totally  unfkilled  in  any  art,  or  hath  lefs  know- 
ledge than  he,  fhall  receive  a fingle  lhare  each  ; and  whoever 
works  for  his  own  fubfitlence  lliall  take  a double  lhare. 

If  one  perfon  hath  quitted  his  partners  by  affinity,  for  the 
purpofe  of  learning  any  art,  and  another  perfon  of  the  family, 
unfkilled  in  any  art,  expends  part  of  his  property  in  fupporting 
the  immediate  dependants  of  the  abfentee,  then  he  who  went 
away,  to  improve  himfelf  in  any  art,  lliall  take  to  himfelf  a 
double  lhare  of  any  profit  he  may  gain  by  that  art,  and  lliall 
give  a fingle  lhare  of  it  to  the  perfon  who  fupported  his  depen- 
dants in  his  abfence ; if  thofe  dependants  were  fupported  from 
the  joint  Hock,  he  lliall  not  give  any  thing. 

If  a perfcm  learns  any  art  from  a flranger,  and  alfo  receives 
victuals  and  clothes  from  him,  his  partners  by  affinity  lliall  not 
receive  any  lhare  of  the  profits  he  may  gain  by  that  art. 

SECT.  VIII. 

Of  dividing  property  earned  by  a man's  fans. 

IF  any  man  acquires  a profit,  upon  employing  his  father’s  or 
grandfather’s  property,  he  lliall  give  the  half  of  all  his  gains  to 
his  father;  and,  if  he  hath  not  any  brothers,  he  lliall  take  the 
other  half  himfelf;  if  he  hath  brothers,  he  lliall  take  to  himfelf 
a double  lhare  of  the  remaining  half,  and  lliall  give  a fingle 
fiiare  to  each  of  his  brothers. 
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Ir  any  perfon,  without  any  advance  of  property,  fhould  raifi; 
any  profit,  he  (hall  give  the  half  of  it  to  his  father,  and  (hall 
take  to  himfelf  the  other  half:  his  partners  by  affinity  (hall  not 
receive  any  fhare  of  it. 

If  any  perfon,  upon  employing  his  brother’s  property,  fhould 
acquire  any  profit,  of  the  whole  of  inch  profit  he  ihall  give  one 
half  to  his  father,  if  his  father  be  a man  of  knowledge  and  flcill; 
and,  of  the  remaining  half,  he  who  raifed  the  profit  fhall  re- 
ceive a double  fhare;  and  he  whofe  property  was  employed  fhall 
receive  a iingle  fhare ; and  thofe  who  employed  no  property 
ihall  not  receive  any  thing:  if  the  father  be  not  a man  of  know- 
ledge or  fkill,  he  fhall  receive  a double  fhare  ; and  he  who 
made  the  profit  ihall  alfo  receive  a double  (hare;  and  the  man 
whofe  property  was  employed  fhall  receive  a fingle  fhare. 

SECT.  IX. 

Of  poffeJf.o7is  ittdivifible. 

IF  a man  by  victory  in  war  has  made  any  prize,  it  fhall  not 
be  liable  to  be  lhared. 

If  a man  has  received  any  thing  in  the  houfe  of  his  wife’s 
father,  no  fhare  of  it  ihall  appertain  to  his  partners  (or  rela- 
tions). 

If  a man’s  father  or  mother,  out  of  particular  kindnefs,  hath 
given  him  any  thing,  no  fhare  of  it  ihall  appertain  to  his  part- 
ners (or  relations). 

If  a perfon,  without  employment  of  the  joint  flock,  and 
without  equal  labour  on  the  fide  cf  his  partners,  (and  exclufive 
of  what  a relation  cf  equal  affinity  may  have  given  him),  fhould 
■acquire  any  profit,  it  is  not  liable  to  be  fhared  by  his  partners. 
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If  a father  gives,  by  his  own  choice,  land,  houfes,  orchards4 
and  the  earnirgs  of  his  own  induftry,  to  one  of  his  Tons,  the 
other  foils  (had  not  receive  any  (hare  of  it. 

Every  man  (hall  take  of  the  water  of  a pool,  or  of  a well, 
according  to  his  neceflity:  no  accounc  is  to  be  had  of  a greater 
or  Idler  fhare  in  this  article. 

Exclusive  of  glebe-land,  if  any  other  property  of  a fa- 
ther. or  grandfather,  be  not  occupied,  and  one  of  the  partners 
bv  affinity,  without  employing  the  joint  Hock,  and  exclufive  of 
the  labour  or  efforts  of  the  other  partners,  by  permiffion  alfo 
of  the  other  partners,  entered  upon  fuch  property,  it  fhall  not 
be  divided  into  fhares ; if,  in  the  fame  manner,  by  permiffion 
of  the  partners,  one  of  them  occupies  any  glebe-land  of  his  fa- 
ther and  grandfather,  then  he  lhall  divide  fuch  glebe  into  four 
fhares ; and  from  thence  he  ihall  firft  take  to  himfelf  one  fhare, 
and  afterwards  divide  the  three  remaining  fiiares  equally  be-? 
tween  himfelf  and  his  partners. 

In  a partnerfhip  of  affinity,  the  wearing-apparel  of  each 
partner,  all  the  neceffaries  of  his  fewarree , (or  travelling  equi- 
page), the  ornaments  worn  about  his  perfon,  the  veffels  and 
difhes  for  meat  and  drink,  that  are  in  immediate  ufe,  and  the 
{lave  girl,  whom  he  has  the  firft  deftined  for  his  hhram , exclu- 
live  of  other  girls,  and  alfo  the  carpets  and  mats  for  fitting  and 
fleeping,  that  are  in  conftant  fervice,  of  thefe  things,  if  one 
man  expends  a leffer  and  another  a larger  quantity,  no  account 
fhall  be  had  of  fuch  greater  or  leffer  fiiares ; and  if,  of  thefe 
things,  there  are  not  more  in  the  houfe  than  one  for  each  per- 
fon, they  fhall  all  receive  equal  fiiares. 

The  place  of  poojeh,  that  is  of  worfiiip,  and  the  place  of 
jfiggy  which  has  already  been  explained  under  the  article  of 
j*fgg,  in  the  fedfion  of  a woman’s  property,  is  not  liable  to  be 

{hared : 
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(hared : as  alfo  the  tagar,  or  idol  of  adoration,  is  not  liable  to 
djvifion. 

The  fpace  of  ground  occupied  by  the  houfe-drain,  the  path 
left  for  the  paffage  of  the  cattle,  and  the  path  of  the  great  gate 
of  the  houfe,  are  not  liable  to  divifion. 

Whatever  is  immediately  necefiary  to  any  perfon  is  not 
liable  to  be  (hared : as  for  inftance,  when  two,  four,  Izfc.  per- 
fons  are  partners,  one  of  them  hires  himfelf  as  a fervant,  ano- 
ther becomes  a pundit,  another  a painter,  and,  in  this  manner, 
they  all  exercife  different  profelfions,  then  each  of  them  dial! 
take  of  what  may  be  in  the  houfe,  according  to  the  occafions 
of  his  own  profeffion  ; if  there  is  but  one  article,  they  (hall  all 
take  equal  (hares  of  it ; but  if  that  article  be  any  inftrument  be- 
longing to  the  calling  exercifed  by  any  one  of  them,  that  per- 
fon (hall  take  it,  and  (hall  give  all  his  partner’s  their  proportion 
of  the  price  of  it. 

If,  during  the  lifetime  of  a father,  all  his  fons,  either  by  or-, 
der  of  their  father,  or  even  without  prohibition  from  their  fa- 
ther, nrake  for  themfelves  houfes  and  gardens  upon  their  fa- 
ther’s land,  if  the  land  fo  taken  be  in  greater  or  lefler  quanti- 
ties, it  is  not  liable  to  be  (hared ; but  if  among  thefe  fome  have 
made,  and  fome  have  not  made,  houfes  and  gardens,  then  it 
(hall  be  divided  into  equal  (hares. 

SECT.  X. 

Of  n father  s dividing  among  his  fons  the  property  earned  by 

himfelf 

IF  a father  divides  among  his  fons  the  property  earned  by 
himfelf,  he  (hall  give  it  according  to  his  own  choice ; if  it  is 
not  the  father’s  choice,  his  fons  (hall  not  have  authority  to 
force  him  to  fuch  a divifion. 


If 
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If  a father  gives  to  his  fons,  by  his  own  choice,  a fmall  Ihard 
cf  the  property  earned  by  his  own  induftry,  and  keeps  a larger 
portion  to  himfelf,  he  has  the  power;  alfo  if,  after  expending 
what  he  refcrved  for  himfelf,  he  requires  food  and  clothes 
from  his  fons,  he  lhall  have  power  to  take  it. 

If  a father  divides  among  his  fons  the  property  earned  by 
himfelf,  he  lhall  divide  it  among  all  his  fons,  by  equal  fiiares ; 
but  if  any  one  of  the  fons  hath  been  particularly  dutiful  to  his 
father,  or  hath  a very  large  family,  or  is  incapable  of  getting 
his  own  living,  upon  thefe  three  accounts,  if  he  gives  a larger 
fhare  to  fuch  fons  than  to  the  reft,  he  has  authority  for  fo  do- 
ing. 

If  a father,  inftigated  by  refentment,  or  by  a particular  fond- 
nefs  for  the  mother  of  any  one  of  his  fons,  or  by  the  influence 
of  any  fit  of  ficknefs,  divides  the  property  acquired  by  himfelf 
unequally  among  his  fons,  fuch  divifion  is  not  approved. 

If  all  the  fons  go  at  once  in  a body  to  their  father,  jointly  re- 
quefting  their  refpettive  fhares  of  his  fortune,  in  that  cafe,  the 
father  lhall  give  equal  fhares  of  the  property  earned  by  himfelf 
to  the  fon  incapable  of  getting  his  own  living  ; to  the  fon  who 
hath  been  particularly  dutiful  to  him,  and  to  the  fon  who  hath 
a very  large  family,  and  alfo  to  the  other  fons  ■who  do  not  ly 
under  any  of  thefe  three  circumftances,  in  this  cafe,  he  lhall 
not  have  power  to  give  to  any  one  of  them  mere  or  lefs  than 
to  the  others. 

If  a father  has  occupied  any  glebe  belonging  to  his  father, 
that  was  not  before  occupied,  he  fhall  not  have  power  to  divide 
it  among  his  fons  in  unequal  fiiares,  as  in  the  cafe  of  property 

earned  by  himfelf. 
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SECT.  XI. 

Of  a father's  dividing  among  his  fons  the  property  left  by  his  father 
and  grandfather. 

IF  a father  defires  to  divide  among  his  fons  the  property  of 
his  father  and  grandfather,  whenever  he  altogether  defpairs  of 
having  a fon  by  any  one  of  his  wives,  he  may  divide  and  give 
it  to  them  at  his  own  choice;  if  he  has  hope  of  a fon  from  any 
one  wife,  he  has  not  authority  to  divide  it. 

If  it  be  not  the  father’s  choice,  the  fons  have  no  authority  to 
take  from  him  by  force  their  refpeCtive  (hares  of  their  anceftor’s 
property ; even  if  there  is  no  expectation  that  their  father  fhall 
ever  have  another  fon,  ftill  they  have  no  authority  to  take  it. 

If  a father,  by  his  own  choice,  divides  among  his  fons  the 
property  of  his  father  and  grandfather,  he  fhall  take  to  himfelf 
a double  (hare,  and  fhall  give  a fingle  fhare  to  each  of  his  fons- 

If  a father  divides  among  his  fons  the  glebe,  orchards,  houfes, 
rents,  flave-girls,  and  (laves  of  his  father  and  ancdtors,  to  the 
fon  who  hath  a large  family,  to  the  fon  who  is  incapable  of  get- 
ting his  own  living,  to  the  fon  who  hath  been  particularly  du- 
tiful to  his  father,  and  to  all  his  other  fons,  he  fhall  give  it  in 
equal  (hares ; he  hath  no  authority  to  give  to  fome  more,  to 
others  lefs;  and  thefe  things  alfo  he  hath  no  power  to  fell,  or 
to  give  away,  without  the  confent  of  his  fons. 

A father  fhall  not  fo  give  away,  or  fell  the  effeCts  and. 
glebe  belonging  to  himfelf,  or  to  his  father  and  anceftors,  as 
that  his  immediate  dependants  fhould  be  diftrefled  for  want  of 
victuals  or  clothing ; if,  referving  fo  much  as  may  be  neceflary 
for  the  immediate  food  and  clothes  of  his  dependants,  he  fhould 
fell,  or  give  away  the  reft  of  the  property,  he  has  authority  fo 
to  fell  and  give  away. 

1 If 
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iv  a father,  exclufive  of  the  glebe,  the  rents,  the  flave  girls, 
and  the  flaves  of  his  father  and  anceftors,  divides  the  reft  of 
their  property  among  his  foils,  then,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
the  property  earned  by  himfelf,  in  giving  a fliare  to  the  fon  who 
hath  the  large  family,  to  the  fon  who  cannot  get  his  own  living, 
and  to  the  fon  who  hath  been  particularly  dutiful,  he  has  pow- 
er to  give  them  a larger  or  a fmaller  fliare;  if  all  the  fons  in  a 
body  deiire  their  refpedtive  {hares,  then  there  (hall  be  no  one 
fliare  greater  or  lefs  than  another. 

If  a father,  at  the  time  of  dividing  the  property  gained  by 
himfelf,  or  that  of  his  father  and  anceftors,  among  his  fons, 
parts  the  whole  into  twenty  equal  fhares,  and  from  thence  gives 
one  fhare  to  his  eldeft  £on,  he  has  authority  to  do  fo ; and  he 
fliall  then  divide  the  other  nineteen  parts  equally  between  his 
eldeft  and  his  other  fons. 

If  a man,  of  the  tribe  of  Soodcr,  of  his  own  choice,  gives  an 
equal  fliare  of  his  property  to  the  fon  born  of  a concubine,  and 
to  the  fon  born  of  a wife,  he  has  power  to  do  it. 

If  a father  fliould  die  without  having  divided  his  property, 
then,  whatever  fliare  the  fon  born  of  a wife  may  receive,  the 
fon  born  of  the  concubine  fliall  receive  half  as  much. 

If  there  is  no  fon  born  of  the  wife,  nor  grandfon,  nor  grand- 
ion’s  foil,  nor  wife,  nor  daughters,  nor  daughter’s  fon,  then  the 
Jon  born  of  the  concubine  fliall  receive  the  whole  property'. 

If  there  is  a daughter’s  fon,  lie  fliall  take  an  equal  fliare. 

Whenever  a perfon  gives  a fliare  to  his  fons,  equal  with 
the  fliare  aflumed  by  himfelf,  to  his  wife  who  hath  neither  fon, 
nor  grandfon,  nor  grandfon’s  fon,  and  to  whom  hath  been  given 
nought  of  thofe  things  which  conftitute  a woman’s  property,  he 
fliall  give  one  fliare,  at  the  computation  of  the  fhare  of  one  fon; 
if  any  of  thofe  things  that  conftitute  a woman’s  property  hath 
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been  given  to  the  wife,  he  fhall  give  her  at  the  computation  of 
half  the  fhare  of  one  fon. 

If  he  hath  given  a fmall  (hare  to  his  fons,  and  hath  referved 
a larger  part  for  himfelf,  he  flaa.Il  then,  from  his  own  fhare, 
give  to  the  wife  above  defcribed  one  fhare,  at  the  computation 
or  rate  of  the  fhare  of  one  fon. 

IP  a father,  being  feparated  from  his  fons,  hath  divided  hi®, 
property  among  them,  according  to  the  ordinations  of  the  Sha- 
fer, and  he  alfo  taking  his  Own  fhare,  according  to  the  Shafer, 
returns  no  more  to  live  with  his  fons,  afterwards  if  he  fhotild 
have  another  fon  by  the  fame  mother,  this  fon  fhall  receive  his 
father’s  fhare,  and  alfo  whatever  acquifition  of  property  his  fa- 
ther may  have  made  after  fuch  feparation. 

If  feveral  fons  are  born  after  this  feparation,  they  fhall  all 
receive  equal  fhares ; and  thefe  fons  fhall  pay  whatever  debts 
their  father  may  have  contra&ed  after  fuch  feparation. 

The  fons  who  were  firft  feparated  from  their  father  fhall  not 
receive  this  latter  property,  neither  fhall  they  pay  their  father’s 
debts  j and  alfo  the  fon  who  was  born  after  the  feparation  fhall 
not  receive  from  them  any  fhare  of  the  original  property. 

This  ordination  concerns  folely  the  property  immedi- 
ately acquired  by  the  father. 

If  a father  divides  the  property  of  his  father  and  grandfather 
among  his  fons,  according  to  the  Shafer ; as,  for  inftance,  he 
takes  to  himfelf  a double  fhare,  and  gives  a Angle  fhare  to  each 
of  his  fons,  afterwards  another  fon  is  born,  then  that  fon  fhall 
receive  from  his  brothers  an  equal  /hare  of  the  property  that 
was  divided,  and  fhall  alfo  receive,  upon  his  father’s  death,  an 
equal  fhare  of  that  part  of  the  property  which  remained  in  his 
father’s  pofTeffion  upon  divifion. 
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When  a father  feparatcs  from  his  fons,  and  gives  to  them 
their  rcfpe&ive  fhares  of  his  property,  and  alfo  takes  to  himfelf 
his  own  lhare,  if  at  that  time  the  mother  of  thofe  fons  bb  big 
with  child,  the  fon  born  after  this  feparation  fhall  receive  an 
equal  lhare  from  the  fons  who  are  feparated ; and  they  {hall  all 
receive  equal  fhares  of  all  that  may  be  their  father’s  property  ; 
and  they  fhall  all  contribute  to  pay  any  debts  which  the  father 
may  have  contracted. 

SECT.  xir. 

Of  fons  dividing  the  property  left  by  their  father . 

IF  a man,  having  a wife,  and  fons  born  from  that  wife,  dies, 
or  renounces  the  world,  or  gives  up  all  his  effects,  or  is  expelled 
from  his  tribe  and  relations,  fo  long  as  that  wife  lives,  it  is  not 
a right  and  decent  cuftom,  that  thofe  fons  lhould  {hare,  and  re- 
ceive among  themfelves  the  property  left  by  that  perfon  ; it  the 
wife  aforefaid  gives  them  initruCtions  accordingly,  then  the  fons 
have  authority  to  divide  it : at  the  time  of  divifion,  if  the  wife 
is  defirous  to  receive  a {hare,  fhe  {hall  take  one  {hare,  at  the 
rate  of  the  {hare  of  one  fop  ; if  the  does  not  wilh  to.  have  a 
lhare,  fhe  {hall  receive  victuals  and  clothes. 

If  a man  hath  given  to  his  wife,  or  if  the  father  of  that  man 
hath  given  to  the  wife,  ought  of  thofe  things  that  conlfitute  a 
woman’s  property,  then  the  fons  of  that  perfon,  at  the  time  of 
{haring  his  property,  {hall  give  to  their  mother,  at  the  compu- 
tation of  half  the  {hare  of  one  perfon ; and  to  any  other  wife  of 
their  father,  having  neither  fon,  nor  grandfon,  nor  grandfon’s 
fon,  they  fhall  not  give  a {hare,  but  fhall  give  her  viCfuals  a-iid 
clothes. 

* f This  ordination  is  according  to  Sewhrteh  Behtachdrige , 
and  Sirree  Kijhen  Terkdlnngkar,  and  Jcimoot  Bahun y and  is  ap- 
proved (or  cuftomary  in  this  kingdom). 
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The  father’s  wife,  having  neither  fon,  nor  grandfon,  nor 
grandfon’s  fon,  flrallTeceive  an  equal  fliare  with  that  of  the 
fon,  according  to  the  ordinations  of  the  Pundits  of  Methilla. 

If  all  the  brothers  of  one  family,  by  their  own  choice,  live 
together,  then  the  elder  brother,  talcing  upon  himfelf  the  com- 
mand of  the  family,  fhall,  in  manner  of  a father,  lend  his  afliil- 
ance  towards  the  fupport  and  education  of  his  younger  bro- 
thers; and  the  younger  brothers  alfo,  confidering  their  elder 
brother  in  the  light  of  a father  and  patron,  (hail  demean  them- 
felves  conformably  to  his  pleafure. 

If  the  elder  brother  is  unfit  for  the  management  of  affairs, 
then  whichever  of  the  brothers  is  mod  capable  fhall  take  the 
burden  of  them  all  upon  himfelf,  and  fhall  govern  the  family. 

To  live  together  is  the  refult  of  the  general  confent  of  all 
the  partners,  and  to  feparate  arifes  from  the  inclination  of  any 
one  of  them,  therefore,  if,  in  confequence  of  the  inclination  of 
one  among  them,  they  feparate  and  divide  their  flock,  the 
(hare  of  any  perfon  who  is  abfent,  and  the  fliare  of  him  who 
is  a child,  fliall  be  referved  for  them,  in  fome  fafe  place,  that  it 
may  not  be  loft  or  diminifhed. 

If  all  the  brothers,  by  their  own  choice,  felefting  the  twen- 
tieth part  of  property  above-mentioned,  before  the  general  di- 
vifion,  prefent  it  to  their  elder  brother,  and  then  fliare  equally 
the  remaining  nineteen  parts  between  the  aforefaid  elder  bro- 
ther and  the  younger  brothers,  it  may  be  done  ; if  it  be  not  the 
choice  of  all  the  brothers,  and  the  elder  brother  makes  demand 
of  this  twentieth  part,  he  fhall  not  have  power  to  take  it. 

If  any  member  of  a partnerfliip  by  affinity  gives  up  his  fliare, 
by  his  own  choice,  and  leaves  his  partners,  then  the  partners 
aforefaid,  for  the  fake  of  hindering  all  future  difputes,  that  none 
of  his  heirs  might,  at  any  diilant  period,  make  any  demand,. 

fhall 
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fliall  give  fomething  to  that  perfon,  and  take  from  him  a writ- 
ten acknowledgment. 

At  the  time  that  partners  by  affinity  take  their  refpedlive 
ihares  of  property  bequeathed  them,  it  is  necefiary,  that  they 
difeharge  the  debts  of  the  man  whofe  eftate  they  inherit •,  if  they 
are  unable  to  pay  the  debts,  they  lhall  pacify  the  creditor,  and, 
taking  their  (hare  of  the  property,  give  a promife  to  pay  the 
debts  hereafter,  and  fliall  pay  accordingly,  fooner  or  later,  ac- 
cording to  their  (hares  ; and  if  thedeceafed  had  intended  to  give 
ought  to  any  perfon,  they  fliall  give  that  alfo,  upon  their 
afluming  their  Ihares  of  the  property  left  to  them. 

Among  partners,  if  one  perfon  has  a very  large  family,  anij 
the  others  have  but  flnall  families,  then  the  men  of  fmall  fami- 
lies, at  the  time  of  (haring  the  property,  fliall  not  have  liberty 
to  fpeak  to  the  man  of  large  family,  upon  account  of  the  larger 
quantity  of  victuals  and  clothes  expended,  during  the  time  of 
their  living  together,  but  fliall  receive,  in  equal  (hares,  what- 
ever is  there  collected. 

If  a brother,  or  an  unmarried  After,  hath  not  yet  performed 
the  ceremony  of  having  the  ears  bored,  or  of  afluming  the  bra- 
minical  thread,  or  of  flrft  tailing  fait,  and  the  other  partners 
have  all  gone  through  thefe  duties,  then  the  partners,  at  the 
time  of  dividing  their  eifedts,  fliall  give  to  thefe,  (excluflve 
of  their  (hares),  whatever  is  neceflary  for  the  expence  of  thefe 
ceremonies,  according  to  their  abilities,  and  fliall  then  divide, 
in  equal  (hares,  the  reft  of  the  property  ; if  the  whole  property 
is  not  fufficient  to  anfwer  the  cxpence  of  thefe  ceremonies,  then 
the  partners  above-mentioned  fliall  refpedlively  ufe  their  endea- 
vours, to  acquire  fufficiency  for  the  performance  of  thefe  duties. 

If  a grandfather  dies,  not  leaving  a fon,  and  the  grandfon 
makes  diviflon  of  his  eftedts,  then  the  wives  of  the  grandfather, 
if  they  take  their  (hare  of  what  he  left,  fliall  receive  equal 
(hares  with  the  grandfon. 

If 
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If  they  do  not  take  their  refpective  {hares,  the  grandfon  {hall 
give  them  victuals  and  clothes ; if  thofe  wives  have  received 
what  hath  been  defcribed  to  be  a woman's  property,  they  {hall 
receive  a (hare,  at  the  computation  of  half  the  {hare  of  the 
grandfon. 


SECT.  XIII, 

Of  dividing  the  joint  Jiock  of  perfons,  who  agree  to  Vive  together , 
after  the  original  dfperfion  and  feparation  of  the  family. 

WHEN  a man,  after  feparation,  refumes  again,  upon  a 
friendly  footing,  his  connection  with  his  father,  his  brother,  or 
his  paternal  uncle,  and  an  agreement  is  made  between  them, 
that,  “ My  property  is  yours,  and  your  property  is  mine,”  and 
this  agreement  alfo,  on  both  fides,  is  made  with  upright  inten- 
tions, it  is  called  Sung  ferfut-heh. 

The  meaning  of  Sung  ferfut-heh , is,  when,  after  a fepa- 
ration, a frefh  connexion  takes  place. 

Exclusive  of  thofe  perlons  above-mentioned,  if  a man  re- 
fumes his  connection  with  any  other  perfon,  fuch  circumftance 
is  not  called  Sung  ferfut-heh. 

*#*  This  is  according  to  the  ordination  of  Jeimoot  Buhunt 
and  Sewdrteh  Behtach'arige , and  is  approved  (or  cuftomary). 

But  the  Pundits  of  Methilla  fay,  that  when  a perfon,  after 
feparation  from  any  relatioxa  whatever,  refumes  his  connexion 
with  him,  fuch  a circumftance  is  called  Sung  ferfut-heh. 

If  two  or  more  brothers,  after  feparation,  refume  again  their 
connection,  and  then  feparate  the  fecond  time,  they  {hall  re- 
ceive equal  ihares  of  their  joint  effeCts,

1?  a man,  after  reparation,  refuming  his' former  connection, 
hath  in  the  mean  time  acquired  any  profit,  by  dint  of  fcience 
and  induftry,  or  by  painting,  or  any  other  art,  from  that  profit 
he  fliall  take  to  himfelf  a double  fhare,  and  fhall  give  to  each 
of  his  partners  a fingle  fhare. 

If  a father,  after  reparation  from  his  Tons,  refumes  his  con- 
nection with  one  or  more  of  thofe  fons,  and,  after  that  repara- 
tion, the  father  fhould  beget  another  fon,  then  the  fons  who, 
after  reparation,  refumed  their  connection,  and  every  fon  who 
was  born  after  that  reparation,  after  the  death  of  their  father, 
fhall  receive  equal  fliares,  and  fliall,  in  equal  proportions,  dil- 
charge  the  father’s  debts. 

All  thofe  fons,  who  refumed  not  their  connection  with  their 
father,  have  no  concern  either  with  the  effeCts  of  their  father 
or  with  the  payment  of  his  debts. 

If  a father,  after  reparation  from  his  fons,  refumes  his  con- 
nection with  one  or  more  of  thofe  fons,  and,  after  that  repara- 
tion, the  father  fhould  beget  another  fon,  if  the  father,  after 
fuch  reparation,  without  the  efforts  of  his  fons,  and  without  em- 
ployment of  the  common  flock,  fhould  acquire  any  property, 
that  property,  after  the  death  of  the  father,  fhall  be  received  by 
whatever  fon  was  born  after  fuch  feparation  j and  the  others, 

who  again  refume  their  connection,  fhall  not  receive  it. 

% 

If  the  father,  by  employment  of  the  common  flock,  and  by 
the  efforts  and  labour  of  his  fons,  acquires  any  property,  it  fliall 
be  divided  by  equal  fliares. 

And  if  the  father,  for  his  own  purpofes,  contracts  any  debt, 
the  fame  fon  who  was  born  after  the  feparation  fliall  difchargc 

them. 
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SECT. 

faf  a partner's  receiving  his  Jhare  of  the  joint  fioei , after  a long 
fpnee  of  time  hath  elapfed;  alfo  of  the  inheritance  of  the  fans  of 

a woman  of  the  Sooder  caji,  by  two  different  hujbands;  and  alfo 

of  adopted  fans. 

IF  one  of  the  partners  by  affinity,  before  reparation,  goes 
into  another  kingdom,  and  there  fixes  his  refidence,  fo  that, 
after  a long  elapfe  of  time,  either  he,  or  his  fon,  or  his  grand- 
fon,  or  his  grandfon’s  fon,  or  any  of  his  defendants,  fhould 
come  to  the  partners  by  affinity  before  mentioned,  and  make 
demand  of  his  fhare,  he  fhall  bring  the  men  of  credit  among 
his  neighbours,  his  relations,  or  any  others,  to  prove  his  affi- 
nity to  the  man  who  fixed  his  refidence  in  a foreign  kingdom, 
and  fliall  receive  his  fiiare  of  inheritance. 

If  a woman  of  the  Sooder  caff,  who  hath  born  a fon  to  her 
huiband,  fhould  take  that  fon  with  her,  and  go  to  live  with  an- 
other man  of  the  fame  caft,  and,  while  fhe  remains  in  the  houfe 
of  this  fecond  perfon,  fhould  bear  to  him  alfo  2 fon,  then  each 
fon  that  is  born  to  either  man,  after  the  death  of  that  man, 
ilia.ll  receive  his  particular  property. 

If  the  mother  of  thefe  fons  fhould  die,  then  each  fon  fhall 
feparately  inherit  whatever  was  given  to  his  mother  by  his  own 
father ; and  if  the  mother  had  any  other  effects,  exclufive  of 
what  the  fathers  gave,  the  fons  fhall  both  receive  equal  fhares 
of  it. 

A man,  without  permiffion  of  his  partners  by  affinity,  fhall 
neither  give  away  nor  fell  to  any  one  the  joint  property:  if  he 
gives  away  or  fells  a part  of  it,  at  the  computation  of  his  own 
fhare,  it  is  approved. 

But  if  he  gives,  or  fells,  or  mortgages  fuch  property  to  a 
man  of  fraudulent  principles,  fo  that  lofs  and  vexations  fhould 
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accrue  thereby  to  the  partners,  the  man  who  thus  gives  away, 
fells,  or  mortgages  fuch  property,  is  to  be  accounted  criminal.

If  any  perfon,  without  permiffion  of  the  partners  by  affinity, 
gives  away,  fells  or  mortgages  a part  of  the  joint  property,  on 
computation  of  his  own  fhare,  it  is  approved,  according  tp  the 
ordination  of  the  Pundits  of  Methilla. 

If  to  a man,  who  hath  before  patronized  an  adopted  fon,  a 
fon  ffiould  afterwards  be  born  of  his  own  feed,  after  the  deatli 
of  the  father,  the  adopted  fon  fhall  receive  a lingle  (hare,  and 
the  begotten  fon  {hall  receive  a double  fhare  of  his  property. 

SECT.  XV. 

Of  dividing  concealed  effects ; and  of  reef  if  fug  unequal  divi- 
fiuns ; and  of  the  modes  of  fettling  the  difputed  /.hares  of  part- 
ners. 

IF  any  one  of  the  partners  by  affinity,  at  the  time  of  fharing 
and  dividing  their  property,  concealed  any  part  of  the  effedts, 
and  this  circumftance  ibould  afterwards  appear,  that  part  (hall 
then  be  divided  equally  among  all  the  other  partners,  and  not 
the  man  who  concealed  it. 

But  if  any  one  of  the  partners  ftill  continues  fufpicious,  he 
fhall  undergo  the  Purrikeh , that  is,  ordeal,  for  him;  whoever  is 
not  fufpicious  of  him,  he  fhall  perform  the  Furrikch. 

If,  at  the  time  of  divifion  of  joint  flock,  the  partners  bv 
miftake  fnould  have  made  an  unequal  diftribution,  it  is  not 

approved. 
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IIe  who  received  too  large  a (hare,  whenever  the  miftakc  is 
proved,  lliall  divide  equally  among  them  all  the  overplus  of  his 
proper  portion. 

At  the  time  of  divifion  of  joint  ftock,  if  one  perfon  be  a 
child,  and  any  one  of  the  partners  fraudulently  takes  from  the 
fhare  of  that  child,  to  add  to  his  own,  when  this  circumftance 
comes  to  be  proved,  that  child  fhall  receive  from  him  the  ba- 
lance of  his  (hare. 

If,  at  the  time  of  divifion  of  joint  flock,  all  the  partners,  by 
their  own  free-will,  receive  unequal  fbares,  fome  more,  fome 
lefs,  and  are  afterwards  defirous  to  have  an  adjufted  fettlement 
of  their  iliares,  they  Hull  not  have  the  power. 

Every  kingdom  has  its  own  cuftoms,  and  every  town  has 
its  own  cuftoms,  fo  every  tribe  has  its  own  cuftoms;  if,  accord- 
ing to  thofe  cuftoms,  an  unequal  divifion  takes  place,  it  is  ap- 
proved. 

if  the"  mode  of  unequal  divifion  has  pafied  regularly  from  fa- 
ther and  anceftors,  this  alio  is  approved. 

If  one  perfon  of  the  partners  by  affinity  fhould  fay,  that 
“ Our  property  has  been  lhared,”  and  another  fhould  fay,  that 
“ It  hath  not  been  fhared,”  and  upon  fuch  a difpute  they  fhould 
refer  their  claims  to  arbitration  ; firft,  the  arbitrators  fhall  in- 
quire the  ftate  of  the  cafe  of  the  men  defeended  from  the  fame 
grandfather  with  the  plaintiff  and  defendant,  and  who  have 
formerly  feparated  from  the  family. 

If  the  matter  is  not  fettled  by  inquiry  from  perfons  defeend- 
ed from  the  fame  grandfather,  they  fhall  next  examine  the  re- 
lations and  kindred  of  the  plaintiff  and  defendant. 

If  it  is  not  fettled  by  examination  of  the  relations  and  kin- 
dred of  the  plaintiff  and  defendant,  they  fhall  next  inquire  and 

examine 
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examine  the  diyifion  accounts ; if  there  is  no  divifion  account, 
then  the  arbitrators  fliall  proceed  to  examine  circum fiances,  as, 
whether  the  expence  and  income  of  the  plaintiff  and  defendant 
be  feparate  and  apart. 

Whether  their  agriculture  and  trade  be  on  cither  fide  di- 
ftincj:  and  feparate. 

If  they  are  Bramlns , whether  one  prefents  the  Dhn , and  the 
other  accepts  the  Dhn  : (the  Dan  is  thus  performed,  they  pro- 
nounce a certain  kind  of  charm,  or  incantatipn,  pver  any  thing, 
in  the  wifh  of  a happy  futurity,  and  give  it  as  a prefent  to  an- 
other perfon):  whether,  between  the  plaintiff  and  defendant, 
a pledge  is  depofited  by  one  party,  and  accepted  by  the  other. 

Whether,  on  either  fide,  one  be  witnefs  for  the  other, 
or  one  be  fccurity  for  the  other. 

Whether  they  perform  the  Serb  deb  Amaivus ; (that  is,  the 
ceremonies  of  the  laft  night  of  the  lunar  month,  which  is  called 
the  Night  of  darknefs). 

And  the  Seradeh-nowann , which  is  thus  performed,  in  the 
month  Aghun , yearly,  they  put  together  new  rice,  milk,  fugara 
candy,  ripe  plantains,  fugar-cane,  yam,  cocoa-nut,  ginger,  and 
fugar-candv,  and  perform  the  Fatebeb  Buzurgiuar. 

And  the  Seradeh  Aperpubh : ( Aperpubh  is,  when,  before 
the  ten  days,  called  Rozidus-barch  *,  upon  the  days  of  the  Sbebbi 
Farecbee  f , or  night  of  darknels),  which  are  fifteen  days,  fome- 
tirnes  in  the  month  of  Bbadun,  and  fometimes  in  the  month  of 
AJftn,  they  perform  the  Fatebeb  Buzurgiuar  ) i whether  they 
perform  ail  thefe  Seradebs  feparate  and  apart  from  each  other. 

* The  days  in  which  the  pompous  worfhtp  and  burial  of  the  Hindoo  deities  arc 
celebrated. 

f Or  night  of  darknetV,  fo  called,  becaufe  then  the  moon  (Lines  only  a fmall 
p-.trt  of  tire  nielli. 
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Then,  although  there  be  no  witncfs,  or  divifion  account,  to 
prove  the  real  hate  of  the  cale,  if  in  thefe  ceremonies  they  aft 
feparately,  it  is  to  be  accepted  as  a proof  that  a divifton  has 
before  taken  place. 


SECT.  XVI. 

Of  acquiring  right  of  poffeffion  in  the  property  of  another , by  ufu& 

fruhl. 

A PERSON  who  is  not  a minor,  (a  man  ceafcs  to  be  a 
minor  at  fifteen  years  of  age),  nor  impotent  and  incapable,  nor 
difeafed,  nor  an  ideot,  nor  fo  lame  as  not  to  have  power  to 
walk,  nor  blind,  and  who,  on  going  before  a magiftrate,  is  ca- 
pable of  difiinguilhing  and  taking  up  his  own  concerns,  and 
who  has  not  given  to  another  pcrfon  power  to  employ  and  apply 
to  ufe  his  property,  if,  in  the  face  of  fuch  a perfon,  another 
man  applies  to  his  own  ufe,  for  the  fpace  of  twenty  years,  the 
glebe-land,  or  houfes,  or  orchards  of  that  perfon,  without  let 
or  moleftation  from  him,  from  the  twenty-firft  year,  the  pro- 
perty becomes  invefted  in  the  perfon  fo  applying  fuch  things  to 
ufe ; and  any  claim  of  the  firft  perfon  above-mentioned  upon 
fuch  glebe,  houfes,  or  orchards,  lhall  by  no  means  ftand  good  ; 
but  if  the  perfon  before-mentioned  comes  under  any  of  the 
circumftanccs  herein  before  delcribed,  his  claim  in  that  cafe 
fhail  ftand  good. 

*#*  According  to  the  ordinations  of  Sirree  Kerracharige , 
and  Piilooh,  and  Jbgue  Llgue,  and  Bhib-deeb  Bhet , and  Sod 
Pdtice , and  Chcndeefur , and  Seivdrteh  Behtacharige ; and  is  ap- 
proved (or  cuftomary). 

A person  who  is  not  a minor,  nor  impotent  and  incapable, 
nor  difeafed,  nor  to  lame  as  not  to  have  power  to  walk,  nor 
blind,  and  who,  on  going  before  a magiftrate,  is  capable  of  diftin- 
guilhing  and  taking  up  his  own  concerns,  and  who  has  not  given 
to  another  perfon  power  to  employ  and  apply  to  ufe  his  property, 

if» 
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if,  in  the  face  of  fuch  a perfon,  another  man  applies  to  his  own 
ufe,  for  the  fpace  of  ten  years,  the  gold  and  lilver,  the  jewels, 
the  clothes,  the  woven  filks,  the  houfhold-furniture,  and  iron 
inflruments,  and  other  goods  and  chattels  of  this  kind,  (exclu- 
sive of  glebe,  houfes,  and  orchards),  belonging  to  that  perfon, 
without  let  or  moleftation  from  him,  from  the  eleventh  year, 
, the  property  becomes  inverted  in  the  perfon  fo  applying  fuch 
goods  and  chattels  to  ufe ; and  any  claim  of  the  firft  perfon  be- 
fore-mentioned, for  pofleflion  of  any  fuch  goods  and  chattels, 
lliall  by  no  means  ftand  good. 

Bu  r if  the  perfon  before-mentioned  comes  under  any  of  the 
circumftances  herein  before  defcribed,  his  claim  in  that  cafe 
Shall  ftand  good. 

*%*  According  to  the  ordinations  of  Sirree  Kerracbarige, 
and  Pulook , and  Jogue  Pogue,  and  Bheb-deeb  Bbet,  and  Sool 
Pdr.ee , and  Ckendeefur , and  Sewarteh  Behtaeharige ; and  is  ap- 
proved. 

If  any  perfon  hath  occupied  the  glebe,  houfes,  and  orchards 
of  another  perfon,  and  applied  them  to  his  own  ufe,  and  that 
perfon,  within  the  fpace  of  twenty  years,  makes  any  let  or 
moleftation,  then  the  glebe,  houfes,  and  orchards  above-men- 
tioned, revert  to  the  perfon  aforefaid ; but  of  the  produce  of 
them,  whatfoever  the  other  perfon  has  expended,  he  Shall  not 
receive  any  thing. 

Exclusive  of  glebe,  houfes,  and  orchards,  if  any  perfon 
lias  entered  upon,  and  applied  to  his  own  uie,  any  other  goods 
and  chattels  belonging  to  another  perfon,  and  that  perfon, 
within  the  fpace  of  ten  years,  lays  claim  to  thofe  goods,  then 
the  goods  and  chattels  fo  claimed  Shall  revert  to  that  per- 
fon ; but  if  the  other  perfon  has  made  any  profit  by  thofe 
things,  he  Shall  not  receive  any  of  it. 
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If  any  of  the  original  effects  be  fpoiled  cr  expended,  that 
pcrfon  (hall  make  it  good,  and  the  magiftrate  (hall  inllidt  upon 
that  perfon  the  fame  punifhment  as  upon  a robber. 

Any  thing  depofited  as  a pledge,  any  thing  committed  to 
the  cuftody  of  another,  under  hand  and  feal,  any  thing  intrud- 
ed to  another  by  Howalch  : ( Howaleh  is  when  a perfon,  in 
friendly  confidence,  intrufts  to  another,  his  glebe-land,  orchards,, 
houfes,  kine,  horles,  elephants,  camels,  and  fuch  kind  of  cattle, 
as  alfo  his  houlhold-furniture,  and  all  his  goods  and  chattels). 

Things  intruded  in  either  of  thefe  three  modes,  if  that 
perfon,  without  let  or  moleftation,  has  applied  to  his  own  ufe, 
for  a very  confiderable  length  of  time,  yet,  when  the  owner 
^forefaid  (hall  make  demand  for  thole  things,  he  (hall  receive 
them  : thefe  kind  of  things  do  not  come  under  the  limitation 
of  twenty  years,  and  of  ten  years. 

Suppose  a perfon,  having  applied  to  his  own  ufe  the  glebe- 
,land,  orchards  and  houfes  of  a ftranger,  for  the  fpace  of  twenty 
years,  fhould  then  die,  and  the  fon  of  that  perfon  alfo,  for  the 
like  fpace  of  twenty  years,  having  applied  the  fame  to  his  own 
ufe,  lhould  then  die,  and  the  grandfon  of  that  perfon  likewife, 
having  applied  the  fame  to  his  own  ufe,  for  the  like  fpace  of 
twenty  years,  and  fhould  then  die,  the  glebe-land,  houfes  and 
orchards  above-mentioned,  are  applied  to  ufe,  by  the  fon  of  the 
grandfon  of  that  perfon. 

In  this  cafe,  while  the  property  palled  through  three  different 
poxTcffors,  for  the  fpace  of  fixty  years,  if  the  right  owner  of  the 
glebe-land,  houfes  and  orchards  before-mentioned,  through  in- 
attention and  ignorance,  hath  attempted  no  let  or  moleftation, 
in  the  fixty-firft  year,  the  claim  of  the  defendants  of  that 
owner  (hall  by  no  means  (land  good;  the  glebe,  houfes  and 
orchards  above-mentioned,  (hall  remain  in  poffeffion  of  the 
perfon  who  has  applied  them  to  ufe. 
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Suppose  a perfon,  having  applied  to  his  own  ufe  the  glebe, 
houfes  and  orchards  of  a ftranger,  for  the  fpace  of  fixty  years, 
through  inattention  and  ignorance  of  the  rightful  owner,  fhould 
die,  or  if  he  and  his  fon  together,  having  applied  them  to  ufe, 
for  llxty  years,  fhould  then  die,  and  his  grandfon  alfo  enjoys 
the  prefent  ufe  of  fuch  property,  in  this  cafe,  if  the  rightful 
owner,  or  the  defendants  of  the  rightful  owner,  even  after  this 
term  of  fixty  years,  put  in  their  claim,  or  caufe  any  let  or  mo- 
leftation,  then  the  glebe,  orchards  and  houfes  aforefaid,  fhall 
revert  to  fuch  owner,  and  to  the  defendants  of  fuch  owner ; 
and  the  man  who  applies  them  to  ufe  fhall  not  retain  pofieffion 
of  them. 

Suppose  a perfon,  having  applied  to  his  own  ufe,  for  more 
than  twenty  years,  the  glebe,  orchards  and  houfes  of  a ftranger, 
fhould  then  die,  and  the  fon  of  that  perfon  alfo,  having  applied 
the  fame  to  his  own  ufe,  for  a lefs  fpace  of  time  than  twenty 
years,  fhould  then  die,  and  his  grandfon  alfo,  having  applied  the 
fame  to  his  own  ufe,  for  twenty  years,  fhould  then  die,  in  this 
cafe,  if  the  property  has  paffed  through  three  different  pofief. 
fors,  who,  having  applied  it  to  ufe,  for  the  fpace  of  fixty  years, 
are  fince  dead,  yet  the  fon  of  his  grandfon  fhall  not  receive 
that  glebe,  but  it  fhall  go  to  the  original  owner. 

If  two  perfons  poflefs  feparate  writings,  as  a bill  of  fale,  a 
deed  of  gift,  or  a mortgage,  all  properly  authenticated,  to  enti- 
tle them  to  the  fame  thing ; as  for  inffance,  one  perfon  has  a 
bill  of  fale,  or  a deed  of  gift,  and  the  other  has  a mortgage,  and 
the  fame  date  fhould  be  upon  the  deeds  of  both  claimants,  or  by 
accident  the  date  happens  to  be  obliterated,  fo  that  it  cannot 
be  afeertained  which  inftrument  is  prior  to  the  other. 

In  that  cafe,  the  property  before-mentioned  fhall  belong  to 
that  perfon,  who,  in  fight  of  the  perfon  po/Teffing  the  other 
deed,  without  let  or  moleftation  from  him,  has  appropriated 
and  applied  that  property  to  his  own  ufe.

Such  property  {hall  not  go  to  the  man,  who,  not  having  ap- 
propriated or  applied  it  to  his  own  ufe,  hath  not  attempted  any 
let  or  moleftation  to  the  other  perfon. 

If  it  hath  not  been  applied  to  ufe  by  either  of  them,  they 
(hall  both  divide  and  receive  equal  (hares  of  it. 

*#*  According  to  the  ordinations  of  Pachejhputiee  Mifr, 
and  is  approved. 

Helayoodeh  fpeaks  to  this  effect,  viz.  That  he  who  pofiefies  a 
mortgage  fliall  receive  a fmall  (hare,  and  he  who  poflefles  a bill 
of  fale,  or  a deed  of  gift,  fliall  receive  a larger  fliare. 

If  the  path  to  and  from  a houfe,  or  the  fpace  of  ground  oc- 
cupied by  the  houfe-drain  of  one  perfon,  be  in  the  territories  of 
another  perfon,  that  perfon,  who  always  hath  palled  to  and 
fro,  fliall  continue  fo  to  do;  the  other  perfon  aforefaid,  though 
he  hath  a right  of  property  in  the  ground,  and  hath  an  attefted 
Sunnud  thereof,  (hall  not  have  authority  to  caufe  him  any  let  or 
moleftation. 

When  two  perfons,  between  whom  a difpute  hath  arifen, 
refer  it  to  arbitration,  the  arbitrators,  at  the  time  of  examina- 
tion, fliall  efteem  witnefles  of  more  validity  than  opinion  ; and, 
if  there  be  anv  writing  produced,  they  fliall  give  more  credit  to 
that  writing  than  to  witnefles. 

Suppose  two  perfons  fhould  quarrel  about  the  right  of  pro- 
perty in  certain  glebe-lands,  or  lioufes,  or  orchards,  and  one  of 
them  ihould  produce  a written  deed,  the  other  (after  that  the 
property  in  difpute  has  been  occupied  for  the  fpace  of  fixty 
years,  by  three  following  pcflefibrs,  who  are  now  dead)  is  the 
fourth  perfon  now  in  pofleflion  of  fuch  property. 

In  that  cafe  the  pofleflion  of  three  perfons  in  fuccefiion  is  of 
more  validity  than  the  writing. 
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The  perfon  who  is  in  prefent  poflcffion  lhall  obtain,  the  pro* 
perty  of  fuch  glebe-land,  or  houfes,  or  orchards;  and  the  claim 
of  him  who  produces  the  written  deed  lhall  not  be  heard. 

If  a man  has  for  a long  time  applied  to  his  own  ufe  the 
effects  of  a magiftrate,  or  of  a magiftrate’s  fervants,  or  the 
effects  of  his  wife’s  father,  or  the  effe&s  of  his  wife,  or  the 
effects  of  his  daughter’s  hufband,  or  the  effects  of  a Reyot,  or 
the  effe£ls  of  a man  defcended  from  the  fame  grandfather  with 
himfelf,  or  the  effe&s  of  his  intimate  friend,  or  the  effects  of 
his  maternal  uncle,  or  lifter’s  fon,  or  paternal  uncle’s  fon,  or 
fuch  kind  of  near  relations  and  kindred,  it  is  not  approved, 
( i.  e.  it  lhall  not  enfure  him  the  property  of  them) : and  if  a 
Bramitiy  who  hath  read  the  Beids,  Ihould,  for  any  confiderable 
time,  apply  to  his  own  ufe  any  perfon’s  property,  it  is  not  ap- 
proved.

SECT.  I. 

Of  the  forms  of  admimjlering  jufice. 

JF  a perfon  brings  a complaint  before  a magiftrate  in  the  name 
of  another,  the  magiftrate  (hall  make  a thorough  invefti- 
gation  of  the  affair ; otherwife  he  fhall  by  no  means  of  himfelf 
fend  for  the  complainant*  and  caufe  him  to  bring  on  his  com- 
plaint. 
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If  any  perfon  goes  to  an  arbitrator  of  difcernment,  for  the 
purpofe  of  diftinguifhing  the  nature  of  his  own  caufe,  the  arbi- 
trator alfo  may  make  fuch  inveftigation. 

When  an  arbitrator  of  difcernment  hears  any  affair  he  (hall 
firft  demand  of  the  plaintiff,  “ What  is  your  claim  ?”  The 
plaintiff  (hall  then  relate  his  claim  : afterwards  he  (hall  demand 
of  the  defendant,  “ What  amfwer  do  you  return  in  this  caVer” 
The  defendant  alfo  fliall  then  repeat  his  anfwer,  upon  thus  ha- 
ving heard  the  accounts  of  both  plaintiff  and  defendant.  He 
who  thoroughly  inveftigates  the  nature  of  the  affair  is  called  an 
arbitrator  of  difcernment,  and  fuch  an  arbitrator  as  this  fliall 
he  chofen. 

A Magistrate,  at  the  time  of  examination,  fliall  have 
near  him  a man  of  knowledge  and  difcernment,  and  officers 
tried  by  his  own  experience,  and  a learned  Braminy  and  fliall 
then  examine  the  cafes  of  the  plaintiff:'  and  defendant. 

If  a magiftrate,  for  any  particular  reafon,  cannot  himfelf  exr 
amine  a caufe,  he  fliall  delegate  a learned  Bramin,  as  examiner; 
if  there  is  no  learned  Bramin,  he  (hall  delegate  a learned 
Cbehteree ; if  there  is  no  learned  Chebteree,  he  fliall  delegate  an 
intelligent  Bice  as  examiner  ; if  there  is  no  intelligent  Bicey  he 
lhall  delegate  an  unlearned  Bramin  as  examiner  ; he  fhafl  never 
delegate  a Sooder  as  examiner  upon  the  Sheertee  of  the  Shafter y 
or  Beids  of  the  Shajler  ; whoever,  fetting  aflde  a Bramin,  con- 
ffitutes  a Sooder  arbitrator,  in  any  affair  of  the  Shafter,  the  poff- 
feffions  and  property  of  fuch  a man  are  ruined  and  diflipated: 
if  a Sooder  examines  any  affairs  of  the  Sheeriee  of  the  Shafter , 
he  fliall  pay  a fine  to  the  magiftrate  of  two  thpufand  puns  of 
cowries. 

If  a learned  man  is  prefent  when  an  affair  is  examined  before 
a magiftrate,  although  the  nragiftrate  lliouid  not  delegate  him  as 
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examiner,  yet  he  has  the  liberty  of  uttering  his  fcntiments  to 
the  cafe  in  point. 

Whoever  confiders  in  the  fame  light  his  friends  and  his 
enemies,  and  is  knowing  in  the  Beids  of  the  ShaJIer,  and  in  the 
Sheertee  of  the  ShaJIer , and  is  a man  of  honour,  and  a fpeaker 
of  truth,  to  filch  learned  Bramins  as  thefe  the  magiftrale  (hall 
give  money,  and  every  token  of  refpeft  and  confideration  in 
the  judgment-feat,  to  have  them  near  him  ; but  he  fhall  not 
retain  fewer  than  ten  of  fuch  Bramins. 

The  magiftrate,  having  employed  the  firft  four  ghurries  of 
the  day  in  bathing  and  praying,  and  having  paid  due  adorations 
to  his  deity,  fhall  fit  upon  the  judgment-feat,  to  fettle  affairs, 
the  fpace  of  one  and  a half  panfs  ; at  this  rate,  the  bench  will 
break  up  after  the  fecond  paufs  of  the  day. 

If  an  affair  is  not  properly  examined,  or  is  decided  unjuffly, 
the  fault  is  divided  into  four  {hares,  and  falls  upon  four  parties, 
one  fhare  upon  the  plaintiff  or  defendant,  whichever  of  them 
was  the  caufe  of  the  improper  examination  or  decifion  ; and 
one  fhare  falls  upon  the  learned  Bramins  who  partook  of  the 
improper  examination  -or  decifion  ; and  one  fhare  to  the  witnefs 
who  gave  in  falfe  evidence  : if  the  examination  is  proper,  the 
good  refult  of  it  is,  that  whatever  part  of  the  fault  belongs  to 
the  magiftrate,  and  to  the  reft  of  thofe  who  were  prefcnt  upon 
the  bench,  and  partook  of  the  examination,  all  this  fault  goes 
to  the  perfon  who  made  a futile  and  groundlefs  complaint. 

If  feveral  perfons,  at  the  fame  time,  make  a complaint  to  a 
magiftrate,  or  arbitrator,  then  the  magiftrate,  or  arbitrator,  at 
the  time  of  invefiigation,  fhall  firft  examine  the  caufe  of  him 
who  has  fuffered  the  moft  detriments ; if  the  caufes  of  all  the 
complainants  are  equal,  he  fhall  then  examine  the  affair  of  him 
who  is  of  the  moft  honourable  tribe  ; if  all  the  complainants 
are  of  equal  tribes,  and  their  caufes  aifo  of  equal  confequence, 
then  the  i'uit  of  him  who  firft  complained  fhall  be  firft  exa- 
mined. N 
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At  the  time  that  the  plaintiff  and  defendant  arc  prefcnt  be- 
foie  the  magiftrate,  or  arbitrator,  then  that  magiftrate,  or  arbi- 
trator, {hall  take  a man  of  refponfibility  and  property  as  bail  or 
fecurity  for  fuch  plaintiff  or  defendant ; if  either  the  plaintiff 
or  defendant  are  unable  to  give  fuch  fecurity,  a peiaduc,  or  guard, 
fhall  be  appointed  for  both  of  them,  and,  in  the  evening,  the 
plaintiff  and  defendant  fhall  give  to  that  peiaddc,  cowries  fuffi- 
cient  for  the  day’s  fubfiftence. 

SECT.  II. 

Of  appointing  a vakeel  ( or  attorney  J. 

IF  the  plaintiff  or  defendant  have  any  excufe  for  not  attends 
ing  the  court,  or  for  not  pleading  their  own  caufe,  or,  on  any 
other  account,  excufe  themfelves,  they  fhall,  at  their  own  op- 
tion, appoint  a perfon  as  their  vakeel ; if  the  vakeel  gains  the 
fuit,  his  principal  alfo  gains;  if  the  vakeel  is  caff,  his  principal 
is  caff  alfo. 

In  a caufe  where  the  accufation  is  for  murder,  for  a robbery, 
for  adultery,  for  eating  prohibited  food,  for  falfe  abufe,  for 
thrufting  a finger  into  the  pudendum  of  an  unmarried  virgin, 
for  falfe  witnefs,  or  for  deftroying  any  thing,  the  property  of  a 
magiftrate,  a vakeel  muft  not  be  appointed  to  plead  and  anfwer 
in  fuch  cafes ; the  principals  fhall  plead  and  anfwer  in  perfon  ; 
but  a woman,  a minor,  an  ideot,  and  he  who  cannot  diftin- 
guifh  between  good  and  evil  for  himfelf,  may,  even  in  fuch 
caufes  as  thefe,  conftitute  a vakeel. 

Except  the  brother,  father  and  fon  of  the  plaintiff  and  de- 
fendant, if  any  other  perfon,  at  the  time  of  trial,  fhould  abet, 
and  fpeak  for  either  party,  the  magiftrate  fhall  exact  a fine 
from  him  : if  a brother,  a father,  a fon  or  a vakeel , fhould  af- 
fift,  and  fpeak  for  either  party,  it  is  allowed.

SECT.  III. 

Of  not  apprehending  an  accufed  party. 

1 F a perfon  is  employed  in  celebrating  a marriage,  at  that 
time,  neither  a creditor,  nor  any  other  perfon  for  his  own  con- 
cerns, ihall  apprehend  and  leize  him  ; if  the  creditor,  or  any 
other  perfon,  fhould  make  complaint  againft  him  before  a ma- 
giftrate,  the  magiftrate  alfo,  during  the  term  of  the  marriage 
feftivals,  fhall  not  have  power  to  feize  him. 

I1-'  a perfon  is  in  a fit  of  ficknefs,  until  his  recovery,  neither 
his  creditor,  nor  any  other  perfon  for  his  own  concerns,  fhall 
have  power  to  apprehend  and  feize  him  : if  the  creditor,  or  any 
other  perfon,  during  fuch  licknefs,  makes  complaint  in  his 
name,  the  magiilrate  alfo,  during  his  diforder,  fhall  not  appre- 
hend him. 

If  a man  is  employed  in  the  Jaggy  the  Poojeh,  the  Dan,  or 
any  fuch  religious  duties,  until  he  finds  refpite  from  thole  offi- 
ces, neither  his  creditor,  nor  any  other  perfon  upon  his  own 
concerns,  fhall  have  power  to  apprehend  and  feize  him  ; if  a 
complaint  is  lodged  againft  him  before  a magiftrate,  the  magi- 
ftrate  alfo  fhall  not  apprehend  him  during  that  period. 

If  any  perfon  is  appointed  vakeel  to  plead  or  anfwer  in  any 
fuit,  until  he  is  releafed  from  fuch  appointment,  neither  his  cre- 
ditor, nor  any  other  perfon  for  his  own  concerns,  may  have 
power  to  apprehend  and  detain  him ; if  a complaint  is  lodged 
againft  him  before  a magiftrate,  the  magiftrate  alfo  fliaii  not 
apprehend  him. 

If  any  perfon  is  employed,  in  the  magiftrate’s  prefence,  upon 
fuch  magiltrate’s  affairs,  until  he  is  releafed  from  the  magiftrate’s 
bufmefs,  neither  his  creditor,  nor  any  other  perfon  for  his  own 
concerns,  fhall  have  power  to  apprehend  or  feize  him  ; if  a 
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complaint  is  lodged  againff  him  before  a magiftrate,  that  ma- 
giftrate  alfo  fhall  not  apprehend  him. 

1^  any  perfon  is  employed  in  feeding  his  kine,  or  buffaloes, 
or  goats,  or  fheep,  or  fnch  kind  of  domeftic  animals,  until  he 
is  at  'eifure  from  fuch  occupation,  neither  his  creditor  nor  any 
other  perfon  for  his  own  concerns,  (hall  have  power  to  appre- 
hend and  detain  him ; if  the  creditor,  or  any  other  perfon, 
lodges  a complaint  againff  him,  the  magiftrate  alfo,  during  that 
period,  muff:  not  apprehend  him. 

If  any  perfon  is  employed  in  watching  his  tillage,  until  he 
returns  from  thence,  neither  his  creditor,  ncr  any  other  perfon 
for  his  own  concerns,  may  have  power  to  apprehend  and  detain 
him  ; if  a complaint  is  preferred  againff  him  before  a magiftrate, 
the  magiftrate  alfo  fhall  not  apprehend  him  during  that  period. 

If  any  perfon  is  employed  as  a painter,  a carpenter,  a build- 
er, or  in  other  works  of  this  kind,  until  he  is  at  leifure 
from  fuch  bufinefs,  neither  his  creditor,  nor  any  other  perfon 
for  his  own  concerns,  fhall  have  power  to  apprehend  and  de- 
tain him ; if  a complaint  is  preferred  againff  him  before  a ma- 
giftrate, the  magiftrate  alfo,  during  that  period,  fhall  not  ap- 
prehend him. 

If  any  perfon  is  engaged  in  war,  until  the  war  is  determin- 
ed, neither  a creditor,  nor  any  other  perfon  for  his  own  con- 
perns,  fhall  at  that  time  apprehend  and  detain  him;  if  his  cre- 
ditor, or  any  other  perfon,  during  that  period,  prefers  a com- 
plaint againff  him  before  a magiftrate,  the  magiftrate  alfo  fliall 
not  apprehend  him. 

If  any  perfon  is  employed  as  a meffengcr,  until  he  returns, 
neither  his  creditor,  nor  any  other  perfon  for  his  own  concerns, 
may  have  power  to  apprehend  and  detain  him  ; if  a complaint 
is  preferred  againff  him  before  a magiftrate,  the  magiftrate  alfo, 
until  he  returns  from  the  execution  of  his  meffage,  may  not  ap- 
prehend him. 
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If  a perfon  is  a minor,  his  creditor  may  not  apprehend  him  ; 
and,  if  the  creditor  makes  complaint  againft  him  before  a ma- 
giftrate, the  magiftrate  alfo  fhall  not  have  power  to  apprehend 
him. 

If  a feafon  of  fcarcity  or  calamity  fhould  happen  to  any  king- 
dom or  town,  until  the  calamity  is  ceafed  in  that  kingdom  or* 
town,  a perfon  for  his  own  concerns  fhall  not  have  power  to 
apprehend  and  detain  another  ; if  a perfon  on  his  own  concerns 
makes  complaint  before  a magiftrate,  the  magiftrate  alfo  may 
not  apprehend  a perfon  during  that  period. 

If  any  perfon,  having  a claim  on  another,  hath  preferred  his 
complaint,  the  perfon  fued  muft  anfwer  the  fuit,  and  fettle  the 
claim,  before  he  can  commence  a fuit  againft  the  other;  if  he 
makes  a complaint,  the  magiftrate  fhall  exa<ft  a fine  from  him, 
but  his  fuit  fnall  not  drop. 

If  any  perfon  has  made  a complaint  againft  another,  as  that, 
**  Such  a perfon  has  traduced  my  character,  or  has  threatened 
« me,”  in  that  cafe,  if  the  complainant  had  firft  traduced,  or 
threatened  the  other,  the  latter,  without  anfwering  the  fuit 
brought  againft  him,  may  prefer  a complaint  againft  the  other 
for  abufe,  or  for  threats. 

If  any  perfon  hath  firft  abufed  another,  or  threatened  him, 
after  that,  if  the  fecond  fhould  abufe  or  threaten  the  firft,  he  is 
not  amenable;  but  he,  who  firft  abufed  or  threatened  the  other, 
fhall  be  fined  by  the  magiftrate. 

If  a perfon,  to  procure  a man’s  death,  fhould  fet  his  houfe 
on  fire,  or  caufe  him  to  take  poifon,  or  endeavour  to  aflaflinate 
him,  or  fhould  feize  his  wife,  and  carry  her  away  with  him,  or 
plunder  and  take  away  all  his  effects  and  grain,  if  the  other 
fhould  deprive  fuch  a man  of  life,  he  is  not  amenable : if  a 
Bramin  fhould  commit  fuch  crimes  as  thefe  above  mentioned, 
his  life  {hall  not  be  taken  away ; but  if  fuch  a Bramin  fhould 
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come  with  intent  to  murder  another,  and  that  perfon  has  no 
means  of  efcaping,  and  cannot  fave  his  own  life  but  by  the 
death  of  the  Bramin,  in  that  cafe,  if  he  Ihould  even  kill  the 
Bramin , the  magiftrate  (hall  not  take  a fine  from  him  ; alfo,  if 
a cow  Ihould  attempt  to  kill  any  perfon,  and  there  is  no  way 
of  efcaping,  that  perfon  may  kill  the  cow  for  the  prefervation 
of  his  own  life,  and  in  this  cafe  he  (hall  not  be  amenable. 

If  two  perfons  mutually  abufe  each  other,  or  give  blows  to 
each  other,  and  the  abufe  and  threats  are  equal  on  both  (Ides, 
the  magiftrate  (hall  exadf  from  each  of  them  an  equal  fine. 

If  any  perfon  firft  abufes  another,  or  gives  him  blows,  and 
afterwards  the  other  returns  him  more  abufe,  and  a greater 
number  of  blows,  the  magiftrate  (hall  exaft  a fine  from  both  of 
them ; but  he  who  firft  proceeded  to  violence  (hall  pay  the 
largeft  fine..

SECT.  IV. 

Of  giving  immediate  anfwer  to  a complaint. 

IF  a perfon  brings  a fuit  againft  another  for  the  murder  of  a 
man,  in  that  cafe  the  accufed,  at  the  time  of  appearing  before 
a magiftrate,  fliall  immediately,  upon  the  fpot,  give  his  anfwer 
to  this  affair;  he  may  not  be  allowed  any  time  in  giving  his 
anfwer. 

If  any  perfon  is  apprehended  on  account  of  a robbery,  that 
perfon,  at  the  time  of  appearing  before  a magiftrate  or  arbitra- 
tor, (hall  give  immediate  anfwer  to  this  affair,  and  (hall  not  be 
allowed  any  delay  in  (peaking. 

If  any  perfon  accufes  another  for  falfe  and  fcandalous  abufe, 
the  accufed,  when  he  comes  before  a magiftrate  or  arbitrator, 
(hall  immediately  give  his  anfwer,  and  not  be  guilty  of  any 
delay. 
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If  any  perfon  is  apprehended  upon  an  affair  concerning  a 
cow  that  produces  milk,  lie  fliall  not  be  allowed  any  procrafti- 
nution  in  his  anfwer,  but  fliall  fpeak  his  defence  immediately. 

On  an  accufation  for  drinking  wine,  a man  muff  not  make 
any  delay  in  giving  his  anfwer,  he  (hall  anfwer  immediately  to 
fuch  an  affair. 

If  a man  is  apprehended,  on  a complaint,  for  criminal  con- 
verfation  with  any  of  his  father’s  wives,  exclufive  of  her  who 
bore  him,  in  fuch  a cafe  he  (hall  not  make  delay  in  returning 
his  anfwer,  but  fliall  immediately  anfwer  to  the  point. 

If  any  perfon  makes  complaint  againft  another,  that  “ Such 
“ a perfon  has  deftroyed  fome  very  valuable  goods  of  mine,”  in 
fuch  art  affair  the  accufed  fliall  not  make  any  procraftination  in 
his  anfwer  ; he  fliall  anfwer  immediately  to  the  point. 

If  any  perfon  has  called  a modeft  woman  unchafle,  and  the 
•woman  or  her  hufband  (hould  make  complaint  to  a magiftrate, 
whenever  the  perfon  accufed  appears  before  the  magiftrate  or 
arbitrator,  he  fliall,  upon  the  fpot,  anfwer  to  the  complaint, 
^nd  make  no  delay. 

If  two  perfons  quarrel  for  poffeftion  of  a (lave  girl,  and  both 
of  them  thould  feparately  affert  the  girl  to  be  their  own  proper- 
ty, and  one  of  them  makes  complaint  againft  the  other  before 
a magiftrate,  that  perfon  fliall  directly  give  liis  anfwer,  and  fliall 
make  no  delay. 

In  all  other  caufes,  except  fuch  as  have  been  before  mention- 
ed, the  defendant  may  require  fome  delay,  to  give  in  his  an- 
fwer; but  the  accufer  fliall  in  no  caufe  make  any  delay  in  liis 
pleading. 

If  either  the  plaintiff  or  defendant,  being  terrified,  are  una- 
ble to  give  immediate  anfwer,  then,  according  to  the  nature  of 

the 
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the  affair,  a time  fliall  be  appointed  them  for  giving  in  their 
anfwer;  if  at  the  time  appointed  they  are  unable,  either  by 
fome  calamity  of  the  feafon,  fome  innovation  of  the  magiftrate, 
to  give  their  anfwer,  they  are  not  blameable  ; but  they  Hull  be 
held  to  prove  fuch  calamity  of  the  feafon,  or  innovation  of  the 
magiftrate;  if  they  cannot  produce  this  proof,  they  (hall  incur 
blame ; and  on  the  time  appointed,  if  they,  with  any  fraudu- 
lent intent,  do  not  give  in  their  anfwer,  the  magiftrate  {hall 
make  them  amenable,  and  they  fliall  be  caft  in  that  caufe. 


SECT.  V. 

Of  plea  and  anfwer. 


WHEN  the  plaintiff  and  defendant  come  before  the  ma- 
giftrate or  arbitrator,  the  plaintiff  at  that  time  ihall  give  an 
account  of  the  circumftances  of  his  plea,  in  fuch  a manner,  _ 
that  the  words  be  few  and  the  meaning  extenfive,  and  that  no  /jJ. 

doubt  of  the  fenfe  of  his  fpeech  may  arife  in  the  minds  of  any  (re 
of  the  audience,  and  that  the  firft  and  laft  parts  of  his  plea  be  duces  t 
well  connected  and  confiftent,  and  the  caufe  of  the  difpute  fliall  a . , 
be  therein  explained,  and  the  reafon  why  the  defendant  fliould 
be  caft ; in  the  fame  manner  alfo  the  defendant,  after  conclu-,  ^ 


lion  of  the  plaintiff’s  plea,  fhall  return  his  anfwer. 


If  the  plaintiff  gives,  in  writing,  to  the  magiftrate  or  arbi- 
trator, a ftatement  of  his  cafe,  he  fliall  write  that  ftatement 
alfo  in  the  fame  manner  that  hath  been  above  directed  ; and 
the  defendant  alfo  fhall  write  his  anfwer  after  the  fame  mode. 


> TV f 
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If  the  plaintiff  hath  delivered  in  a written  ftatement  of  his 
fuit,  until  the  defendant  gives  in  his  written  anfwer,  the  plain- 
tiff may  take  back  his  reprefentation,  to  alter  what  may  be  too 
foil,  or  too  concife,  in  fome  places,  and  give  in  a frefli  corredl- 
ed  writing;  but,  if  the  defendant  hath  delivered  in  his  v itren 
anfwer,  the  plaintiff  may  not  correct  and  rewrite  what  may  be 
too  copious,  or  to*  contracted,  of  his  original  plea. 

N 2 
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W hen  the  plaintiff,  or  defendant,  writes  his  plea  or  anfwer, 
it  fhall  be  written  with  his  own  hand;  if  he  is  unable  to  write, 
he  fhall  caufe  it  to  be  written  by  another  : if  the  plaintiff  or  de- 
fendant fhould  give  one  explanation  of  his  cafe,  and  the  copyift 
fhould  ftate  it  another  way,  that  copyift  fhall  receive  the  fame 
punilhment  as  a robber. 

In  a caufe  concerning  property,  if  the  plaintiff  or  defendant 
fhould  be  guilty  of  a miftake  or  two  in  the  courfe  of  his  plead- 
ing, he  fhall  not,  upon  that  account,  lofe  his  luit,  but  the  ma- 
giftrate  fhall  fine  him. 

If  a perfon  complains  againft  another,  that  “ Such  a perfon 
“ has  kicked  me  on  the  head,”  and  it  fhould  afterwards  appear 
that  he  has  not  kicked  him  on  the  head,  but  has  ftruck  him 
with  his  fifr,  that  perfon  is  condemned  in  that  fuit,  and  he  fhall 
become  amenable  to  the  magiftrate. 

When  the  plaintiff  urges  his  plea,  the  defendant  muft  an- 
fwer regularly,  according  to  the  plea,  and  not  deviate  from  the 
immediate  fubje£t  of  the  fuit. 

After  fuit  begun  by  the  plaintiff,  if  the  defendant  fhould 
abfeond,  after  an  abfence  of  one  month  and  an  half,  he  fhall  be 

caft. 

After  fuit  begun  by  the  plaintiff,  if  the  defendant  delays 
to  anfwer  beyond  feven  days,  he  fit  all  be  call  ; if  an  appointed 
day  for  anfwer  be  given  him,  and  he  does  not  give  his  anfwer 
in  the  time  of  that  appointment,  he  fhall  be  caft. 

If  the  plaintiff  urges  his  plea,  and  the  defendant  denies  it, 
in  that  cafe,  when  the  plaintiff,  by  producing  witneffes,  can 
prove  his  fuit,  the  defendant  fhall  be  caft. 


SECT. 
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SECT.  VI. 

Of  tivo  forts  of  a nfiver,  proper  and  improper. 


THAT  is  a proper  anfwer,  when,  after  ftatement  of  the  _-/-7  /p . 
plaintiff’s  plea,  upon  the  defendant’s  giving  in  his  anfwer,  he  ^ -^t, 

weighs  his  words  with  fuch  nicety,  that  rhey  comprehend  the 
whole  of  his  meaning,  and  no  doubt  arifes  in  the  audience  from 
his  pleading,  and  the  firft  and  laft  parts  of  his  1'peech  are  welLy(x£<-&^ 
connected  and  confiftent,  and  he  explains  himfelf  in  fo  clear  1 v 

and  perfpicuous  a manner,  that  every  perlon  underltands  him/  " 

— This  is  called  a proper  anfwer.  ^ 


That  is  an  improper  anfwer,  which  does  not  regularly  take 
up  the  affertions  of  the  plea;  as,  for  inftance,  when  the  plain- 
tiff' gives  a full  and  copious  ftatement  of  his  cafe,  and  the  de- 
fendant makes  a contracted,  defective  anfwer,  or  when  the 
plaintiff’s  plea  is  concife,  and  the  defendant’s  anfwer  prolix  ; 
when  there  is  a difference  and  inconfiffency  between  the  firfl; 
and  laft  parts  of  the  anfwer,  and  when  it  is  confufed  and  varied, 
fo  as  not  to  be  intelligible. This  is  called  an  improper  an- 

fwer. 


The  two  modes  of  anfwer,  that  have  been  explained  above, 
are  compofed  of  four  diftinCtions,  viz. 

Firfl.  M.ut-hooter. 

Second  Shuniperteeputt. 

Third.  Pertubbifh  Gunden. 

Fourth.  Perranek  Neeuy. 

Firfl.  Mut-hooter , that  is,  an  anfwer  denying  the  plea. 
Miit-hooier  has  four  diftinctions. 

i \Jl.  When  the  plaintiff  brings  in  a regular  bill,  and  the 
defendant  fays,  “ Your  plea  is  falfe.” 

2 d. 
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id.  When  the  plaintiff  brings  in  a regular  bill,  and  the  de- 
fendant fays,  “ I know  nothing  of  the  matter.” 

3 d.  When  the  plaintiff  brings  in  his  fuit,  as,  “ In  fuch 
“ a year  I depofited  fuch  goods  in  your  hands,  or  lent  you  fuch 
“ a fum,”  the  defendant  anfwer*,  “ In  that  year  I was  not  yet 
“ born.” 

4 th.  When  the  plaintiff  brings  in  a regular  fuit,  that. 

In  fuch  a year,  in  fuch  a place,  I depofited  certain  goods  in 
“ your  hands,  or  lent  you  a fum  of  money,”  the  defendant 
“ anfwers,  that,  “ In  the  year  fpecified,  I never  was  at  the 
« place  you  mention upon  anfwer  being  given  in  thcfe  four 
methods,  the  proof  of  the  plea  refts  with  the  plaintiff. 

Second.  Shumpcrtee-putt  is,  when  a man  producing  claim 
upon  another,  the  perfon  anfwers,  “ I confefs  that  the  fubje<ft 
“ of  your  claim  is  in  my  poffefiion,”  in  this  cafe,  there  is  no 
need  of  writing  or  witneffes. 

Third.  PertuhbiJ}}  Gutiden  is,  when  a man  producing  a claim 
upon  another,  the  perfon  anfwers,  “ I acknowledge  the  juftice 
“ of  your  claim,”  but,  at  the  lame  time,  if  he  has  it  not  in 
his  power  to  make  good  the  fubjeft  of  the  claim,  he  fiiould  fo 
exprefs  himfelf.  Pertubbijh  Gunden  alfo  admits  of  three  di- 
ftindtions : as, 

j Jl.  When  a man  produces  a claim  againft  another,  faying, 
that  “ You  owe  me  a debt  of  one  hundred  rupees,”  the  perfon 
anfwers,  “ I confefs  to  have  borrowed  one  hundred  rupees  of 
u you,  but  I have  repaid  them,”  in  fuch  cafe,  the  proof  of  the 
affair  refts  with  the  claimant. 

2 d.  When  one  man  fays,  “ Such  a piece  of  ground  belongs 
« to  me  by  inheritance  from  my  father  and  anceftors,”  and  an- 
other perfon  alfo  affirms  of  the  fame  piece  of  ground,  that  “ It 
« belongs  to  me  by  inheritance  from  my  father  and  anceftors,” 
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in  this  cafe,  the  proof  of  the  affair  refts  with  the  firft  claimant) 
and,  if  he  is  unable  to  produce  proofs,  the  fecond  claimant  fliall 
then  afcertain  and  prove  his  title  to  the  ground  in  queftion. 

3</,  When  two  perfons  lay  claim  to  the  fame  parcel  of  land, 
cue  faying,  “ This  ground  belongs  to  me  by  inheritance  front 
“ my  father  and  anceftors,”  the  other  replying,  “ I have  ap- 

plied  to  my  own  ufe  this  piece  of  ground  for  the  fpace  of 
«<  ten  years,  and  of  right  it  belongs  to  me,”  in  this  fuit  the 
former  claimant  is  held  to  prove  the  inheritance  derived  from 
his  father  and  anceftors ; if  he  can  prove  this  point,  then  the 
caufe  muft  be  referred  to  the  chapter  of  the  Daye  Bhag  for  con- 
fidering  the  time  of  the  ufufruct,  which  is  explained  in  the 
fection  of  acquiring  a property  in  the  poffeflions  of  another. 

4 th,  Perrhnek  Needy  is,  when  a man,  upon  lofing  his  caufe 
before  a magiftrate  or  arbitrator,  fays,  that  “ My  opponent,  in 
“ this  affair,  was  formerly  caft  upon  a trial  before  i'uch  an  ar- 
« bitrator,  and  I gained  my  fuit,”  in  fuch  cafe  he  who  affirms 
to  have  had  a verditft  in  his  favour,  upon  the  inveftigation  of  a 
former  arbitrator,  fliall  be  held  to  produce  proofs  of  that  cir- 
cumftance. 

If  a man  brings  a fuit  againft  another,  faying,  “ I lent  you 
<*  one  hundred  rupees,”  and  the  defendant  anfwers,  “ I never 
“ received  one  hundred  rupees,  I received  fifty  rupees,  and 
“ have  repaid  them,”  in  this  cafe  the  arbitrators  fliall  firft  in- 
veftigate  the  repayment,  and  afterwards  make  inquiry,  whether 
the  fum  lent  was  really  one  hundred,  or  fifty  rupees. 

If  a man  brings  a fuit  againft  another,  faying,  “ You  owe 
“ me  a debt  of  one  hundred  rupees,”  if  the  defendant  anfwers, 
“ I never  received  one  hundred  rupees,  I received  twenty-five 
“ rupees,  and  have  repaid  them,”  in  this  cafe  the  arbitra- 
tors fliall  firft  inveftigate,  whether  the  original  debt  was  really 
one  hundred,  or  twenty-five  rupees,  and  afterwards  fhall  make 
inquiry  as  to  the  repayment ; and  in  all  cafes,  where  the  plain- 
tiff:' makes  a large  demand,  of  which  the  defendant  acknow- 
ledges 
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ledges  a part  only,  lefs  than  half  the  fum  claimed,  inquiry  fhall 
be  conducted  upon  this  principle  here  explained. 

A plaintiff  lays  his  claim  for  one  hundred  rupees  lent, 
the  defendant  anfwers,  “ I never  borrowed  from  you  any  part 
“ of  it,”  but  at  the  fame  time  the  plaintiff  hath  in  his  hand  a 
bond  for  one  hundred  rupees,  and  it  therein  appears  that  the 
defendant  had  repaid  fifty  rupees,  and  there  are  witneffes  to 
this  circumftance,  in  fuch  a cafe,  the  arbitrator  (hall  firft  in- 
veftigate  the  bond,  and  then  examine  the  witneffes. 

If  a man  brings  a regular  fuit  againft  another,  and  that  per- 
fon  abfolutely  denies  the  claim,  in  that  cafe,  the  plaintiff  fhall 
be  held  to  prove  his  claim  ; if  the  plaintiff  has  neither  writing 
nor  witneffes  for  his  proof,  the  defendant  (hail  perform  the 
Purrikeh , (that  is,  an  ordeal),  to  fatisfy  the  other. 

Ip  a man  brings  a fuit  againft  another,  who  anfwers,  “ I am 
(t  in  doubt  about  this  affair,”  fuch  plea  is  not  to  be  admitted 
as  an  anfwer;  in  that  cafe,  the  plaintiff  fhall  prove  his  claim 
by  a deed,  by  witneffes,  or  by  ufufruft  on  the  part  of  the  de- 
fendant ; if  he  fails  in  thefe  three  modes,  he  fhall  take  his  oath^ 
or  perform  the  Purrikeh  : in  every  affair,  where  a deed,  wit- 
neffes,  or  proof  of  ufufrudl  cannot  be  produced,  an  oath  muff 
be  taken,  or  the  Purrikeh  performed. 

If  a man  brings  a fuit  againft  another,  faying,  “ I have  lent 

you  feveral  different  articles,”  and  the  perfon  anfwers,  “ I 
“ never  received  one  of  the  articles  you  mention,”  in  that  cafe, 
if  the  plaintiff  proves  any  one  of  all  the  articles  claimed,  to  be 
in  the  defendant’s  poffeftion,  the  magiftrate  fhall  caufe  the  whole 
fo  claimed  to  be  reftored : in  this  affair,  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the 
magiftrate;  if  the  plaintiff,  having  made  his  claim  for  feveral 
things,  fhould  add  afterwards,  that,  “ Another  article  is  ft  ill 
in  your  poffeflion,  which,  by  miftake,  I formerly  omitted  to 
“ mention  in  my  fuit;”  fuch  a claim  is  not  approved;  accord- 
ing to  the  ordinations  of  Sewarteh  Bchiucharige,  and  this  ordi- 
nation is  approved  (or  cuftomary). 
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If  a man  brings  a fait  againft  another,  faying,  f‘  I have  lent 
“ you  feveral  different  articles,”  and  that  perfon  anfwers,  “ I 
“ have  not  received  any  thing;  if  you  can  prove  my  receipt 
“ even  of  one  article,  I will  make  good  the  whole  of  your 
*'  claim,”  in  that  cafe,  if  the  perfon  can  prove  any  one  article, 
the  other  fhull  be  held  to  make  good  the  whole ; according  to 
the  ordination  of  Jague  Logue , and  the  Pundits  of  Methilla. 

If  a man  hath  accufed  another  of  the  murder  of  a man,  or 
of  a robbery,  or  of  adulter)',  and  fhould  fay,  “ You  have  in  le- 
“ veral  places  been  guilty  of  thefe  crimes,”  and  the  defendant 
denies  the  accufation,  in  fuch  a cafe,  if  the  accufer  can  prove 
upon  the  other  the  commiflion  of  any  one  of  thefe  crimes,  it 
fhall  be  a proof  of  the  whole  complaint. 

If  a man  brings  a fuit  agair.ft  another,  faying,  “ I have  in- 
<c  trufted  feveral  articles,  (or)  I have  lent  a fum  of  money  to 
“ your  father,  or  uncle,  or  grandfather,”  which  he  demands 
fhould  be  returned,  and  the  other  denies  the  affair,  faying,  “ I 
“ know  not  the  lead:  of  this  matter,  prove  your  claim,  and  re- 
“ ceive  it,”  in  that  cafe,  whatever  article  the  plaintiff  can 
prove  he  fhall  receive,  and  whatever  he  cannot  prove  he  (hall 
not  receive. 

When  two  perfons  upon  a quarrel  refer  to  arbitrators,  thofe 
arbitrators,  at  the  time  of  examination,  fhall  obferve  both  the 
plaintiff  and  defendant  narrowly,  and  take  notice,  if  either,  and 
which  of  them,  when  he  is  fpeaking,  hath  his  voice  faulter  in 
his  throat,  or  his  colour  change,  or  his  forehead  fweat,  or  the 
hair  of  his  body  ftand  erect,  or  a trembling  come  over  his 
limbs,  or  his  eyes  water,  or  if,  during  the  trial,  he  cannot  ftand 
frill  in  his  place,  or  frequently  licks  and  moiftens  his  tongue, 
or  hath  his  face  grow  dry,  or,  in  fpeaking  to  one  point,  waters 
and  Ihuffles  off  to  another,  or,  if  any  perfon  puts  a queition  to 
him,  is  unable  to  return  an  anfwer;  from  the  circumitances  of 
fuch  commotions,  they  fhall  diftinguifh  the  guilty  party. 
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In- a fuit  where  one  of  the  parties,  be  it  either  plaintiff  oi* 
defendant,  produces  a writing,  which  the  other  doth  not  ap- 
prove or  allow,  the  poffeffor  of  that  writing  (hall  not  gain  his 
fuit,  until  he  can  confirm  it  by  proof.  The  mode  of  afeertain- 
ing  a writing  is  this,  that  he  fhall  produce  another  copy  of  the 
man’s  writing,  who,  with  his  own  hand,  drew  out  the  writing 
in  queftion,  and  fo  prove  its  authenticity.  v 

If  a man  brings  a fuit  againft  another,  and  can  by  any  means 
produce  proof  of  his  claim,  the  caufe  fhall  be  decreed  in  his 
favour. 

A writing  is  of  two  forts,  firft,  that  which  a man  writes 
with  his  own  hand  ; fecond,  that  which  he  procures  to  be  writ- 
ten by  another : of  thefe  two  forts,  that  which  is  writ- 
ten by  a man’s  own  hand,  even  without  witneffes,  is  approved; 
and  that  written  by  another,  if  void  of  witneffes,  is  not  ap- 
proved. 

When  a debtor,  having  caufed  his  bond  to  be  written  by 
another  perfon,  and,  having  procured  witneffes  to  it,  hath  bor- 
rowed money  upon  it,  after  that,  fuppofing  that  the  witnefs 
who  figned  his  name  upon  the  bond,  and  he  alfo,  by  whofe 
hand  the  bond  was  written,  are  both  dead,  and  the  debtor  and, 
creditor  alfo  are  dead,  and  a difpute  arifes  between  the  fons  of 
the  debtor  and  creditor  concerning  this  bond,  the  fon  of  the 
debtor  faying,  “ I know  nothing  of  this  bond,”  then,  if  the 
creditor,  or  fons  of  the  creditor,  at  the  time  when  the  bond  be- 
came due,  had  demanded  their  money  from  the  debtor,  in  the 
prefence  of  fome  other  perfons,  and  had  caufed  the  bond  to  be 
read  by  three  or  four  people,  and  can  prove  this  circumftance, 
the  bond  is  approved  ; but  if  any  article  had  been  pledged,  then, 
even  without  previous  demand  of  the  fum  due  by  the  bond,  be- 
fore other  perfons,  and  without  having  caufed  it  to  be  read,  the 
bond  is  approved. 

If  a lender  of  money  fays  to  a perfon,  “ A debt  due  to  me 
“ fs  outftanding  in  your  hands,”  and  that  perfon  denies  thet 

debt, 
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debt,  if  at  that  time  the  bond  is  not  in  the  lender’s  hands,  but 
ihould  be  in  fome  other  kingdom,  then,  until  he  brings  the 
bond  from  fuch  other  kingdom,  the  fuit  fhall  not  be  deter- 
mined. 

If  it  fhould  happen  that  a bond  in  a creditor’s  poffefiion 
fhould  be  burnt,  or  fome  of  the  letters  in  it  are  become  invifi- 
ble,  or  the  bond  be  ftolen  from  him,  or  by  any  means  be  fpoil- 
ed,  and,  upon  demand  of  the  fum  due,  the  debtor  fhould  re- 
fuie  payment,  in  that  cafe,  the  creditor  fhall  bring  any  perfon- 
who  had  formerly  feen  the  bond,  and  fhall  prove  the  bond  by 
his  evidence. 

If  a bond  in  a creditor’s  pofTefTion  fhould  chance  to  be  torn, 
or  the  letters  fhould  be  obliterated,  or  the  bond  by  any  means 
be  fpoiled,  the  creditor  fhall  caufe  the  debtor,  in  fuch  cafe,  to 
write  a frelh  obligation. 

If  a man  hath,  for  any  reafon,  executed  a bond,  in  the  name 
of  another  perfon,  and  borrowed  a fum  of  money  on  account  of 
it,  and  afterwards,  upon  the  creditor’s  demanding  payment  of 
the  man,  from  whom  he  received  the  bond,  that  perfon  Ihould 
anfwer,  ct  I never  borrowed  any  money  of  you,  if  I have  fo 
(C  borrowed,  produce  my  bond,”  the  creditor  fays,  “ You  bor- 
“ rowed  money  of  me  upon  a bond,  written  in  the  name  of 
“ another  perfon,”  which  other  perfon  fays,  “ I never  borrovv- 
“ ed  any  money  of  you,  but,  as  a ftriCt  intimacy  fubfifted  be- 
“ tween  the  borrower  and  me,  he  gave  the  bond  in  my  name, 
“ and  converted  the  money  to  his  own  ufe,”  on  a difpute  of 
this  nature,  the  arbitrator  fnall  firft  examine  the  connection 
that  fubfifted  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  bond  in  que- 
ftion,  between  the  borrower  of  the  money  and  him  in  whofe 
name  the  bond  was  pafled,  and  whether  or  no  they  are  near 
relations ; from  thefe  two  circumftances  he  fix  all  form  his  judg- 
ment, and  alfo  from  the  evidence  of  the  witnefs  who  originally 
attefted  the  bond. 

O 2 
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If  a perfon  poffeffes  the  title-deed  of  any  article,  and  another 
perfon,  by  intervention  of  his  own,  renders  that  deed  unap- 
proved, in  that  cafe  he  who  poffeffes  fuch  a writing  fhall  re- 
duce it  to  proof ; but  if  that  perfon  fhould  be  dead,  after  having 
applied  the  article  in  point  to  his  own  ufe,  the  fon  of  that  per- 
fon fit  all  not  be  held  to  prove  the  title-deed,  but  fhall  prove  his 
father’s  ufufrutt. 

If  a perfon,  poffeffing  the  title-deed  of  any  article,  fhould 
die,  without  having  applied  that  article  to  his  own  ufe,  in  that 
cafe  his  fon  fhall  be  held  to  prove  the  validity  of  the  title-deed. 

If  a lender  of  money  fhould  fay  to  a perfon,  You  owe  me 
tc  a fum  of  money,  I demand  payment,”  to  which  demand  that 
perlon  makes  no  reply,  after  that,  he  again  makes  the  fame  de- 
mand, and  in  like  manner  receives  no  kind  of  anfwer,  after  a 
repetition  of  fuch  demand  for  five  feveral  times,  if  that  perfon 
fhould  fay  to  the  claimant,  <e  I owe  you  nothing,’’  upon  fuch 
a fait  the  magiftrate  fhall  caufe  that  perfon  to  pay  the  claimant 
the  money  demanded. 

If  a plaintiff  prefers  a claim,  and  the  defendant  denies  it, 
then,  upon  proof  of  the  juftice  of  the  claim,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
caufe  the  money  in  difpute  to  be  paid  to  the  plaintiff,  and  fhall 
alfo  exa£t  a fine  from  the  defendant. 

If  a perfon,  who  hath  brought  a fuit  againft  another,  can 
afeertain  his  claim  by  the  evidence  of  witneffes,  by  a writing, 
by  proof  of  ufufru«Sf,  by  opinion  of  arbitrators,  by  the  Purrikeh , 
or  by  an  oath,  the  fuit  fhall  be  given  in  his  favour : if  he  can- 
not prove  it  by  any  of  thefe  means,  he  is  culpable,  even  if  he 
acknowledges  the  fault  he  has  committed,  he  fhall  ftill  be 
deemed  culpable. 
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SECT.  VII. 

Of  evidence. 

* 

WHOEVER  has  feen  a trar.fa&ion  with  his  own  eyes,  or  has 
heard  it  with  his  own  ears,  fuch  a perfon  is  a witnefs. 

When  a plaintiff" or  defendant  have  not  applied  to  a witnefs, 
who  is  confcious  of  any  tranfa&ion,  defiring  him  to  appear  as  a 
witnefs  in  their  caufe,  if  the  magiftrate  or  arbitrator  fummon 
fuch  a witnefs,  and  queftion  him  as  to  the  circumftances  of  the 
tranfaefion,  fuch  part  of  his  evidence  as  relates  to  what  he  has 
feen  with  his  own  eyes,  and  heard  with  his  own  ears,  is  ap- 
proved. 

When  a perfon,  being  witnefs  of  any  tranfaftion,  hath  ex- 
plained the  circumftances  of  that  tranfaftion  to  another  perfon, 
the  plaintiff’  or  defendant  may  conftitute  fuch  perfon  as  a witnefs, 
to  teftify  whatever  was  explained  to  him  by  the  other;  luclx 
perfon  is  called  a fecondary  witnefs;  and  the  evidence  delivered 
by  fuch  fecondary  witnefs  is  approved. 

In  a fuit  concerning  limits  and  boundaries,  whoever  is  ac- 
quainted with  the  true  ftate  of  thole  limits  and  boundaries, 
without  being  appointed  witnefs  in  the  caufe,  may  deliver  in  his 
evidence. 

If  a plaintiff  or  a defendant  fecretly  hides  a perfon  where  he 
may  overhear  the  difeourfe,  and  then  afks  a witnefs  the  true 
circumftances  of  the  cafe,  and  that  perfon  with  his  own  ears 
hears  the  relation  of  the  witnefs,  fuch  perfon  is  called  a hidden 
witnels,  and  the  evidence  of  a hidden  witnefs  is  true. 

He  who  is  a witnefs  fhall  keep  by  him  a written  ftatement 
of  every  tranfa&ion,  in  which  he  is  a witnefs,  that,  even  after 
a couliderab'e  fpace  of  time,  he  may  be  enabled  to  recollect  it. 
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A witness,  a borrower,  or  a principal  in  any  other  af-. 
fair,  fhall  write  with  his  own  hand  an  account  of  every  affair  fo 
concerning  him  ; if  he  does  not  know  how  to  write  himfelf,  he 
fhall  caufe  it  to  be  written  by  another. 

SECT.  VIII. 

Of  proper  and  improper  evidence. 

A MINOR  until  fifteen  years  of  age,  one  fingle  perfon,  a 
woman,  a man  of  bad  principles,  a father,  or  an  enemy,  may 
not  be  witneffes ; but  if  the  father  and  the  enemy  are  men  of 
good  difpofition,  and  fpeakers  of  truth,  and  men  are  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  goodnefs  of  their  difpofition  and  veracity, 
thefe  two  perfons  may  be  witneffes. 

He  who  regulates  his  attions  by  the  Bcids  and  Sheerut  of 
the  Shafer , three  fuch  men  fhall  be  appointed  evidences ; lefs 
than  this  number  fhall  not  be  made  witneffes;  and  this  order  is 
in  the  chapter  concerning  affairs  of  a long  fpace  of  time. 

Men  of  every  tribe  fhall  appoint  witneffes  from  their  own 
tribe,  as  a Bram'm  fhall  appoint  a Bramin , a Chehteree  fhall 
appoint  a Chehteree;  and  fo,  in  regard  to  each  tribe,  men  of 
the  fame  tribe  fhall  be  conftituted  witneffes;  a woman  alfo  fhall 
appoint  a woman  her  witnefs ; but  upon  the  time  of  any  tranf- 
aftion,  if  a perfon  of  the  fame  tribe  happens  not  to  be  prefcnt, 
a witnefs  fhall  be  appointed  from  thofe  upon  the  fpot,  to  what- 
ever tribe  they  may  chance  to  belong. 

If  the  plaintiff  or  defendant,  at  their  own  option,  appoint  a 
fingle  perfon  only,  known  to  be  a man  of  veracity  and  good  be- 
haviour, as  their  witnefs,  that  fingle  perfon  alfo  may  become  a 
witnefs ; alfo  a perfon  who  is  not  of  a good  difpofition,  yet  not 
fraudulently  inclined  nor  avaricious,  if  fuch  a perfon  be  agree- 
able to  both  plaintiff  and  defendant,  he  may,  though  fingle,  be 
a witnefs. 
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If  the  Serwutteree , or  Bramin: , learned  in  the  Beids,  give 
evidence,  nine  of  them  are  required ; if  there  are  not  nine, 
there  muft  be  feven;  if  there  are  not  feven  of  them,  there  mud 
be  five;  if  there  are  not  five  of  them,  there  muft  be  four;  if 
there  are  not  four  of  them,  there  muft  be  three ; if  there  are 
not  three  of  them,  two  fiiall  give  evidence ; a fingle  Bramin , 
learned  in  the  Beids,  cannot  be  a witnefs. 

/ 

A Bramin  Serwutterree , or  learned  in  the  Beids , a devotee 
become  very  infirm,  and  a Sinajfee,  lhall  not  be  witnefies;  but 
if  thefe  have  feen  a quarrel  between  two  perfons,  and  of  them- 
felves  deliver  in  evidence,  it  is  approved. 

He  who  hath  killed  a man,  or  who  is  guilty  of  theft,  ot 
adultery,  or  of  falfe  abufe,  or  who,  enticing  a man  to  himfelf, 
by  treachery  and  deceit,  deprives  him  of  life,  and  deftroys  his 
effects,  or  whoever  is  a juggler,  and  is  conftantlv  employed  in 
games  of  dice  and  chances,  or  whoever  is  a perpetual  wrangler* 
luch  perfons  lhall  not  be  witnefies. 

A slave  of  either  fex,  a blind  man,  a woman,  a minor  un- 
til fifteen  years  of  age,  an  old  man  of  eighty  years,  a man  af- 
flicted with  a leprofy,  one  guilty  of  murder,  of  theft,  of  adulte- 
ry,  or  of  falfe  abufe,  or  who,  enticing  a man  to  himfelf,  by 
treachery  or  deceit,  deprives  him  of  life,  and  deftroys  his  ef- 
fects, or  whoever  is  conftantly  employed  in  games  of  dice  and 
chances,  or  who  is  a perpetual  wrangler,  or  a juggler,  fuch  per- 
lens,  in  affairs  of  murder,  of  theft,  of  adultery,  and  of  falfe  a- 
bufe,  may  not  be  witnefies : in  thefe  four  cafes,  one  fingle  man 
of  veracity  and  good  conduct,  with  whofe  good  difpofition  and 
love  of  truth  men  are  well  acquainted,  may  alone  be  a witnefs. 

Supposing  a perfon  to  lend  another  money  fecretly,  or  fe- 
cretly  to  intruft  his  property  to  the  care  of  another,  in  fuch  af- 
fairs, one  fingle  perfon  is  a fufficient  witnefs. 
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SECT.  IX. 

Of  the  modes  of  examining  ivitnejfes. 

HE  who  means  to  queftion  a witnefs,  having  bathed  himfelf, 
Ihall  put  his  queffions  in  the  tenth  ghurrjse  of  the  day  ; the 
witnefs  a!fo,  having  bathed  himfelf,  and  turned  ins  face  towards 
the  eaftern  or  northern  quarter,  fliali  deliver  his  evidence  : the 
examiner  (hall  afk  the  vvitnels  (if  a Bramin J with  civility  and 
fpecb,  faying,  “ Explain  to  me  what  knowledge  you  have  of 
this  affair  and  to  a Chehteree  he  {hall  fay,  What  do  y<  u 
“ know  of  this  affair?  fpeak  the  tn  • , and  to  a Bice  he  {hall 
fay,  “ What  do  you  know  of  this  aff.  t ? ;f  you  give  falfe  evi- 
“ dence,  whatever  crime  there  is  in  ftealing  kine,  or  gold,  or 
tf  paddee , or  wheat,  or  gram,  or  barley,  or  rmuftard,  and  fuch 
f‘  kind  of  grain,  (hall  be  accounted  to  you  and  o a Boeder,  he 
fliali  fay,  “ What  do  you  know  of  this  affair  ? {peak ; if  your 
“ evidence  is  falfe,  whatever  crime  is  the  greateft  in  the  world, 
that  crime  fliali  be  accounted  to  you.” 

/ ' ) ! f 

/ He  who  means  to  take  ah  evidence  flvalh  fep^rately  explain 

the  religious  merit  of  faithful  feftimony,  and  the  horrid  nature 
lOa/of  the  crime  of  falfe  witnefs ; as  that  the  merit  of  a true  depo- 
„ fition  is  greater  than  the  merit  of  a thoufand  Afhummeed  Juggs : 

4 (An  Afhummeed  Jagg  is  when  a perfon,  haying  commenced  a 

j/ff  Jugg)  writes  various  articles  upon  a fcroll  of  paper,  on  a horfe’s 
neck,  and  difmifies  the  horfe,  fending  along  with  the  horfe  a 
ft ^ flout  and  valiant  perfon,  equipped  with  the  beft  neceflaries  and 
//accoutrements  to  accompany  the  horfe  d y and  night,  whither- 
foever  he  fliali  chufe  to  go;  and  if  any  creature,  either  man, 
genius,  or  dragon,  fliould  feize  the  horfe,  that  man  eppofes  fuch 
attempt,  and,  having  gained  the  vitftorv  upon  a battle,  again 
gives  the  horfe  his  freedom:  if  any  one  in  this  world,  or  in 
heaven,  or  beneath  the  earth,  would  feize  this  horfe,  and  the 
horfe  of  himfelf  comes  to  the  hotife  of  the  celebrator  of  the 
Juggy  upon  killing  that  horfe,  he  muft  throw  the  flefh  of  him 
upon  the  fire  of  the  Juk,  and  utter  the  prayers  of  his  deity ; 

i fuch 


fuch  a jugg  is  called  a Jugg  AJhummced , and  the  merit  of  it  as 
a religious  work  is  infinite).  And  the  crime  of  falfe  witnefs  is 
the  fame  as  if  a man  had  murdered  a Bramiti,  or  had  deprived 
a woman  of  life,  or  had  affalTinated  his  friend  ; or  of  one  who, 
in  return  for  good,  gives  evil ; or  who,  having  learned  a fcience 
or  profefiion,  gives  his  tutor  no  reward  ; or  of  a woman  who, 
having  neither  Ion,  nor  grandfon,  nor  grandfon’s  fon,  after  her 
hufband’s  death,  celebrates  not  the  Serhdeh  to  his  memory ; or 
of  a fon,  who  celebrates  not  the  Scrjdeh  for  his  father  and  mo- 
ther; or  of  him,  who,  having  received  a kindnefs,  is  always 
mentioning  the  faults  of  his  benefactor,  and  conceals  the  bene- 
fit received  ; or  of  him,  who  forfakes  any  one  of  the  four  Ifrum , 
or  modes  of  life  : (the  four  Ifrum  are  a Berbemcharry , a Sinaffee, 
a Bun  Per'ujl , and  a houfholder ; of  thefe  the  Berbemcharry, 
the  Sinaffee,  and  the  Ban  Per'ujl,  have  already  been  explained 
in  the  chapter  of  Daye  Bhag:  and  a houfholder  is  he  who  hath 
a wife,  a fon,  a brother,  and  grandfon;  or,  if  he  hath  not  thefe, 
who  neverthelefs  keeps  a houfe).  Whatever  crime  is  incurred 
in  fuch  aftions  as  above  mentioned,  the  fame  crime  is  incurred 
by  giving  falfe  witnefs. 

In  an  affair  concerning  kine,  if  any  perfon  gives  falfe  evi- 
dence, whatever  guilt  is  incurred  by  the  murder  of  ten  perfons, 
he  becomes  obnoxious  to  the  punilhment  due  to  fuch  a crime, 
befides  the  guilt  already  explained. 

In  an  affair  concerning  a horfe,  if  any  perfon  gives  falfe  evi- 
dence, his  guilt  is  as  great  as  the  guilt  of  murdering  one  hun- 
dred perfons. 

Besides  kine  and  horfes,  in  an  affair  concerning  any  other 
animal  that  hath  hair  upon  its  rail,  if  any  perfon  gives  falfe  evi- 
dence, whatever  guilt  is  incurred  by  the  murder  of  five  perfons, 
that  guilt  fhall  be  imputed  to  him. 

In  an  affair  concerning  a man,  if  any  perfon  gives  falfe  evi- 
dence, whatever  guilt  is  incurred  by  the  murder  of  one  thoufand 
perfons,  he  becomes  amenable  to  the  punilhment  of  fuch  guilt. 
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In  an  affair  concerning  gold,  if  any  perfon  gives  falfe  evi- 
dence, whatever  guilt  would  be  incurred  in  murdering  all  the 
men  who  have  been  born,  or  who  lhall  be  born  in  the  world, 
{ball  be  imputed  to  him. 

In  an  affair  concerning  land,  if  any  perfon  gives  falfe  evi- 
dence, whatever  guilt  would  be  incurred  by  the  murder  of  all 
living  creatures  in  the  world,  he  fhall  be  liable  to  the  punilh- 
meat  due  to  fuch  guilt. 

Wherever  feveral  perfons  are  witnefies  to  one  point,  the 
arbitrators,  at  the  time  of  examining  the  witneffes,  (hall  que- 
ftion  fuch  witneffes  in  a body  together,  and  fhall  not  examine 
them  feparately  •,  thefe  witneffes  alfo  {hall  all  deliver  in  their 
evidence,  at  once,  jointly. 

Wherever  feveral  perfons  are  witneffes  feparately,  and  to 
different  points,  the  arbitrators,  at  the  time  of  examining  the 
evidences,  fhall  not  queftion  any  one  of  thefe  witneffes  in  the 
prefence  of  the  reft ; the  witneffes  alfo  fhall  each  of  them  fe- 
parately give  their  own  evidence  out  of  hearing  of  the  reft. 

When  a witnefs  is  to  give  his  evidence,  he  fhall  teftify, 
without  having  any  fcruple  of  doubt  remaining  in  his  mind. 

When  a man  is  appointed  a witnefs,  if  he  will  not  give  his 
evidence,  whatever  guilt  is  incurred  by  falfe  evidence,  the  fame 
guilt  fhall  be  imputed  to  him  ; and  the  magiftrate  {hall  exa£t 
from  him  the  fame  fine  as  from  a perfon  guilty  of  falfe  witnefs. 

If  the  plaintiff  or  defendant  in  a caufe  have  appointed  any 
perfon  a witnefs,  and  afterwards  Ihould  fay  to  him,  “ What- 
“ ever  you  know  of  our  cafe,  tell  it  to  another  perfon,’’  and  the 
witnefs  upon  this  relates  the  affair  to  another,  afterwards,  when 
the  arbitrator,  having  fummoned  this  witnefs,  proceeds  to  exa- 
mination, if  that  witnefs  ftiould  fay,  “ I know  not  this  affair,” 
.vq  that  cafe,  whatever  is  the  value  of  the  article  in  difpute,  he 
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(hall  pay  a fine  of  eight  times  as  much  : if  a Bramin , being  ap- 
pointed a witnefs,  fhould  be  guilty  of  this  practice,  a fine  (hall 
not  be  exacted  from  him,  but  he  (hall  be  banillied  the  king- 
dom. 

Wherever  a true  evidence  would  deprive  a man  of  his 
life,  in  that  cafe,  if  a falfe  teftimony  would  be  the  prefervation 
of  his  life,  it  is  allowable  to  give  fuch  falfe  teftimony ; and,  for 
ablution  of  the  guilt  of  falfe  witnefs,  he  (hall  perform  the  Poo- 
jeh  Sere/fjtee : but  to  him,  who  has  murdered  a Bramin x or 
(lain  a cow,  or  who,  being  of  the  Bramin  tribe,  has  drunken 
wine,  or  has  committed  any  of  thefe  particularly  flagrant  of- 
fences, it  is  not  allowed  to  give  falfe  witnefs  in  prefervation  of 
his  life. 

If  a marriage  for  any  perfon  may  be  obtained  by  falfe  wit- 
nefs, fuch  falfliood  may  be  told  ; as  upon  the  day  of  celebrating 
the  marriage,  if  on  that  day  the  marriage  is  liable  to  be  incom- 
plete, for  want  of  giving  certain  articles,  at  that  time,  if  three 
or  four  falfhoods  be  afferted,  it  does  not  fignifv ; or  if,  on  the 
day  of  marriage,  a man  promifes  to  give  his  daughter  many  or- 
naments, and  is  not  able  to  give  them,  fuch  fallhoods  as  thefe, 
if  told  to  promote  a marriage,  are  allowable. 

If  a man,  by  the  impulfe  of  luft,  tells  lies  to  a woman,  or 
if  his  own  life  would  otherwife  be  loft,  or  all  the  goods  of  his 
houfe  fpoiled,  or  if  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  a Bramin , in  fuch 
affairs  fallhood  is  allowable. 

In  a cafe  where  there  are  many  witneffes,  if,  at  the  time  of 
examination,  moft  of  them  give  their  evidence  for  one  perfon, 
and  one  or  two  of  them  depofe  in  favour  of  the  other  party,  the 
evidence  of  the  majority  is  approved  ; if  of  the  whole  number 
of  witneffes  half  depofe  for  one  fide,  and  half  for  the  other,  then 
the  evidence  of  any  one  of  the  witneffes  who  is  a man  of  fcience 
{hall  be  credited;  if  they  are  ail  men  of  fcience,  the  evidence 
of  him  among  tfiem  who  is  the  fartheft  advanced  in  knowledge 
is  approved  ; if  the  knowledge  of  all  of  them  is  equal,  the  tef- 
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timony  of  him  among  them  who  regulates  his  whole  conduct 
by  the  Beids  is  approved if  they  all  regulate  their  conduct  by 
the  Beids , and  the  evidence  of  fuch  men  is  contradictory,  then 
fuch  a i'uit  as  this  cannot  be  decided  by  the  teftimony  of  wij- 
nclfes ; but  the  purrikeh  mult  be  performed. 

In  every  fuit  where  there  is  a witnefs  and  a writing,  or  a 
proof  of  ufufruct,  there  lhali  be  no  obligation  to  perform  the 
purrikeh. 

If  either  the  plaintiff  or  defendant  defame  the  character  of  a 
witnefs,  whole  conduCt  is  unblemifhcd,  for  fuch  defamation  of 
a.fpotlefs  character,  the  magiltrate  lhali  exaCt  a fine  from  that 


SECT.  X. 

(jf  appointing  arbitrators  more  than  once ; and  of  the  mode  of 
drawing  up  the  fatement  of  a caufe. 

THE  arbitrators  at  the  time  of  having  made  an  examina- 
tion, lhali  write  a jee  potr , (i.  e a ftatement  and  decree),  and 
they  fhall  draw  it  up  in  this  manner : 

Firji,  They  (hall  write  whatever  the  plaintiff  urged  as  the 

matter  of  his  claim. 

Second,  After  that,  they  lhali  write  whatever  anfwer  the 
defendant  gave  to  that  plea  ; then  they  fhall  ftate  whatever  evi- 
dence was  delivered  in  by  the  witneffes  •,  or,  if  a writing  was 
given  in,  they  lhali  exprefs  the  contents  of  it  ; or  otherwife  they 
lhali  write  the  circumftances  of  ufufruCt,  or  of  opinion,  or  of 
the  purrikeh,  or  of  the  oath  j afterwards  they  (hall  write  the 
names  of  all  the  arbitrators  who  were  prefent  : in  this  manner, 
noon  whatever  principle  the  examination  proceeded,  lhali  a 
ft  uement  be  drawn  up,  viz.  We,  being  fuch  and  fo  many  per- 
sons, have  made  this  examination  to  the  bell  of  our  knowledge. 


Eyery 
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Every  caufe  that  comes  to  a proof  from  the  face  of  a wri- 
ting, or  from  witneffes,  and  the  plaintiff  and  defendant  are 
wearied  out  with  vexation  of  the  difpute,  the  arbitrators,  at  the 
option  of  the  plaintiff  and  defendant,  ihall  adjuft  and  deter- 
mine it. 

When  the  arbitrators  have  made  a thorough  examination, 
if  he  who  is  proved  cuipable  goes  afterwards  with  complaint 
to  a magiftrate,  the  magiftrate  Ihall  not  give  him  another  arbi- 
trator ; but  fhould  that  man  affert,  that  <*  The  arbitrators 
“ have  committed  injuftice;  if  they  have  not  committed  in- 
“ juftice,  I will  forfeit  a fine  of  double  the  fum  now  in  dif- 
“ pute-,”  upon  a propofitiorx  of  this  nature,  the  magiftrate  may 
appoint  other  arbitrators. 

If  the  arbitrators  have  committed  injuftice,  and  the  plaintiff 
can  bring  this  matter  to  a proof,  then  the  magiftrate  Ihall  ap- 
point other  arbitrators,  and  fhall  hold  the  former  arbitrators 
amenable. 

If  a man  is  convi&ed  by  his  own  words,  and  afterwards  pe-r' 
titions  the  magiftrate  for  other  arbitrators,  in  that  cafe,  the  ma- 
giftrate fhall  not  give  him  other  arbitrators. 

If  an  arbitrator  hath  made  his  examination  under  the  ira- 
pulfe  of  luft,  or  enmity,  or  in  ficknefs,  or  through  fear,  or  pc*- 
fitivenefs,  or  anger,  it  is  not  approved. 

SECT.  XI. 

Of  giving  preference  io  a claim. 

IF  the  fame  article  be  fold  or  pledged,  or  given  away,  at 
twice,  to  two  different  perfons,  the  firft  tranfa&ion  is  approved;’ 
in  all  other  cafes  the  latter. 
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If  any  perfon,  having  fold  any  article  to  one  perfon,  fells  the 
fame  thing  afterwards  to  another ; or,  having  pledged  it  once 
any  where,  pledges  it  a fecond  time  at  another  place  ; or,  ha- 
ving once  given  it  to  one,  afterwards  prefents  it  to  another  ; 
then  he  who  firft  bought  it,  or  who  firft  received  it  in  pledge, 
or  to  whom  it  was  firft  given,  is  to  be  believed  ; and  the  laft 
purchafer,  pledgee,  or  accepter,  is  not  approved. 

If  a man  hath  borrowed  money  from  another  upon  agree- 
ment for  a fmall  intereft,  and  afterwards,  at  his  own  option, 
confents  to  an  increafed  rate  of  intereft,  the  former  agreement 
is  to  be  believed. 

If  a man,  having  depofited  any  article  with  one  perfon, 
fhould  afterwards  give  the  fame  thing  as  a pledge,  or  fhould  fell 
it,  or  prefent  it  to  another,  then  it  fhall  belong  to  him  who 
bought  it,  or  to  whom  it  was  pledged  or  prefented. 

If  a man,  having  pledged  any  article  with  one  perfon,  fhould 
afterwards  fell  or  give  it  away  to  another,  in  that  cafe,  the  arti- 
cle above-mentioned  (hall  go  to  him  who  bought  it,  or  to  whom 
it  was  given  j but  he,  in  whofe  hands  it  was  detained  as  a 
pledge,  fhall  receive  the  money  due  to  him  from  his  debtor ; 
if  the  debtor  is  dead,  or  hath  abfeonded,  he  fhall  receive  the 
fum  of  his  debt  from  him  who  hath  bought  the  article,  or  to 
whpm  it  was  given. 


CHAP. 
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G H A P.  IV. 


Of  Truji  or  Depcfite. 


T rujl  or  depofttc  is  of  three  forts. 

Pirjl , YT7  HEN  a man  intrufts  his  property  to  another,  upoff 
* this  confideration,  viz.  That,  if  I depofite  any 
thing  with  this  man,  I fhall  moft  certainly  recover  it  again  • 
fuch  truft  is  called  Neekheep. 


Second , When  a perfon,  from  fufpicion  of  the  magiftrate, 
or  of  thieves,  or  from  a defire  that  his  heirs  fhould  not  get  pol- 
feflion,  intrufts  his  property  to  another : — this  is  called  Necajh.- 

Third , When  a man  intrufts  his  property  to  another,  and 
that  perfon  makes  over  the  fame  property  in  truft  to  a fecond, 
informing  him,  at  the  fame  time,  that  fuch  property  belongs  to 
fuch  a perfon,  and  rnuft  be  returned  to  him  ; — fuch  truft  is  cal- 
led Enahnt . 

In  the  place  where  a man  refides,  it  mud  be  inquired,  whe- 
ther he  be  of  a good  family,  of  approved  conducts  of  religious 
principles,  and  a fpeaker  of  truth,  whether  he  be  very  rich,  and 
hath  many  friends  and  relations;  when  thefe  circumftances  are 
favourable,  property  fhall  be  trufted  to  fuch  a perfon. 


If  a man,  having  fealed  and  marked  his  property,  hath  deli- 
vered it  in  truft  to  any  perfon,  the  truftee,  upon  re-delivering 
fuch  goods,  fhall  return  them  with  the  fame  leal  and  mark ; if 
there  be  not  the  fame  feal  and  mark,  he  fhall  undergo  the  pur _ 
rilteh,  or  take  his  oath  concerning  the  alteration  of  the  proper- 
ty in  truft. 


If 
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If  a perfon  fhould  make  ufe  of  any  property  intruded  to  him, 
or  it  be  fpoiled  for  want  of  his  care  and  attention,  then,  what- 
ever crime  it  is  tor  a woman  to  abufe  her  hufband,  or  for  a 
man  to  murder  his  friend,  the  fame  degree  of  guilt  fhall  be  im- 
puted to  him,  and  the  value  of  the  troft  mull  be  made  good. 

A man  ought  not  to  take  upon  himfelf  the  truft  of  another’s 
property ; if  he  accepts  fuch  truft,  he  mull  preferve  it  with 
care,  and  return  it  upon  the  firft  demand. 

If  a perfon  hath  intrufted  any  of  his  property  to  another, 
the  fon  of  that  perfon  fhould  demand  the  property  fo  intrufted-, 
the  truftee  fhall  not  deliver  the  depofite  without  order  of  the 
father. 

If  a man  who  hath  intrufted  any  property  to  another  fhould 
die,  and  the  fon  of  the  deceafed  does  not  demand  his  father’s 
property,  yet  the  truftee  fhall  of  himfelf  deliver  up  the  truft  to 
that  fon. 

If  a man  hath  received  in  truft  the  property  of  another  per-., 
fon,  and  that  property,  together  with  his  own  effects,  fhould  be 
fpoiled,  in  that  cafe,  he  fhall  not  make  good  the  penalty  upon 
the  property  in  queftion  ; and  if  it  be  fpoiled  by  any  unforefeen 
accident,  or  by  the  innovation  of  the  magiftrate,  in  that  cafe 
alfo,  he  fhall  not  make  good  the  value. 

If,  at  any  time,  in  any  manner,  the  property  in  depofite  bo 
fpoiled  by  the  fault  of  the  truftee,  he  fhall  make  it  good. 

If  property  in  depofite  fhould  fall  into  the  water,  or  be  burnt, 
or  ftolen,  and  the  truftee  conceals  any  part  of  it  that  may  hap- 
pen to  have  been  faved,  and  this  circumftance  can  be  proved,, 
in  that  cafe,  he  fhall  make  good  the  whole  property. 

If  a perfon  hath  intrufted  his  property  to  another  for  a fettled 
time,  or  hath  depofited  it  with  this  agreement,  “ That  when- 

2 “ foever 
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ti  foever  the  neceflitics  of  my  own  affairs  fliall  caufe  me  to  re- 
“ mand  my  property,  it  lhali  be  returned  to  me,”  then,  if  ac-* 
cording  to  fuch  promife,  or  the  appearance  of  the  depofitor’s 
affairs,  application  be  made,  and  the  truftee  refutes  to  deliver 
the  property,  and  after  fuch  refufal  it  be  fpoiled,  the  truftee 
{hall  make  good  all  luch  property,  with  intereft  upon  it ; alfo, 
if,  within  the  time  fettled,  it  be  fpoiled  by  the  negligence  of  the 
truftee,  in  that  cafe  alfo,  he  lhali  make  it  good  with  intereft. 

If  a perfon  hath  aftociated  to  himfelf  other  bad  men,  in  the 
fraudulent  and  deceitful  concealment  of  property  intruded  to 
him,  the  magiftrate  fliall  punifh  and  fine  the  truftee,  and  caufe 
the  property  depolited  to  be  reftored  to  the  owner. 

If  a truftee  does  not  return  to  the  owner,  upon  demand,  the 
property  depofited  in  his  hands,  the  magiftrate  lhali  fine  him. 

If  a perfon  hath  borrowed  any  thing  from  another,  promifing 
to  return  it  whenever  the  bufinefs  for  which  it  was  borrowed  is 
completed,  and  then  fraudulently  and  deceitfully  detains  it,  the 
magiftrate  (hall  caufe  the  borrowed  property  to  be  returned  to 
the  owner,  and  fliali  fine  the  borrower ; alfo,  if  the  thing  bor- 
rowed be  not  returned,  after  the  concluiion  of  the  bufinefs,  and 
it  fhould  be  afterwards  fpoiled  by  any  accident  of  the  feafon,  or* 
any  innovation  of  the  magiftrate,  the  borrower  fliall  make  it 
good;  and  if,  during  the  time  the  bufinefs  is  in  hand,  it  fhould 
be  fpoiled  by  any  unforefeen  accident,  or  innovation  of  the  ma- 
giftrate, it  fliall  not  be  made  good. 

If  any  perfon  hath  given  to  a workman,  under  a ftipulation, 
for  the  purpofe  of  making  pots  or  ornaments,  or  any  kind  of 
wrought  work,  gold,  filver,  tutenague,  copper,  brafs,  or  fuch 
kind  of  metals,  and  the  workman  fraudulently  and  deceitfully 
conceals  it,  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  fliall  caufe  the  article  to 
be  returned  to  its  owner,  and  fliall  exaff  a fine  from  the  work- 
man ; or,  upon  the  workman’s  not  having  given  the  thing  with- 
in the  time  ftipulated,  if,  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
agreement,  the  thing  fpecified  be  fpoiled  by  any  accident  of  the 

Q (eafon, 
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fcafon,  or  the  injuftice  of  the  magiftrate,  the  workman  ra'ifi? 
make  it  good;  but  if,  within  the  time  ftipulated,  the  commo- 
dity fhould  be  fpoiled  by  any  accident  of  the  feafon,  or  inno- 
vation of  the  magiftrate,  it  fhall  not  be  made  good. 

If  a perfon  employs  in  trade  the  property  intruded  to  him, 
without  orders  from  the  owner  to  that  purpofe,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  take  a fine  from  the  truftee,  and  cahfe  the  property  in  truft: 
to  be  returned  with  intereft;  and  if,  without  employing  fuclt 
property  in  trade,  the  truftee  fhould  expend  it,  to  furnifh  him- 
felf  with  victuals  or  clothes,  in  that  cafe,  he  fhall  repay  the 
depofited  property  with  intereft,  but  he  fhall  not  be  fined.

If  a man  is  defirous  to  intruft  his  property  to  another,  and 
that  perfon  fays,  <{  I am  not 'able  to  take  charge  of  fuch  proper- 
“ ty,”  and,  after  a long  converfation  and  debate,  the  firft  per- 
fon doth  intruft  his  property  to  the  other,  and  the  truftee  em- 
ploys that  property  to  find  himfelf  in  food  and  clothes,  he 
fhall,  in  that  cafe,  return  whatever  property  was  intrufted  to 
him,  but  he  fhall  not  pay  any  intereft  upon  it. 

If  a perfon,  who  hath  not  entrufted  his  property  to  another, 
fhould  fay  to  him,  “ I have  depofited  certain  things  to  your 
n charge,  return  them  to  me,”  in  that  cafe,  if  the  demandant 
be  poor,  and  hath  always  preferred  the  tenets  of  his  caft,  he 
fhall  pay  to  the  magiftrate  a fine  equal  to  the  fum  fallelv  claim- 
ed ; if  he  is  rich,  and  an  apoftate  from  the  principles  of  his 
tribe,  a double  fine  fhall  be  taken  from  him.' 

If  any  perfon  hath  out  of  ignorance  fpoiled  any  intrufted 
rropertv,  then  he  who  fpoiled  that  property  fhall  not  be  obli- 
ged to  make  it  good  ; alfo,  if  he  fhould  die,  his  wife  and  fon 
fhall  not  be  held  to  nay. 


CHAR 
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CHAP.  V. 

Of  Selling  a Stranger's  * Property. 

“^TTHOEVER  fells  to  any  man  another’s  property,  or  goods 
in  truft,  or  property  mortgaged,  or  things  borrowed,  or 
loft  goods  that  he  hath  found,  or  things  ftolen,  or  any  things 
of  this  kind,  being  the  property  of  a Granger,  without  confent 
or  command  of  the  owner,  is  called  Ajhwanue  Peiieree,  (i.  e.J 
a feller  of  a Granger's  property. 


If  a perfon,  not  being  owner  of  certain  property,  fells  that 
property  to  another,  or  gives  it  away,  or  mortgages  it,  without 
confent  of  the  owner,  it  is  not  approved. 

If  a perfon,  defeended  from  the  fame  grandfather  with  the 
owner  of  certain  property,  fhould  fell  or  give  away  fuch  proper- 
ty, without  confent  of  the  owner,  the  magiflrate  {hall  fine  him 
fix  hundred  puns  of  cowries , and  caufe  the  property  to  be  re- 
ftored  to  the  owner: — according  to  the  ordinations  of  Chaideefur • 

If  a perfon,  defeended  from  the  fame  grandfather  with  the 
owner  of  certain  property,  caufes  that  property  to  be  brought  by 
the  hands  of  a ftranger,  and  fells  it  without  the  confent  and 
command  of  the  owner,  then  the  magiftrate  {hall  fine  him  in  a 
larger  mulft  than  fix  hundred  puns  of  cowries — according  to 
the  ordinations  of  Ckendeefur. 

If  a perfon,  defeended  from  the  fame  grandfather  with  the 
owner  of  certain  property,  fhould  himfelf  produce  that  property, 
or  caufe  it  to  be  produced  by  the  hands  of  another,  and  fell  it, 
or  give  it  away,  then  the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  him  fix  hundred 
puns  of  cowries : — this  ordination  is  approved,  according  to 

* A ftranger  here  means  a perfon  in  no  degree  related  to  the  feller. 
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the  ordinations  of  Phakoorce  Meidhab-tcetee,  and  Kulp-iercf, 
and  Pachejhputtee  Mifr. 

If  a perfon,  not  defcended  from  the  fame  grandfather  with 
the  owner  of  certain  property,  fhould  of  himfelf  take  any  thing 
out  of  the  owner’s  houfe,  and  fell  it,  or  give  it  away,  without 
confent  or  command  of  fuch  owner,  he  (hall  receive  the  fame 
punifhment  as  a thief : — according  to  the  ordinations  of  Chen- 
dcefur. 

If  a perfon,  not  defcended  from  the  fame  grandfather  with 
the  owner  of  certain  property,  lhould  either  of  himfelf,  or  by 
the  hands  of  another,  procure  fuch  property,  and  fell  or  give 
ft  away,  without  the  confent  or  command  of  the  owner,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  take  from  him  the  fame  fine  ax  from  a thief : — 
according  to  the  ordinations  of  Phakoree}  Meidhab-tetlee , Kulp- 
ierooy  and  PacheJJjputtee  Mifr  : —approved. 

If  a perfon  hath  openly  purchafed  any  commodity  from  ano- 
ther, who  was  not  the  owner  of  it,  and  afterwards  the  owner 
fhould  come  and  fay  to  the  purchafer,  “ This  property  belongs 
“ to  me,”  and  fhould  produce  proof  of  this,  and  if  alfo  he 
hath  not  given  away,  nor  fold  that  property  to  another,  and 
likewife  can  prove  this,  and  it  fhould  happen,  that,  becaufe  the 
feller  of  that  property  lives  in  another  kingdom,  the  purchafer 
cannot  caufe  him  to  appear,  yet  knows  where  the  feller  lives,' 
in  that  cafe,  the  purchafer  fhall  not  be  amenable ; but  the  ma- 
giftrate fhall  give  the  property  to  the  owner,  and  caufe  the  va^ 
lue  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  purchafer. 

If  a perfon  hath  openly  purchafed  any  commodity  from  ano- 
ther, who  was  not  the  owner  of  it,  and  at  the  fame  time  does 
not  know  where  the  feller  refides,  fo  as  to  caufe  him  to  appear, 
and  afterwards  the  real  owner  fhould  come  and  prove  his  pro- 
perty, and  hath  not  given  or  fold  it  to  any  perfon,  and  proves 
this  alfo,  then  the  purchafer,  taking  half  the  value  of  the  pro- 
perty from  the  owner,  fhall  reftore  to  him  his  own  property. 
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If  a perfon  out  of  ignorance  hath  fold  the  property  of  ano- 
ther, the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  him  fix  hundred  puns  of  cowries; 
if  he  fold  it  knowingly,  he  lhall  be  punilhed  as  a thief. 

If  a perfon  hath  openly  fold  any  commodity,  and  afterwards 
another  perfon  lhould  come  and  fay,  “ This  is  my  property,” 
but  at  the  fame  time  cannot  prove  himfelf  owner  thereof,  the 
magiftrate  fliall  punilh  the  falle  pretender  as  a thief,  and  the 
purchafer  of  the  commodity  lhall  retain  it  in  pofleflion. 

If  a man  clandeftindy  iij  his  own  houfe,  or  without  the  vil- 
lage, or  in  the  night  time,  or  from  a man  of  general  bad  cha- 
racter, lhould  purchafe  any  commodity,  at  a rate  inferior  to 
the  real  value,  the  magiftrate  lhall  punilh  the  purchafer  as  a 
thief. 

If  an  indigent  man  fells  to  another  perfon  any  commodity 
that  is  not  fuitable  to  the  feller’s  condition  in  life,  in  that  cafe, 
the  purchafer  lhall  be  punilhed  as  a thief. 

If  a perfon  buys  any  commodity  from  a man  who  is  not  the 
owner,  and  afterwards  the  real  owner  lhould  come  and  fay, 
“ This  commodity  belongs  to  me,  neither  have  I given  or  fold 
“ it  to  any  perfon,”  and  this  is  alfo  proved,  and  the  purchafer 
knows  not  where  the  feller  refides,  and  there  alfo  lhould  hap- 
pen to  have  been  no  perfon  prefent  at  the  time  the  purchafe 
was  made,  upon  a difpute  of  this  nature,  the  magiftrate  lhall 
caufe  the  purchafcd  commodity  to  be  returned  to  the  owner, 
and  fliall  take  a fine  from  the  purchafer. 

If  a perfon  buys  any  commodity  from  a man  who  is  not  the 
owner,  and  afterwards  the  real  owner  lhould  come  and  prove 
himfelf  the  owner,  and  the  purchafer  lhould  have  it  in  his 
power  to  produce  the  vender,  then  there  is  no  farther  connec- 
tion between  the  purchafer  and  vender ; if  the  vender  is  not 
upon  the  fpot,  the  purchafer  lhall  fettle  a ftipulated  time  for 
caufing  the  vender  to  appear ; then,  upon  the  vender’s  appear- 
ance. 
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aiice,  the  magistrate  Shall  order  him  to  pay  to  the  purchafer 
the  price  of  the  commodity,  and  caufe  the  property  to  rdvert 
to  the  right  owner,  and  punifli  the  vender  as  a thief. 

Ie  a man,  whofe  property  hath  been  loft,  or  fquandered 
away.  Should  find  fuch  property  in  any  Stranger’s  hand,  and 
feize  upon  it,  without  acquainting  the  magiftrate,  he  Shall  be 
fined  ninety-fix  puns  of  cowrie A 
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CHAP.  VI. 

Of  Shares. 

Se<ft.  I.  Of  {hares  of  trade  in  partnerfliip. 

Sefh  II.  Of  Ihares  of  artificers. 

SECT.  I. 

Of  fares  of  trade  in  partnerjhip. 

A MAN  of  a reputable  caft,  experienced  in  bufinefs,  indu-r 
ftrious,  intelligent,  and  underftanding  his  income  and 
expences,  a man  of  virtue,  and  of  a clean  character,  and  of 
perfeverance  in  his  affairs,  fuch  a man  is  to  be  chofen  as  a part- 
ner in  trade. 

If  perfons  have  commenced  a partnerfliip  in  trade,  without  a 
fettled  agreement  concerning  their  refpeftive  (hares  in  the  profit 
and  lofs,  in  that  cafe,  they  {hall  underftand  their  profit  and  lofs 
to  be  in  proportion  to  the  ftock ; if  they  have  commenced  the 
partnerfliip  upon  a fettled  agreement  concerning  the  {hares  of 
profit  and  lofs,  they  {hall  underftand  their  profit  and  lofs  to  be 
according  to  the  agreement. 

Trade  fliall  be  carried  on  with  fuch  perfons  as  have  never 
been  convifled  of  any  fraudulent  practices ; if  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  partnerfliip,  the  appearance  of  any  fraud  in 
either  of  the  partners  fliould  arife,  the  party  fufpe&ed  {haft 
clear  himlelf  by  taking  an  oath,  or  undergoing  the  purrikeh. 

If  ftock  of  a partnerfliip  in  trade  be  fpoiled  by  any  unforefeen 
accident,  or  by  any  innovation  of  the  magiftrate,  the  lofs  fliall 
fall  upon  the  fliares  of  all  the  partners. 
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If  a perfo/.,  without  content  of  his  partners,  nolens  vo’ens, 
in  oppofition  to  them,  fhould  undertake  any  bufinefs,  and  the 
flock  is  thereby  injured,  he  fhall  make  good  that  ftock  to  the 
partners. 

If  an  unexpe&ed  calamity,  or  any  innovation  of  the  magi- 
ftrate, fhould  take  place  during  that  calamity,  if  any  one  of 
the  partners  can  preferve  any  part  of  the  ftock,  he  (hall  receive 
to  himfelf  one  tenth  of  the  property  fo  preferved. 

To  a man  who  hath  been  guilty  of  frauds,  no  part  of  the 
profit  fhall  be  given  •,  but  his  original  lhare  of  the  ftock  fhall 
be  returned  to  him,  and  he  (hall  be  excluded  from  the  partner- 
fhip. 

If  either  of  the  partners  excufes  himfelf  from  the  bufinefs, 
©r  the  prefervation  of  the  ftock,  he  fhall  appoint  fome  able  per- 
fon,  upon  his  own  account,  in  his  room;  and  if  either  of  them, 
who  is  capable  of  tranfa&ing  every  part  of  the  bufinefs,  and 
who  has  engaged  in  fome  of  the  trade,  fhould  die,  in  that  cafe 
whoever  is  his  heir  fhall  receive  one  tenth  of  the  profit,  and  alfo 
his  original  {hare : if  he  has  no  heir,  the  perfon  who  had  the 
care  of  the  ftock  fhall  receive  the  tenth  part  of  the  profit;  if  the 
•are  of  the  ftock  was  intrufted  to  no  one  in  particular,  all  the 
partners  fhall  receive  equal  {hares ; if  all  the  partners  are  dead, 
the  magiftrate's  officers  fhall  carry  all  the  goods  to  the  ma- 
giftrate  for  his  infpeftion,  and  the  magiftrate  fhall  detain  the 
goods,  until  the  heirs  bring  in  their  claim ; if  the  heirs  come 
in,  and  prove  their  right  of  inheritance,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
give  up  all  pretenfions  to  the  goods;  if  there  is  no  heir,  and  the 
houfe  of  the  deceafed  merchants  be  at  a great  diftance,  the  ma- 
giftrate {hall  keep  the  property  in  his  cuftody  for  ten  years;  if  the 
houfe  be  not  at  fo  very  great  a diftance,  he  fhall  keep  it  in  cu- 
ftody for  three  years;  if  their  houfe  is  very  near,  he  fhall  keep 
in  cuftody  that  property  for  one  year;  if,  within  that  fpace  of 
time,  any  heir  comes  in,  and  can  prove  himfelf  the  heir,  in 
that  calc  the  magiftrate  {hall  take  for  himfelf  one  part  in  twenty 
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efdhe  property  of  a B rami  ft,  one  twelfth  of  the  propertv  of  a 
Chehterce,  one  ninth  of  that  of  a Bice,  and  one  (ixth  from  that 
of  a Seeder ; if,  within  that  time,  no  heir  lhould  appear,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  appropriate  to  himfelf  the  property  of  a Cheh- 
teree.  Bice , and  Sooder,  and  give  a Brandi's  property  to  other 
Bramins;  and,  if  there  are  no  Bramins , he  fhall  caufe  it  to  be 
thrown  into  the  water. 

SECT.  II. 

Of  the  flares  of  artificers. 

IF  feveral  perfons  labour  jointly  in  gold  and  filver,  or  fuch 
lpecies,  or  in  filk,  or  in  wood  for  fuel,  or  in  hone,  or  leather, 
or  fiich  kind  of  things,  the  perfon  who  is  but  a young  practi- 
tioner in  the  art  fhall  receive  a tingle  fhare,  and  he  who  is 
more  experienced  fhall  receive  two  fhares,  and  he  who  is  a com- 
plete artificer  at  the  bufinefs  fhall  receive  three  fhares,  and  he 
who  is  inftru<ftor  to  them  all  fhall  receive  four  fhares. 

If  a perfon  jointly  with  others  builds  a houfe,  or  makes  s 
pool,  he  who  is  chief  among  them  all  fhall  be  entitled  to  a 
double  fhare  thereof  \ the  others  fhall  each  receive  a fingle 

fhare. 

Among  lingers,  muficians,  and  others  exercifing  fuch  kinds, 
cf  profefiioDS,  whoever  of  them  underftands  the  regulation  cf 
time  fhall  receive  one  fhare  and  a half ; the  others  fhall  receive 
each  one  (hare,  and  the  chief  fhall  receive  two  fhares. 

The  mode  of  fhares  among  robbers  is  this:  if  any  thieves, 
by  the  command  of  the  magiftrate,  and  with  his  affiflance,  have 
committed  depredations  upon,  and  brought  any  booty  from  an- 
other province,  the  magiftrate  fhall  receive  a fhare  of  one  fixth 
of  the  whole ; if  they  received  no  command  Or  afiiftance  from 
the  magiftrate,  they  fhall  give  the  magiftrate,  in  that  cafe,  one 
tenth  for  his  fhare  ; and  of  the  remainder  their  chief  fhall  re- 
ceive four  flutes  j and  whofoever  among  them  is  perfect  mailer 
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of  his  occupation  fhall  receive  three  fhares ; alfo,  whichever  of 
them  is  remarkably  ftrong  and  ftout  fhall  receive  two  Ihares, 
and  the  reft  Ihall  receive  each  one  fhare ; if  any  one  of  the 
community  of  the  thieves  happens  to  be  taken,  and  fhould  be 
releafed  from  the  Cut-cherry , upon  payment  of  a fum  of  money, 
all  the  thieves  fhall  make  good  that  fum  by  equal  fhares. 

All  thefe  fhares  of  painters,  fingers,  thieves,  tsV.  that  have 
been  above  explained,  are  to  be  underftood  in  cafes  where  no 
agreement  of  fhares  hath  been  originally  fettled  ; if  any  agree- 
ment  among  them,  in  regard  to  fhares,  hath  taken  place,  they 
fhall  receive  their  proportions  by  the  tenour  of  l'uch  agreement. 


CHAP, 
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CHAP.  Vt\. 

Of  Gift,  ( or  Alienation  by  Gift ). 


‘This  has  four  dfinclicns : 

Firf,  Of  what  is  not  liable  to  be  given  away,  (i.  e.)  Adeu\ 

ONE  partner  cannot  give  away  goods  belonging  to  the 
partnerlhip,  without  confent  of  the  partners;  but,  ac_ 
cording  to  the  ordination  of  Pachefjputtee  Mifr , SnvArteh 
Behtachhrige , Jeimoot  Bahtin,  and  Sirree  Kijhen  Terka/ungkary 
it  is  thus  explained,  That,  from  the  goods  in  partnerihips,  if 
any  perfon  gives  away  any  thing  of  that  part  to  which  He  has  a 
right,  as  his  own  fharc,  the  gift  is  approved,  but  the  donor  is 
blameable : — approved. 

If  a calamity  fhould  happen  to  any  perfon,  he  may  not  give 
away  his  wife  to  another  man,  without  that  wife’s  confent ; if 
flie  is  willing,  he  has  power  to  give  her  away. 

If  a marl,  during  a calamity,  gives  away  or  fells  his  fon  to 
any  perfon,  without  the  confent  of  that  fon,  it  is  not  approved  ; 
if  the  fon  is  willing,  the  father  has  power  to  fell  or  give  him 
away. 

If  a man  hath  only  one  fon,  and  that  fon  is  willing- to  be  fold 
or  given  away,  in  that  cafe,  even  in  time  of  calamity,  the  fa-* 
ther  hath  not  pcPwer  to  fell  or  give  away  his  fon. 

The  wife  may  not  give  away  or  fell  her  fon,  without  the 
Confent  of  her  hulband  ; if  fhe  fo  gives  away  or  fells  her  fon, 
It  is  not  approved ; if  fhe  hath  her  hufband’s  order  to  give 
away  cr  feli  her  fon,  it  is  approved. 
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A person  carirtot  give  away  or  fell  to  any  one  the  whole  of 
his  property,  without  the  confent  of  his  heirs  ; if  he  fo  fells  it, 
or  gives  it  away,  it  is  not  approved  ; according  to  the  ordina- 
tions of  PachcJfjputtee  Mlfr. 

If  a pcrfon,  who  hath  an  heir  alive,  fells  or  gives  away  the- 
whole  of  his  property,  the  fale  or  gift  is  approved;  but  it  is  to 
he  imputed  a crime  in  the  vender  or  giver  ; according  to  the 
ordinations  of  Shertee  Sbur  : — approved. 

During  the  life-time  of  an  heir,  even  if  that  heir  be  wil- 
ling, yet  then  a perfon  may  not  give  away  or  fell  the  whole  of 
Iiis  property  ; according  to  the  ordinations  of  fome  Pundits , 
whofe  names  are  not  expreffed  in  the  compilation. 

A person  fhall  not  give  to  another  any  thing  pledged  to 
himfelf ; if  he  gives  it  away,  or  fells  it,  it  is  not  approved. 

A person  fhall  not  give  to  another  any  thing  committed  in 
truft  to  himfelf ; if  he  gives  it  away,  or  fells  it,  it  is  not  ap- 
proved. 

A person,  who  hath  borrowed  any  thing  from  one  man, 
fhall  not  give  away  the  thing  fo  borrowed  to  another  ; if  he 
fo  give  it  away,  or  fells  it,  it  is  not  approved. 

If  a man  fhall  have  told  another,  “ I will  give  you  this 

thing  as  a prefent,”  that  man  fhall  not  afterwards  give  away 
the  fame  thing  to  a fecond ; if  he  fo  gives  it  away,  or  fells  it, 
it  is  not  approved. 


Second,  Of  what  is  liable  to  be  given,  ( i.  e.J  Deu. 

If  a man’s  property  and  pofTeflions  are  more  than  will  fufnee 
to  feed  and  clothe  his  dependants,  fucll  overplus  of  property 
and  pofTeflions  Is  liable  to  be  given  away  ; if  there  is  not  more 
than  is  necelfary  for  fuch  ufds,  it  is  not  liable  to  be  given  ; if  he 
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gives  it  away,  the  gift  is  not  approved,  and  the  giver  incurs  a 
blame. 

If  a man  hath  told  another,  “ I will  give  you  furh  a th'ng,” 
and  afterwards  doth  not  give  it„he  is  in  danger  of  Gehennurn  : 
alfo,  if,  after  having  given  it,  he  takes  back  his  gift,  in  that 
cafe,  he  goes  to  hell. 

\ 

If  a man,  not  knowing  the  objection  of  want  of  caft  in  ano- 
ther, hath  promifed  to  give  him  any  thing,  and  afterwards,  up- 
on difeovering  his  difgrace,  doth  not  give  it,  he  is  not  in  fault. 

If  a man,  having  defired  of  his  own  free-will  to  give  any 
thing  to  a Bramin , doth  not  give  it,  the  magiftrate  fhall  caufe 
him  to  give  the  thing  fpecified,  with  intereft,  and  fhall  alfo 
take  from  him  a fine. 

Third , Of  what  hath  been  once  given  cannot  be  taken  back, 
(l.  ?■)  DllttJy 

If  a perfon  pays  wages  for  work  which  he  hath  caufed 
to  be  done,  he  cannot  take  fuch  wages  back  again. 

If  a perfon,  by  a difplay  of  his  abilities,  gives  another 
great  latisfaction,  who,  in  confequence,  makes  him  a prelent, 
that  gift  may  not  be  taken  back. 

When  a man  hath  purchafed  any  article,  he  muff,  at  all 
events,  pay  the  price  of  it ; and,  after  payment,  he  fhall  not 
have  power  to  take  it  back. 

If  a perfon,  upon  the  marriage  of  his  fon  or  daughter,  hath 
given  any  thing,  by  way  of  gratification,  to  the  fon’s  wife’s  fa- 
ther’s family,  or  to  the  daughter’s  hufband’s  father’s  family,  he 
fhall  not  have  power  to  take  it  back. 
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If  a man  gives  any  thing  to  another  who  hath  conferred  an 
obligation  upon  him,  he  fliall  not  have  power  to  take  back  his 
gift. 

If  a man,  to  his  own  fatisfa&ion,  hath  given  any  thing  td 
another  who  deferved  favour,  there  is  no  redemption. 

If  a man,  in  the  way  of  amity,  gives  any  thing  to  his  friend, 
he  hath  not  the  power  of  taking  it  back. 

If  a man,  out  of  kindnefs,  hath  given  ought  to  his  fon,  to 
his  grandfon,  or  to  his  grandfon’s  fon,  or  any  fuch  heir,  he  may 
not  take  it  back  again. 

Fourth , Of  gift  unapproved,  (i.  e.J  Dutt. 

If  a man,  from  a violent  impulfe  of  fear,  gives  any  thing  to 
another,  it  is  not  approved. 

If  a man,  from  a violent  impulfe  of  anger,  gives  any  thing 
to  another,  it  is  not  approved. 

* 

If  a man,  from  a violent  impulfe  of  luft,  gives  any  thing  to 
another,  it  is  not  approved. 

If  a man,  from  a violent  impulfe  of  grief,  gives  any  thing  to' 
another  perfon,  it  is  not  approved. 

If  a man,  having  determined  in  his  own  mind  to  give  one 
particular  thing  to  any  perfon,  by  miftake  gives  another  thing 
inftead,  it  is  not  approved  (or  valid). 

If  a man  jeftingly  gives  any  thing  to  another,  it  is  not  ap*- 
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If  a man  hath  determined  in  his  own  mind  to  give  any  thing 
to  one  perfon,  and  by  miftake  gives  it  to  another,  it  is  not  ap- 
proved. 

If  a man,  without  knowing  it,  gives  any  thing  to  another, 
it  is  not  approved. 

If  a child,  who  cannot  diftinguifh  between  good  and  evil, 
gives  a perfon  any  thing,  it  is  not  approved. 

If  a perfon,  who  cannot  diftinguifh  his  own  good  and  evil, 
gives  a perfon  any  thing,  it  is  not  approved. 

If  a fon  or  grandfon,  during  the  life  of  the  father  or  grand- 
father, or  a fervant,  while  he  hath  a matter,  gives  away  any 
thing,  it  is  not  approved. 

If  a man,  who  hath  drunk  wine  until  he  is  intoxicated, 
fhould,  during  that  intoxication,  give  any  thing  to  another,  it 
>s  not  approved. 

If  an  ideot  gives  a perfon  any  thing,  it  is  not  approved, 

If  a perfon,  whofe  relations  are  in  abfolute  want  of  food  and 
clothes,  gives  any  thing  to  another,  it  is  not  approved. 

If  a man  fays  to  another,  “ Do  you  perform  my  bufinefs 
<(  for  me,  and  I will  reward  you  for  it,”  if  that  perfon  cannot 
do  the  bufinefs,  the  other  lhall  not  give  him  any  thing ; if  he 
hath  given  him  any  thing  as  earned:,  he  may  take  it  back  ; if 
the  perfon  will  not  return  it,  the  magiftrate  lhall  oblige  him  to 
reftoration,  and  lhall  fine  him  alfo  eleven  times  as  much. 

If  a perfon,  having  declared  that  he  would  give  fomething 
to  another  for  a religious  account,  fhould  die,  his  fons  lhall 
give  it ; if  it  be  not  for  a religious  account,  they  lhall  not 
give  it.  / 
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If  a man  f,ys  to  another,  « I will  give  you  fomething,  if  you 
“ can  procure  me  a witnefs  on  a falfe  tcftimony  in  a certain 
“ affair,”  then,  even  if  the  other  produces  a witnefs  on  the 
falfe  tcft.mony,  the  promifed  gift  {hall  not  be  made  good;  if  it 
was  given  before  the  execution  of  the  bufmefs,  it  may  be  taken 
back. 

If  a man  fays  to  another,  « I will  give  you  fomething,  if  you 
“ are  able  to  apprehend  a thief,  or  a murderer,  or  fuch  kind  of 
“ criminals,”  then,  even  if  the  other  fhould  apprehend  and 
bring  fuch  a perfon,  nothing  fhall  be  beftowed  on  that  ac- 
count ; if  any  thing  had  been  given  before  the  bulinefs,  it  may 
be  taken  back. 

If  any  perfon  hath  requefted  and  received  any  thing  from 
another  upon  a religious  account,  and  doth  not  then  fulfil  that 
aft  of  religion,  that  perfon  may  take  back  the  thing  given  ; if 
by  force,  or  out  of  avarice,  it  be  not  returned,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  caufe  it  be  given  back,  and  fhall  take  a fine  from  the  de- 
tainer. 

If  a perfon  receives  from  another  any  ef  thofe  things  which 
are  p.o:  liable  to  be  given  away,  the  magiftrate  {hall  fine  him.

SECT.  I. 

Of  appellations  of  apprentices,  fervants , faves , &c. 

Service  is  of  five  forts,  viz. 


1.  Shijh. 

2.  An  tee  Bajhee. 

3.  Bhertuh. 

4.  Adkegeerun  Gerrut. 

5.  Dofs. 

'T'HE  firfl  is  when  a perfon  is  learning  the  fcience  of  the 
Beids,  or  any  other  Sha/ler,  he  is  called  Shijh ; and,  un- 
til he  hath  learned  the  fcience,  he  (hall  perform  fervice  for  his 
tutor ; and,  during  the  time  he  remains  in  his  tutor’s  houfe  to 
learn  that  fcience,  whatever  gain  he  may  happen  to  acquire  by 
fuch  fcience,  his  tutor  (hall  receive. 

The  fecond  is  when  a perfon  is  learning  painting,  or  defign- 
ing,  or  needle-work,  or  any  other  fuch  employment  from  an  in- 
ftru&or,  he  is  called  Antee  Bajhee ; and  while  he  is  learning 
that  art,  he  (hall  perform  fervice  for  his  matter;  and  while  he 
Iremains  in  his  matter’s  houfe,  until  he  (hall  have  learnt  that  art, 
during  that  time,  whatever  gain  he  may  happen  to  acquire  by 
fuch  art,  his  matter  Hull  receive ; and  if  an  apprentice  fhould 
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forfake  his  mafter,  who  is  without  fault,  and  fhould  go  elfe- 
where  to  learn  his  art,  the  magiftrate  fhall  banifii  fuch  appren- 
tice from  the  kingdom. 

The  third  is  Bhertuk , which  is  twofold;  the  firfl  Arteh 
Bherut,  the  fecond  Bhook  Bherut. 

1.  When  a perfon,  on  receiving  wages,  performs  fervice  for 
it,  that  is  called  Arteh  Bherut . 

2.  When  a perfon,  peopling  and  cultivating  the  lands  of 
any  other  man,  takes  a part  of  the  crop,  by  way  of  wages,  or 
who,  upon  breeding-up,  for  another  perfon,  kine,  buffaloes, 
and  fuch  kind  of  cattle,  takes  for  his  wages  the  milk,  or  fome 
of  the  kine  and  buffaloes  aforefaid,  that  is  called  Bhook  Bherut. 

The  fourth  is  when  a man  takes  care  of  his  relations  and  fa- 
mily, that  is  called  Adhcgeerun  Gerrut : from  fervants  of  thefe 
four  kinds  no  undue  fervice  fhall  be  required  ; they  fhall  be 
caufed  to  perform  only  fuch  duty  as  is  fuitable  to  their  caft  : un- 
due fervice  fhall  be  performed  by  the  Dofs.  Undue  fervice  is 
as  follows : to  fweep  and  cleanfe  the  houfe,  the  court  of  the 
houfe,  the  doorway  or  entrance,  the  neceffary,  and  other  im- 
pure places;  and  in  times  of  iicknefs  to  attend  upon  and  cleanfe 
the  patient,  after  the  natural  evacuations;,  and  to  take  away  the 
excrements,  and  to  rub  the  feet : except  thefe  kinds  of  fervice 
all  other  duty  is  fuitable  and  due. 

The  fifth  is  Dofs,  or  Haves;  and  the  Dofs  is  of  fifteen  fpecies: 

i.  Whoever  is  born  of  a female  flave,  and  is  called  Ger- 


2.  W H o e v e R is  purehafed  for  a price,  and  is  called  Kee- 

reeut. 

2-  Whoever  is  found  any  where  by  chance,  and  is  called 

Lubdehec. 
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4.  Whoever  is  a Have  by  defcent  from  his  anceftors,  and  is 
called  Dayttvaupjkut . 

5.  AVhoever  hath  been  fed,  and  hath  had  his  life  preferred 
by  another  during  a famine,  and  is  called  Eenhkal  Behrut. 

6.  Whoever  hath  been  delivered  up  as  a pledge  for  money 
borrowed,  and  is  called  Abut . 

7.  Whoever,  to  free  himfelf  from  the  debt  of  one  credi- 
tor, hath  borrowed  money  from  another  perfon,  and,  having 
difcharged  the  old  debt,  gives  himfelf  up  as  a fervant  to  the  per- 
fon with  whom  the  prefent  debt  is  contracted ; or  whoever,  by 
way  of  terminating  the  importunities  of  a creditor,  delivers 
himfelf  up  for  a fervant  to  that  creditor,  and  is  called  Mockhud. 

8 Whoever  hath  been  enfiaved  by  the  fortune  of  battle, 
and  is  called  Joodch  Per  rapid, 

9.  Whoever  becomes  a {lave  by  a lofs  on  the  chances  of 
dice,  or  other  games,  and  is  called  Punjeet ; according  to  the 
ordinations  of  Perhdjbkar  and  Parreejaut ; and  according  to 
the  ordination  of  Cbendeefur ; it  is  thus  : that  by  whatever 
chance  he  is  conquered,  and  becomes  a Have,  he  is  called  Pun- 
jeet : — approved. 

10.  Whoever,  of  his  own  defire,  fays  to  another,  « I am 
“ become  your  have,”  and  is  called  Opookut. 

11.  When  a Ckebteree , or  Bice,  having  become  Sinrjjee, 
apoftutes  from  that  way  of  life,  the  magiftrate  (hall  niSke  him 
a Have,  and  is  called  Perberjdbcjheet. 

12.  Whoever  voluntarily  gives  himfelf  as  a ffove  to  ano- 
ther for  a ftipulated  time,  and  is  called  Gheerut. 

S 2 
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13.  Whoever  performs  fervitude  for  his  fubfiftence,  and 
is  called  Bhehut. 

14.  Whoever,  from  the  defire  of  poflefllng  a flave  girl, 
becomes  a flave,  and  is  called  Berbuhrut. 

15.  Whoever,  of  his  own  accord,  fells  his  liberty,  and 
becomes  a flave,  and  is  called  Bekreet. 

SECT.  II. 

Of  the  modes  of  enfranchifmg  faves. 

WHOEVER  is  born  from  the  body  of  a female  flave,  and 
whoever  hath  been  purchafed  for  a price,  and  whoever  hath  been 
found  by  chance  any  where,  and  whoever  is  a flave  by  defeent 
from  his  anceflors,  thefe  four  fpecies  of  flaves,  until  they  are 
freed  by  the  voluntary  confent  of  their  mafters,  cannot  have 
their  liberty ; if  their  matter,  from  a principle  of  beneficence, 
gives  them  their  liberty,  they  become  free. 

Whoever,  having  received  his  victuals  from  a perfon  du^ 
ring  the  time  of  a famine,  hath  become  his  flave,  upon  giving  to 
his  provider  whatever  he  received  from  him  during  the  time  of 
the  famine,  and  alfo  two  head  of  cattle,  may  become  free  from 
his  fervitude,  according  to  the  ordinations  of  Pachefoputlee 
Mfr: — approved.  Chendecfur,  upon  this  head,  fpeaks  thus  ; 
that  he  who  has  received  victuals- during  a famine,  and  hath,' 
by  thofe  means,  become  a flave,  on  giving  two  head  of  cattle 
to  his  provider,  may  become  free. 

Whoever,  having  been  given  up  as  a pledge  for  money 
lent,  performs  fervice  to  the  creditor,  recovers  his  liberty  when- 
ever the  debtor  difeharges  the  debt  •,  if  the  debtor  negledts  to 
pay  the  creditor  his  money,  and  takes  no  thought  of  the  perfon 
whom  he  left  as  a pledge,  that  perfon  becomes  the  purchafed 
flave  of  the  creditor. 

Whoever, 
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Whoever,  being  unable  to  pay  his  creditor  a debt,  hath 
borrowed  a fum  of  money  from  another  perfon,  and  paid  his 
former  creditor  therewith,  and  hath  thus  become  a Have  to  the 
fecond  creditor,  or  who,  to  filence  the  importunities  of  his  cre- 
ditor’s demands,  hath  yielded  himfelf  a flave  to  that  creditor, 
fuch  kind  of  flaves  lhall  not  be  releafed  from  fcrvitude  until 
payment  of  the  debts. 

Whoever,  by  the  lofs  of  the  chance  in  any  game,  and 
whoever,  by  the  fortune  of  war,  is  enflaved,  thefe  two  perfons,, 
upon  giving  two  others  equal  to  themfelves  in  exchange,  are 
releafed  from  their  fervitude. 

If  the  flave  of  one  perfon  goes  to  another,  and  of  his  own 
defire  confents  to  be  the  flave  of  that  perfon,  in  this  cafe  he 
muft  ftill  be  the  property  of  the  perfon  to  whom  he  was  firft  a 
flave : — the  mode  of  releafe  for  every  kind  of  flave  fhall  take 
place,  according  to  the  ordination  laid  down  for  each. 

A Chehteree  and  Bice , who,  after  having  been  Sinaffees,  apo- 
ftate  from  that  way  of  life,  and  are  become  the  flaves  of  the 
magiltrate,  can  never  be  relealed. 

If  a Bramin  hath  committed  this  crime,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
not  make  him  a flave,  bur,  having  branded  him  in  the  forehead 
with  the  print  of  a dog’s  foot,  fhall  banifih  him  the  kingdom. 

Whoever  hath  yielded  himfelf  a flave  for  a flipulated  time, 
upon  the  completion  of  that  term,  fhall  recover  his  freedom. 

Whoever  performs  a fervitude  for  his  fubfiftence  fhall  re- 
cover his  freedom,  upon  renouncing  that  fubfiftence. 

Whoever,  for  the  fake  of  enjoying  a flave  girl,  becomes  a. 
flave  to  any  perfon,  he  lhall  recover  his  freedom,  upon  renoun-i 
cing  the  flave  girl. 


Whoever, 
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Whoever  hath  become  a Have,  by  felling  himfelf  to  any 
perfon,  he  lliall  not  be  free  until  the  mafter  of  his  own  accord 
gives  him  his  freedom. 

If  the  mafter,  from  a principle  of  beneficence,  gives  him  his 
liberty,  he  becomes  free. 

If  a thief,  having  ftolen  the  child  of  any  perfon,  fells  it  to 
another,  or  a man,  by  abfolute  violence,  forces  another  to  be 
liis  flave,  the  magiftrate  lliall  reftore  fuch  perfon  to  his  freedom. 

If  the  mafter  of  a flave  fhould  be  in  imminent  danger  of  his 
life,  and  at  that  time  this  Have,  by  his  own  efforts  and  prelence 
of  mind,  is  able  to  fave  the  life  of  his  mafter,  the  flave  aforefaid 
fhall  be  freed  from  his  fervitude,  and  be  held  as  a fon ; if  he 
chufes  it,  he  may  ftay  with  his  former  mafter;  if  he  chufes  it, 
he  fhall  quit  that  place,  and  go  where  he  will  at  liberty. 

Whoever  is  without  a legitimate  child,  and  from  the  feed 
of  his  own  body  hath  a child  from  the  womb  of  a flave  girl, 
that  girl,  together  with  her  fon,  becomes  free. 

When  any  perfon,  from  a principle  of  beneficence,  would 
releafe  his  flave,  the  mode  of  it  is  this : the  aforefaid  flave  fhall 
fill  a pitcher  with  water,  and  put  therein  berenge-arook , (rice 
that  has  been  cleanfed  without  boiling),  and  flowers,  and  doob , 
(a  kind  of  fmall  falad),  and,  taking  the  pitcher  upon  his  fhoul- 
der,  fhall  ftv.nd  near  his  mafter ; and  the  mafter,  putting  the 
pitcher  upon  the  flave’s  head,  fhall  then  break  the  pitcher,  fo 
that  the  water,  rice,  flowers,  and  doob>  that  were  in  the  pitch- 
er, may  fall  upon  the  flave’s  body;  after  that  the  mafter  fhall 
three  times  pronounce  the  words,  “ I have  made  you  free;” 
upon  this  fpeech  the  flave  aforefaid  fhall  take  fome  fteps  to- 
wards the  eaft;  whereupon  he  fliail  be  free. 

Whoever  hath  become  a flave  to  any  perfon,  that  mafter  is 
proprietor  cf  any  property  that  flave  may  acquire,  exclufive  of 

the 
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the  price  of  his  own  flaverv,  and  exclufive  al(b  of  any  thing 
which  may  be  given  to  him  as  a prefent. 

SECT.  III. 

Of  fuch  as  are  faves , and  of  fitch  as  are  not  faves. 

IF  the  {lave  of  any  perfon  marries  a woman,  that  woman  be- 
comes the  have  of  the  fame  mafter,  unlefs  {he  be  the  {lave  of 
any  other  perfon. 

If  that  woman  be  the  {lave  of  any  perfon,  and  her  mafter 
gives  confent  to  the  marriage,  in  that  cafe  alio  ihe  becomes  the 
{lave  of  her  hulband’s  mafter. 

A man  of  a fuperior  caft,  if  he  is  upright  and  fteady  in  the 
principles  of  that  caft,  can  never  be  the  Have  to  a man  of  an  in- 
ferior caft. 

Slaves  are  made  of  the  three  cafts  of  Chehteree , Bice,  andl 
Sooder;  a Bramin  can  never  be  a {lave. 

If  a Chehteree , a Bice , or  a Sooder,  caufe  a Bramin  to  be- 
come a Have,  the  magiftrate  lhall  exa<ft  a fine  from  them  of  one 
thouland  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

A Bramin  cannot  caufe  another  Bramin  to  become  a 
flave  j but  the  Bramin , who  is  learned  in  his  fcience,  may 
caufe  an  unlearned  Bramin  to  perform  all  proper  fervice  for 
him,  exclufive  of  thofe  undue  fervices  above  defcribed  ; and  he 
who  is  well  grounded  in  fcience  may  alfo  caufe  fuch  due  fervices 
to  be  performed  by  thofe  who  are  unprincipled  in  fcience,  ac- 
cording to  the  ordinations  of  Pdrreejaut  and  Helayoodeh : 

approved. 

Litlkce  Deher , upon  this  head,  fpeaks  thus,  that  whoever, 
being  a Bramin,  acts  like  a Chehteree , a Bice,  or  a Seeder, 

fuch 
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fuch  kind  of  Bramin  muft  never  caufe  other  Bramins  to  perforni 
duty  or  fervice  for  him. 

If  any  perfon  obliges  a learned  Bramin , againft  his  own  con- 
fent,  to  perform  labour  and  fervice,  the  magiftrate  {hall  fine 
him  fix  hundred  putts  of  cowries. 

If  a Bramin  hath  purchafed  a Sooder , or  even  if  he  hath  not 
purchafed  him,  he  may  caufe  him  to  perform  fervice. 

The  Chehteree , Bice,  and  Sooder , may  each  caufe  their  re- 
fpeftive  cafts  to  perform  fervice;  as  a Chehteree  may  employ 
another  Chehteree , a Bice  may  employ  another  Bice,  and  a Soo- 
tier may  employ  another  Sooder:  as  alfo  a fuperior  caft  may 
employ  the  inferior  caft ; as  a Bramin  may  employ  a Chehteree , 
a Chehteree  may  employ  a Bice,  and  a Bice  may  employ  a Soo- 
der. 

If  a man  fells  the  wife  of  a Bramin  to  any  perfon,  or  keeps 
her  to  himfelf,  it  is  not  approved;  the  magiftrate  fball  releafe 
the  woman,  cenfure  the  vender,  and  hold  him  amenable. 

If  a perfon,  in  time  of  calamity,  fells  his  {lave  girl  to  another 
perfon  without  her  confent,  the  magiftrate  {hall  fine  the  vender 
two  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

A woman,  who  is  of  good  character  and  behaviour,  and 
who,  coming  to  a perfon’s  houfe,  fixes  her  abode  there,  fiiall 
not  be  obliged  to  perform  any  labour  or  fervice,  nor  {hall  fhe 
be  delivered  over  to  any  perfon ; if  Hie  be  obliged  to  perform 
fervice,  or  be  delivered  over  to  any  other  perfon,  the  magiftrate 
iliall  exa£t  a fine  from  the  offending  party,  and  releafe  the 
woman. 

If  a man  commits  fornication  with  the  nurfe  who  brought 
him  up,  the  magiftrate  {hall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty 
puns  of  cowries. 
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If  a woman,  impelled  by  any  calamity,  fhould  come  to  any 
perfon,  and  remain  with  him,  if  he  commits  fornication  with 
that  woman,  the  magiftrate  ihall  fine  him  two  hundred  and 
fifty  puns  of  cewriesi  — —

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CHAP.  IX. 

Of  Wages, 


Se£t.  I.  Of  the  wages  of  fervants. 

Sect.  II.  Of  the  wages  of  dancing  women  or  proflitutes* 

SECT.  I. 

Of  the  wages  of  fervants. 

WHATEVER  wages  were  promifed  to  a fervant,  at  the 
time  of  his  being  hired,  according  to  that  promife  wages 
fhall  be  paid. 

If  a man  hath  hired  any  perfon  to  conduct  a trade  for  him, 
and  no  agreement  is  made  in  regard  to  wages,  in  that  cafe  the 
perfon  hired  fhall  receive  one  tenth  of  fuch  profit. 

If  a man  hath  hired  any  perfon  to  attend  his  cattle,  and  no 
agreement  is  made  in  regard  to  wages,  in  that  cafe  the  perfon 
hired  fhall  receive  one  tenth  of  the  milk  produced  by  the  cows. 

If  a man  hath  hired  any  perfon  for  the  bufinefs  of  agricul- 
ture, (exclufive  of  driving  the  plough),  and  116  agreement  is 
made  in  regard  to  wages,  that  perfon  fhall  receive  one  tenth  of 
the  crop  produced. 

Where  feveral  perfons  are  employed  in  the  execution  of 
one  piece  of  bufinefs,  of  the  whole  wages  paid  for  fuch  work, 
they  fhall  each  receive  a refpe&ive  proportion,  according  to  the 
difference  of  their  afiiduitv. 


If 
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If  a perfon  hired  for  the  bufinefs  of  agriculture  fliould  al> 
fcond,  the  magiftrate  fhall  cenfure  him,  and  take  a fine  from 
him. 

If  a perfon,  receiving  his  victuals  in  the  houfe  of  his  matter, 
perform  the  bufinefs  of  plowing  the  ground,  and  no  wages  are 
ftipulated,  in  that  cafe,  whatever  crop  is  produced  from  that 
ground,  the  perfon  fo  employed  {ball  receive  one  fifth  of  that 
crop ; if  he  does  not  receive  his  viffuals  at  the  houfe  of  his 
matter  while  he  performs  the  bufinefs  of  ploughing,  he  fhall 
receive  one  third. 

If  a perfon,  who  is  hired  to  bring  up  any  domettic  animals 
or  birds,  fliould  abfeond,  the  magiftrate  fhall  hold  him  amen- 
able, and  fliall  cenfure  him. 

If  a perfon,  having  received  his  wages,  doth  not  perform  the 
bufinefs  for  which  he  was  hired,  and  at  the  fame  time  is  not 
fick,  the  magiftrate  fliall  caufe  him  to  give  back  to  his  matter 
whatever  wages  he  may  have  received,  and  fliall  fine  him  in 
double  of  that  fum. 

If  a perfon,  not  having  agreed  for  wages  at  the  time  of  be- 
ing hired,  fliall  have  performed  the  bufinefs  allotted  him,  up- 
on which  bufinefs  no  profit  whatever  fhould  arife,  in  that  cafe, 
according  to  the  wages  that  other  people  in  the  fame  kingdom 
receive  for  the  fame  kind  of  bufinefs,  he  alfo  fliall  receive  wa- 
ges at  the  fame  rate  from  his  matter. 

If  a perfon,  not  receiving  his  wages,  but  making  a ftipula- 
tion  for  the  payment  and  proportion  of  them,  is  employed  up- 
on any  bufinefs,  and,  during  the  time  of  fuch  employment,  ab- 
fconds  from  his  bufinefs,  without  the  plea  of  ficknefs,  or  any 
calamity,  the  magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  in  whatever  fum  was 
agreed  upon  for  his  wages. 

T a If 
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If  a perfon,  being  hired  lo  perform  any  bufinefs,  fliould  for- 
fake  that  bufinefs,  at  a time  when  but  little  of  it  remains  unfi- 
nifiied,  without  the  plea  of  licknefs,  or  any  calamity,  he  (hall 
not  receive  any  wages. 

If  a perfon  hath  given  another  a promife,  faying,  “ I will 
“ execute  your  bufinefs,’’  and  at  the  fame  time  neglects  to  be- 
gin it,  and,  without  the  plea  of  ficknefs,  or  any  calamity,  af- 
terwards lhould  fay,  “ I fliall  not  be  able  to  execute  your  bu- 
<c  finefs,”  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  (hall  caufe  him  to  per- 
form the  bufinefs ; if,  after  the  order  of  the  magiflrate,  that 
perfon  {till  negledts  to  execute  the  bufinefs,  the  magiftrate  fliall 
fine  him  eight  gold  coins,  and,  without  giving  him  any  wages, 
fliall  oblige  him  to  perform  the  work  agreed  for. 

If  a perfon,  being  allotted  the  execution  of  any  work,  fliould 
fall  fick  after  he  has  begun  the  work,  and  afterwards,  upon  his 
recovery,  goes  on  with  the  performance  of  the  bufinefs,  he  fliall 
receive  wages  alfo  for  the  time  of  his  ficknefs. 

If  a man,  by  the  fault  of  his  mafter,  forfakes  his  fcrvice,  in 
that  cafe,  he  fliall  receive  proportionate  wages  for  whatever 
number  of  days  he  continued  in  the  fervice. 

If  a fervant,  by  his  own  fault,  fpoils  any  thing  belonging  to 
his  mailer,  that  fervant  fliall  make  it  good  ; but  if  that  thing 
be  fpoiled  by  any  unexpected  calamity,  or  innovation  of  the 
magiftrate,  the  fervant  fliall  not  pay  for  it. 

If  a perfon,  without  any  fault  committed  by  his  fervant,  dif- 
cliarges  the  fervant,  the  magiftrate  fliall  take  from  that  per- 
fon one  hundred  puns  of  cowries,  and  caufe  him  to  pay  the  fer- 
vant his  wages. 

If  a fervant  malicionfly  hurts  the  property  of  his  mafter,  lie 
fliall  give  twice  as  much  to  the  magiftrate  for  a fine,  and  make 
good  the  property  of  his  mafter. 
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If  a fervant,  at  the  command  of  his  matter,  commits  theft, 
or  murder,  or  any  fuch  crimes,  in  that  cafe,  it  is  not  the  fault 
of  the  fervant,  the  matter  only  is  guilty. 

If  a Beopury , hiring  a perfon  to  go  to  any  fpecified  place, 
takes  him  along  with  himfelf,  and  the  Beopury,  having  fold  all 
his  good  on  the  intermediate  road,  difeharges  that  perfon,  in 
that  cafe,  he  fhail  give  him  wages  for  whatever  part  of  the  road 
he  hath  gone;  and  as  to  the  part  of  the  way  agreed  upon, 
which  remains  untravelled,  he  lhall  give  him  half  of  the  ttipu- 
lated  wages  for  that  part;  and,  if,  as  they  are  on  their  journey 
to  the  place  fpecified,  any  perfon  fhould  hinder  the  Beopury 
from  carrymg  his  goods,  or  fhould  fteal  them,  in  that  cafe,  the 
perfon  hired  lhall  receive  wages  for  that  part  of  the  journey  al- 
ready aecomplifhed,  and  for  what  remains  unperformed,  he 
fhail  receive  nothing. 

If  a perfon,  going  on  a journey,  takes  another  with  him, 
and  this  perfon  fhould  fall  ttek  upon  the  road,  or  is  unable  to 
travel  on  account  of  fatigue,  in  that  cafe,  the  perfon  who  took 
him  fhail  remain  three  days  upon  the  fpot,  in  waiting  for  him  ; 
if  he  does  not  thus  wait  for  him,  the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  him. 

If  a perfon,  without  receiving  wages,  or  fubfittcnce,  or 
clothes,  attends  ten  milch  cows,  in  that  cafe,  he  fhail  feledl, 
for  his  own  ufe,  the  milk  of  that  cow,  whichever  produces  the 
mod ; and  if  he  attends  more  cows  that  thofe,  he  fhail  take 
milk,  after  the  fame  rate,  in  lieu  of  wages. 

If  a perfon  attends  one  hundred  cows,  for  the  fpace  of  one 
year,  without  any  appointment  of  wages,  in  that  cafe,  by  way 
of  wages,  he  fhail  take  to  himfelf  one  heifer  of  three  years 
old  ; and  alfo,  of  all  thofe  cows  that  produce  milk,  whatever 
the  quantity  may  be,  after  every  eight  days,  he  (hall  take  to 
himfelf  the  milk,  the  entire  produce  cf  one  clay. 


If 
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If  a perfon  attends  two  hundred  cows,  for  the  fpace  of  one 
year,  without  appointment  of  wages,  in  that  cafe,  after  every 
eight  days,  he  fhall  take  to  himfelf  the  milk,  the  entire  pro- 
duce of  one  day  ; and  alfo,  by  way  of  wages,  one  cow  in  milk, 
and  her  calf. 

Cattle  fhall  be  delivered  over  to  the  cowherd  in  the  morn- 
ing ; the  cowherd  fhall  tend  the  herd  the  whole  day  with  grafs, 
and  water,  and  in  the  evening  fhall  redeliver  them  to  the  ma- 
tter, in  the  fame  manner  as  they  were  intrufted  to  him  ; if,  by 
the  fault  of  the  cowherd,  any  of  the  cattle  are  hurt  or  ftolen, 
that  cowherd  fhall  make  them  good. 

When  a perfon  is  employed,  night  and  day,  in  attending 
cattle,  if  one  of  them,  by  his  fault,  jhould  be  hurt,  he  fhall 
make  it  good. 

If  a thief  takes  away,  by  violence,  a cow  or  a buffalo,  in 
the  owner’s  fight,  and  the  cowherd,  as  foon  as  he  knows  the 
circumftance,  makes  a violent  outcry,  but  is  not  able  to  preferve 
them,  it  is  not  to  be  imputed  the  fault  of  the  cowherd  ; and, 
jf  in  that  country,  or  in  that  particular  fpot,  any  calamity  fhould 
happen,  during  which  time  the  domeftic  animals  come  to  any 
damage,  it  is  not  to  be  imputed  the  fault  of  the  cowherd,  the 
lofs  fhall  fall  upon  the  owner. 

If  a cowherd  drives  away  any  cows,  buffaloes,  and  fuch 
kinds  of  cattle,  to  feed,  or  on  any  account  carries  them  to  ano- 
ther place,  he  fhall  guard  thofe  cattle,  to  the  utmoft  of  his 
power,  from  any  accident  of  flies,  thieves,  tigers,  pits,  rocks, 
or  any  fuch  kind  of  misfortune  ; if  he  is  unable  to  protect  them 
from  thefe  accidents,  he  fhall,  with  a loud  voice,  give  notice  to 
the  people  there,  or  to  the  owner  of  the  cattle  ; if  he  does  this, 
no  fault  lies  upon  the  co.wherd;  but  if  he  neglects  to  aft  in 
this  manner,  he  fhall  make  good  the  cattle,  and  the  magiftrate 
fhall  fine  him  thirteen  pans  of  cowries. 


If 
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If  a cowherd  {hould  go  to  his  own  houfe,  or  to  any  other 
place,  and  leave  any  fick  cattle  upon  the  plains,  the  magiftrate 
lhall  cenfure  him. 

If  a cow,  or  buffalo,  or  any  Rich  kind  of  cattle,  {hould  die 
of  any  ficknefs,  while  the  cowherd,  knowing  the  remedy  pro- 
per for  fuch  ficknefs,  neglected  to  adminifter  it,  the  magiftrate 
fnall  cenfure  him,  and  caufe  him  to  give  fuch  an  animal  to  the 
owner  of  the  herd  *,  he  fliall  alfo  fine  him  thirteen  puns  of  cow- 
ries y and  caufe  the  proportionate  part  of  his  wages  to  be  paid 
liiim 

When  a cowherd  hath  led  the  cattle  to  a diftant  place  to 
feed,  if  it  happens,  that  one,  or  two,  or  more  of  thofe  {hould 
die  of  fome  diftemper,  nctwithftanding  the  cowherd  applied 
the  proper  remedy,  in  that  cafe,  the  cowherd  fliall  carry  the 
head  or  tail,  or  fore  or  hind  foot,  or  fome  fuch  convincing 
proof  taken  from  that  animal’s  body,  to  the  owner  of  the  cat- 
tle ; having  done  this,  he  fliall  be  no  farther  anfwerable  •,  if  he 
ucglefts  to  act  thus,  he  fliall  make  good  the  lofs. 

SECT.  n. 

Of  the  wages  of  dancing  women  or profitutes.  ,s  - 

e, ■/a  d £ /W  1 

IF  a proftitute,  after  having  received  hire  from  any  perfon, 
neglects  to  go  to  him,  whatever  money  flie  received,  {lie  fliali 
return  back  twice  as  much  j but  if  the  perfon  who  hired  her 
does  not  require  her  attendance,  in  confequence,  the  money  he 
hath  given  her  fliall  not  be  returned. 

If  a proftitute  or  dancing  woman,  having,  at  her  own  rc- 
queft,  received  hire  from  any  perfon,  fliould  be  fick,  fatigued 
with  any  bufinefs,  or  melancholy  on  account  of  any  calamity, 
or  in  waiting  upon  the  bufinefs  of  the  magiftrate,  at  fuch  times 
if  the  perfon  aforefaid  requires  her  attendance,  and  the  profti- 
tute is  unable  to  go,  it  is  not  her  fault ; but,  after  her  recovery, 

or 
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or  alter  the  termination  of  the  calamity,  or  after  difmifiiori 
from  the  above-mentioned  bufinefs,  (he  flaall  attend  him  ; if  the 
then  negle&s  to  go*  (lie  fiiall  give  back  double  of  the  hire  flie 
received. 

If  a perfon,  having  fettled  the  fum  to  be  given,  hath  hired 
a profritute,  and  attempts  to  commit  any  unnatural  a<St  with 
l.er,  he  fiiall  give  her  eight  times  the  fum  ftipulated,  and  pay 
a fine  alfo  of  eight  times  as  much  to  the  magiftrate. 

If  any  perfon  verbally  agrees  with  a proftitute,  and  fays,  “ I 
c<  will  employ  you,”  and  gives  her  hire  upon  his  own  account, 
but  afterwards,  inftead  of  employing  her  himfelf,  caufes  feveral 
other  men  to  enjoy  her,  in  that  cafe,  he  fiiall  pay  her  eight 
times  as  much  as  the  fum  ftipulated,  and  pay  a fine  alfo  of 
eight  times  as  much  to  the  magiftrate. 

If  a man  hath  mentioned  one  particular  perfon’s  name  to  a 
proftitute,  and,  having  given  her  a ftipulated  hire  in  that  per- 
fon’s name,  carries  her  to  another  man,  the  magiftrate  fiiall 
fine  that  man  one  mhjloeh  of  gold , ( r\-  of  a/bn  fee). 

If  a man  having  agreed  with  a proftitute  for  her  hire,  goes 
to  her  accordingly,  and  afterwards  does  not  pay  her  the  ftipu- 
lated fum,  then  whatever  hire  he  had  agreed  to  give,  he  fiiall 
pay  double  of  that  fum  to  the  woman,  and  a fine  alfo  of  double 
of  the  fame  fum  to  the  magiftrate. 

If  a perfon,  having  agreed  for  the  hire  of  a proftitute  to  him- 
felf, takes  a number  of  men  with  him  to  that  proftitute,  and 
there  enjoys  her,  in  that  cafe,  whatever  hire  he  had  agreed  to 
pay,  he  fiiall  give  her  double  of  fuch  hire  for  every  perfon  whom 
lie  carried  with  him  ; and  in  like  manner  fiiall  pay  double  ol 
fuch  hire  for  every  fingle  perfon  to  the  magiftrate  as  a fine. 

If  a Bherooiih  (f.  e.)  a pimp  or  attendant  mufician  upon  pro- 
ftitutes,  and  a proftitute  have  any  difpute,  the  miftrefs  of  the 
girl  fiiall  fettle  the  difpute. 
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C H A P X. 

Of  Rent  and  Hire. 

IF  a perfon,  paying  rent  and  hire,  builds  a new  houfe  upon 
the  lands  of  liny  ltranger,  and  lives  there,  in  that  cafe, 
Whenever  he  quits  that  place,  and  pays  up  his  rent  without  a 
balance,  he  may  do  what  he  pleafes  with  the  houfe. 

If  a perfon,  without  paying  rent,  builds  a new  houfe  upon 
the  lands  of  a ltranger,  and  lives  there,  in  that  cafe,  at  the 
time  he  quits  that  place,  he. may  hot  difprtfe  of  the  houfe  at  his 
own  pleafure  ; the  owner  of  the  land  lhall  alfo  become  owner 
of  the  houfe. 

If  a perfon  hath  hired  any  thing  for  a ftipulated  time,  he  {hall 
pay  the  rent  accordingly. 

If  a perfon  hath  hired  any  thing  from  another,  he  (hall  con- 
tinue to  pay  the  hire  for  it,  until  he  returns  it  to  the  owner. 

If  a perfon  hath  hired  any  thing  from  another,  and  does  not 
apply  to  any  ufe  the  things  hired,  he  mull:  pay  the  rate  of  hire 
for  it,  and  be  held  to  return  it  to  the  owners 

If  a perfon,  having  agreed  for  the  rent  of  the  water  of  a pool, 
or  of  the  water  of  a well,  or  ot  the  water  of  a river,  or  of  a 
houfe,  does  not  pay  it,  the  mngiftrate  lhall  caufe  l'uch  rent  and 
hire  to  be  paid. 

If  a perfon  hath  hired  any  thing  from  another,  and  the  thing 
fo  hired,  without  any  unexpected  calamity,  or  innovation  of  the 
magistrate,  be  fpoiled  by  the  fault  of  that  perfon,  he  lhall  make 
it  good  j if  it  be  damaged  by  any  natural  accident,  or  by  the 
innovation  of  the  m'agiltrate,  he  {hall. not  make  it  good. 
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C H A P.  XI. 

Of  P it r chafe  and  Sale. 

Sect.  I.  Of  the  vender’s  not  delivering  up  to  the  purchafer 
the  commodity  fold,  and  of  the  magiftrate’^ 
caufing  him  to  deliver  it* 

Sc£h  II.  Of  returning  or  not  returning  articles  purchafed- 

SECT.  I. 

Of  the  vender's  not  delivering  up  to  the  purchafer  the  commodity 
fold , and  of  the  magifiratds  caufing  him  to  deliver  it. 

IF  a perfon  hath  fold  to  any  one  glebe-land,  ophoufes,  or  anv 
fuch  property,  and,  having  received  the  due  value  for  it, 
forcibly  detains  the  premifes  fold,  and  himfelf  expends  the  pro- 
fits arifing  upon  them,  upon  the  purchafer’s  laying  a complaint 
of  this  nature  before  the  magiftrate,  that  magiftrate  (hall  caufe 
the  purchafed  premifes,  and  alfo  the  profit  accruing  upon  them, 
to  he  delivered  over  to  the  purchafer ; and  if,  at  the  time  of 
entering  upon  the  premifes,  the  price  has  fallen,  with  refpeft 
to  the  time  when  the  purchafe  was  made,  he  fhall  caufe  fuch 
overplus  of  price  alfo  to  be  given  back  to  the  purchafer,  by  the 
vender ) but,  if  the  price  hath  rifen,  the  vender  fhall  not  re- 
ceive fuch  difference  of  price,  and  the  magiftrate  fhall  alfo  fine 
the  vender  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a perfon  fells  any  thing,  except  glebe-land,  to  any  one,  and, 
having  received  the  due  value,  forcibly  detains  the  purchafed 
commodity,  and  himfelf  expends  the  profits  arifing  upon  ir,  up- 
on the  purchafer’s  carrying  a complaint  of  this  nature  before  the 
magiftrate,  that  magiftrate  fhall  caufe  the  commodity  bought  to 
he  delivered  over  to  the  purchafer,  and  alfo  whatever  profit  there- 
upon 
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upon  accruing,  which  the  feller  has  applied  to  his  own  ufe  j 
and  if,  at  the  time  of  delivering  up  the  purchafe,  the  price  of 
fuch  commodity  has  fallen,  with  refpect  to  the  time  when  the 
purchafe  was  originally  made,  the  vender  fliall  alfo  make  good 
fuch  difference  of  price,  and  fhall  pay  to  the  magiftrate  a fm$ 
of  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a perfon,  having  fold  any  thingtfta  merchant  who  is  gone 
into  another  country  to  trade,  hath  received  the  due  value  for  it, 
and  then  forcibly  detains  the  purchafcd  commodity,  in  chat  cafe, 
upon  the  merchant’s  preferring  a complaint  of  this  nature  to  the 
magiftrate,  that  magiftrate  fliall  caufe  the  purchafcd  commodir 
ty  to  be  delivered  to  the  buyer ; and  alfo  whatever  the  prefent 
profit  mils  fhort  of  that  profit  which  the  merchant  would  have 
gained  by  felling  it  in  another  kingdom,  at  the  time  of  hia 
making  the  purchafe,  the  magiftrate  fhall  caufe  that  difference 
allb  to  be  made  good  to  the  purchafer,  and  fliall  likewife  take 
to  himfelf,  as  a fine,  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries:  this  ordi* 
nation  is  according  to  Beeba-dur  'Tunnagurkar : — approved. 

If  a perfon  hath  purchafcd  any  thing  with  agreement  to  take 
away  the  goods  the  fame  day,  and  hath  fettled  a day  of  pay* 
ment,  and  the  vender  alfo  confents  to  this,  yet  does  not  deliver 
up  the  goods  on  the  purchafer ’s  demand,  upon  the  purchafer’s 
preferring  a complaint  of  this  nature  to  the  magiftrate,  that 
magiftrate  fhall  caufe  fuch  goods  to  be  delivered  to  the  pur- 
chafer, and  fliall  alfo  make  the  vender  give  up  whatever  advan- 
tage he  may  have  enjoyed,  arifing  from  the  goods  fo  detained, 
and  lhall  fine  him  moreover  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries 
but  the  purchafer  fhall  be  held  to  pay  according  to  the  ftipula- 
tion;  neverthelefs,  if,  with  refpeft  to  the  time  of  the  purchafe, 
the  price  is  fince  fallen,  the  vender  lhall  make  it  good. 

If  a perfon,  having  purchafed  any  undamaged  commodity, 
afterwards  returns  it  back  to  the  vender,  at  whatever  price  the 
purchafe  was  made,  the  vender  fliall  detain  one  tenth  of  fuch 
price,  and  return  the  other  nine  parts  to  the  purchafer,  recei- 
ving back  at  the  lame  time  the  purchafcd  goods. 

U % Ir 
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Tr  any  perfon  hath  fold  any  commodity  to  another,  and  does 
not  deliver  up  fuch  commodity  to  the  purchafer  upon  his  de- 
mand, after  which  the  commodity  receives  any  damage,  the. 
vender  ihuil  make  it  good. 

Ir  a perfon  hath  fold  any  commodity  to  another,  and  the 
purchafer  doth  not  make  demand  for  the  goods  purchafed, 
which  .goods  are  afterwards  damaged  by  the  vender’s  fault,  the 
vender  fhall  make  good  the  lois ; but  if  the  damage  arifes  from 
any  calamity  of  the  feafon,  or  from  any  innovation  of  the  ma- 
gi fir  ate,  the  vender  fhall  not  make  good  the  lofs. 

If  a perfon-,  producing  to  another  a commodity  without  ble- 
mifh,  and,  having  ftipulated  for  a price  according  to  the  value 
of  fuch  commodity,  afterwards  gives  to  the  purchafer  damaged 
goods,  in  that  cafe,  the  magiffrate  fhall  caufe  the  vender  to  give 
double  of  fuch  price  to  the  purchafer,  and  himfelf  aifo  fhall 
take  from  the  vender  double  of  fuch  price  as  a fine. 

. '.•*.*  \ . i 

If  a perfon,  confcious  of  a blemifh  in  his  goods,  conceals 
that  blemifh  .when  be  fells  thofe  goods,  in  that  cafe,  the  ma- 
giflrate  fhall  enufe  the  vender  to  give  double  of  the  price  of 
the  goods  to  the  purchafer,  and  himfelf  alio  fhall  take  from 
him  the  fame  fum  as'a  fine. 

If  ideots,  or  perfons  rendered  fenfelefs  by  intoxication,  or 
men  who  cannot  diftinguifh  between  their  own  good  and  evil, 
fell  any  thing,  it  is  not  approved ; if  they  will  take  fuch  com- 
modity back  again,  they  are  authorized. 

In  each  particular  fenfon,  ever}’  commodity  has  its  particular 
price;  if  a perfon,  under  the  influence  of  fear,  fells  any  com- 
moditv  remarkably  undervalue,  with  refpefr  to  the  feafon,  it  is 
"not  approved  ; and,  if  he  will  take  it  back  again,  he  is  autho- 
rized. 


If 
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If  a man,  having  fold  a commodity  to  one  perfon,  afterwards 
fells  the  fame  commodity  to  another,  the  magiftrate  fliall  caufe 
}um  to  give  double  of  fuch  commodity  to  the  firft  purchafer, 
and  himfelf  alfo  lhall  take  the  fame  fum  as  a fine. 

If  a perfon  hath  fold  any  thing  to  another,  with  agreement 
to  deliver  up  the  purchafe  on  a ftipulated  day,  and,  upon  his 
tendering  the  goods  on  that  day  accordingly,  the  purchafer  re-* 
fufes  to  receive  them,  the  vender,  in  that  cafe*  may  difpofe  of 
them  elfewhere;  in  this  cafe  the  vender  is  not  in  fault ; and,  if* 
on  the  fecond  file,  any  lofs  fhould  accrue  to  the  vender,  the 
firft  purchafer  fliall  make  it  good. 

If  a perfon,  without  agreement  of  price,  hath  delivered  to 
another  any  goods,  under  the  name  of  felling,  faying,  “ I will 
“ receive  the  value  of  them,”  and  afterwards  a difput^  fhould 
arife  concerning  the  price,  then,  whatever  was  the  current  price 
of  fuch  commodity,  at  the  time  of  the  purchafe,  according  to 
the  price  at  that  period,  the  arbitrators  appointed  by  the  buyer 
and  vender  fliall  terminate  the  difpute. 

S E C T.  II.  f 

Of  returning , or  not  returning  the  articles  pur  chafed. 

IF  a perfon  hath  bought  the  feeds  of  paddee , of  wheat,  bar- 
ley, nmufj,  doll , gram,  muftard-feed,  or  fuch  kinds  of  grain, 
without  infpec'tion,  and  in  ten  days  difeovers  any  defe<fk  in  that 
grain,  he  may  return  fuch  grain  within  that  (pace  of  ten  days; 
if  ten  days  are  paft,  he  fliall  never  afterwards  return  it ; if  he 
infpecced  the  grain  at  the  time  of  purchafe,  he  then  fliall  not 
have  power  to  return  it,  even  within  the  fpace  cf  ten  days. 

If  a perfon  buys  iron  without  infpe&ion,  and  afterwards  dif- 
eovers a defett  in  that  iron,  he  may  return  it  back  within  the 
fpace  of  one  day;  if  he  infpc£fed  it  at  the  time  of  purchafe,  he 
fliall  never  afterwards  return  it ; and  alfo,  if  oije  day  is  paft,  lie 
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lhall  not  afterwards  return  it,  though  not  infpe&ed  at  the  time 
of  purchafe.. 

If  a perfon  hath  bought  of  any  one  pearls,  coral,  or  dia- 
monds, or  any  other  fpecies  of  precious  ftoncs,  without  inflec- 
tion, and  in  feven  days  difeovers  any  defeft  in  them,  he  may  re- 
turn them  within  that  fpace  of  feven  days ; if  feven  days  are 
part,  he  fhall  never  afterwards  return  them  j if  he  infpected 
them  at  the  time  of  purchafe,  he  fhall  not  have  power  to  return 
them  even  within  the  fpace  of  feven  days. 

If  a perfon  hath  purchafed  a Have  girl  of  any  one,  and  with- 
in a month  difeovers  any  defedt  in  that  girl,  he  may  return  her 
within  that  fpace  of  one  month  ; if  one  month  be  paft,  fhe 
never  afterwards  fhall  be  given  back  *,  and,  if  the  purchafe  was 
made  upon  infpedtion,  fhe  fhall  not  be  returned,  even  within 
tfhe  fpace  of  one  month. 

If  a perfon  purcliafes  of  any  one  camels,  bullocks,  affes,  or 
fuch  kinds  of  beafts  of  burden,  and  in  five  days  any  defect 
fhould  be  found  in  them,  they  may  be  returned  within  that 
fpace  of  five  days ; if  five  days  are  part,  they  muft  never  be  re- 
turned ; if  they  were  infpedted  at  the  time  of  purchafe,  the 
purchafer  fhall  not  have  power  to  return  them  even  within  five 
days. 

If  a perfon,  without  infpedtion,  purcliafes  of  any  one  cows, 
or  cow  buffaloes  in  milk,  and  any  defedt  is  found  on  them  in 
three  days,  they  may  be  returned  within  that  fpace  of  three 
days ; if  three  days  are  paft,  they  muft  never  afterwards  be  re- 
turned j if  the  purchafe  was  made  upon  infpedtion,  the  purcha- 
fer fliall  not  have  power  to  return  them  even  within  three 
days. 

If  a perfon  hath  bought  a flave  of  any  one,  and  in  fifteen 
<jfays  any  defect  be  found  in  him,  he  may  be  returned  within 
'that  fpace  of  fifteen  days  ; if  fifteen  days  are  paft,  he  can  never 
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afterwards  be  returned;  if  he  was  infpc&ed  at  the  time  of  pur- 
chafe,  he  may  not  be  returned  even  within  fifteen  days. 

If  a perfon  hath  bought  grafs,  or  fuel-wood,  or  bricks,  of 
j>addee,  or  wheat,  or  barley,  or  any  other  grain,  or  wine,  or 
honey,  or  ghee,  or  fugar,  or  candy,  of  the  fpccies  of  fweet,  or 
round  pepper,  or  long  pepper,  of  the  fpecies  of  bitter,  or  hur - 
reh,  or  beheereh , and  other  things,  of  the  fpecies  of  ajfus,  or 
aftringent,  or  Jhaddoch,  or  tamarinds,  and  other  things,  of  the 
fpecies  of  acid,  or  fait,  or  cloth,  or  gold,  or  copper,  or  tin,  or 
tutenague,  or  white  copper,  or  brafs,  and  any  defeft  fliould  be 
found  in  them  the  fame  day,  they  may  be  returned  within  the 
fpace  of  that  day;  if  that  day  be  paft,  they  can  never  afterwards 
be  returned  ; if  the  purchafe  was  made  on  infpe&ion,  they 
muft  not  be  returned  even  within  the  fame  day. 

If  a man  purchafes  old  clothes,  he  muft  never  return  them* 

If  a perfon,  who  is  always  employed  in  buying  and  felling 
various  forts  of  commodities,  and  is  well  {killed  in  that  bufl- 
nefs,  fliould  purchafe  any  thing,  he  (hall  not  at  any  time  have 
power  to  return  it  upon  a difcovery  of  a defeft. 
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CHAP.  XII. 

Of  Boundaries  and  Limits. 

afeertain  boundaries^  upon  the  confines  of  thofe  boun- 

-6-  daries  muft  be  planted  the  male  and  female  banyan  tree* 
or  the  phis  tree,  or  the  feennil  (cotton  tree’,  or  the  faul,  or  the 
toddy  tree,  or  the  zukkoom  tree,  or  the  hitti  tree,  or  the  bamboo j 
or  a mound  of  earth  mult  be  made,  or  any  large  tree,  that  pro- 
duces not  a great  number  of  branches,  muft  be  planted ; or  by 
a pool,  a well,  a bafon,  a ditch,  or  any  filch  figns  above  men- 
tioned, lhall  the  boundaries  be  openly  deferibed ; or  a temple 
lhall  be  built  there  to  Shagbur  fi.e  J their  deity. 

Dust,  or  bones,  or  feboos  (i.  e.J  bran,  or  cinders,  or  feraps 
of  earthen  ware,  or  the  hairs  of  a cow’s  tail,  or  the  feed  of  the 
cotton  plant,  all  thefe  things  above  mentioned,  being  put  into 
, in -earthen  pot,  filled  to  the  brim,  a man  muft  privately  bury 
upon  the  confines  of  his  own  boundary,  and  there  preferve 
ftones  alfo,  or  bricks,  or  fea  fand,  either  of  thefe  three  things 
may  be  buried,  by  way  of  land-mark  of  the  limits  ; for  all  thefe 
things,  upon  remaining  a long  time  in  tire  ground,  are  not  lia- 
ble to  rot,  or  become  putrid  ; any  other  thing  alfo,  which  will 
remain  a long  time  in  the  ground,  without  becoming  rotten 
or  putrid,  may  be  buried  for  the  fame  purpole;  thofe  perfons 
who,  by  any  of  thefe  methods,  can  (hew  the  line  of  their  boun- 
daries, fhail  acquaint  their  Tons  with  the  refpe£live  land-marks 
of  thofe  boundaries ; and  in  the  fame  manner  thofe  fons  alfo 
•fiiall  explain  the  figns  of  the  limits  to  their  children  : if  all  per- 
fons would  act  in  this  manner,  there  could  be  no  dlfpute  con- 
cerning limits  and  boundaries. 

If  a fuit,  for  the  limits  of  ground,  Ihould  arife,  the  magi- 
ftrate,  having  infpedted  the  open  and  private  land-marks  above 
deferibed,  fhail  fettle  the  fuit:  if  any  doubt  or  perplexity  fiiould 
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intervene,  the  plaintiff  and  defendant  (hall  produce  to  the  ma- 
giftrate their  refpedtive  accounts  of  poffeflion,  under  proof,  and 
the  fu it  of  boundaries*  ihall  be  fettled  : if  aifo  there  is  no  land- 
mark, and  they  cannot  prove  their  refpeclive  poffeffions,  then 
the  plaintiff’  lhall  find  out  fome  old  men,  well  acquainted  with 
the  boundaries,  or  the  perfon  who  firft  marked  out  the  fpot, 
and  fettle  the  difpute  by  their  means;  but  the  difpute  of  limits 
iliall  not  be  fettled  by  the  teftimony  of  only  one  experienced 
perfon,  it  (hall  not  be  determined  by  lefs  than  the  teftimony  of 
four  perfons. 

If  both  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant  approve  of  fome  old 
and  experienced  men  for  giving  teftimony,  in  regard  to  the 
fettlement  of  a difpute  for  boundaries,  then  the  magiftrate  or 
arbitrator  fhall  queftion  fuch  perfon  as  the  plaintiff  and  the 
defendant  have  approved ; and  he,  putting  on  a red  necklace 
and  red  clothes,  fhall  relate  the  true  circum fiances  of  the  boun- 
daries; if,  after  the  teftimony  of  thefe  perfons,  the  fuit  is.ftill 
undetermined,  then  the  magiftrate  fhall  feleft,  and  put  the 
fame  queftions  to,  four  or  ten  perfons  of  thofe  who  break  up 
faggot  wood  conftantly  in  thofe  parts,  or  who  are  hunters,  or 
who,  after  the  grain  is  reaped,  glean  what  is  on  the  ground  ; 
and  thefe  fhall  lay  their  heads  upon  the  ground,  making  the 
due  reverences,  and,  putting  on  red  necklaces  and  red  clothes, 
fhall  relate  what  they  know  of  the  affair,  faying,  “ If  we  give 
«*  falfe  witnefs,  may  our  good  actions  all  be  reverfed.”  In  a 
difpute  concerning  boundaries  a fingle  perfon  lhall  not  give 
teftimony;  but,  if  the  plaintiff  and  defendant  join  in  approving 
.a  fingle  perfon,  the  magiftrate  fhall  queftion  him;  arid  that 
perfon,  falling  for  one  whole  day,  and  putting  on  a red  neck- 
lace and  red  clothes,  with  the  due  reverences  of  laying  his  head 
to  the  ground,  fhall  give  his  teftimony. 

The  magiftrate  Avail  not  fettle  a difpute  concerning  bounda- 
ries by  the  teftimony  of  a perfon  of  bad  principles;  it  the  fuit 
cannot  be  fettled  by  the  means  above  mentioned,  then  the  magi- 
ftrate lhall  go  in  perfon  to  the  boundaries  in  difpute,  and  in- 
quire the  truth  of  the  affair  from  the  men  in  the  ullage,  who 
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were  born  in  that  village,  and  who  are  well  acquainted  with  the 
boundaries ; and  thofe  all'o  who  are  gone  to  any  other  part  of 
the  country  he  lhall  fummons,  and  having,  upon  inquiries, 
learnt  the  truth  from  them,  he  fhall  fettle  the  difpute. 

If  the  magiftrate,  from  anger  or  avarice,  or  any  other  bad 
principle,  gives  the  land  owned  by  one  perfon  to  another,  it  is 
not  approved. 

In  a place  where  there  is  any  difpute  concerning  the  bounda- 
ries of  villages,  the  difpute  concerning  fuch  boundaries  fhall  be 
fettled  by  applying  to  the  men  of  credit  and  experience  there  ; if 
there  is  a difpute  concerning  tillage,  the  difpute  fhall  be  fettled 
by  applying  to  the  farmers  in  the  neighbourhood  ; and,  if  there 
is  a difpute  for  the  ground  on  which  a houfe  ftands,  the  difpute 
fhall  be  fettled  by  applving  to  the.perfons  dwelling  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood cf  that  houfe ; if  there  are  none  of  thefe,  nor  any 
witriefs,  nor  any  lanu-mark  of  the  boundary,  nor  any  account 
of  the  ufufruft,  in  that  cafe  the  magiftrate  fhall  mark  out  the 
boundaries  according  to  his  own  pleafure,  and  the  plaintiff 
and  the  defendant  fhall  both  approve  of  the  decifion  j which- 
ever of  them  fhall  not  approve,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him. 

In  a place  where  two  villages  lie  on  the  two  banks  of  a river, 
if,  from  that  river,  a nullah  fhould  fpring  out,  which,  after 
making  an  elbow  into  the  land,  returns  again  to  the  river,  and 
fome  glebe-land  fhould  remain  fixed  in  its  original  fituation,  be- 
tween that  elbow  of  the  nullah  and  the  main  river,  in  fuch  a 
cafe  the  glebe-land  fhall  ftill  belong  10  the  village  that  origi- 
nally poffeffed  it. 

In  a place  where  there  is  a river,  the  two  banks  of  which  are 
boundaries  to  the  eftates  of  two  perfons,  if  that  river  fhould  break 
oft  fome  part  of  the  bank  on  one  fide,  and  carry  it  over  to  the 
ether,  then  the  owner  of  that  boundary,  upon  which  the  other 
broken  bank  hath  fallen,  fhall  become  proprietor  of  that  bank  fo 
broken,  and  the  perfon  whofe  bank  is  fo  divided  fhall  no  longer 
have  any  property  therein  : if  the  river  breaks  off  the  whole  of 
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a perfon’s  land,  and  carries  it  over  to  the  boundaries  of  another 
perfon,  in  that  cafe,  the  perl'on  whofe  whole  ground  is  thus 
torn  away  fliall  ftill  be  th  owner  thereof,  and  the  perfon  upon 
whofd  boundary  fuch  land  hath  fallen  lhall  not  be  entitled  to 
poflcliion  thereof. 

If  a perfon,  not  being  real  owner  of  any  land,  fhould,  by 
any  fraudulent  means,  get  polTejlion  of  fome  land,  the  magi- 
ftrate  fliall  take  from  him  that  land,  or  give  it  to  fome  other 
perfon,  (he  is  authorized  fo  to  do),  and  that  perfon  llvall  not 
have  power  to  caufe  any  let  or  mo'eftation. 

If  a perfon  hath  built  a new  houfe  upon  the  wafte  ground, 
and  hath  occupied  it,  then,  if  a powerml  man  fiiouid  erect  a 
maniion  upon  the  fame  place,  and  fhould  join  to  ins  o va  build- 
ings the  fpot  of  ground  occupied  by  the  ether,  it  is  not  ap- 
proved. 

Whatever  pool,  or  well,  a perfon  hath  occupied,  from 
the  commencement  of  building  his  houfe,  another  perfon  can- 
not afterwards  prohibit  him  from  ufing. 

If  a man  hath  had  a window  in  his  own  premifes,  another 
perfon,  having  built  a houfe  very  near  to  this,  and  living  there 
with  his  family,  hath  no  power  to  fhut  up  that  man’s  window  •, 
and,  if  this  fecond  perfon  would  make  a window  in  his  own 
houfe,  on  the  lide  of  it  that  is  towards  the  other  man’s  houfe, 
and  that  man,  at  the  time  of  his  conltruding  fuch  window, 
forbids  and  impedes  him,  he  fliall  not  have  power  to  make  a 
window;  if,  after  the  window  is  fuiilhed,  the  other  perfon 
fhould  caufe  him  any  trouble,  the  mngiftrate  lhall  take  a fine 
from  that  perfon,  without  caufing  the  window  aforefaid  to  be 
fhut  up. 

If  the  drain  of  a man’s  houfe  hath,  for  a long  feries  of  time, 
pafied  through  the  buildings  belonging  to  another  perfon,  that 
perfon  lhall  not  give  any  impediment  thereto  ; but  if  that  per- 
lon  caufed  any  impediment  at  the  firft  commencement  of  fuch 
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drain,  then  the  other  (hall  not  have  power  to  carry  his  drain 
that  way;  if  that  perfon,  at  the  commencement  of  the  drain, 
gave  no  interruption,  yet  afterwards  caules  the  other  any  trou- 
ble, he  (hall  be  amenable  to  the  fircar  of  the  inagiftrate. 

If  a man  hath  made  a lofty  building  for  a feat,  and  goes  up 
thither  to  lit,  then,  if,  at  the  lime  of  the  commencement  of  the 
aforefaid  building,  none  of  his  neighbours  gave  him  any  impedi- 
ment, t'nev  (hall  not  afterwards  have  power  to  mole  if  him  ; if 
afterwards  they  impede  and  caufe  him  any  trouble,  they  {haU 
be  amenable  to  the  magiftratc. 

* 

Any  houfe,  which  hath  a door  in  each  of  the  four  Tides,  if, 
at  the  firft  building  of  the  houfe,  no  perfon  gave  any  impedi- 
ment to  the  confirmation  of  fitch  doors,  and  yet  lhould  after- 
wards attempt  to  impede,  he  fir  all  not  have  power  to  do  it ; if 
Ire  (hould  then  give  the  owner  ot  the  houfe  anv  trouble  or  mo- 
leltation,  he  flrali  be  amenable  to  the  magilfrate. 

Ir,  from  the  thatch  roof  of  any  houfe,  the  water  falls  off" 
into  a place  adjoining  to  that  houfe,  but  the  property  of  another 
man,  then,  if  the  perfon,  upon  whole  ground  fuch  water  falls, 
gave  no  impediment  at  the  beginning,  he  lhall  not  afterwards 
have  power  to  impede;  if,  after  the  completion  of  the  houfe, 
he  gives  the  other  any  trouble  or  moleffation,  he  fliall  be  amen- 
able to  the  nragilfrate;  and,  if  a perfon  makes  a f'jjah  (or  fen- 
ced terras)  upon  the  top  of  his  houfe,  another  fliall  not  impede 
lrim. 

If  there  is  an  old  paflage  for  men  and  cattle  through  the 
grounds  of  any  perfon,  that  perfon  has  not  power  to  flop  up 
fuch  road. 

A person  may  not  make  a neceffary-houfe  adjoining  to  the 
houfe  of  any  perfon;  nor  lhall  he  fling  out  rubbilh  and  filth 
there,  nor  dig  a ditch. 
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A person  fliall  not  plant  the  tree  looloo,  or  cocoa-nut,  from 
whence  bitter  oil  is  extra&ed,  adjoining  to  another  man’s 
houfe ; if  he  plants  them  there,  he  muft  leave  the  breadth  qf 
two  cubits  between  the  trees  and  the  houfe. 

, ) 

A door  through  which  all  people  pafs,  and  a road  upon 
which  all  people  travel,  no  one  {hall  (hut  upon  pretence  that  it 
is  within  his  own  boundaries-,  nor  dial l he  make  that  path  a 
pla  to  pifs,  or  a receptacle  for  filth,  or  for  fund  to  fcower  the 
veil'd  s wherein  the  filth  is  carried  ; nor  (hall  he  make  fuch  a re- 
ceptacle near  to  a houfe  ; nor,  when  he  has  fwept  his  houfe, 
fivall  he  throw  the  rubbifh  and  allies  into  the  path  ; nor  lhall 
he  eafe  himfelf  there  ; neither  (hall  he  plant  trees  there. 

If  a perfon  (huts  up  the  path  where  the  magiftrate,  or  the 
magiftrate’s  officers,  pafs  and  repafs,  he  fliall  be  amenable. 

If  a perion,  in  the  time  of  no  general  calamity,  throws  rub- 
bifh and  affies  upon  the  high  ror.d,  or  make  a hole  there,  or 
eafes  himfelf  thereon,  a finglc  time,  or  plants  trees  there,  the 
magillratc  fliall  take  a fine  from  him  of  one  maJJjeh  of  geld , and 
caufe  him  to  throw  away  the  filth  with  his  own  hands. 

If  a perfon,  during  the  time  of  a general  calamity,  is  guilty 
of  the  practices  above-mentioned,  in  the  high  road,  he  fliall 
not  pay  a fine,  nor  be  obliged  to  throw  away  the  filth  with  his 
own  hands. 

lF*a  perfon,  in  the  time  of  no  general  calamity,  conftantly 
throws  rubbifh,  filth,  and  other  things  above  fpecified  into  the 
high  road,  the  magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  two  cahawtms  of  cow- 
ries, -and  oblige  him  to  throw  the  filth  into  fome  other  place 
with  his  own  hands. 

If,  in  tinles  either  of  calamity,  or  of  no  calamity,  a feeble 
old  man,  or  a child,  or  a woman  big  with  child,  fliould  throw 
.any  of  the  things  above-mentioned  into  the  high  road,  they 
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ihall  neither  pay  a fine,  nor  be  obliged  to  throw  away  the  filth 
with  their  own  hands  ; but  the  magiftrate  fhall  caution  them 
to  be  more  careful  for  the  future. 

If  a perfon  throws  away  filth  into  a garden,  or  near  the  fteps 
of  a pool,  the  magiftrate  iliall  fine  him  one  hundred  puns  of 
cowries , and  oblige  him  to  throw  away  the  filth  with  his  own 
hands. 

If  a perfon  throws  away  filth  into  the  places  of  Zeecirut  (or 
religious  walks)  or  near  the  fteps  of  a pool,  a well,  or  bafon  of 
water,  fo  that  people  are  prevented  from  going  thither,  and 
cannot  ufe  the  water  of  fuch  pool,  well,  or  bafon,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  fine  the  offender  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of  cowries, 
and  oblige  him  to  throw  away  the  filth  with  his  own  hands. 

If  between  the  boundaries  of  two  perfons  any  tree  fhould 
grow,  the  flowers  and  fruit  of  fuch  trees  fhall  be  indiferimi- 
nately  ufed  bv  both  parties. 

If  trees  be  on  the  boundaries  of  one  perfon,  and  the  branches 
of  thofe  trees  extern'  ;er  the  boundaries  of  another,  then  the 
perfon,  into  whofe  pre  fes  fuch  branches  extend,  is  proprietor 
of  thofe  branches,  anu  nay  do  with  them  as  he  pleafes. 

If  a perfon,  by  caufing  violent  apprehenfion  in  another  per- 
fon, occupies  that  period’s  houfe,  or  pool,  or  garden,  or  tillage, 
the  magiftrate  Ihall  caule  tht  >offeflion  thereof  to  revert  to  the 
owner,  and  Ihall  fine  the  other  perfon  one  hundred  puns  of 

cowries. 

If  a perfon,  having  by  miftake  affirmed,  that  the  houfe,  pool, 
well,  garden,  or  glebe,  or  any  fuch  things,  the  property  of  ano- 
ther, belonging  to  himfelf,  hath  applied  them  accordingly  to 
his  own  ufe,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  puns  of 
cowries,  and  caufe  the  poffeffion  thereof  to  revert  to  the  real 
proprietor. 

If 
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If  a perfon  fliould  dig  up  by  the  roots  a tree  planted  for  a 
land-mark,  as  before  fpecified,  it  is  a crime,  and  the  magiftrate 
fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a perfon,  by  removing  a land-mark,  fraudulently  appro- 
priates to  himfelf  an  additional  piece  of  land,  the  magiftrate 
lhall  take  from  him  a fine  of  five  hundred  and  forty  puns  of 
cowries,  and  fhall  give  back  the  ground  to  the  owner. 

If  a perfon  entirely  breaks  the  dividing  ridge  between  the 
tillage  of  any  two  perfons,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one 
hundred  and  eight  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a perfon  hath  deftroved  much  of  the  tillage  of  another 
man,  and  appropriated  a larger  piece  of  ground  than  what  be- 
longs to  him,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  and 
eight  puns  of  cowries , and  fliall  caufe  him  to  give  back  the  land 
to  the  owner. 

If  a perfon,  to  ferve  his  own  tillage,  fteals  the  water  from 
another  man’s  pool,  and  waters  his  ground  therewith,  the  ma- 
giftrate fliall  fine  him  one  hundred  and  eight  puns  of  cowries. 
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CHAP.  XIII. 

Of  Shares  in  the  Cultivation  of  Lands. 

Fallow  or  wafte  lanj  is  of  three  forts,  viz. 

i.  T AND  wafte  for  two  years,  or  one  year,  which  is  called 

A J Arete  Khecly  half  walte. 

2.  Land  wafte  for  three  years,  or  four  years,  which  is  called 
Kheel,  or  wafte. 

3.  Land  wafte  for  five  years,  or  whatever  longer  time  it  may 
happen,  fuch  land  is  called  Jungle. 

If  a perfon  makes  over  to  another,  for  the  purpofe  of  culti- 
vation, land  that  has  been  wafte  for  one  or  two  years,  and  that 
perfon,  having,  by  careful  management,  improved  the  ground, 
(hould  raife  a crop  from  thence,  in  that  cafe,  of  the  whole  crop 
fo  raifed,  one  fixth  ftiall  go  to  the  owner  of  the  ground,  and  the 
remaining  five-fixths  fhall  belong  to  the  cultivator ; if  this  per- 
fon above-mentioned,  having  agreed  to  take  land  of  the  other, 
for  the  purpofe  of  cultivation,  fhould  afterwards  negleft  either 
to  cultivate  it  himfelf,  or  to  caufe  it  to  be  cultivated  by  others, 
in  that  cafe,  whatever  crops  other  lands  in  the  fame  place,  fimi- 
lar  to  the  lands  fpecified,  lhall  produce  upon  a medium,  the  cul- 
tivator ftiall  give  to  the  owner  of  the  ground  the  proportion  of 
one  fixth  of  fuch  medium  crop,  and  the  magiftrate  alfo  ftiall 
take  from  the  cultivator  a fine  of  the  fame  value. 

If  a man  makes  over  to  another,  for  the  purpofe  of  cultiva- 
tion, land  that  has  been  wafte  for  three  years,  or  for  four  years, 
and  that  perfon  by  improvement  of  the  foil  raifes  a crop  there, 
in  that  cafe,  of  the  whole  of  the  crop  fo  raifed,  one  eighth  ftiall 
go  to  the  owner  of  the  ground,  and  the  remaining  feven  eighths 
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Hull  belong  to  the  cultivator;  if  this  perfon  above-mentioned, 
having  agreed  to  take  land  of  the  other,  for  the  purpofe  of  cul- 
tivation, lhould  afterwards  neglect  either  to  cultivate  it  himfelf, 
or  to  caufe  it  to  be  cultivated  by  others,  in  that  cafe,  whatever 
crops  other  lands  in  the  fame  place,  fimilar  to  the  lands  fpeci- 
fied, fhall  produce  upon  a medium,  the  cultivator  fhall  give  to 
the  owner  of  the  ground  the  proportion  of  one  eighth  of  fuch 
medium  crop ; and  the  magiflrate  alfo  fhall  take  from  the  cul- 
tivator a fine  of  the  fame  value. 

If  a man  makes  over  to  another,  for  the  purpofe  of  cultiva- 
tion, land  that  has  been  wafte  for  five  years,  or  for  any  longer 
period  whatever,  and  that  perfon,  by  cultivation,  raifes  a crop 
there,  in  that  cafe,  of  the  whole  of  the  crop  fo  railed,  one  tenth 
fhall  go  to  the  owner  of  the  ground,  and  the  remaining  nine 
tenths  fhall  belong  to  the  cultivator  ; if  this  perfon  above-men- 
tioned, having  agreed  to  take  land  of  the  other,  for  the  purpofe 
of  cultivation,  lhould  afterwards  neglefl  either  to  cultivate  it 
himfelf,  or  to  caufe  it  to  be  cultivated  by  others,  in  that  cafe,  he 
fhall  pay  the  proportionate  value  and  fine,  in  the  manner  above 
fpecified. 

If  a perfon,  by  any  reafon  rendered  incapable,  negle£ls  to  till 
his  own  ground,  and  another  perfon,  without  his  exprefs  per- 
mifllon,  lhould  cultivate  fuch  land,  after  it  has  been  wafte  one 
Jrear,  or  two  years,  or  three  years,  or  four  years,  and  raife  a crop 
from  thence,  and  the  owner  of  the  grovnd,  being  acquainted 
with  the  cultivation,  at  the  time  thereof,  did  not  forbid  it,  in 
that  cafe,  if  the  owner  of  the  ground,  within  the  fpace  of  feven 
years,  hath  not  furniihed  the  proportionate  expence  of  cultiva- 
ting the  land,  he  may  not  reclaim  his  land  ; but  the  cultivator 
fhall  be  held  to  give  to  the  owner  of  the  land  a proportion  of 
the  crop,  after  the  manner  above  fpecified;  if  he  gives  not  fuch 
proportion,  t he  owner  of  the  land  may  reclaim  his  property, 
even  within  feven  years  ; alfo,  upon  having  furniflied  no  part  of 
the  expence  of  cultivation,  after  feven  years,  the  owner  of  the 
land  may  take  back  his  ground  : in  the  fame  manner,  if  land  be 
cultivated,  after  lying  wafte  for  five  or  more  years,  and  the 
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owner  of  the  land,  within  the  fpace  of  eight  years,  hath  not 
furnifhed  the  proportionate  expence  of  cultivation,  he  may  not 
reclaim  his  land,  he  fhall  recover  it  after  the  ninth  year;  if  land 
that  is  not  wafte  be  cultivated,  in  that  cafe,  the  owner  may  take 
back  his  land  at  his  own  pleafure. 

Upon  the  death  of  any  perfon,  if  any  other  fhould  cultivate 
the  land  of  the  deceafed  that  has  been  wade  for  one,  two,  three 
or  four  years,  and  raifed  a crop  from  thence,  in  that  cafe,  if 
the  heirs  of  the  deceafed,  within  the  fpace  of  feven  years,  have 
not  furnifhed  the  expence  of  cultivating  that  wafte  land,  they 
may  not  take  the  ground  from  that  pcrion ; but  the  cultivator 
fhall  give  to  the  heirs  of  the  above-mentioned  deceafed  a pro- 
portion, in  the  manner  already  fpecified ; if  he  hath  net  given 
fuch  proportion,  the  owner  of  the  land  may  recover  his  land, 
within  the  fpace  of  feven  years ; alfo,  after  the  eighth  year,  if 
the  heir  above-mentioned  hath  not  furnifhed  the  expence,  he 
may  take  his  land : in  the  fame  manner,  if  land  be  cultivated, 
after  lying  wafte  for  five  or  more  years,  and  the  heir  aforefaid 
hath  not  to  the  eighth  year  furnifhed  the  expence  of  cultivating 
the  wafte  land,  he  fhall  not  have  power  to  take  his  land  from 
that  perfon,  he  may  reclaim  it  after  the  ninth  year,  at  his  own 
pleafure. 

When  a perfon  is  abfent  upon  travel,  if  another  fhould  cul- 
tivate his  land,  after  it  has  lain  wafte  one,  or  two,  or  three,  or 
four  years,  and  fhould  raife  a crop  from  thence,  in  that  cafe, 
if  neither  the  perfon  aforefaid,  nor  his  heirs,  within  the  fpace 
of  feven  years,  have  furnifhed  the  expence,  upon  cultivating 
fuch  wafte  ground,  that  ground  may  not  be  taken  from  the 
other  perfon ; but  the  cultivator  fhall  pay  to  the  perfon  afore- 
faid, or  to  his  heir,  a proportion,  after  the  manner  above  fpe- 
cified ; if  he  does  not  give  fuch  proportion,  in  that  cafe,  the 
owner  of  the  land,  or  his  heir,  within  the  fpace  of  feven  years, 
may  take  the  land ; alfo,  after  the  eighth  year,  if  the  perfon 
aforefaid,  or  his  heir,  have  not  furnifhed  the  expence,  upon  cul- 
tivating the  wafte  land,  they  may  recover  the  land  : in  the  fame 
manner,  if  land  be  cultivated,  after  lying  wafte  for  five  or 
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•more  vcars,  in  that  cafe,  if  that  pcrfon  aforefaid,  or  his  heir 
within  the  fpace  of  eight  years,  hath  not  furnilhed  the  expcnce, 
upon  cultivating  fuch  wafte  land,  they  may  not  reclaim  the  a- 
forefaid  land,  they  lhall  recover  it  after  the  ninth  year. 

If  a perfon  gives  to  another,  for  cultivation,  land  'that  is  not 
wafte,  who,  by  cultivation,  railes  a crop  from  thence,  in  that 
cafe,  of  the  whole  of  that  crop,  one  fixth  lhall  go  to  the  owner 
of  the  ground,  and  he  lhall  give  the  remaining  five  fixths  to  the 
cultivator;  if  this  perfon  above-mentioned,  having  agreed  to 
cultivate  the  land  of  fuch  other  perfon,  lliould  afterwards  ne- 
glect either  to  cultivate  it  himfelf,  or  to  caufe  it  to  be  cultivated 
by  others,  in  that  cafe,  the  cultivator  lhall  pay  the  proportionate 
value  and  fins,  in  the  manner  above  fpecified,  in  the  fedtion  of 
the  cultivation  of  wafte  land. 

If  a man  gives  to  any  perfon,  for  cultivating,  land  wafte  or 
not  wafte,  he  may  not  take  it  back  from  that  perfon,  without 
fome  fault  found  in  him. 

If  a man  is  defirous  to  cultivate  the  land  of  any  other  perfon, 
who  does  not  give  his  confent  for  the  cultivation  of  the  fame, 
and,  without  any  difcourfe  having  palled  between  them,  that 
man  lliould  cultivate  the  land,  and  raile  a crop  from  thence,  the 
whole  of  fuch  crop  lhall  go  to  the  owner  of  the  ground,  and 
■the  cultivator  lhall  receive  nothings 

If  a man  fows  feed  upon  his  own  ground,  and  by  any  chance 
whatever  fome  of  that  feed  lliould  fall  upon  another  perfon’s 
ground,  and  a crop  lliould  arife  from  thence,  that  crop  lhall  go 
to  the  owner  of  the  ground,  and  not  to  the  owner  of  the  feed. 

If  a man  hath  fowed  feed  upon  his  own  land,  and  any  other 
perfon  lliould  fpoil  that  feed,  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  lhall 
chaftife  that  perfon,  and  take  a fine  from  him,  and  caufe  him 
to  make  good  to  the  other  the  feed  fo  fpoiled. 
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C H A P.  XIV. 

Of  Cities  apd  Towns,  and  of  the  Fines  for  damaging 
a Crop. 

WHEREVER  men  of  the  tribe  of  Sootier,  and  hufband- 
men,  are  very  numerous,  and  where  there  is  much 
ground  fit  for  tillage,  fuch  place  is  called  Gram,  or  a town. 

A place  that  hath  eight  cofe  in  length  and  breadth,  and  on 
the  Ikirts  of  which,  on  all  the  four  tides,  is  a ditch,  an^l  above 
the  ditch,  on  all  the  four  tides,  a wall  or  parapet,  and  on 
all  the  four  tides  of  it  are  bamboos,  and  on  the  eaft  or  north 
fide  thereof  a hollow  or  covered  way,  fuch  place  is  called 
Nigher , or  a city  : in  the  fame  manner,  if  it  hath  four  cofe  in 
length  and  breadth,  it  is  called  Kheet , or  a fmall  city ; and  if 
it  hath  two  cofe  in  length  and  breadth,  it  is  called  Gherbut , or 
a fmall  city. 

The  road  for  palling  and  repafling  fhall  be  at  the  choice  of 
the  inhabitants  of  a town ; but  if  a man  pofiefs  only  a fmall  lot 
of  ground,  a fmall  parcel  only  of  this  ground  fhall  be  included 
in  the  road  ; and  whoever  has  a large  parcel  of  ground,  a larger 
{hare  of  his  ground  fhall  be  included  in  the  road. 

On  each  of  the  four  tides  of  a town,  they  fhall  leave  four 
hundred  cubits,  and  from  thence  commence  their  tillage  ; and 
on  each  of  the  four  tides  of  a city,  they  thall  leave  fixteen  hun- 
dred cubits,  and  from  thence  commence  their  tillage  ; and  on 
each  of  the  four  tides  of  a fmall  city,  they  fhall  leave  twelve 
hundred  cubits,  and  from  thence  commence  their  tillage;  and 
on  each  of  the  four  tides  of  a fmaller  city,  they  thall  leave 
eight  hundred  cubits,  and  from  thence  commence  their  tillage; 
within  this  fpace  above  fpecified,  no  tillage  thall  be  made:  if  a 
perfon,  having  made  any  cultivation,  neglects  to  enclofe  it,  and 
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the  crop  thereof  fhould  be  eaten  by  the  cows,  buffaloes,  and 
fuch  kind  of  animals,  the  owner  of  thofe  animals,  and  the 
keeper  of  them,  ihall  not  be  amenable  : if  any  perfon  knowing- 
ly leaves  his  cattle  upon  fuch  tillage,  and  focaufes  them  to  feed 
there,  the  magiftrate  Ihall  punifli  fuch  a perfon  in  the  fame  de- 
gree as  a thief. 

If  a perfon  cultivates  land  adjoining  to  the  road,  without  in- 
clofmg  fuch  land,  and  the  crop  thereof  be  eaten  by  cows,  buf- 
faloes, horfes,  camels,  goats,  fheep,  or  any  fuch  kind  of  ani- 
mals, the  owner  and  the  keeper  of  them  (hall  not  be  amenable; 
if  any  perfon  knowingly  caufes  his  cattle  to  feed  upon  the 
crops,  the  magiftrate  Ihall  punifli  fuch  a perfon  in  the  fame  de- 
gree as  a thief. 

During  the  night,  if  a Angle  cow  fhould  get  into  any  per- 
fon’s  ground,  and  feed  there,  without  hinderance,  in  that  cafe, 
the  magi  Urate  fhall  fine  the  owner  of  the  cow  five  filver  coins; 
and  if,  during  the  day,  a Angle  cow  hath  eaten  the  crop  upon 
any  perfon’s  ground,  without  hinderance,  the  magiftrate  flial j 
fine  the  owner  of  the  cow  fix  filver  coins;  alfo,  if,  either  du- 
ring the  day  or  the  night,  a Angle  cow  fhould  feed  upon  the 
crop  on  any  perfon’s  ground,  without  hinderance,  for  the  fpace 
of  two  ghurries,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  the  owner  of  the  cow 
two  filver  coins  ; and  if  the  cow  was  under  the  care  of  a keep- 
er, at  the  time  of  her  feeding  upon  fuch  crop,  the  keeper  fhall 
pay  the  fine,  and  pay  alfo  to  the  owner  of  the  land  the  value 
of  whatever  part  of  the  crop  fuch  cow  hath  eaten. 

If  a camel  hath  eaten  of  the  crop  upon  the  ground  of  any 
perfon,  the  magiftrate  Ihall  fine  the  owner  of  the  camel  twelve 
filver  coins,  and  give  the  value  of  fuch  crop  to  the  owner  of 
the  land  ; if  the  camel  was  under  the  care  of  a keeper,  at  the 
time  of  eating  the  crop  upon  a perfon’s  ground,  in  that  cafe, 
the  keeper  fhall  make  good  the  fuit  of  the  owner  of  the  ground, 
and  fhall  alfo  pay  the  fine. 

If 
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If  a horfe  or  buffalo  hath  eaten  the  crop  upon  any  perfon’s 
ground,  the  magiftrate  ffiall  caufe  the  owner  of  the  land  to  pay 
the  crop,  and  fliall  alfo  fine  him  twenty  filver  coins  ; if  the 
horfe  or  buffalo  was  under  the  care  of  a keeper,  at  the  time  of 
eating  fuch  crop,  the  owner  of  them  has  no  concern  therein, 
the  lceeper  fliall  be  held  to  make  good  both  the  fine  and  the 
crop. 

If  a goat  or  a fheep  hath  eaten  of  the  crop  upon  any  perfon’s 
ground,  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  fliall  caufe  the  owner  of  the 
goat  or  fheep  to  give  fuch  crops  to  the  owner  of  the  ground, 
and  fhall  fine  him  four  lilver  coins ; if  the  goat  or  fheep  was 
under  care  of  a fhepherd,  at  the  time  of  eating  the  crop,  in 
that  cafe,  the  fhepherd  fhall  be  held  to  make  good  both  the 
fine  and  the  crop,  the  owner  has  no  concern  therein. 

Exclusive  of  thefe animals,  whofe  names  have  been  above 
mentioned,  if  any  other  animal  whatever  hath  eaten  the  crop 
upon  any  perfon’s  ground,  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
caufe  the  proprietor  of  the  animal  to  pay  the  crop  to  Hie  owner 
of  the  ground,  and  fhall  fine  him  on e pun  five  gundaes  of  ccnv- 
ries:  if  that  animal  was  under  the  care  of  a keeper,  the  keeper 
fhall  be  held  to  make  good  both  the  fine  and  the  crop,  the 
owner  hath  no  concern  therein. 

If  the  foal  of  a mare,  or  of  a camel,  or  of  a cow,  or  of  a 
buffalo,  or  of  any  other  animal,  hath  eaten  the  crop  on  any 
perfon’s  ground,  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  fliall  caufe  the 
owner  of  the  foal  to  make  good  the  crop  to  the  ower  of  the 
ground,  and  fliall  fine  him  two  filver  coins ; if  fuch  foal  was 
under  the  care  of  a keeper,  while  it  fed  upon  fuch  crop,  the 
keeper  fliall  be  held  to  make  good  both  the  crop  and  the  fine, 
the  owner  hath  no  concern  therein. 

If  a cow,  or  a buffalo,  or  a horfe,  or  a camel,  or  any  other 
animal,  hath  eaten  a great  quantity  of  the  crop  on  another  per- 
f on’s  ground,  and  hath  ftaid  there  a long  time,  without  any 
difturbance,  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  fliall  caufe  the  owner 
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oT  the  animal  to  make  good  the  crop  to  the  owner  of  the  land,  and 
(hall  fine  him  double  of  the  rates  of  fines  already  above  fpeci- 
fied  ; if  the  animal  was  under  the  care  of  a keeper  during  the 
time  of  eating  fuch  crop,  the  keeper  fliall  be  held  to  make  good 
both  the  crop  and  the  fines,  the  owner  hath  no  concern  therein. 

If  a cow,  or  buffalo,  or  any  other  animal,  hath  eaten  thd 
crop  upon  any  perfon’s  ground,  and  hath  fiept  the  whole  day, 
or  the  whole  night,  upon  that  ground,  in  that  cafe  the  magi- 
ftrate fliall  caufe  the  owner  of  the  animal  to  make  good  the  crop 
to  the  owner  of  the  ground,  and  fliall  fine  him  quadruple  of 
the  rates  of  fines  already  above  fpecificd;  if  there  was  a keeper, 
at  the  time  the  crop  was  eaten,  that  keeper  fliall  make  good  both 
the  crop  and  the  fine,  the  owner  hath  no  concern  therein. 

% 

If  a perfon  caufes  any  animal  belonging  to  himfelf  to  eat,  in 
his  own  fight,  the  crop  upon  another  man’s  ground,  in  that 
cafe  the  magiftrate  fliall  caule  him  to  make  good  the  crop  to 
the  owner  of  the  ground,  and  fliall  punifli  him  in  the  fame 
manner  as  a thief. 

If  a cow,  or  buffalo,  or  a liorfe,  or  a camel,  or  any  01116? 
animal,  being  under  the  care  of  a keeper,  hath  eaten  the  crop 
upon  the  ground  of  any  perfon,  in  fuch  a manner  that  there  is 
not  any  crop  upon  that  ground,  in  that  cafe  the  magiftrate  fliall 
fine  the  keeper  to  the  utmoft  of  his  worth  ; if  the  keeper  is  un- 
able to  pay  a fine,  in  that  cafe  the  magiftrate  fliall  take  a fine 
from  the  owner,  and  fliall  chaftife  the  keeper,  and  fliall  caufe 
the  crop  to  be  made  good  to  the  owner  of  the  ground. 

If  a horfe,  or  a camel,  or  a buffalo,  or  any  other  animal  be*- 
longing  to  any  perfon,  hath  eaten  the  crop  upon  another  man’s 
ground,  and  this  man  makes  a demand  for  his  crop,  in  that 
cafe  that  perfon  fliall  make  good  fuch  crop,  and  fliall  alfo  give 
whatever  quantity  of  grafs  may  arife  upon  that  crop. 

If  a cow  hath  eaten  the  crop  on  any  man’s  ground,  it  is 
not  right  for  that  man  to  take  an  equivalent  of  fuch  crop  from 
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the  owner  of  the  cow;  if  he  takes  the  equivalent,  he  is  entitled 
to  it,  but  it  is  neverthelefs  a crime  in  him. 

During  the  time  that  a keeper  is  tending  kine,  buffaloes, 
or  luch  kind  of  animals,  if  at  luch  time  he  attends  the  fummons 
of  the  magiflrate,  or  is  ftricken  by  lightning,  or  bitten  by  a fer- 
pent,  or  falls  down  from  a tree,  or  is  carried  off  by  a tiger,  or 
becomes  tick,  during  thefe,  or  any  fuch  kind  of  accidents,  if 
the  kine,  buffaloes,  or  any  other  animals,  eat  the  crop  on 
any  perfon’s  ground,  in  that  cafe  the  keeper,  (hall  not  be  ame- 
nable ; alfo,  if,  while  the  owner  himfelf  was  tending  his  kine, 
buffaloes,  or  other  animals,  any  fuch  accident  fhould  happen  to 
him,  and  the  animals  aforefaid  fhould  eat  the  crop  on  any  per- 
fon’s ground,  the  owner  of  the  animals  fhall  not  be  amenable. 

A bull,  to  whom  cows  are  driven  for  leaping,  in  expe&a- 
tion  of  their  producing  calves,  fuch  bull  is  called  Becjefuu'ata ; 
if  fuch  bull  eats  the  crops  upon  any  perfon’s  ground,  the  owner 
or  keeper  of  the  bull  fhall  not  be  amenable. 

A bull,  upon  whofe  rump,  at  the  time  of  the  Seradeh,  or 
feftival  of  any  perfon,  they  make  a fear,  and  let  him  loofe,  fuch 
bull  goes  wherever  he  chufes ; no  perfon  performs  the  office  of 
keeper  to  fuch  bull : the  name  of  fuch  bull  is  Bereefocherg : if 
this  bull  eats  the  crop  upon  the  ground  of  any  perfon,  the  own- 
er of  the  bull  fhall  not  be  amenable. 

Ira  cow  belonging  to  one  town  hath  been  loft,  or  hath  ftray- 
ed  to  any  other  town,  and  there  eats  the  crop  upon  the  ground 
of  any  perfon,  in  that  cafe  the  owner  and  keeper  of  the  cow 
fhall  not  be  amenable. 

If  a cow,  having  brought  forth  a calf,  before  the  elapfe  of 
ten  days  from  the  time  of  her  calving,  fhould  eat  of  the  crop 
upon  the  ground  of  any  perfon,  in  that  cafe  the  owner  and 
keeper  of  the  cow  fhall  not  be  amenable. 
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When  a cow,  from  her  own  impulfe  and  inclination,  is  ac- 
companying a bull  to  be  leaped  by  him,  if,  at  fuch  time,  the 
cow  aforefaid  Ihould  eat  of  the  crop  upon  the  ground  of  any 
perfon,  in  that  cafe  the  owner  and  keeper  of  the  cow  {hall  not 
be  amenable. 

If  a cow,  or  a horfe,  or  a buffalo,  or  a camel,  or  any  other 
animal,  being  blind  or  lame,  iliould  eat  the  crop  upon  any 
perfon’ s ground,  the  owner  and  keeper  of  fuch  animals  ihall 
not  be  amenable. 

If  the  magilirate’s  elephant,  or  the  magiftrate’s  horfe,  Ihould 
eat  the  crop  upon  the  ground  of  any  perfon,  the  owner  and  the 
keeper  thereof  fhali  not  be  amenable. 

If  a weafel,  or  a moufe,  or  a rat,  or  any  fuch  kind  of  fmall 
animal,  or  a mule,  fhould  eat  of  the  crop  upon  the  ground  of 
any  perfon,  the  owner  and  keeper  of  thefe  animals  Ihall  not  be 
amenable. 

If  a cow  without  a keeper,  being  frightened  at  feeing  an  ar- 
my, or  by  a thunder  ftorm,  or  any  other  accident,  Iliould  run 
away,  and  eat  the  crop  upon  the  ground  of  any  perfon,  the 
owner  of  that  cow  Ihall  not  be  amenable. 

If  a man  hath  laid  up  hay  in  a garden,  or  any  other  place, 
to  feed  his  own  cattle,  and  another  perfon’s  cow,  or  buffalo,  or 
any  other  animal,  Iliould  eat  that  hay,  or  fiiouid  eat  the  crop 
upon  any  man’s  ground,  or  Iliould  go  into  any  man’s  houfe,  or 
garden,  or  tilled  land,  upon  fuch  fault,  that  perfon  has  power 
to  catch  and  bind  the  aforefaid  animals,  and  may  alfo  Hightly 
beat  them : if,  without  fuch  fault,  any  perfon  Iliould  catch  and 
bind  the  aforefaid  animals,  or  beat  them,  the  magiftrate  in 
that  cafe  Ihall  hold  him  amenable. 
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C H A P.  XV. 

Of  fcandalous  and  bitter  Expreffions , (i.  e.  fuch  Expref * 
fions  as  it  is  a crime  to  utter ). 


If  a man  falfely  accufes  another,  it  is  called  Pak-Parijh. 

Sett.  I.  Of  the  denominations  of  the  crime. 

Sett.  II.  Of  the  puniffiment  for  the  Phk-Pctrifb. 

SECT.  I. 

Of  the  denominations  cf  the  crime , conftfing  of  three  dijlindiiohst 

i.  VT7HEN  a man  utters  fuch  expreffions,  as  that,  from 
V » thofe  expreffions,  any  perfon  becomes  fufpetted  of 
the  atee  patuk , or  the  maha  patuk , or  the  atm  patuk. 

Atee  patuk  is,  when  a man  commits  inceft  with  his  own  mo- 
ther, or  with  his  own  daughter,  or  with  his  fon’s  wife. 

Maha  patuk  is,  when  a man  murders  a Bramin , or  when, 
being  a Bramin , he  drinks  wine ; or  when  any  perfon  fteals 
eighty  afsrufees  from  a Bramin;  or  when  a man  commits  adul- 
tery with  any  of  his  father’s  wives,  exclufive  of  his  own  mo- 
ther, or  with  the  wife  of  a Bramin ; when  a man  hath  com- 
mitted any  one  of  thefe  crimes,  fuch  crime  is  called  maha  patuk; 
whoever  continues  intimate  with  fuch  a perfon  for  the  fpace  of 
one  year,  his  crime  is  alfo  maha  patuk. 
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The  modes  of  intimacy  are  as  follows,  viz. 

If  a perfon  hath  difcourfed  with  fuch  kind  of  offenders,  or 
hath  contaminated  himfelf  by  touching  them,  or  hath  fat  in  the 
fame  place  to  eat  with  them,  or  fits  upon  the  fame  carpet  with 
them,  and  fleeps  there,  or  rides  together  with  them  in  the  fame 
carriage  and  conveyance;  if  fuch  intimacy  continues  for  the 
fpace  of  one  year,  it  is  maha  patuk. 

If  a perfon  eats  at  the  fame  table  with  a man  guilty  of  mhha 
patuk,  or,  by  drefiing  victuals  for  a man  guilty  of  maha  pcituk, 
gives  him  to  eat,  or  teaches  any  fcience  to  a man  guilty  of  maha 
patuk,  in  fuch  cafes  an  intimacy  of  a fingle  day  is  maha  patuk. 

Ann  patuk  is,  when  a Sooder,  affuming  the  braminica l thread, 
calls  himfelf  a Bramiti;  or  when  a man  falfely  accufes  a fault- 
lefs  magiftrate ; or  when  a man,  by  falfe  reports,  makes  his  fa- 
ther infamous ; or  when  a man  reads  any  unorthodox  Shajier , 
and  forgets  the  Beids  of  the  Shajier;  or  when  a man  utters  any 
abufe  againft  the  Beids;  or  when  a man  murdersjiis  friend,  or 
gives  falfe  teftimony,  or  eats  the  victuals  of  the  wafherman’s 
calf,  or  of  the  llioe-enibroiderer’s  cait,  rr  of  any  other  bafe 
caft ; or  when  a man  fpoils  another  perfon’s  goods  committed 
to  his  truft;  or  when  a man  fteals  a man,  or  a horfe,  or  mo- 
ney, or  land,  or  diamonds,  or  any  other  jewels,  or  when  a 
man  commits  adultery  with  his  paternal  uncle’s  wife,  or  with 
his  grandfather’s  wife,  or  with  his  wife’s  mother,  or  with  the 
magiftrate’s  wife,  or  with  his  father’s  lifter,  or  with  his  mo- 
ther’s lifter,  or  with  the  wife  of  a Bramin  who  hath  read  the 
Beids,  or  with  his  tutor’s  wife,  or  with  his  friend’s  wife,  or 
with  the  wife  of  a perfon  defcended  from  the  fame  grandfather 
with  himfelf,  or  with  the  wife  of  a man  of  a fuperior  caft,  or 
with  the  wife  of  a man  of  a bafe  caft,  or  with  a Bramin' s un- 
married daughter,  or  with  any  woman  during  her  catamenia,  or 
with  a woman  employed  in  the  worfhip  of  Providence;  every 
one  of  thefe  crimes  is  anoo  patuk. 
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2.  When  a man  falfely  accufes  another,  in  fuch  a mannef- 
that  he  becomes  fufpe&ed  of  the  opoa  patuk. 

Opco  patuk  is,  when  a man  hath  flain  a cow ; or  when  a man 
fells  himfelf,  or  commits  adultery  with  another  man’s  wife,  or 
forfakes  his  father,  or  his  mother,  or  his  fpiritual  guide,  or  his 
fon,  without  any  fault  on  their  tide;  or  when  a mar,  having 
commenced  a juggiov  his  whole  life,  relinquifhes  that  pugg;  or 
when  any  Bramin  if  udies  not  the  Beids;  or  when  a man  marries 
while  his  elder  brother  remains  unmarried  ; or  when  a man 
marries  his  daughter  to  fuch  a perfon  ; or  when  a man  gives  the 
younger  filter  in  marriage  while  the  elder  lifter  remains  unmar- 
ried ; or  when  a man  thrufts  his  finger  into  the  pudendum  of  an 
unmarried  virgin ; or  when  a man,  not  being  of  the  Bice  c-ift, 
engages  in  trade  while  no  calamity  obtains ; or  when  a Brdminy 
or  Ckehteree , having  commenced  any  religious  aCt,  negleCts  to 
complete  it ; or  when  a man  fells  his  wife,  or  his  fon,  or  his 
daughter,  without  their  confent : or  when  a Bramin,  a Chehte- 
ree , or  a Bice , neglefts  to  aflume  the  Gentoo  thread  at  the  pro- 
per period  ; or  when  a man  refufes  to  eat  and  drink  with  men 
defeended  from  the  fame  grandfather  with  himfelf,  whofe  cha- 
racters are  unimpeached;  or  when  a man  accepts  any  money  to 
inftruct  another  in  a fcience;  or  when  a man  learns  any  fcience 
of  ucha  perion  ; or  a Bramin , a llngle  time,  fells  wax  or 
fait,  or  the  feed  of  the  kunjud , (from  whence  oil  is  made) ; or 
if  a Bramin , as  aforefaid,  is  twice  guilty  of  felling  milk ; or, 
in  the  place  where  fait  is  boiled,  if  a Bramin , as  aforefaid,  be- 
comes proprietor  of  fuch  place ; or  when  any  perfon  fpoiis  the 
plantain  tree,  or  any  fuch  kind  of  tree,  which  dies  after  the 
fruit  has  once  ripened  on  it ; or  when  a man  takes  to  himfelf  a 
livelihood  from  the  money  earned  by  a woman;  or  when  a man 
performs  the  jugg  to  procure  the  death  of  any  perfon  ; or  when 
a man  caufes  any  perfon  to  take  a philter,  that  he  may  procure 
an  unwarrantable  power  over  fuch  perfon  ; or  when  a man  cuts 
a great  number  of  live  trees  for  the  purpofe  of  drefling  his  vic- 
tuals; or  when  a man  drefies  victuals  for  himfelf  alone;  or 
when  a man  eats  his  victuals  at  the  hands  of  an  aftrologer,  or 
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from  a man  of  the  cafl:  of  Deiool,  or  from  a thief ; or  when  a 
man  will  not  pay  his  debts  •,  or  if  a Bramin  negletts  to  perform 
the  jugg  every  day;  or  when  a man  fleals  paddee,  or  wheat,  or 
gram,  or  doll , or  any  fuch  kinds  of  grain,  or  iron,  or  filver,  or 
brafs,  or  copper,  or  any  fuch  kind  of  metals,  except  gold  ; or 
when  a man  ftudies  fuch  kind  of  Shqfler  as  is  not  orthodox  with 
refpect  to  Providence ; or  when  he  conftantly  gives  up  his  time 
to  dancing,  finging,  and  playing  upon  mufical  inftruments ; or 
when  a man  commits  adultery  with  a drunken  woman;  or  when 
a man  deprives  of  life  a woman,  or  a man  of  the  Bice,  or  Cheb- 
teree,  or  Sooder  caff ; or  when  a man  has  no  regard  for  his  lat- 
ter end,  and  for  religious  acts  ; all  thele  crimes  Tire  opoo pdtuk. 

3.  When  a man  utters  fuch  expreflions,  in  behalf  of  ano- 
ther, as  that  he  becomes  fufpefted  of  jutee  bherun  huftoker, 
or  of  fbunkeree  iurrun , or  of  aputeree  kurrun , or  of  melhbhoo , 
or  of  perkcrnukkj. 

Jutee  bherun  kujhker  is,  when  a man  does  any  injury  to  a 
Bramin  ; or  when  a man  fmells  at  wine,  or  garlic,  or  onions  ; 
or  when  a man  hath  not  a pure  heart  towards  his  friend ; or 
when  a man  ftrikes  any  perfon  on  the  buttock. 

Shunkeree  kurrun  is,  when  a man  flays  an  elephant,  or  a 
horfe,  or  a camel,  or  an  afs,  or  a flag,  or  a fheep,  or  a goat, 
or  a buffalo,  or  a fnake,  or  a fifh, 

Aputeree  kurrun  is,  when  a man  receives  any  goods  from  a 
perfon  of  bad  character ; or  when  any  man,  except  a Bice , en- 
gages in  trade  ; or  when  any  man  becomes  the  fervant  of  a 
Sooder ; and  when  a man  tells  lies, 

MeBbhco  is,  when  a man  deprives  an  ar.t  of  life,  or  kills  a 
bird  ; or  when  a man  fteals  fruit,  cr  faggots,  or  flowers  ; or 
when  a man  is  not  poffcffed  of  patience ; or  when  any  perfon  is 
drinking  wine,  if  another  perfon,  during  that  time,  at  the  fame 
feaff,  eats  fruits,  or  any  other  victuals. 
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Perkernukla  is,  any  crime  exclufive  of  the  atee  putuk , and 

other  eight  forts  of  crimes,  which  have  been  above  fpecified 

Of  thefe  three  diftin&ions  of  the  puk-puri/h,  which  have  been 
explained,  under  nine  fubdivifions  of  crimes,  the  feveral  pu- 
nilhments  lhail  be  defcribed  refpe&ively. 

SECT.  II. 

Of  the  punijhment  for  the  pxk-phrj/b,  or  fcandalcus  and  bitter 

expreffions. 

IF  a man,  who  is  of  an  equal  caft,  and  of  equal  abilities 
with  another,  makes  him  become  falfely  fufpedted  of  the  crime 
of  atee  pr.tuk , the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns 
ef  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  inferior  caft  to  another,  and  alfo  of  inferior 
abilities,  falfely  makes  him  fufpe&ed  of  the  crime  of  atee  pa - 
iuk , the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  thoufand  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  fuperior  caft,  and  of  fuperior  abilities  to  another, 
falfely  caufes  him  to  be  fufpedled  of  the  crime  of  atee  pat uk,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  of  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

Whoever  falfely  accufes  a woman  of  the  crime  of  atee  pa.- 
tuky  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  thoufand  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  equal  caft,  and  of  equal  abilities  with  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him,  faving,  “ You  have  committed  the 
“ crime  of  tnaha  patukf  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  fivq 
hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  inferior  caft,  and  of  inferior  abilities  to  another, 
cmfes  him  to  be  falfely  fufpefted  of  the  crime  of  maha  putuky 
the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries. 
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If  a man  of  a fuperior  caft,  and  of  fuperior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, makes  a falfe  accufation  of  the  crime  of  maha  patuk  againft 
him,  the  magiltrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns 
of  cowries. 

If  a man  falfelv  makes  accufations  of  the  crime  of  maha  pa - 
tuk  againft  a woman,  the  magiltrate  fhall  fine  him  one  thou- 
fand  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  equal  caft,  and  of  equal  abilities  with  ano- 
ther, falfelv  accufes  him,  faying,  “ You  have  committed  one  of 
“ the  crimes  of  anoo  patuk,”  the  magiltrate  fhall  fine  him  one 
hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  inferior  caft,  and  of  inferior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, fallely  accufes  him  of  the  crime  of  anoo  patuk , the  magi- 
ftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  puns  oj  cowries. 

If  a man  of  a fuperior  caft,  and  of  fuperior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, falfelv  accufes  him  of  the  crime  of  anoo  patuk , the  magi- 
ltrate fhall  fine  him  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  falfely  accufes  a woman  of  the  crime  of  anoo  patuk, 
the  magiltrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a Sooder  falfely  accufes  a Bramin,  or  a Chehteree , or  a Bice , 
of  either  of  the  crimes  of  atee  patuk , or  maha  patuk , or  anoo 
patuk,  the  magiltrate  fhall  cut  out  his  tongue,  and  thruft  a hot 
iron  of  ten  fingers  breadth  into  his  mouth. 

If  a man  of  an  equal  caft,  and  of  equal  abilities  with  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  of  the  leffer  crimes  of  the  opo # 
patuk,  the  magiltrate  fhall  fine  him  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  inferior  caft,  and  of  inferior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  of  the  leffer  crimes  of  the  opst 
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patuk,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  hundred  puns  of  cow- 
ries. 

If  a man  of  a fupcrior  caft,  and  of  fuperior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  of  the  lefier  crimes  of  the  opoo 
plituliy  the  magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  twenty-five  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  falfely  accufes  a woman  of  any  one  of  the  lefier 
crimes  of  the  opoo patuk , the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  hun- 
dred puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  equal  caft,  and  of  equal  abilities  with  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  medium  crimes  of 
the  opoo  patuk , the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  and 
fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  inferior  caft,  and  of  inferior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  medium  crimes  of 
the  opoo  patuk,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns 
of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  a fuperior  caft,  and  of  fupcrior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  medium  crimes  of 
the  opoo  patuk,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  falfelv  accufes  a woman  of  any  one  of  the  medium 
crimes  of  the  opoo  patuk,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  five  hun_ 
dred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  equal  caft,  and  of  equal  abilities  with  ano- 
other,  falfely  accufes  him  of  any  of  the  greater  crimes  of  the 
opoo  patuk,  the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of 
cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  inferior  caft,  andof  inferior  abilities  to  another, 
falfely  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  greater  crimes  of  the  opoo 
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phttihy  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  one  thoufand  putts  of  cow- 
ries. 


If  a m3n  of  a fuperior  caft,  and  of  fnperior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, falfdy  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  greater  crimes  of  the 
opoo  putuk,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty 
puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  falfely  accufes  a woman  of  any  one  of  the  greater 
crimes  of  the  opoo  patuk , the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  thou- 
fand puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  equal  call,  and  of  equal  abilities  with  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  Idler  crimes  of  the 
jatee  bherun  kufjker,  or  of  the  fnunkeree  kurrttn , or  of  the 
aputeree  kurrun , or  of  the  melabhoo , or  of  the  perhernukkh , the 
magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  twenty-five  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  inferior  caft,  and  of  inferior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  letter  crimes  of  the 
jatee  bherun  kufsker,  or  of  the  Jbunkeree  kurrun , or  of  the  apu- 
teree kurrun , or  of  the  me!'. bhoo,  or  of  the  perkernukka , the  ma- 
giftrate fhall  fine  him  fifty  puns  of  cowries.

If  a man  of  a fuperior  caft,  and  of  fuperior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  Idler  crimes  of  the 
jatee  bherun  kujjker,  or  of  the  (bunker ee  kurrun , or  of  the  apa- 
teree  kurrun , or  of  the  melabhoo , or  of  the  perkernttkku > the 
magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  falfdy  accufes  a woman  of  any  one  of  the  Idler 
crimes  of  the  jatee  bherun  ki.JJjker , or  of  the  Jbunkeree  kurrun , 
or  of  the  aputeree  kurrun , or  of  the  melabhoo,  or  of  the  perker- 
nukka, the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  equal  caft,  and  of  equal  abilities  with  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  medium  crimes  of 
rhe  jatee  bherun  kujhkery  or  of  the  Jbunkeree  kurrun , or  of  the 
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apateree  kurrun,  or  of  the  melabhoo , or  of  the  perkernukka , the 
magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pum  of 

cowries. 

If  a m2n  of  an  inferior  caff,  and  of  inferior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, fallely  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  medium  crimes  of 
the  jatee  bherun  kujhker , or  of  the JJjunheree  kurrun,  or  of  the 
apateree  hi r run,  or  of  the  melabhoo , or  of  the  perkernukka,  the 
magiftrate  fhal)  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  a fuperior  caff,  and  of  fuperior  abilities  to  ano- 
ther, falfely  accufes  him  of  any  one  of  the  medium  crimes  of 
the  jatee  bherun  kujhker,  or  of  the  fbunkeree  kurrun , or  of  the 
apateree  kurrun , or  of  the  melabhoo,  or  of  the  perkernukka , the 
magiftrate  fhail  fine  him  fixty-two  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  accufes  a woman  of  any  of  the  medium  crimes  of

If  a man  of  an  equal  call,  and  of  equal  abilities  with  any 
peri'on,  who  is  well  (killed  in  any  profeflion,  (hould  fay  to  him, 
by  way  of  fetting  off  his  own  excellence,  “ You  have  no  (kill 
“ whatever,”  the  magiftrate,  in  that  cafe,  (hall  line  him  two 
hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  an  inferior  call,  and  inferior  abilities  to  any  per- 
fon,  well  (killed  in  any  profeflion,  (hould  fay  to  him,  by  way  of 
fetting  off  his  own  excellence,  “ You  have,  in  fact,  no  (kill 
**  whatever,”  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  four 
hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

It  a man  of  a fuperior  caft,  and  fuperior  abilities  to  any  per- 
fon,  well  (killed  in  any  profeflion,  (hould  fay  to  him,  by  way  of 
fetting  off  his  own  excellence,  “ You  have  no  (kill  whatever,’* 
in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  one  hundred  puns  of 
cowries. 

If  a man  fpeaks  reproachfully  of  any  country,  as,  « That 
“ country  is  mod  particularly  bad,”  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine 
him  two  hundred  puns  cf  cowries. 

If  a man  (hould  fay  of  a Bramin , that,  “ This  man  is  no

cafe,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  two  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  (hould  fay  of  a religious  perfon,  that,  “ This  is  not 
(t  a religious  perfon,”  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hun- 
dred puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  fpeaks  reproachfully  of  any  upright  magiftrate,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  cut  out  his  tongue,  or,  having  confifcated  all  his 
efl'e&s,  (hall  banilh  him  the  kingdom. 

If 
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If  a magiftrate  for  his  own  good  hath  palled  any  refolutions, 
whoever  refufes  to  fubmit  to  fueh  refolutions,  the  magiftrate 
fnall  cut  out  that  perfon’s  tongue. 

If  a magiftrate,  or  a Bram'm,  be  convicted  of  any  crime,  they 
ftiall  not  be  put  to  death  •,  nor  lhali  their  hand,  or  foot,  or  any 
other  limb  be  cut  oft*. 

If  a man  is  a robber,  or  is  fecluded  from  his  own  caft,  it  is 
not  right  to  call  him  a robber,  or  an  outcaft;  if  any  perlon 
fhould  call  him  a robber,  or  an  outcaft,  the  magiftrate  ftiall  fine 
him  in  half  the  mulft  of  a robber,  or  an  outcaft. 

If  a man  is  in  company  with  a robber,  or  is  defirous  to  eat 
and  drink  with  an  outcaft,  and  another  perfon  fhould  forbid  fo 
to  do,  that  perfon  fihall  not  he  amenable. 

If  a man  fpeaks  reproachfully  of  his  mother,  or  of  his  father, 
or  of  his  fpiritual  director,  or  of  his  elder  brother,  or  of  a wo- 
man of  good  character,  or  of  his  fon,  the  magiftrate  ftiall  fine 
him  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  fpeaks  reproachfully  of  his  wife’s  father  or  mother, 
the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  two  perfons  mutually  abufe  each  other,  or  mutually  utter 
falfe  accufations  againft:  each  other,  the  magiftrate  lhali  take  an 
equal  fine  from  both  parties. 

In  any  affair  wherein  a fine  has  not  been  fpecified,  the  magi- 
ftrate neverthelefs  fhall  take  a fine  from  the  party,  upon  intel- 
ligence of  the  affair. 

In  any  affair  where  the  caft  and  fcience  of  the  party  are  men- 
tioned, a fine  fhall  be  taken,  according  to  the  amount  at  which 
that  particular  caft  and  fcience  are  rated. 
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If  a perfon,  from  intoxication,  or  ideotifm,  fliould  fpeak 
fcproachfuliy  of  any  one,  the  magiftrate  fhall  not  hold  him 
amenable. 

If  a man  fhould  have  fpoken  reproachfully  of  another,  or 
fliould  have  abufed  him,  and  afterwards  fays,  “ I fpoke  it  in- 
“ confiderately,  or  in  jeit,  and  I will  not  utter  fuch  expreflions 
**  in  future,”  the  magiftrate  fhall  take  from  him  half  the  fine 
that  has  been  fpecified  for  fuch  fault. 

If  any  man  fhould  fay,  that,  “ The  magiftrate  will  die  at 
**  fuch  a particular  time,”  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  that  perfon 
eight  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  of  inferior  caft,  proudly  affecting  an  equality  with 
a perfon  of  fuperior  caft,  fhould  fpeak  at  the  fame  time  with 
him,  the  magiftrate,  in  that  cafe,  fhail  fine  him  to  the  extent 
of  his  abilities.

Abkoorun  is,  when  a man  is  prepared  to  afiault : Neejhungpat 
is,  when  a man  beats  another  unmercifully,  yet  fo  as  to  fhed  no 
blood  from  his  body  : Keheet  Derjhen  is,  when  a man  chaftifes 
another  in  fiich  a manner  as  to  fhed  blood. 

If  a man  of  an  equal  caft,  and  of  equal  abilities  with  ano-

If  many  perfons  have  affaulted  a (ingle  man,  in  that  cafe,  ac- 
cording to  the  rates  of  fines  that  have  been  fpecificd  above,  the 
magiftrate  (ball  take  double  of  fuch  fine  from  every  individual. 

If  a magiftrate  has  committed  a crime,  and  any  perfon,  up- 
on difeovery  of  that  crime,  (hould  beat  and  ill-ufe  the  magi- 
(irate,  in  that  cafe,  whatever  be  the  crime  of  murdering  one 
hundred  Bramins,  fuch  crime  (hall  be  accounted  to  that  perlon  ; 
and  the  magiftrate  fhall  thruft  an  iron  fpit  through  him,  and 
roaft  him  at  the  fire : if  a Bramin  has  committed  a crime  of 
this  kind,  one  hundred  ajhrujies , as  before  mentioned,  fhall  be 
taken  from  him  as  a fine  ; but  he  ihail  not  be  deprived  of  life. 

If  two  perfons,  being  of  equal  caft,  are  mutually  prepared 
to  ftrike  each  other  with  their  fifts,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine 
each  of  them  ten  puns  of  cowries;  if  they  ftrike  each  other, 
the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  each  of  them  twent)  puns  ol  cowries. 

If  two  perfons  of  equal  caft  are  mutually  prepared  to  kick 
each  other,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  each  of  them  twenty  puns 
of  cowries;  if  they  kick  each  other,  he  fhall  fine  each  of  them 
forty  puns  oi  cowries . 

If  a man  of  an  inferior  caft,  proudly  affe&ing  an  equality 
with  a man  of  fuperior  caft,  fhould  travel  by  his  tide  0:1  the 
road,  or  lit  or  fleep  upon  the  fame  carpet  with  him,  the  magi- 
ftrate fhall  take  a fine  from  the  man  of  inferior  cait,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  his  abilities. 

If  a Sooder  fits  upon  the  carpet  of  a Bramin , in  (hat  cafe 
the  magiftrate,  having  thruft  a hot  iron  into  his  buttock,  md 
branded  him,  fhall  baniih  him  the  kingdom;  or  elfe  he  fhall 
tut  oft'  111s  buutock. 
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If  a Sooder,  out  of  pride,  fhould  fpit  his  phlegm  upon  a 
Bramin'%  body,  the  magiftrate  fhall  cut  off  his  lip;  and,  if  a 
Sooder  piffes  upon  a Bramin’s  body,  the  magiftrate  (hall  cut  oft' 
his  penis;  and,  if  he  fhould  evacuate  backwards  his  wind  upon 
a Bramin' s body,  the  magiftrate  fhall  cut  off  his  fundament. 

If  a Sooder  hath  plucked  a Bramin  by  the  hair  or  by  the 
beard,  or  fhould  take  hold  of  a Bramins  neck  or  tefticles,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  cut  off  both  his  hands. 

If  a man  hath  beaten  another  in  fuch  a manner,  that  his 
limbs  are  broken  or  wounded,  the  magiftrate  fhall  caufe  him 
to  pay  to  that  man  fuch  a ftirn  of  money  as  will  defray  the  en- 
tire expence  of  the  cure. 

Whoever,  in  any  difpute  or  difturbance,  hath  committed 
any  robbery  or  theft,  the  magiftrate  fhall  caufe  him  to  return 
to  the  owner  the  article  ftolen,  and  fhall  fine  him  in  double  the 
value  thereof. 

If  a wife,  or  a fon,  or  a flave,  or  a female  Have,  or  a pupil, 
or  a younger  brother,  hath  committed  a fault,  they  may  be 
fcourged  with  a lafh,  or  with  a bamboo  twig,  upon  any  part  of 
their  body  where  no  dangerous  hurt  is  likely  to  happen;  but,  if 
a perfon  fcourges  them  beyond  fuch  limitation,  he  fhall  fuffer 
the  punifhment  of  a thief. 

If  a pupil  commits  a fault,  his  mafter  fhall  chaftife  him  with 
fevere  expreffions,  and  reprove  him  with  frowns  and  anger,  and 
fay,  “ If  you  commit  the  fame  fault  a fecond  time,  I will  beat 
“ you ;”  and,  if  a pupil  commits  a fault  in  the  cold  feafon,  his 
mafter  may  throw  water  upon  his  body. 

If  a man  hath  beaten  another,  and  afterwards  this  man  re- 
turns the  beating  upon  the  firft,  the  original  offender  fhall  pay 
a larger  fine,  and  the  other  fhall  pay  a fmaller  fine. 
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If  a man  fets  fire  to  another  perfon’s  houfe,  with  intent  to 
deftroy  him,  or  caufes  that  peri'on  to  take  poifon,  or  is  defirous 
to  murder  him  with  a fword,  or  carries  away  that  perfon’s  wife 
from  his  houfe,  and  keeps  her  to  himfelf,  or  plunders  all  that 
perfon’s  eftl&S,  or  his  tillage,  in  that  cafe,  if  the  latter  deprives 
the  former  of  life,  he  (hall  not  be  amenable;  but  he  Hull  not 
kill  either  a cow  or  a Dratnirt;  fuch  as  thefe  are  feparately  treat- 
ed of  m the  chapter  of  jttftice. 

If  a man  of  inferior  caft  fcurriloufly  abufes  a man  of  a fupe- 
rior  calf,  and  afterwards  the  fuperior  caft  chaftifes  the  inferior,, 
in  that  cafe  the  fuperior  caft  lhall  not  be  amenable. 

If  a man,  out  of  malice,  having  infii&ed  a wound  upon  his 
own  body,  fhould  make  complaint  againft  any  other  perfon,  in 
that  cafe  the  magiftrate  fhall  attend  to  the  found  of  his  voice, 
as  it  comes  from  his  throat,  to  find  out  the  caufe  of  the  wound; 
as  whether,  at  the  time  the  wound  was  received,  both  the  par- 
ties were  in  the  fame  place  or  in  different  places ; whether  the 
perfon  accufed  is  capable  of  giving  fuch  a wound  or  no ; upoq 
inveftigation  of  this  kind,  if  the  voice  in  that  perfon’s  throat 
fhould  vary,  or  if  there  is  the  inftrumental  caufe  of  the  wound 
produced,  or  if  both  parties  were  in  one  place  when  the  wound 
was  given,  or  if  the  wounded  perfon  is  capable  of  chaftifing  the 
other,  in  that  cafe  it  ftiall  be  proved,  that  the  accufed  hath 
given  the  wound  ; if  the  caufe  cannot  thus  be  fettled,  witnefies 
fha’l  be  called  and  examined,  or  an  oath,  or  the  Purrikeh , fhall 
be  taken ; and  upon  difeovery  of  the  truth,  whatever  fine  has 
been  above  fpecified  in  fuch  cafes,  the  magiftrate  lhall  take  fuch 
a fine  from  the  perfon  who  is  convicted. 

Whoever  murders  a man,  if  another  perfon  gives  fuch 
murderer  an  afylum  or  food,  or  hath  furnifhed  him  with  any 
weapon  for  the  commiflion  of  fuch  murder,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
fine  that  perfon  one  theufand  pirns  of  cowries. 
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SECT.  II. 

Of  cafes  where  no  fine  is  taken. 

WHEN  a woman  is  born  from  a woman  of  the  Sooder  caft, 
and  a man  of  the  Chchteree  ca ft,  fuch  woman  is  called  Wokreei 
and  the  fon  that  is  horn  from  a woman  of  the  Ckehteree  caft, 
and  a man  of  the  Sooder,  is  called  Kehta  ; arid  the  fon  that  -is 
burn  from  the  woman  JVokrce , and  the  man  Kehth , is  called 
Shep'ik;  if  the  Shep.'k  fliould  abufe  or  affault  any  perfon,  that 
perfon  may  chaftife  him  ; if  of  himfclf  he  is  unable  to  chaftife 
h;m,  in  that  cafe  the  magiftrate  fliall  punilh  him  according  to 
the  fault,  and  fliall  not  take  a fine  from  him. 

A person  born  an  eunuch,  a man  of  the  Chendal  call:,  or 
of  the  filherman  calf,  or  of  the  hunter  caft,  or  of  the  elephant- 
driver’s  caft,  or  of  the  Gerhejat  {lave,  (a  Have  that  is  born  of  the 
body  of  a female  have) ; if  thefe  fhould  aftault  or  abufe  any  per- 
fon, that  perfon  may  chaftife  them;  if  of  himfelf  he  is  unable 
to  chaftife  them,  the  magiftrate  fliall  chaftife  them  according 
to  their  fault,  but  fhall  not  take  a fine. 

A Beamin'  s fon,  who  hath  not  a {Turned  the  braminical 
thread  until  fifteen  years  of  age,  is  called  Berayut;  alfo  a man 
of  any  low  caft,  upon  touching  whom,  the  afionaw  (that  is,  pu- 
rification by  bathing)  muft  be  performed ; alfo  whatever  fon  is 
born  of  a mother  of  a fuperior  caft,  and  a father  of  an  inferior 
caft,  if  thefe  perfons  aflault  any  man,  that  perfon  may  chaftife 
them ; if  of  himfelf  he  is  unable  to  chaftife  them,  the  magi- 
ftrate {hall  chaftife  them  according  to  their  fault,  but  fliall  not 
take  a fine. 

He  who  teaches  the  Goiterce  is  called  Achtirige ; whoever 
contradicts  the  words  of  fuch  Acharige,  or  whoever  is  conftant- 
jv  guilty  of  deceit,  and  impofition,  or  who  is  guilty  of  the 
crimes  of  muhci  patuk,  or  atee  patuh,  or  any  fuch  crimes,  if 
fuch  men  as  thefe  fliould  aflault  any  perfon,  that  perfon  may 
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chaftife  them  ; if  of  himfelf  he  is  unable  to  chaftife  them,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  punilh  them  according  to  their  fault,  but  (hall 
.tiot  take  a fine  from  them. 

SECT.  III. 

Of  the  fines  for  the  death  of  animals. 

i f 

I F a man  deprives  of  life,  a goat,  or  a horfe,  or  a camel, 
the  magiftrate  fhall  cut  off  one  hand-and  one  foot  from  him. 

If  a man  caufes  the  tefticles  to  be  cut  from  any  animal,  as  a 
bull,  or  a horfe,  or  a goat,  or  any  fuch  kind  of  animal,  the  ma- 
giftrate fhall  fine  him  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

, If  a man  kills  a bird  of  finall  value,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine 
him  three  puns  of  cowries ; if  it  be  fomewhat  more  valuable,  he 
fhall  fine  him  twelve  puns  of  cowries ; and  if  it  be  an  exceeding 
fine  bird,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  kills  a fifh,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  ten  pum 
of  cowries. 

If  a man  kills  an  infedt,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  or.e 
pun  of  cowries. 

V , - . - 

Of  wild  and  fylvan  animals,  fuch  as  flags,  fheep,  tigers, 
bears,  and  fuch  kind  of  animals  ; if  a man  kills  one  of  the  leaf! 
valuable,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  three  puns  of  cowries ; 
if  it  be  fomething  better,  he  fhall  take  twelve  puns  of  cowries  ; 
if  it  be  one  of  the  moll  valuable  of  thefe  animals,  in  that  cafe, 
the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  kills  a ferpent,  or  a cat,  or  a weafel,  or  a dog,  or  a 
boar,  if  it  be  not  one  of  the  mofl  prized,  the  magiftrate  (halt 
fine  him  three  puns  of  cowries , if  it  be  of  the  bell  fpecies,  he 
fhall  fine  him  twelve  puns  of  cowries. 

If 
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If  a man  employs  in  ploughing,  or  any  other  work,  a cow 
hig  with  calf,  or  the  bull  called  Ocherg , or  the  bull  called  Bec- 
JeJhukth , or  a very  aged  and  infirm  cow,  (of  which  feveral  cat- 
tle an  account  is  written  in  the  chapter  of  cities  and  towns),  the 
magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  fifty  puns  of  cowries ; and  if  he  de- 
prives any  fuch  of  fife,  he  fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of 
cowries. 

Whoever  gains  his  fubfiftence  by  killing  animals,  and  fel- 
ling their  flelh,  fkin  and  bones,  if  fuch  perfon  kills  thefe  ani- 
mals, the  magiftrate  fhall  not  fine  him  ; and  exclufive  of  fuch 
perfon,  if  any  other  man  kills  any  animals,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
take  from  him  a fine,  aftfcr  the  rate  above  mentioned. 

If  a man  kills  a he-goat,  or  a fheep,  or  a buffalo,  or  any 
other  animal  of  this  kind,  for  a facrifice  to  Deivtah  fi.  e.J  the 
deity,  he  fhall  not  be  amenable. 

If  a man  fells  the  flefh  of  dogs  or  jackals,  calling  it  the  flefh 
of  goats  or  flags,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  hundred  puns 
of  cowries  ; if  he  is  conftantly  guilty  of  this  practice  the  magi- 
ftrate fhall  cut  off  his  hand  and  his  nofe,  and  break  his  teeth, 
and  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a hackery  driver,  at  the  time  of  driving  the  hackeries , 
fhould  fay,  “ Let  all  the  people  keep  on  one  fide,  this  is  the 
“ road  for  the  hackeries ,”  upon  this  warning  given  by  the  driver, 
if  any  perfon  fhould  fail  to  go  on  that  fide,  and,  by  falling  un- 
der the  hackery , fhould  lofe  his  life,  in  that  cafe,  it  is  no  fault 
of  the  driver ; but  if  the  hackery  driver  negledts  to  give  warn- 
ing, and  any  perfon  fhould  be  killed  by  falling  under  the 
hackery , in  that  cafe,  upon  the  man’s  death,  the  driver  fhall 
fuller  the  fame  punifhment  as  a thief : if  a cow,  or  an  al's,  or  a 
camel,  or  a horfe,  or  a buffalo,  or  any  fuch  kind  of  animals, 
fhould  be  killed  by  falling  under  a hackery , the  magiftrate  fhall 
take  half  the  fine,  according  to  the  rates  of  fines  for  killing  fuch 
animals,  herein  above  fpecified ; if  the  foal  of  an  elephant,  or 
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of  a hbrfe,  or  of  a camel,  or  of  any  fuch  kind  of  animal  be  killed, 
the  magiflrate  fhall  take  a fine  of  two  hundred  puns  of  cowries) 
if  a fine  fawn  or  a bird  fhould  be  killed,  he  fhall  take  a fine  of 
fifty  puns  of  cowries  ; and  if  an  afs,  or  a goat,  or  a fheep,  fhould 
be  killed,  he  fliall  fine  him  five  niafhehs  of  filver ; and  if  a dog, 
or  a weafel  be  killed,  he  fhall  fine  him  one  nihjheh  of  fiver. 

If  the  owner  of  a hackery  hires  an  incapable  driver,  who  is  - 
not  well  experienced  in  his  bufinefs,  by  vvhofe  want  of  fkill  any 
animal,  either  man,  or  beaft,  or  bird,  fhould  lofe  its  life,  the 
magiflrate  fliall  fine  the  owner  of  the  hackery  two  hundred  puns 
of  cowries. 

If  any  of  thefe  kind  of  animals  above-mentioned  fhould  be 
killed,  the  magiflrate  fhall  caufe  the  perfon  who  killed  them  to 
give  an  animal  of  the  fame  kind  to  the  owner  of  the  animal 
deftroyed,  and  fhall  take  a fine,  according  to  the  rate  already- 
above  fpecified.

SECT.  I. 

Of  theft  open  and  concealed. 


THEFT  is,  when  a man  takes  away  any  thing  without  the 
fight  and  knowledge  of  the  owner  of  it,  or  without  the 
fight  and  knowledge  of  the  perfon  to  whom  it  was  intrufted, 
and  afterwards  fays,  “ I have  not  taken  fuch  article  and  this 
admits  of  two  diftinaions,  open  theft,  and  concealed  theft. — 
Op  en  theft  is,  when  a man,  having  weighed  and  learned  the 
weight  of  any  article,  commits  a theft  in  that  weight,  upon  de- 
livery of  the  article  -,  as  for  inftance,  a goldfinith,  or  an  iron- 
monger, or  a grocer,  or  any  fuch  perfon  who  deals  by  weight ; 
or  a phyfician,  who,  not  giving  to  a difeafed  perfon  the  phyfic 
proper  for  his  diforder,  adminifiers  fuch  unfuitahle  remedies,  as 
that  by  them  the  iicknefs  of  the  difeafed  becomes  more  violent, 
and  who  afterwards  fays,  “ This  man  is  feized  with  a moll 
“ difficult  diforder,”  and,  upon  faying  this,  takes  any  thing  for 
his  phyfic  f or  any  perfon,  who,  by  the  chances  of  the  dice,  or 
by  any  other  games  gf  the  fame  unlawful  nature,  takes  away  a 
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man’s  property ; or  an  arbitrator,  who  receives  a bribe  from 
either  plaintiff  or  defendant ; or,  in  a cafe  where  feveral  per- 
Ions  have  been  jointly  employed  upon  one  bufmefs,  if  any  one 
of  them  deceives  all  the  reft,  and  appropriates  ought  to  himfelf; 
or  if  a perfon  fliould  fay  to  another,  “ Some  great  misfortune 
‘‘  and  calamity  is  coming  upon  you,  give  me  fomething,  that 
« I may  make  offerings  to  Dewtah,  to  avert  this  calamity  from 
“ you,”  and  afterwards  (hould  appropriate  to  himfelf  the  arti- 
cle given,  inftead  of  making  fuch  offerings  therewith  ; ora  man, 
who,  concealing  the  fault  of  any  blcmifhed  commodity,  fells  it 
for  the  price  of  an  unblemifhed  article  of  the  fame  kind  ; or 
when  a man,  by  giving  falfe  witnefs,  takes  away  another’s  pro- 
perty ; or  a man,  who,  by  (hewing  tricks  with  conjurors  and 
jugglers,  gets  any  thing ; or  a man,  who,  either  by  terrifying 
another,  or  by  cajoling  him,  contrives  to  get  any  thing  from 
him  : theie  are  called  open  (or  apparent)  thefts,  Exclufive  of 
thefe,  all  other  kinds  of  theft,  fuch  as  houfe-breaking,  and  othet; 
various  fchemes  of  robbery,  are  called  concealed  theft : both 
thefe  kinds  of  thieves  the  magiftrate  (hall  apprehend  ; and, 
having  told  to  the  people  the  faftof  the  theft,  (hall  take  a fine 
from  the  thief,  to  the  value  of  whatever  goods  he  hath  ftoleu. 
Alfo,  whoever  alfociates  with  thieves,  or  is  found  to  have  about 
him  any  inftruments  for  piercing  through  walls,  or  other  im- 
plements of  robbery,  or  any  goods  that  have  been  ftolen  from 
any  perfon,  fuch  perfons  (hall  be  apprehended,  convifted  of 
theft,  and  the  punilhment  of  a thief  without  fail  be  inflicted  on 
them ; for,  by  punifhing  thieves,  the  reputation  of  the  magi- 
ftrate is  extended,  and  the  tranquillity  of  the  kingdom  fecured, 

SECT.  II. 

Of  the  fines  for  open  theft. 

IF  a man,  in  weighing  any  article,  hath  by  any  means  with- 
held one  eighth  of  the  whole,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  two 
hundred  puns  of  cowries ; if  he  hath,  thus  with-held  one  ninth, 
in  that  cafe,  out  of  the  two  hundred  puns  of  cowries,  one  eighth 
ftial!  be  deducted,  and  the  other  feven  parts  (hall  be  taken  as  a 

fine;

fine;  if  he  hath  committed  a theft  of  one  fevcnth,  he  (hall  be 
fined  two  hundred  puns  of  cowries,  and  alfo  one  eighth  of  that 
fum  in  addition  ; and  if  a man,  in  computing,  or  in  writing, 
or  in  the  price  of  any  article,  or  in  any  mode  of  the  fame  kind, 
commits  a theft  of  one  eighth,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him 
according  to  the  aforefaid  rates ; if  he  is  frequently  guilty  of 
this  kind  of  theft,  he  (hall  cut  off  the  hair  of  his  head  * ; and 
whoever  has  a pafiion,  or  ruling  propenfity  to  fuch  thefts,  his 
ear,  or  his  nofe,  or  his  hand,  or  fome  fuch  limb,  fliall  be  cut 
off;  if  a perfon,  giving  to  another  any  inconfiderable  article, 
in  exchange  for  it,  by  fome  device  or  deceit,  procures  an  arti- 
cle of  value,  or  if  he  takes  it  at  a low  price  any  article  that 
fliould  be  prized  very  high,  if,  by  fuch  device  and  deceit,  he 
hath  occafioned  to  the  other  a lofs  of  one  fixth,  the  magillrate 
fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of  cowries',  if  there 
is  a lofs  of  one  fifth,  or  of  a ftill  greater  proportion,  the  ma- 
giftrate fhall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  proffering  to  fell  grain  for  feed,  fhould  fell  grain 
•which  is  not  fit  for  feed,  the  magiftrate  fliall  chaftife  him,  and 
take  a fine  according  to  the  offence. 

If  a man  conceals  the  faults  of  any  blemifhed  commodity,  of 
mixes  good  and  bad  articles  together,  and  fells  them  ail  2s  good, 
or  refits  any  old  article,  and  fells  it  as  new,  the  magiftrate  fliall 
caufe  him  to  give  double  the  price  of  the  purchafe  to  the  pur- 
chafer,  and  fhall  fine  him  in  the  original  price  of  the  purchafe. 

If  a man  (hews  to  another  the  Butkhrlb,  or  his  own  ftone 
weight,  and,  going  from  the  (hop  to  any  other  place,  fays, 
u This  ftone  is  in  weight  one  feerf  whereas,  in  truth,  the 
ftone  weighs  lefs  than  one  Jeer,  and  the  other  perfon  being  ig- 
norant of  the  deficiency  of  weight  in  the  above-mentioned 
ftone,  fliould  fell  any  goods  in  the  fhop  of  that  man,  by  the 
weight  of  that  ftone,  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  fliall  fine  that 
fnan  eight  times  the  price  of  the  commodity  fold  ; and  if  he  is 

* Lofs  of  cart. 
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frequently  guilty  of  that  crime,  the  magiftrate  fhall  confifcate 
all  his  goods. 

Whoever  ufes  a pair  of  falfe  fcales,  and  adjufts  them  frau- 
dulently, the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of 
cowries ; whoever  tries  gold  and  filver,  if  he  lays,  that,  adul- 
terated gold  or  iilver  is  pure  and  fine,  and  gives  it  to  any  man 
as  fuch,  or  if  he  fays  of  pure  gold  or  filver,  that,  it  is  adulte- 
rated, and  takes  ir  as  fuch,  the  magiltrate  ihall  fine  him  one 
thouland  puns  of  cowries. 

If  the  mag  iff  rate’s  counfellor  gives  advice  void  of  juftice,  or 
gains  a fubfiftence  by  conftantly  receiving  bribes,  the  magiftrate 
ill  11  confifcate  all  the  pofi'ellions  of  fuch  perfbns,  and  banifh 
them  the  kingdom. 

l 

If  a phyfician,  unfkilled  in  the  art  of  phyfic,  caufes  any  one 
to  take  a medicine,  or,  if  fkilled  in  his  profeflion,  he  gives  not 
to  a fick  man  the  remedy  proper  for  his  diiorder,  in  that  cafe, 
if  he  hath  adminiftered  his  phyfic  to  a man  of  a fuperior  ca ft,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries  ; if  he 
hath  given  it  to  a man  of  an  inferior  calf,  he  ihall  fine  him  five 
hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  by  device  or  deceit,  takes  any  thing  from  a perfon 
who  cannot  diftinguifh  between  good  and  evil,  the  magiftrate 
ill  at!  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  ignorant  of  aftrology,  tells  the  magiftrate  of  his 
own  accord,  that  fome  calami!  y will  happen  to  him,  the  magi- 
ftrate  fhall  fine  him,  according  to  the  extent  of  his  fortune;- 

If  a wafherman  wears  another  man’s  clothes,  the  magiftrate 
fhali  fine  him  three  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  fells  white  copper,  and  tutanague  made  to  counter- 
feit filver,  the  magiftrate  fhall  break  the  hand,  nofe,  aru:  eeth, 
of  fuch  perfon,  and  fine  him  one  tncufand  puns  of  cowries. 
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If  a man -fells  filver,  or  any  other  article  made  to  counterfeit 
gold,  the  magiflrate  fhall  break  his  hand,  nofc,  and  teeth,  and 
fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries;  if  he  is  conflantly 
guilty  of  fuch  praftices,  the  magiflrate  fhall  cut  him  into  pieces 
with  a razor. 

If  a man  fells  any  white  flone  made  to  counterfeit  a jewel* 
Or  the  thread  of  cotton  made  to  counterfeit  filk,  or  common 
fuel  wood  made  to  counterfeit  fandal  wood,  in  felling  fuch 
counterfeits,  whatever  price  he  has  exafted,  greater  than  the> 
real  value  of  the  article,  the  magiflrate  fhall  take  eight  times  as 
much  from  him  3s  a fine. 

If  a man  fells  clay  made  to  counterfeit  muffc,  or  any  other 
articles*  in  felling  it,  whatever  price  he  has  exa£led,  greater 
than  the  real  value  of  fuch  article,  the  magiflrate  {hall  take 
eight  times  as  ueh  from  him  as  a fine;  and,  whatever  price 
the  purchafer  hath  given,  he  fhall  receive  it  back  again,  and 
fi»e  jjpgiflrate  fhall  return  to  the  feller  the  article  fold. 

If  a man  fells  any  article,  by  a nice  imitation  and  counter- 
feit made  to  look  like  pearls  or  coral,  whatever  price  he  hath 
received  for  fuch  article,  the  magiflrate  fhall  return  that  price 
to  the  purchafer,  and  fhall  take  double  of  that  fum  as  a fine, 
and  the  feller  fhall  receive  back  the  article  fold. 

Gold,  which,  on  being  burnt  one  whole  day  and  night, 
lofes  nothing  of  its  weight,  is  called  pure  gold  ; when  a man 
fhews  fuch  gold  to  a perfon  well  fkilled  in  afTaying  that  metal, 
and  requires  his  opinion  of  that  gold,  if  that  man  anfwers,  that 
the  gold  in  queflion  is  not  pure^  in  that  cafe  the  magiflrate 
fhall  fine  him  according  to  his  means. 

If  one  hundred  tolechehs  of  filver,  upon  being  melted  one 
whole  day  and  night  in  the  fire,  are  but  two  tolechehs  deficient, 
fuch  filver  is  called  pure;  when  a man  fhews  fome  fuch  filver 
to  a perfoa  well  lkilled  in  a flaying  that  metal,  and  requires  his 
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♦pinion  of  that  filver,  if  that  perfon  anfwers,  that  ct  The  filver 
“ in  queftion  is  not  pur^,  the  deficiency  will  be  greater  thaw 
“ the  cuftomary  two  tolechehs ,”  in  that  cafe  the  magiftrate 
fhall  fine  him  according  to  his  means. 

If  one  hundred  tolechehs  of  arzeez  (tin)  and  lead,  upon  being 
melted  one  whole  day  and  night  in  the  fire,  are  but  eight  to!<*- 
thebs  deficient,  fuch  arzeez  and  lead  are-  pure ; when  a man 
fhews  lome  arzeez  and  lead  to  a perfon  well  fkilled  in  affaying 
thofe  metals,  and  requires  his  opinion  thereon,  if  that  perfon 
anfwers,  that  “ This  arzeez  and  lead  are  not  pure,  the  defi- 
**  ciency  will  be  greater  than  that  of  th#  ufuai  eight  tolechehs 
in  that  cafe  the  magiftrate  ihall  fine  him  according  to  his  means. 

If  one  hundred  tolechehs  of  copper,  upon  being  melted  one 
whole  day  and  night  in  the  fire,  are  five  tolechehs  deficient,  or 
pne  hundred  maunds  of  iron,  upon  being  melted  one  whole  day 
and  night  in  the  fire,  are  ten  maunds  deficient,  and  a man  Jliews 
fome  fuch  copper  and  iron  to  a perfon  well  fkilled  in  alTaying 
thofe  metals,  if  that  perfon  fays,  “ This  copper  and  iron  are 
“ not  pure/’  the  magiftrate  ihall  fine  him  according  to  his 
means. 

If  a man  gives  to  be  woven  one  hundred  tolechehs  weight  of 
coarfe  cotton  thread,  or  of  coarfe  fiik,  upon  being  finifhed,  its 
weight  ihall  be  increafed  ten  tolechehs ; if  he  gives  middling 
thread,  it  ihall  be  increafed  five  tolechehs;  if  he  gives  fine 
thread,  it  ftiall  be  increafed  three  tolechehs;  fuch  cloth,  if  a man 
fhews  to  a perfon  well  fkilled  in  judging  thefe  matters,  and 
that  perfon  fays  lefs  than  the  weight  herein  above  fpecified,  the 
magiftrate  ihall  fine  him  according  to  his  means, 

SECT.  Ill, 

Of  the  fines  for  concealed  theft. 

WHOEVER,  by  breaking  through  walls,  hath  frequently 
ftolen  much  wealth,  the  magiftrate  fhall  caufe  the  booty  to  be 
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returned  to  the  owner-,  and  fhall  cut  off  both  the  hands  of  fucK 
perfon,  and  crucify  him. 

Whoever  robs  on  the  high-way,  the  magiftrate  (hall  caufe 
a rope  to  be  tied  about  his  neck,  and  fhall  thus  deprive  him  of 
life. 

A thief,  who,  by  plundering  in  his  own  country,  fpoils 
the  province,  the  magnate  fhall  confifcate  his  goods,  and  cru- 
cify him;  if  he  robs  in  another  kingdom,  he  fhall  not  confifcate 
his  poftellions,  hut  fhall  crucify  him. 

If  a man  fteals  any  man  of  a fuperior  caft,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  bind  the  grafs  beeria  (a  particular  (pecies  of  grafs  fo  called) 
round  his  body,  and  burn  him  with  fire;  if  he  fteals  a woman 
oi  a.  perior  calf,  the  magiftrate  ftiail  caufe  him  to  be  ftretched 
our  upon  a hot  plate  of  iron,  and,  having  bound  toe  grafs  beena 
round  his  body,  fhall  burn  him  in  the  fire. 

If  a perfon  fteals  a man  or  woman  of  a middling  caft,  the 
magiftrate  fh-.lt  cut  oft  Doth  his  hands  and  feet,  and  caft  him 
out  upon  a highway  where  four  roads  meet. 

Jr  a perfon  fteals  a man  of  an  inferior  caft,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries;  if  he  fteals  a wo- 
man of  an  inferior  caft,  the  magiftrate  lhall  confifcate  all  his 
property. 

Ir  a man,  in  the  time  of  war,  fteals  an  elephant  or  a horfe, 
the  magiftrate  (hall  deprive  him  of  life;  if  it  is  not  in  time  of 
war,  he  lhall  cut  oft'  from  him  one  hand  and  one  foot. 

If  a man  fteals  an  elephant  or  a horfe  excellent  in  all  refpefts, 
the  magiftrate  (hall  cut  oft'  his  hand,  and  foot,  and  buttock,  and' 
deprive  him  of  life. 

If  a man  fteals  an  elephant  or  a horfe  of  fmall  account,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  cut  oft'  from  him  one  hand  and  one  foot. 

If 
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If  a man  fteals  a camel  or  a cow,  the  magiftrate  (hall  cu^ 
off  from  him  one  hand  and  one  foot. 

If  a man  heals  a goat  or  a fheep,  the  magiftrate  Ihall  cut  oft' 
one  of  his  hands. 

If  a man  fteals  any  fmall  animal,  exclufive  of  the  cat  and  the 
weafel,  the  magiftrate  lhall  cut  oft'  half  his  foot. 

If  a man  fteals  a greater  quantity  than  ten  kombehs  of  paddeet 
or  wheat,  or  barley,  or  fmall  grhm>  or  doll , or  grain,  or  mu- 
ftard  feed,  or  kunjud,  or  any  fuch  forts  of  grain,  the  magiftrate 
fliall  deprive  him  of  life. 


• The  mode  of  computation  of  the  kombeh  is  this: 

Three  tolechehs , two  maujhs , and  eight  furcks , make  one  pulf 
Four  puls  — — — one  koodup , 

Four  koodups  — — — one  perujl , 

Four  perufls  — — — one  adhuky 

Four  adhuks  — — — one  demon , 

Twenty  deroons  — — — one  kombehs 

According  to  the  ordinations  of  Kulp-teron. 
Pachef  puttee  Mifr  fays,  that

If  a man  fteals  a lefler  quantity  than  ten  kcmbehs  of  paddee, 
or  wheat,  or  barley,  or  fmall  gram,  or  doll , or  grain,  or  muf- 
tard-feed,  or  kunjud,  or  any  fuch  forts  of  grain,  in  that  cafe, 
the  magiftrate  fhall  take,  as  a fine  from  the  thief,  eleven  time? 
as  much  as  the  quantity  ftolen,  and  return  the  article  ftolen  to 
the  owner. 


If  a man  deals  from  another  perfon’s  granary  as  much  pad- 
dee , or  wheat,  or  barley,  or  fmall  gram,  or  doll,  or  grain,  or  muf- 
tard  feed,  or  kunjud , or  any  fuch  kinds  of  grain  as  may  be  com- 
puted to  be  a fufficient  burden  for  one  man  to  carry,  in  that 
cafe,  the  magiftrate  fhall  caufe  the  aforefaid  grain  to  be  return- 
ed to  the  owner,  and  fhall  fine  the  thief  one  hundred  puns  of 
cowries. 


If  a man  fteals  from  his  friend’s  granary  as  much  grain  as 
may  be  computed  a fufficient  burden  for  one  man  to  carry,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  caufe  the  aforefaid  grain  to  be  returned  to  the 
owner,  and  fhall  fine  the  thief  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  fteals  grain  that  has  been  reaped,  which  has  not 
vet  been  taken  from  the  ftraw,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him 
five  coins  of  gold,  and  give  back  the  aforefaid  grain  to  the 
owner. 


If  a man  hath  cultivated,  by  fliarcs,  the  arable  land  of  any 
perfon,  and,  for  want  of  his  proper  care  and  'cuftody,  the  crop 
on  that  ground  ffiould  be  ftolen,  in  that  cafe,  whatever  fhare 
pf  produce  of  that  ground  the  cultivator  was  to  have  received, 

the 
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the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  ten  times  ns  much,  and  (hall  caufe 
to  he  given  to  the  owner  of  tho  ground  whatever  was  his  pro- 
portionate (hare ; if  it  be  ftolen  by  the  fault  of  the  cultivator’s 
fervant,  he  /hall  only  pay  five  times  as  much  for  the  magiftrute’s 
fine,  but  the  fervant  (hall  be  held  to  make  good  the  fine. 

If  a man  fteals  camphire,  or  round  pepper,  or  cardamoms, 
or  nutmegs,  or  cloves,  or  fuch  kind  of  things  which  are  weigh- 
ed in  fmaller  fcales,  the  magiftrate  (hall  caufe  the  article  ftolen 
to  be  returned  to  the  owner,  and  (hall  fine  the  thief  ten  times 
as  much  ; if  he  fteals  of  thefe  things  more  than  the  value  of 
ten  rupees , the  magiftrate  (hall  deprive  him  of  life. 

If  a man  deals  gold,  or  filver,  or  fine  cloth,  to  a greater 
amount  than  one  hundred  rupees,  the  magiftrate  (hall  deprive 
him  of  life  ; if  he  deals  to  a lefs  amount  than  one  hundred  ru- 
pees, and  to  a greater  amount  than  fifty  rupees , he  do  all  cut  off 
his  hand ; if  he  fteals  lefs  than  the  value  of  fifty  rupees , and 
more  than  that  of  twenty-five  rupees,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine 
him  eleven  times  as  much  *,  if  he  fteals  to  a lefs  value  than 
twenty-five  rupees,  the  magiftrate  (hall  chaftife  him,  and  caufe 
the  article  ftolen  to  be  returned  to  the  owner. 

If  a man  fteals  jewels  of  a confiderable  value,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  deprive  him  of  life;  if  they  are  of  finall  value,  he  (hall 
fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries , and  give  back  the  jewels 
to  the  owner. 

If  a man,  in  the  feafon  of  cultivating  land,  and  of  fowing 
grain,  fteals  a plough,  or  any  other  implement  of  hufbandry, 
the  magiftrate  (hall  caufe  fuch  implement  to  be  returned  to  the 
owner,  and  (hall  fine  that  man  one  hundred  and  eight  puns  of 
cowries. 

If  a man  fteals  turreh,  that  is  to  fay  fngh,  that  is,  green9  or 
roots,  fuch  as  ginger  or  onions,  or  turbi  that  is,  radiihes,  or 
any  luch  kind  of  things,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  hun- 
dred

dred  puns  of  cowries,  and  caufe  the  article  ftolen  to  be  return- 
ed to  the  owner. 

If  a man  fteals  milk,  or  any  thing  that  is  made  of  milk,  the 
magiftrate  (hall  caufe  the  thing  ftolen  to  be  returned  to  rhe 
owner,  and  (hall  take  double  of  the  value  for  a fine. 

If  a man  fteals  the  flowers  called  maafifer , or  koofm,  or  fuch 
kind  of  flowers  as  are  uled  in  dying  cloths,  or  the  iutta  tree, 
or  any  other  fhrub,  the  magiftrate  lhall  caufe  the  article  ftolen 
to  be  returned  to  the  owner,  and  take  five  coins  of  gold  as  a 
fine. 

If  a man  fteals  cane,  or  bamboo , or  anv  fuch  wood,  which  is 
hollow  within,  the  magiftrate  fhaii  caufe  the  article  ftolen  to  be 
returned  to  the  owner,  and  take  double  the  value  thereof  as  a 
fine. 

If  a man  fteals  thread,  or  cotton,  or  cow  dung,  or  hay  or 
water,  or  fugar,  or  cane  tokerie. r,  (a  tokerie  is  a bafket  made  of 
cane,  wherein  any  thing  may  be  depofited),  or  fait,  or  earthen 
pots,  or  clay,  or  fand,  or  duft,  or  fifh,  or  birds,  or  bitter  oil, 
or  meal,  or  honey,  or  leather,  or  the  teeth  or  the  bones  of  ani- 
mals, or  fpirituoas  liquor,  or  victuals,  or  fruit, the  magiftrate  lhall 
caufe  the  article  ftolen  to  be  returned  to  the  owner,  and  lhall 
fine  the  thief  in  double  the  value. 

If  a man  hath  been  guilty  of  great  theft  in  thefe  articles, 
the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  him  five  times  the  value. 

If  a man  fteals  any  wood  which  has  been  prepared  for  any 
particular  purpofe,  or  ftone,  or  images  of  clay  of  an  excellent 
drape,  or  a bafket  of  beet,  (beet  is  a fort  of  grafs  which  has 
prickles  on  its  back),  the  magiftrate  (hall  caufe  the  commodity 
ftolen  to  be  returned  to  the  owner,  and  (hall  take  five  times  as 
much  for  a fine. 
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If  a man  fteals  the  water  of  a pool,  or  of  a bafon,  the  magi- 
strate lliall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty  putts  of  cowries;  and 
whatever  quantity  of  water  he  hath  ftolen,  he  Ihall  caufe  to  be 
returned  to  the  owner. 

If  a man,  having  ftolen  any  thing,  affims,  that  he  hath  not 
ftolen  it,  and  the  fact  is  afterwards  proved  upon  him,  the  ma- 
giftrate  fhall  take  from  him  a fine  of  four  times  as  much,  and 
caufe  the  article  ftolen  to  be  reltored  to  the  owner. 

If  a man  fteals  one  wheel,  or  any  other  part  of  the  furniture 
of  a hackery,  the  magiftrate,  caufing  fuch  article  to  be  returned 
to  the  owner,  lliall  fine  the  thief  forty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  fteals  a chuckreh , (or  fmaller  fort  of  hackery  ufed  for 
carrying  burdens),  the  magiftrate  lliall  fine  him  one  hundred 
and  eighty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  fteals  the  fire  of  the  Jugg,  the  magiftrate  lliall  fine 
him  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  fteals  the  bucket  and  rope  that  is  at  the  mouth  of 
a well,  the  magiftrate  Ihall  fine  him  one  mjfueh  oj  gold. 

If  a man,  with  intent  to  fteal,  fliould  once  open  any  thing 
that  is  clofed  up,  and  fhould  be  caught  in  the  a<ft,  the  magi- 
ftrate Ihall  cut  oft' his  finger;  if  he  fliould  thus  open  any  thing 
a fecond  time,  he  Ihall  cut  oft  his  hand  and  foot;  if  he  opens 
any  thing  the  third  time,  he  fhall  be  put  to  death. 

If  a man,  with  intent  to  fteal,  fliould  bind  up  any  thing  that 
isopen,  and  be  caught  in  the  aift,  the  magiftrate  lliall  caufe 
him  to  be  punifhed  as  a thief. 

If  a man  fteals  any  flowers,  or  fruits,  or  wood,  or  grafs,  be- 
longing to  a Bramin , the  magiftrate  lliall  cut  oft' his  hand.

In  thefts,  where  the  magiftrate  would  put  to  death  a man  of( 
any  other  caft,  if  the  offender  be  a Bramin , he  lhall  not  be  put 
to  death. 

If  a Bramin , who  is  a man  of  property,  and  doth  not  ftudy 
the  Beids,  lhouid  commit  a robbery  that  deferves  death,  the 
magiftrate  lhall  not  put  him  to  death,  but  he  (hall  confifcate  all 
his  effects,  and  banifh  him  from  the  kingdom. 

If  any  Bramin , who  is  poor,  and  who  alfo  neglefts  to  ftudy 
the  Beids,  lhouid  commit  a robbery  that  deferves  death,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  fallen  a chain  to  the  leg  of  fuch  Bramin,  and 
caufe  him  to  become  a Have  for  life,  and  give  him  fuch  a fub- 
fiftence,  as  that  at  all  events  his  life  may  be  preferved. 

If  a learned  Bramin , whether  rich  or  poor,  commits  a rob- 
bery that  deferves  death,  the  magiftrate  fhall  confine  him  in 
prifon  for  life. 

If  a Bramin  of  moderate  capacity,  who  is  neither  very  learn- 
ed, nor  very  ignorant,  commits  a robbery  that  deferves  death, 
the  magiftrate  lhall  ftamp  the  mark  of  the  pudendum  mutiebre 
upon  his  forehead  with  a hot  iron,  and  banifh  him  from  the 
kingdom. 

If  a Bramin  of  no  capacity,  who  is  not  firm  in  the  principles 
of  his  caft,  commits  a robbery  that  deferves  death,  the  magi- 
ftrate fhall  put  out  his  eyes* 

If  a Bramin,  who  every  day  performs  the  Jugg , commits  a 
robbery  that  deferves  death,  the  magiftrate  fliall  cut  oft'  the  hair 
of  his  head. 

If  a Bramin,  not  having  any  means  of  fubfiftence,  lhouid  at 
fuch  time  fteal  merely  as  much  as  is  neceffary  to  fupport  him- 
felf;  the  magiftrate  lhall  not  take  any  fine  from  him,  but  lhall 
caufe  him  to  make  the  perdjhchut  (or  expiation). 
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Exclusive  of  the  articles  above  fpecified,  if  a perfon  fteals 
any  other  articles,  the  magiftrate  Ihall  line  him  in  the  price  of 
fuch  article,  whatever  it  may  be. 

SECT.  IV. 

Of  apprehending  thieves. 

IF  a man  fhould  find  upon  any  perfon  irons  for  breaking  in- 
to houfes,  or  any  other  implements  of  robbery,  he  Ihall  call 
him  a thief,  and  apprehend  him. 

If  a man  fees  another  perfon  in  pofieffion  of  things  not 
fuitable  to  him,  he  Ihall  fufpect  him  to  be  a thief. 

A man,  who  has  no  income,  and  whofe  expences  are  large, 
fuch  man  (hall  be  fufpetted  for  a thief. 

When  a perfon  is  fufpe&ed  to  be  a thief,  he  Ihall  be  alked 
in  what  quarter  his  habitation  is,  in  what  kingdom,  in  what 
town,  in  what  place,  and  of  what  call  he  is,  and  what  his 
name  is  ? upon  fuch  queftions,  if,  in  giving  his  anfwer,  he. 
fhould  change  colour,  or  his  voice  fhould  alter,  or  he  be 
feized  with  a trembling,  and  cannot  fpeak  with  eafe,  and  fa- 
tisfadlorily,  and  prevaricates  in  his  account,  and  cannot  prove 
his  habitation  or  his  caft  to  be  what  he  affirms,  and  fpends  his 
money  always  in  criminal  expences,  and  holds  an  intimacy 
with  bad  men,  and  all  this  is  proved,  he  (hall  be  judged  a 
thief ; if  thefe  figns  are  not  found  upon  him,  he  is  not  a 
thief. 

From  a place  whence  any  thing  has  been  ftolen,  if  they  can 
trace  the  footfteps  of  the  robbers  to  the  houfe  of  any  perfon, 
or  if  the  article  ftolen  hath  by  little  and  little  dropped  in  the 
way,  and  may  be  traced  to  that  perfon’s  houfe,  or  if  fuch  ftolen 
goods  be  found  upon  any  perfon,  he  (hall  be  called  the  thief, 
and  apprehended  accordingly. 
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If  the  footfleps  of  a thief  may  be  traced  for  fome  little  di- 
ftance,  or  if  the  article ffolen  bath  dropped  for  a little  diftance," 
and  afterwards  no  farther  lign  can  be  found,  then,  whatever 
town  is  near  the  place  where  thefe  figns  have  for  a little  way  ex- 
tended, the  thief  Shall  be  judged  to  lurk  in  that  town  ; if  there 
are  two  towns  near  thar  fpot,  then  the  thief  lhall  be  fufpected 
to  be  in  either  of  thofe  towns  where  there  are  moft  people  who 
are  capable  of  committing  a robbery  ; and  whoever  is  taken  up 
on  fufpicion  of  the  robbery  fhall  be  obliged  to  take  his  oath, 
or  Hand  the  purrikeh  (or  ordeal). 

If  a Bramin , or  a Chehtercey  or  a Bice,  being  on  a journey, 
fhouid  not  have  wherewithal  to  furnifh  his  expences  upon  the 
road,  and,  for  that  purpofe,  ihould  take  from  the  lands  of  any 
llranger  two  plants  of  fugar  cane,  or  two  radifhes,  and  eat 
them,  in  this  cafe,  they  are  not  to  be  taken  for  robbers;  and 
fuch  perfons  alfo  are  permitted  to  take  as  much  as  they  can  eat 
of  the  fruit  of  fuch  trees  as  bear  fruit  with  blofToms,  and  they 
may  alfo  take  and  eat  the  roots  of  fuch  trees. 

If  a man  takes  wood  from  a ftranger’s  trees,  for  the  purpofe 
of  performing  the  fuggy  he  lhall  not  be  reckoned  a thief;  and 
whoever  takes  grafs  for  an  offering  to  cows,  fuch  perfon  alfo  is 
not  a thief. 

If  a Bramin  takes  from  the  land  of  a ftranger  wood  for  the 
Juggt  or  flowers,  or  the  grafs  fofe , (which  is  a particular  fpecies 
of  grafs),  he  fhall  not  be  taken  for  a thief. 

SECT.  V. 

Of  thofe  perfons  who  are  to  be  confdered  as  thieves . 

IF  any  perfon,  wearing  the  braminical  thread,  fhouid  receive 
any  thing  from  a thief,  knowing  him  to  be  fuch,  for  inftrudting 
him  in  any  fcience,  fuch  Bramin  is  to  be  confidered  as  a thiefi 
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If  anv  perfon  fets  fire  to  any  man’s  houfe,  with  Intent  tq 
Iteal  any  thing  from  thence,  fuch  perlon  is  to  be  confidered  a* 
a thief. 

If  a man  furnifhes  vi&uals  for  a thief,  knowing  him  to  be 
fuch,  that  perfon  alfo  is  to  be  confidered  as  a thief. 

If  a man  furnifhes  another  with  irons  for  houfe-breaking, 
and  fuch  other  implements  for  the  commiflion  of  theft,  he  alfo 
is  to  be  confidered  as  a thief. 

If  a man  furnifhes  a place  of  abode  for  a thief,  knowing  him 
to  be  fuch,  that  man  alfo  is  to  be  confidered  as  a thief. 

When  a thief  has  an  intention  to  deal  any  particular  article, 
if  anv  ftranger  aids  in  fuch  a manner  as  to  give  the  thief  an 
opportunity  of  ftealing  that  article,  he  alfo  is  to  be  confidered 
as  a thief. 

If  any  man  gives  a thief  inftruments  for  the  commiflion  of 

theft,  he  alfo  is  to  be  confidered  as  a thief. 

/ 

When  a thief  goes  to  any  diftance  to  commit  a robbery,  if 
another  perfon,  knowing  him  to  be  a thief,  furnifhes  him  with 
provifions  for  his  journey,  he  alfo  is  to  be  confidered  as  a thief : 
the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  a man,  in  any  one  of  thefe  predica- 
ments, one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a perfon,  who  is  able  to  apprehend  thieves,  upon  difeove- 
ry  of  a thief,  fhould  not  apprehend  him,  he  alfo  is  to  be  con- 
fidered as  a thief ; the  magiftrate  fhall  infli£i  upon  fuch  perfon 
half  the  punifhment  of  a thief. 

He  who  conceals  a ftolen  article  fhall  alfo  be  confidered 
as  a thief:  the  magiftrate  fhall  inflict  upon  fuch  perfon  half 
the  punifhment  of  a thief. 
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life  who  purchafes  a ftolen  article,  knowing  it  to  be  llolen,  is 
all'o  to  be  confidered  as  a thief : the  magiftrate  ffiall  inflift  upon 
fuch  perfon  half  the  punilhment  of  a thief. 

If  a magiftrate  has  not  fufficient  power  to  puniffi  a thief,  and, 
in  that  cafe,  even  gives  him  wherewithal  to  fubfift,  then  it  is 
no  fault  of  the  magiftrate. 

If  a perfon,  who  has  been  appointed  by  the  magiflrate  to 
take  care  of  the  peace  of  the  country,  does  not  properly  execute 
his  office,  he  is  alfo  to  be  confidered  as  a thief : the  magiftrate 
ffiall  inflict  upon  fuch  perfon  half  the  puniffiment  of  a thief. 

If  a perfon  finds  any  ftolen  commodity  in  the  hands  cf  any 
man  upon  the  road,  and  does  not  puniffi  that  perfon  to  the  ut- 
moft  of  his  power,  the  magiftrate  lhall  banilh  fuch  perfon  from 
the  kingdom. 

SECT.  VI. 

Of  the  chokeydars  ( or  ivatchmen  J making  good  Jiolen  articles. 

WHOEVER  are  appointed  by  the  magiftrate,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  any  city  or  town,  ffiall  be  held  to  protect  fuch  city  or 
town ; if  any  thing  be  ftolen  in  fuch  city  or  town,  and  thofe 
perfons  cannot  produce  the  thief,  they  fhall  make  good  the  ar- 
ticle ftolen. 

If  a robbery  is  committed  out  of  a city  or  town,  the  head 
perfon  of  that  city  or  town  fhall  make  good  the  theft  ; if  the 
theft  is  committed  in  the  unfrequented  part  of  the  country,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  make  it  good  ; and  afterwards  the  faid  magi- 
ftrate,. having  by  fearch  detected  the  thief,  ffiall  caufe  him  to 
make  good  the  article  ftolen:  if  the  magiftrate  does  not  act  thus, 
he  is  criminal ; if  he  can  take  the  thief,  he  fhall  deliver  him 
over  to  the  owner  of  the  articles  ftolen. 
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If  a man,  who  hath  loft  a number  of  articles  by  theft,  ihcuUl 
find  any  one  of  thefc  articles  upon  any  perfon,  he  fliall  oblige 
that  perfon  to  make  good  the  whole  ; if  the  owner  of  that  arti- 
cle fays,  “ A great  number  of  other  things  were  ftolen  at  the 
“ fame  time  with  this,”  and  the  other  perfon  fays,  “ I took 
*<  nothing  but  this  one  article,”  then  this  perfon  ftiall  either 
take  his  oath,  or  ftand  to  the  purrikeh  (ordeal),  and  if  the  a- 
forefaid  article  was  found  in  any  place,  or  was  purchafed,  then, 
if  he  can  produce  the  perfon  from  whom  it  was  purchafed,  there 
is  no  claim  upon  the  perfon  accufed. 

If  the  guards  and  watchmen  find  any  ftolen  articles  upon  a 
thief,  and  do  not  know  the  owner  of  thofe  articles,  the  magi- 
ftrate  ftiall  detain  in  fafe  cuftody  thofe  goods  for  one  year ; if, 
within  the  year,  the  owner  of  the  goods  fhould  come  and  prows 
his  property  therein,  the  magiftrate  ftiall  give  up  the  things  to 
him ; and  if  there  is  no  owner,  he  lhail  keep  the  goods  to  him- 
felf.  According  to  the  ordinations  of  PUchefrputtee  Mifr. 

If  the  guards  and  watchmen  find  any  ftolen  articles  upon  a 
thief,  and  do  not  know  the  owner  of  thofe  articles,  the  magi' 
ftrate  fliall  detain  the  goods  in  fafe  cuftody  for  one  year;  if^ 
within  the  year,  the  owner  of  the  goods  ftiouid  not  appear,  he 
fliall  give  one  quarter  fhare  of  the  goods  to  the  watchmen,  and 
keep  the  remaining  three  quarters  thereof  to  himfelf.  Accord- 
ing to  the  ordinations  of  Chendeefur : approved  (or  cultomary.) 

If  a watchman  hath  found  any  ftolen  goods,  and  a perfon 
ftiouid  fay,  “ This  article  is  my  property,”  he  fliall  then  inquire 
of  that  perfon,  what  article  it  was  that  was  ftolen  from  him, 
and  of  what  kind  it  was,  and  of  what  fize  or.  quantity,  and 
from  what  place,  and  on  what  day  it  was  ftolen  ? Then,  if  that 
perfon,  according  to  each  queftion  can  give  in  an  anfwer  with 
proof,  the  magiftrate  fliall  give  up  the  article  to  him  j if  he  can- 
not bring  proof,  then,  whatever  was  the  value  of  the  thing 
claimed,  the  magiftrate  fliall  take  fo  much  from  him  as  a fine. 
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HAP. 

Of  Shahefh , i.  e.  Violence.  ( which  has  three  di/linclions J. 

I.  TT7HEN  a man  by  violence  breaks,  or  throws  away,  or 
* * takes  to  himfelf  any  fruit,  or  flowers,  or  the  white 
ftone  called  Pehteek , or  any  roots,  fuch  as  ginger  and  radifhes,. 
and  fuch  kind  of  things,  or  a plough,  or  any  implements  of 
ploughing,  and  fuch  kind  of  things  of  inconflderable  value,  be- 
longing to  a ftranger. 

2.  When  a man  throws  a ferpent  into  a ftranger’s  houfe,  or 
breaks  down  a ftranger’s  wall,  or  breaks  down  a bridge,  or  tear3 
a flag,  or  by  violence  takes  to  himfelf,  or  fpoils,  or  throws  away 
the  animals,  the  victuals  and  drink,  or  clothes  of  a moderate 
value,  or  any  fuch  kind  of  things  of  a moderate  value,  belong- 
ing to  a ftr anger. 

3.  When  a man  by  violence  takes  to  himfelf,  or  fpoils,  or 
throws  away  any  image  of  Dewtah  (i.  e.J  the  Deity,  or  a well, 
or  a bank,  or  any  grain,  or  the  walls  of  a city,  or  any  valuable 
clothes,  or  jewels  of  a high  price,  or  the  effects  confecrated  to 
Dewtah,  or  the  effects  of  a Bramin , or  fuch  kind  of  valuable 
articles,  or  commits  murder. 

If  a man  takes  to  himfelf,  or  fpoils,  or  throws  away  any 
choice  fruit,  or  flowers,'  belonging  to  another  perfon,  the  ma- 
giftrate  fliall  caufe  him  to  return  to  that  perfon  fuch  fruit  and 
flowers,  and  fliall  fine  him  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries ; and, 
if  he  fpoils  or  takes  to  himfelf  any  ordinary  fruit  or  flowers, 
the  magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  in  five  times  their  value. 

1 

If  a man  very  much  injures  and  breaks  the  white  ftone  called 
Pehteek,  belonging  to  another  perfon,  the  magiftrate  fliall  caufe 
him  to  give  to  that  perfon  a ftone  of  the  fame  kind,  or  the  va- 
lue of  it,  and  fliall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of  cow- 
ries / 
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'ries;  if  it  is  not  fo  much  broken,  he  Hi  all  take  a fomewhat  lefs 
fine;  if  it  be  broken  but  a little,  he  fliall  take  a (till  fmalltv  fine 
from  him. 

If  a man  dams  up  the  channel,  through  which  the  water  is 
brought  to  fill  a pool,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  two  hundred 
and  fifty  puns  of  cowries , and  caufe  him  to  repair  the  channel. 

If  a man,  by  violence,  breaks  down  a perfon’s  houfe,  toge- 
ther with  the  wall,  the  magiftrate  lhall  caufe  him  to  repair  the 
faid  houfe  and  wall,  and  (hall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of 
cowries ; if  he  breaks  down  the  wall,  the  magiftrate  (hall  caufe 
him  to  repair  the  wall,  and  (hall  fine  him  forty  puns  of  cowries ; 
if  he  breaks  the  wall  in  fuch  a manner  that  it  be  cracked,  the 
magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  twenty  puns  of  cowries;  if  be  hath  a<ft- 
ed  in  fuch  a manner  that  the  wall  muft  foon  be  broken,  he  fliall 
fine  him  fifteen  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  by  violence,  throws  into  another  perfon’s  houfe  a 
fnake,  or  any  other  animal  of  that  kind,  whofe  bite  or  fting  is 
mortal,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of  cow- 
ries, and  make  him  throw  away  the  fnake  with  his  own  hand. 

If  a perfon,  by  violence,  throws  into  another  man’s  houfe 
any  thing  that  caufes  him  a grievous  moleftation,  the  magiftrate 
fliall  fine  that  perfon  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries , and  make 
him  throw  away  the  offenlive  article  with  his  own  hand. 

If  a man  throws  a brier  into  any  perfon ’s  houfe,  rhe  magi- 
ftrate fliall  fine  him  fixteen  puns  of  dowries , and  make  him. 
throw  away  the  brier  with  his  own  hand 

If  a man  breaks  a bridge,  or  tears  a flag,  the  magiftrate  (hall 
fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries , and  caufe  him  to  repair 
the  bridge  or  the  flag. 

If  a man  breaks  a large  bridge,  the  magiftrate  fliall  deprive 
him  of  life. 
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If  a man,  by  violence,  breaks  or  burns  a valuable  image  of 
Dewfaly,  the  magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of 
cowries;  if  it  be  a middling  image>  he  lhall  fine  him  eight 
hundred  puns  of  cowries ; if  it  be  an  image  of  finall  import- 
ance, he  (hall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  by  violence,  breaks  or  fpoils  a garden,  or  a well,  or 
a bank  of  land,  the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  him  eight  hundred  puns 

of  Cowries. 

If  a man,  by  violence,  fpoils  any  feeds  or  grain  belonging  to- 
another,  tire  magiftrate  lhall  fine  him  in  proportion  to  the  of- 
fence. 

If  a man  fets  fire  to  the  tillage  or  plantation  of  another,  or 
fets  fire  to  a houfe,  or  to  a granary,  or  to  any  uninhabited  fpot 
where  there  is  much  fruit  or  flowers,  the  magiftrate,  having 
bound  that  perfon’s  body  irf  the  grafs  been?/,  (which  is  a parti- 
cular fpecie3  of  grafs),  lhall  burn  him  with  fire. 

If  a man  breaks  down  the  walls  of  a city,  or  fills  up  the  ditch, 
that  defends  the  city,  the  magiftrate  lhall  deprive  him  of  life. 

If  a man  imprifon  a perfon  who  is  innocent,  and  not  worthy 
of  imprifonment,  or  if  he  releafes  a perfon  whom  it  is  his  duty 
to  confine,  the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of 
cowries. 

If  a magiftrate,  by  violence,  forces  a fine  from  a man  who  is 
guiltlefs,  or  confers  favours  upon  one  who  is  guilty,  that  ma- 
giftrate fhall  pay  a double  fine. 

If  feveral  perfons  deprive  any  one  living  creature  of  its  life* 
the  magiftrate  fliall  fine  the  perfon,  by  whofe  injurious  treatment 
the  ordinal  was  deprived  of  life,  a mulft  in  proportion  to  what 
'ha''  been  already  ftated  as  a fine  for  the  death  of  each  particular 
anynal,  and  he  lhall  fine  all  the  reft  half  as  much. 

If 
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If  a man  either  knowingly  or  ignorantly  fpoiis  a great  num- 
ber of  articles  belonging  to  another,  the  magistrate  Shall  line 
him  double  of  what  has  been  Specified  for  the  fine  upon  Spoil- 
ing each  particular  article. 

If  a man  Strikes  either  his  mother,  his  father,  or  his  Spiritual 
guide,  with  his  hand,  the  magistrate  Shall  cut  off  his  hand  ; if 
with  his  foot,  he  lhall  cut  off  the  foot ; in  the  Same  manner, 
with  whatever  limb  he  affaults,  that  limb  fhall  be  cut  off. 

Exclusive  of  the  crimes  and  fines  above  Specified,  if  a mas 
commits  a crime  of  the  firft  distinction  of  the  the  ma- 

gistrate, caufing  the  article  to  be  made  good  to  the  proprietor, 
and  inquiring  into  the  degree  of  the  guilt,  Shull  fine  the  offender 
respectively  from  one  hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of 
cowries;  if  he  commits  a crime  of  the  Second  distinction  oS  the 
ShaheJfj , or  middling  offences,  the  magiftrate,  inquiring  into 
the  degree  of  the  guilt,  Shall  fine  him  from  two  hundred  and 
fifty  to  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries;  if  he  commits  a crime  of 
the  third  diftinCtion  of  the  Shdhejb,  or  worft  offences,  the  ma- 
giftrate, inquiring  into  his  caft  and  the  degree  of  the  guilt,  ac- 
cording to  the  offence,  Shall  fine  him  in  double  the  value  of  the 
article,  or  Shall  fine  him  equal  to  the  value  of  the  article,  or 
fhall  fine  him  one  thoufmd  puns  of  cowries,  or  fhall  fine  him 
his  whole  property,  or  Shall  brand  him  in  the  forehead,  with  a 
hot  iron,  with  the  mark  of  the  pudendum  rnuliebre,  or  lhall  ba- 
niSh  him  from  the  kingdom,  or  lhall  cut  off  his  hand,  or  liis 
foot,  or  Some  other  limb,  or  Shall  deprive  him  of  life. 

If  a perfon  Should  be  found  dead  in  any  place,  and  it  is  not 
known  who  killed  him,  then  the  people  Shall  aSk  his  Son,  or 
whatever  other  perfon  is  in  his  family,  whether  or  no  the  de- 
ceafed  was  at  enmity  with  any  perfon  ? or  whether  he  had  any 
Severe  diforder?  or  whether  his  wife  is  of  bad  principles  or  not  ? 
and  alio  with  whom  the  dcceaSed  went  out,  and  upon  what  oc- 
cafion?  and  they  Shall  a'.fo,  in  a friendly  manner.  Sift  the  perfons 
upon  the  fpot  where  the  deceafed  died,  by  aSking,  “ How  did 
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“ this  perfcm  die  ? you  muft  certainly  know  ,”  then,  if  the  de- 
cenfed  was  at  enm  ty  with  any  perfon,  and  that  pcrfon  be  near 
at  hand,  it  (hall  be  coniidered,  whether  that  perfon  killed  him; 
and,  if  he  had  any  fevere  difofder,  it  (hall  be  confidered,  whe- 
ther he  died  of  that  chforder;  and,  if  his  wife  be  of  bad  princi- 
ples, then  the  fufpicion  falls  upon  her;  and  if  the  perfon,  with 
whom  he  went  out  upon  bulinefs,  be  of  bad  character,  the  fuf- 
picion falls  upon  him;  and  whatever  article  was  about  the  de- 
ceafed,  if  that  article  be  found  upon  any  perfon,  he  is  to  be 
{ufpetfted  ; and,  if  any  (igns  be  found  upon  thofe  men  whom 
they  queftion,  the  magiffrate,  or  the  magiltrate’s  officers,  upon 
the  fame  conjecture,  (hall  caufe  whoever  is  taken  up  either  to 
undergo  the  Purrikch  (ordeal)  or  to  take  an  oath  ; if  by  the 
oath,  or  by  the  Purrikch , any  perfon  be  found  guilty,  the  ma- 
gifl'-ate  (hall  put  to  death  both  him  and  his  accomplices;  if  he 
be- found  innocent,  he  (hall  be  releafed.

SECT.  I. 

Of  the  feveral  fpecies  of  adultery , •which  are  of  three  forts . 

FIRST  fpecies  is,  when,  in  a place  where  there  are  noothes^ 
men,  a perfon,  with  intent  to  commit  adultery,  holds  any 
^onverfation  with  a woman,  and  winks,  and  gallantries,  and 
fmiles  pafs  on  both  fides ; or  the  man  and  woman  hold  con- 
verfation  together  in  the  morning,  or  in  the  evening,  or  at 
night,  or  any  fuch  improper  times  ; or  the  man  dallies  with  the 
Voman’s  clothes,  or  fends  a pimp  to  her  •,  or  the  man  and  wo- 
man are  together  in  a garden,  or  an  unfrequented  fpot,  or  fuch 
other  fecret  place,  and  bathe  together  in  the  fame  pool,  or 
other  water ; or  the  man  and  woman  meet  together  in  one 
yifiting  place  : this  is  called  the  firft,  or  raoft  trifling  fpecies. 

Second 
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Second  fpecies  is,  when  a man  fends  fandal  wood,  or  a ftring 
of  be.ids,  or  v, finals  and  drink,  or  clothes,  or  gold,  or  jewels  to 
a woman : this  is  called  the  fecond,  or  middle  fpecies. 

Third  fpecies  is,  when  the  man  and  woman  deep  and  dally 
upon  the  fame  carpet,  or  in  fome  retired  place  k:fs  and  em- 
brace, and  play  with  each  others  hair  ; or  when  the  man  car- 
ries the  woman  into  a retired  place,  and  the  woman  lays  no- 
thing ; this  is  called  the  third,  or  worft  fpecies  of  adultery. 

SECT,  v H. 

Of  the  fines  for  the  feveral  fpecies  of  adultery. 

UPON  the  firft  fpecies,  the  magiftrate  lhall  take  a fine  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of  cowries ; upon  the  fecond  fpecies, 
he  lhall  take  a fine  of  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries-,  upon  the 
third  fpecies,  he  lhall  take  a fine  of  one  tlioufand  puns  of  cow- 
ries ; from  a man  who  commits  thefe  feveral  fpecies,  if  he  be 
wealthy,  a ftill  larger  fine  lhall  be  taken. 

If  a man  of  an  inferior  call  commits  the  firft  fpecies  with  a 
woman  of  a fuperior  caft,  with  a criminal  intent,  the  magiftrate 
lhall  fine  him  eight  hundred  puns  of  cowries  ; if  he  commits  the 
fecond  fpecies,  he  (hall  cut  oft'  one  of  his  limbs  ; if  he  commits 
the  third  fpecies,  he  lhall  deprive  him  of  life. 

If  a man,  having  at  firft  begun  a trifling  converfation  with 
a woman,  afterwards  increafes  and  prolongs  fuch  converfation, 
the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of 
towries. 

If  a man,  without  any  criminal  intention,  holds  a converfa- 
tion upon  bufinefs  with  a woman  no  ways  related  to  him,  he 
lhall  not  be  fined. 

It 
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If  a man  commits  the  feveral  fpecies  above  defcribed  with  a 
common  pioftitute,  he  ihall  not  be  lined. 

If  a man  commits  the  feveral  fpecies  above  defcribed  with  a 
girl,  whofe  pro fe (lion  is  fmging  and  dancing,  in  prefence  of  the 
owner  of  that  girl,  he  dial!  not  be  lined;  if  he  fays  any  thing 
to  her  fecretly,  the  magiftrate  ihall  take  a ftnall  fine  from  him. 

If  a woman,  who  has  a matter,  goes  of  her  own  accord  to 
the  houfe  of  another  perfon,  and  holds  converfation  with  him, 
that  perfon  Hull  not  be  fined. 

If  a man  hath  forbid  another  to  hold  any  converfation  with 
a girl  belonging  to  him,  and  that  perfon  afterwards  enters  into 
difeourfe  with  that  girl,  the  magiltrate  ihall  fine  that  perfon  two 
hundred  puns  of  cowries  \ and  if  he  has  given  his  girl  the  fame 
prohibition,  and  the  afterwards  holds  any  difeourfe  with  that 
perfon,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  that  girl  one  hundred  puns  of 
cowries ; if  he  hath  given  this  prohibition  both  to  the  man  and 
the  woman,  and  they  afterwards  hold  converfation  together, 
the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  each  of  them  two  hundred  and  fifty 
puns  ef  cowries. 

If  a man,  making  himfelf  a mediator,  carries  meftages  be- 
tween a man  and  woman,  and  contrives  a meeting  for  them  in  a 
retired  place,  the  magiftrate  fhall  take  from  him  half  the  fine 
of  an  adulterer. 

If  a man  furnifhes  any  perfon  with  a place  for  the  commif- 
fion  of  adultery,  the  magiftrate  fhall  take  from  him  half  the 
fine  of  an  adulterer. 

If  a perfon,  without  a criminal  intention,  puts  on  jewels, 
and  a handfoine  drefs,  and  frequents  an  unmarried  girl,  or  a 
woman  who  has  been  married,  the  magiftrate  fhall  cenfure  him  ; 
if  he  hath  frequented  her  with  a criminal  intention,  the  magi- 
ftrate fhall  fine  him  according  to  his  abilities. 
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SECT.  III. 

Of  the  fines  far  adultery. 

IF  a man,  by  force,  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  an 
equal  or  inferior  caft,  againft  her  confent,  the  magiftrate  lliali 
confifcate  all  his  poffeffions,  cut  off  his  penis , and  caftrate  him, 
and  caufe  him  to  be  led  round  the  city,  mounted  upon  an  afs. 

If  a man,  by  cunning  and  deceit,  commits  adultery  with  a 
woman  of  an  equal  or  inferior  caff,  againft  her  confent,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  take  all  his  poffeffions,  brand  him  in  the  fore- 
head with  the  mark  of  the  pudendum  muliebre , and  banilh  him 
the  kingdom. 

If  a man,  by  violence,  or  by  cunning,  or  deceit,  or  againft 
the  woman’s  confent,  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  a fu- 
perior  caft,  the  magiftrate  ftiall  deprive  him  of  life. 

If  a Sooder  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Bramin , 
or  Chehteree,  or  Bice  c ft,  who  has  no  mafter,  the  magiftrate, 
confifcating  all  his  poffeffions,  ftiall  cut  off  his  penis  and  his 
tefticles. 

If  a Sooder  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Bramin 
caft,  who  has  a maft“r,  by  her  confent,  the  magiftrate  ftiall 
confifcate  all  his  effedts,  cut  off  his  penis  and  tefticles,  bind  him 
upon  a hot  iron  plate,  and  burn  him  with  the  grafs  beena. 

If  a Sooder  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Chehteree 
or  Bice  caft,  who  has  a mafter,  by  her  confent,  the  magiftrate 
ftiall  confifcate  all  his  effedls,  cut  off  his  penis  and  tefticles,' 
bind  his  body  with  the  grafs  beetid , and  burn  him. 

If  a Sooder  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Sooder 
caft,  who  has  a mafter,  by  her  confent,  the  magiftrate  ftiall  fine 
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him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries  ; if  the  woman  has  no  ma- 
iler, the  magidrate  lhall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 


If  a Bice  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Bramin 
cad,  who  has  no  mader,  by  her  confent,  the  magidrare  fhall 
confin  him  one  year  in  prifon,  and  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns 
of  cowries;  if  the  woman  has  a mader,  the  magidrate  fhall 
bi  id  nim  upon  a hot  iron  plate,  wind  the  grals  beenu  round  his 
body,  and  burn  him,  or  burn  him  with  the  grals  hofe. 


If  a Bice  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Chebterec 
call,  who  has  no  mader,  by  her  confent,  the  magidrate  fhall 
fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries ; if  the  woman  has  a 
mader,  the  magidrate  fhall  deprive  him  of  life. 

If  a Chchterce  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Bramin 
taft,  who  has  no  mader,  by  her  confent,  the  magidrate  dial! 
fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries-,  if  the  woman  has  a 
mader,  the  magidrate  fhall  bind  him  upon  a hot  iron  plate, 
tvind  the  grafs  beena  round  his  body,  and  burn  him,  or  burn 
him  only  with  the  grafs  fer. 

If  a Chehteree  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Cheh- 
teree  cad,  who  has  a mader,  by  her  confent,  the  magidrate 
fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries ; if  the  woman  has 
no  mader,  the  magidrate  fhall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of 
cowries,  or  fhave  ofF  the  hair  of  his  head  with  the  urine  of  an 
afs. 


If  a Chehteree  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Bice 
or  Sooder  cad,  who  has  a matter,  by  her  confent,  the  magi- 
drate fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  pun's  of  cowries ; if  the  woman 
fias  no  mader,  the  magidrate  fhall  fine  hirn  five  hundred  puns 
of  cowries.  . 

If  a Bramin  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Bramin, 
the  Chehteree,  Bice,  or  Sooder  cad,  who  has  a mader,  by  her 
confent,  the  magidrate  fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of 
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cowries ; if  the  woman  has  no  mafter,  he  111  all  fine  the  Bratnin 
five  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  commits  adultery  with  any  of  his  father’s  wives, 
cxclufive  of  his  own  mother,  or  with  his  mother’s  fifter,  or  with 
the  wife  of  his  maternal  uncle,  ft.  e.J  his  mother’s  brother,  or 
with  his  father’s  fifter,  or  with  his  paternal  uncle’s  wife,  or 
with  his  friend’s  wife,  or  with  his  pupil’s  wife,  or  with  his  fifter, 
or  with  his  fords  wife,  or  with  his  daughter,  or  with  the  wife 
of  the  perfon  who  teaches  him  the  Goiteree , or  with  the  wife 
of  any  perfon  defcended  from  the  fame  grandfather  with  him- 
felf,  who  has  thrown  herfelf  under  his  protection,  or  with  the 
magiftrate’s  wife,  or  with  a woman  of  good  principles,  or  with 
any  woman  who  is  employed  in  the  worfhip  of  God,  or  with  a 
woman  of  a fuperior  caft,  or  with  the  wife  of  any  perfon  de- 
fcended from  the  fame  grandfather  with  himfelf,  who  was  his 
nurfe,  the  magiftrate  lhall  cut  off  that  perfon’s  penis,  and  de- 
prive him  of  life  •,  and  if  the  woman  herfelf  gave  her  confenr, 
the  magiftrate  Hull  cut  off  her  pudendum , and  deprive  her  of 
life. 

In  cafes  of  adultery,  when  men  of  other  cafts  are  to  be  depri- 
ved of  iiff,  a Bramin  guilty  thereof  fhall  not  be  deprived  of  life, 
but  the  hair  of  his  head  fhali  be  cut  oft';  if  he  frequently  com- 
mits the  fame  crime,  the  hair  of  his  head  lhall  be  cut  off,  and 
he  fhall  be  banilhed  from  the  kingdom. 

If  a man  of  the  Chehteree  or  Bice  call:  commits  adultery- 
with  a woman  of  the  Chendal  caft,  or  waiher’s  caft,  or  any 
fuch  mean  tribe,  the  magiftrate  lhall  brand  him  in  the  fore- 
head with  the  figure  of  a man  without  a head,  and  banilh  him 
the  kingdom. 

If  a Bramin  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Chcndat 
caft,  or  wafher’s  caft,  or  any  fuch  mean  tribe,  the  magiftrate 
fhall- fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries,  brand  him  in  the 
forehead  with  the  figure  of  a man  without  a head,  and  banifli 
him  from  his  country. 
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If  a Scoder  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Chenclal 
caft,  or  wafher’s  caft,  or  any  fuch  mean  tribe,  the  inagittrate 
fhall  ftamp  on  his  forehead  the  figure  of  a man  without  a head, 
and  deprive  him  of  life. 

If  the  wife  of  a Bram'm,  by  her  own  confent,  commits  adul- 
tery with  a Chehteree  or  Bice,  the  magiftrate  fhall  cut  off  the 
hair  of  her  head,  anoint  her  body  with  ghee,  and  caufe  her  tp 
be  led  through  the  whole  city  naked,  and  riding  upon  an  afs, 
and  caft  her  out  on  the  north  fide  of  the  city. 

If  the  wife  of  a Bram'm,  by  her  own  confent,  commits  adul- 
tery with  a Sooder,  the  magiftrate  lliall  cut  off'  the  hair  of  her 
head,  anoint  her  body  with  ghee,  and  caufe  her  to  be  led  through 
the  whole  city  naked,  and  riding  upon  an  afs,  and  caft  her  out 
cn  the  north  fide  of  the  city,  or  caufe  her  to  be  eaten  by  dogs. 

If  a man  of  inferior  caft  commits  adultery  with  a woman 
of  fuperior  caft,  the  magiftrate  fhall  burn  the  woman  with  fag- 
gots. 

If  a man  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  inferior  caft, 
either  by  force  or  with  her  confent,  the  woman,  in  that  cafe, 
fhall  not  be  liable  to  punifhment,  but  fhe  fhall  perform  the 
Perajhchut  (expiation). 

If  a man,  by  force,  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  an 
equal  caft,  who  has  a mafter,  the  hufband  of  that  woman  {hall 
hold  her  infamous,  and  fhall  not  have  any  connection  with  her, 
until  fhe  fhall  have  performed  the  Perajhchut,  but  fhall  give  her 
fuch  victuals  as  may  be  neceffary  to  fupport  life  ; but  if  the  man 
committed  adultery  with  the  woman  by  her  confent,  even  in 
that  cafe,  the  woman  ftiall  not  be  liable  to  punifhment,  but  fhall 
perform  the  Perajhchut. 

If  a woman  goes  of  her  own  accord  to  a man,  and  inveigles 
him  to  have  criminal  commerce  with  her,  the  magiftrate  ftiall 
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tut  off  that  woman’s  ears,  lips,  and  nofe,  mount  her  upon  an 
afs,  and  drown  her,  or  caule  her  to  be  eaten  by  dogs. 

If  a woman,  who  has  a mafter,  is  guilty  of  any  crime,  the 
magistrate  Shall  inflift  fome  punishment  upon  herfelf,  exclufive 
of  taking  a pecuniary  fine  : upon  any  crime,  where  a fine  is  to 
be  levied,  the  magistrate  Shall  levy  it  from  the  mafter  of  the 
woman ; if  the  mafter  of  the  woman  be  abfent  on  a journey, 
She  Shall  be  confined  in  prifon  until  his  return ; and  upon  the 
mafter’s  arrival,  the  fine  Shall  be  exacted  from  him. 

If  a woman,  of  her  own  accord,  goes  to  a man  for  a crimi- 
nal purpofe,  and  the  man  commits  adultery  with  her,  the  ma- 
gistrate Shall  fine  that  man  half  the  mulct  fettled  tor  an  adul- 
terer. 

If  the  wife  of  a man  born  an  eunuch,  or  of  a man  altoge-i 
ther  impotent,  or  a woman  deferted  by  her  hufband.  Should  go 
to  any  man  for  any  criminal  purpofe,  and  that  man  commits 
adultery  with  Such  woman,  he  is  not  liable  to  punishment. 

Sect.  iv. 

Of  adultery  with  an  unmarried  girl . 

IF  a man,  by  violence,  commits  adultery  with  an  unmarried 
girl  of  an  equal  caft  with  himfelf,  the  magistrate  Shall  deprive 
him  of  life  ; if  it  was  with  her  confent,  he.  may  xnarry  her. 

f 

If  a man,  either  by  violence  or  with  her  confent,  commits 
adultery  with  an  unmarried  girl  of  a fuperior  caft,  the  magi- 
strate Shall  put  him  to  death, 

If  a man  commits  adultery  with  an  unmarried  girl  of  in- 
ferior'caft,  hv  her  confent,  he  Shall  not  be  deemed  guilty;  if 
it  Was  done  by  violence,  the  magiftrate  Shall  take  a Small  fine 
from  him. 
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If  a man  commits  adultery  with  an  unmarried  girl  of  an 
equal  cad  with  himfelf,  having  her  own  confent,  and  that  of 
her  father  and  mother,  then  that  man  fliall  give  to  the  father 
of  the  girl  forne  money,  and  to  the  girl  herfelf  thofe  prefent* 
which  conftitute  a woman’s  property,  and  fliall  marry  her. 

SECT,  V. 

Of  thrujiing  a finger  into  the  pudendum  of  an  unmarried  girl. 

IF  a man,  by  force,  thrufts  his  finger  into  the  pudendum  of 
an  unmarried  girl  of  an  equal  call:  with  himfelf,  the  magiftrate 
fliall  cut  off  two  of  his  fingers,  and  fine  him  fix  hundred  puns 
of  cowries. 

*#*  According  to  the  ordinations  of  Chendeefur  and  Par - 
reejaut ; approved  (or  cuftomary). — Hurree  Hur  fpeaks  to  this 
effect,  that  the  meafure  of  two  fingers  fliall  be  cut  off  from  his 
penis,  and  a fine  of  fix  hundred  puns  of  coivries  be  taken  from 
him. 

If  a man  thrufts  his  finger  into  the  pudendum  of  an  unmar- 
ried girl  of  an  inferior  caft,  by  her  own  confent,  he  fliall  not 
be  liable  to  puniihment  j if  it  W2S  done  by  violence,  the  magi- 
ftrate  fliall  take  a fmall  fine  from  him. 

If  a man  thrufts  his  finger  into  the  pudendum  of  an  unmar- 
ried girl  of  an  equal  caft  with  himfelf,  by  her  confent,  the  ma- 
giftrate fliall  fine  him  two  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  either  by  violence  or  by  permiflion,  thrufts  his 
finger  into  the  pudendum  of  an  unmarried  girl  of  a fuperior  caft, 
the  magiftrate  fliall  confifcate  all  his  poflefilons,  and  put  him  to 
death. 

If  one  unmarried  girl,  by  thrufting  her  finger  into  the  pu - 
detjdum  of  another  unmarried  girl,  fhould  make  a paflage,  the 
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magiftrate  fhall  fine  her  two  hundred  puns  of  cowries , and  give 
her  ten  lafhes  with  a whip. 

If  a married  woman,  by  thrufting  her  finger  into  the  puden- 
dum of  an  unmarried  girl,  fhould  make  a paffage,  the  magi- 
ftrate (hall  cut  off  the  hair  of  that  woman’s  head  •,  and  if  flie 
thus  thruft  her  finger  a fecond  time,  he  fhall  cut  off  two  of  her 
fingers,  and  caufe  her  to  be  expofed  through  the  whole  city, 
mounted  on  an  afs. 

SECT.  VI. 

Of  feeding  away  an  unmarried  girl. 

WHEN  a girl  is  related  to  any  m3n,  if  that  man,  being 
of  an  equal  cafl  with  her,  either  by  violence  or  with  her  con- 
fient,  fleals  her  away  to  commit  adultery  with  her,  the  magi- 
ftrate fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries ; if  the  girl 
was  not  related  to  him,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  fleals  away  a girl  of  a fuperior  caft  to  commit  adul- 
tery with  her,  the  magiftrate  fhall  put  him  to  death. 

If  a man  fleals  away  a girl  of  an  inferior  caft,  by  her  own 
confent,  to  commit  adultery  with  her,  he  fliail  not  be  liable  to 
punilhment ; if  it  was  clone  by  violence,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
take  a fmall  fine  from  him. 

SECT.  VII. 

Of  committing  adultery  with  a woman  of  bad  character , or  with  a 
common  profitute.

IF  a man  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  equal  caft  with 
Iiimfelf,  who  has  before  been  unchafte,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
fine  him  five  coins  of  gold.

If  a man  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  bad  chara&er 
of  an  inferior  caft,  the  magiftrate  {hall  fine  him  twelve  puns  or 
cowries. 

If  a woman  of  bad  character  (except  the  wife  of  a Bramin ) 
who  has  no  mafter,  of  her  own  accord  goes  to  a man  for  a cri- 
minal purpofe,  that  man,  after  having  given  information  to  the 
magiftrate,  may  have  carnal  knowledge  of  her ; in  fuch  adulte- 
ry, he  is  not  liable  to  punifhment. 

If  a man  commits  adultery  with  a {lave  girl,  or  with  any  wo- 
man whole  mafter  hath  ejefted  her,  by  her  own  confent,  then, 
upon  informing  the  magiftrate,  he  may  commit  adultery  with 
her  ; and  if  any  perfon  furnifties  a woman  of  this  ftamp  with 
food  and  clothes,  and  takes  her  for  concubinage,  and  any  other 
perfons  commits  adultery  with  that  woman,  the  magiftrate  {hall 
fine  him  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  by  violence,  commits  adultery  with  his  own  {lave 
girl,  the  magiftrate  {hall  fine  him  ten  puns  of  cowries. 

If,  without  her  own  confent,  feveral  perfons  commit  adulte- 
ry with  a Have  girl,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  each  individual  of 
them  twenty-four  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a Bramin  commits  adultery  with  a common  proftitute,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  fine  the  Bramin  fifty  puns  of  cowries ; if  a 
Chehteree  or  Dice  commit  the  fame  crime,  then  whatever  gra- 
tuity was  given  to  the  proftitute,  the  fame  fum  {hall  be  taken 
as  a fine ; if  it  be  a Sooder , he  {ball  pay  a fine  of  ten  puns  of 
cowries. 

If  any  perfon  commits  adultery  with  a woman  who  has  been 
enjoyed  by  a great  number  of  perfons,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine 
him  the  fame  as  for  committing  adultery  with  a proftitute. 

SEC  T. 
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SECT.  VIII. 

C)f  the  carnal  conjunction  of  a man  with  any  Leaf. 

IF  a Bramin  fhould  copulate  with  a cow,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
fine  him  eighty  gold  coins ; if  he  be  a Chehteree  or  a Bice , he 
fhall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries  ; if  he  be  a Soodert 
he  fhall  put  him  to  death. 

If  a man  copulates  with  the  female  of  any  fpecies  of  animal 
(exclufive  of  cows)  the  magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  five  hundred 
puns  of  cowries  : according  to  the  ordinations  of  Pdchejhputtee 
Mfr : approved  (or  cuftomary).  Chendcefur  fays,  the  fine  ihall 
be  one  hundred  and  ten  puns  of  cowries. 

In  fuch  cafes  as  have  no  fines  fpecified  for  them  in  the  chap- 
ter of  adultery,  the  magiftrate  fhall  conlider  the  caft  of  the  cri- 
minal, and  the  degree  of  the  crime,  and  proportion  the  fine  ac- 
cordingly. 

When  a kingdom  is  preferved  free,  from  thieves,  from  adul- 
terers, from  murders,  and  from  all  men  of  fuch  evil  principles, 
the  magiftrates  of  the  kingdom  goes  to  parardife  ; and  if  the 
the  magiftrate  always  brings  fuch  perfons  to  punifhment,  he 
then  alfo  goes  to  paradife,  and  his  kingdom  is  doubled,  and  his 
reputation  is  increafed. 
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CHAP.  XX. 

Of  what  concerns  Women. 

A MAN,  both  day  and  night,  muft  keep  his  wife  fo  much. 

in  fubjeftion,  that  fhe  by  no  means  be  miftrefs  of  her 
own  aflions : if  the  wife  have  her  own  free-will,  notwithftand- 
ing  Ihe  be  fprung  from  a fuperior  caft,  fhe  will  yet  behave 
amil's. 

So  long  as  a woman  remains  unmarried,  her  father  fhall  take 
care  of  her  ; and  fo  long  as  a wife  remains  young,  her  hufband 
fhall  take  care  of  her ; and  in  her  old  age,  her  fon  fhall  take 
care  of  her;  and  if,  before  a woman’s  marriage,  her  father 
fhould  die,  the  brother,  or  brother’s  fon,  or  fuch  other  near  re- 
lations of  the  father  fhall  take  care  of  her  ; if,  after  marriage, 
her  hufband  fhould  die,  and  the  wife  has  not  brought  forth  a 
fon,  the  brothers,  and  brothers  fons,  and  fuch  other  near  rela- 
tions of  her  hufband,  fhall  take  care  of  her : if  there  are  ho  bro- 
thers, brothers  fons,  or  fuch  other  near  relations  of  her  huf- 
band, the  brothers,  or  fons  of  the  brothers  of  her  father  fhall 
take  care  of  her : if  there  are  none  of  thofe,  the  magiftrate  (hall 
take  care  of  her;  and  in  every  ftage  of  life,  if  the  perfons  who 
have  been  allotted  to  take  care  of  a woman  do  not  take  care  of 
her,  each  in  his  refpeftive  ftage  accordingly,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  fine  him. 

If  a hufband  be  abject  and  weak,  he  fhall  neverthelefs  en- 
deavour to  guard  his  wife  with  caution,  that  fhe  may  not  bet 
unchafte,  and  learn  bad  habits. 

If  a man,  by  confinement  and  threats,  cannot  guard  his  wife, 
he  fhall  give  her  a large  fum  of  money,  and  make  her  miftrefs 
of  her  income  and  expences,  and  appoint  her  to  drefs  victuals 
for  the  Dewtah  (i.  e.)  the  Deity. 
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A woman  is  never  fatisfied  with,  the  copulation  of  man,  n® 
more  than  fire  is  fatisfied  with  burning  fuel,  or  the  main 
ocean  with  receiving  the  rivers,  or  the  empire  of  death  with 
the  dying  of  men  and  animals ; in  this  cafe  therefore  a woman 
is  not  to  be  relied  on. 

Women  have  fix  qualities;  the  flrfh,  an  inordinate  defire  for 
jewels  and  fine  furniture,  handfome  clothes,  and  nice  victuals  ; 
the  fecond,  immoderate  lull;  the  third,  violent  anger;  the 
fourtn,  deep  refentment,  (i.  e- ) no  perfon  knows  the  fenti- 
ments  concealed  in  their  heart ; the  fifth,  another  perfon’s  good 
appears  evil  in  their  eyes;  the  fixth,  they  commit  bad  a£tionv 

If  a woman  is  pregnant,  they  tnuft  give  her  the  Sadheh , (the 
Sadheh  is,  to  give  a pregnant  woman,  in  the  ninth  month,  rice, 
milk,  and  fweatmeats,  and  other  eatables  of  the  fame  kind  for 

her  to  eat,  and  to  drefs  her  in  handfome  clothes). 

. . \ - .1  . • • ■ • — ' 

If  a hufband  is  going  a journey,  he  muft  give  his  wife 
enough  to  furnifh  her  with  vittuals  and  clothes,  until  the  pro- 
mifed  period  of  his  return  ; if  he  goes  without  leaving  fuch 
provifion,  and  his  wife  is  reduced  to  great  neceffity  for  want  of 
victuals  and  clothes,  then,  if  the  wife  be  naturally  well  princi- 
pled, fhe  yet  becomes  unchafte,  for  want  of  victuals  and  clothes. 

In  every  family  where  there  is  a good  underftanding  between 
the  hufband  arid  wife,  and  where  the  wife  is  not  unchafte,  and 
the  hufband  alfo  commits  no  bad  practices,  it  is  an  excellent 
example. 

The  Oeator  formed  woman  for  this  purpofe,  viz.  That  man 
mi'dit  copulate  with  her,  and  that  children  might  be  born  from 
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thence. 

A w om  an,  who  always  a£ls  according  to  her  hufband’s  plea- 
sure, and  fpeaks  no  ill  of  any  perfon,  and  who  can  herfelf  do  all 
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Tuch  tilings  as  are  proper  for  a woman,  and  who  is  of  good 
principles,  and  who  produces  a fon,  and  who  rifes  from  deep 
before  her  hufband,  fuch  a woman  is  found  only  by  much  and 
many  religious  works,  and  by  a peculiarly  happy  deftiny,  fuch  a 
woman  if  any  man  forfakes  of  his  own  accord,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  inflict  upon  that  man  the  punilhment  of  a thief. 

A woman,  who  always  abufes  her  hufband,  Hull  be  treated 
with  good  advice  for  the  fpace  of  one  year ; if  die  does  not 
amend  with  one  year’s  advice,  and  does  not  leave  off  abudng  her 
hufband,  he  diall  no  longer  hold  any  communication  with  her, 
nor  keep  her  any  longer  near  him,  but  diall  provide  her  with 
food  and  clothes. 

A woman,  who  diflipates  or  fpoils  her  own  property,  or 
who  procures  abortion,  or  who  has  an  intention  to  murder  her 
hufband,  and  is  always  quarrelling  with  every  body,  and  who 
eats  before  her  hufband  eats,  fuch  woman  fhall  be  turned  out  of 
the  houfe. 

A husband,  at  his  own  pleafure,  diall  ceafe  to  copulate 
with  his  wife  who  is  barren,  or  who  always  brings  forth^daugh- 

ters. 

If  a woman,  after  her  monthly  courfes,  while  her  hufo-and 
continues  in  the  houfe,  conceiving  her  hufband  to  be  a weak, 
Jow,  and  contemptible  objeft,  goes  no  more  to  him,  the  huf- 
band, informing  people  of  this,  fhall  turn  her  out  of  his  houfe. 

If  a woman,  following  her  own  inclination,  goes  whitherfo- 
ever  fhe  chufes,  and  docs  net  regard  the  words  of  her  mader, 
fuch  a woman  alfo  diall  be  turned  away. 

A woman,  who  is  of  a good  difpofition,  and  who  puts  on 
her  jewels  and  clothes  with  decorum,  and  is  of  good  principles, 
whenever  the  hufband  is  cheerful,  the  wife  alfo  is  cheerful,  and 
if  the  hufband  is  forrowful,  the  wife  alfo  is  fo’Towful,  and  when- 
ever the  hufband  undertakes  a journey,  the  wife  puts  on  a carc- 
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lels  drefs,  and  lays  afide  her  jewels  and  other  ornaments,  aftd 
abufes  no  perfon,  and  will  not  expend  a Angle  dam  without  her 
hufband’s  confent,  and  has  a fon,  and  takes  proper  care  of  the 
houfhold  goods,  and,  at  the  times  of  worlhip  performs  her 
worfhip  to  the  Deity  in  a proper  manner,  and  goes  not  out  of 
the  houfe,  and  is  not  unchafte,  and  makes  no  quarrels  or  di- 
fturbances,  and  has  no  greedy  paflions,  and  is  always  employed 
in  fome  good  work,  and  pays  a proper  refpe£t  to  all  perfons, 
fuch  is  a good  woman. 

A woman  fliall  never  go  out  of  the  houfe  without  the  con- 
fent of  her  hufband,  and  fhall  always  have  fome  clothes  upon 
her  bofom,  and  at  feftival  times  fhall  put  on  her  choiceft  drefs 
and  her  jewels,  and  fliall  never  hold  difcourfe  with  a ftrange 
man,  but  may  converfe  with  a Sinajfee , a hermit,  or  an  old 
man ; and  fhall  always  drefs  in  clothes  that  reach  from  below 
the  leg  to  above  the  navel,  and  fliall  not  fuffer  her  breafts  to 
appear  out  of  her  clothes ; and  fliall  not  laugh,  without  draw- 
ing her  veil  before  her  face ; and  fliall  a£l:  according  to  the  or- 
ders of  her  hufband ; and  fliall  pay  a proper  refpeft  to  the 
Deity,  her  hufband’s  father,  the  fpiritual  guide,  and  the  guefts; 
and  fhall  not  eat  until  fhe  has  ferved  them  with  vittuals ; (if  it 
is  phyfic,  fhe  may  take  it  before  they  eat) ; a woman  alfo  fliall 
never  go  to  a ftranger’s  houfe,  and  fliall  not  ftand  at  the  door, 
and  muft  never  look  out  of  a window. 

Six  things  are  difgraceful  to  a woman : ift,  To  drink  wine 
and  eat  conferves,  or  any  fuch  inebriating  things  : 2d,  To  keep 
company  with  a man  of  bad  principles : 3d,  To  remain  fe- 
parate  from  her  hufband : 4th,  To  go  to  a ftranger’s  houfe 
without  good  caufe  : 5th,  To  fleep  in  the  day  time;  6th,  To 
remain  in  a ftranger’s  houfe. 

When  a woman,  whofe  hufband  is  abfent  on  a journey,  has 
expended  all  the  money  that  he  gave  her,  to  fupport  her  in  vic- 
tuals and  clothes  during  his  abfence  ; or  if  her  hufband  went  on 
a journey  without  leaving  any  thing  with  her  to  fupport  her 
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expenees,  flie  fhall  fupport  herfelf  by  painting,  by  fpinning,  8 1 
fome  other  fuch  employment. 

If  a man  goes  on  a journey,  his  wife  fhall  not  divert  herferf 
by  play,  nor  fliall  fee  any  public  fhow,  nor  (hall  laugh,  nor  (hall 
drefs  herfelf  in  jewels  and  fine  clothes,  nor  fhall  fee  dancing, 
nor  hear  mufic,  nor  fhall  fit  in  the  window,  nor  fhall  ride  out, 
nor  fhall  behold  any  thing  choice  and  rare;  but  fliall  fallen  well 
the  houfe-door,  and  remain  private;  and  fhall  not  eat  any 
dainty  victuals,  and  fliall  not  blacken  her  eyes  with  eye-powder^ 
and  fhall  not  view  her  face  in  a mirror;  Ihe  fliall  never  exercife 
herfelf  in  any  fuch  agreeable  employment  during  the  abfence  of 
her  hufband. 

It  is  proper  for  a woman,  after  her  hufband’s  death,  to  barn 
herfelf  in  the  fire  with  his  corpfe ; every  woman,  who  thus 
burns  herfelf,  fliall  remain  in  Paradife  with  her  hufband  three 
crore  and  fifty  lacks  of  years  by  deftiny ; if  fiie  cannot  bum, 
{he  muft  in  that  cafe  preferve  an  inviolable  chaftity ; if  file  re- 
mains always  chafte,  flie  goes  to  Paradife ; and,  if  {he  does  not 
preferve  her  chaftity,  flie  goe6  to  hell.

SECT.  £ 

Of  gaming. 

GAMING  is  of  two  forts;  the  firft  Choperbaz.ee,  a game 
played  with  three  long  dice,  chefs  or  tables,  and  dice, 
and  fuch  other  kind  of  games,  which  are  called  Dote;  the  fe- 
cond  is,  when  perlons  caufe  elephants  to  fight  with  elephants, 
bulls  with  bulls,  cocks  with  cocks,  nightingales  with  nightin- 
gales, or  any  other  animals  in  the  fame  manner ; the  name  of 
this  is  Shcmabhce;  thefe  two  forts  of  gaming,  with  a conditional 

wager 
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wager  of  ftipulation,  are  not  allowed  to  any  perfons,  even  iu 
jeft. 

If  any  man,  either  openly  or  in  fecret,  plays  with  another  at 
either  of  thefe  two  forts  of  gaming  above  fpecified,  upon  a ftU 
pulated  wager,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  that  man  in  any  fum 
that  he  chufes,  and  fhall  chaftife  him. 

If  any  man  has  a propenfitv  to  either  of  thefe  two  forts  of 
gaming,  in  that  cafe  he  fhall  play  before  the  magiftrate,  or 
fhall  caufe  a man  belonging  to  the  magiftrate  to  fit  there  while 
he  plays ; in  thefe  two  cafes  whoever  is  the  lofer  fhall  pay  the 
money  which  was  the  condition  of  the  game. 

If  any  man,  without  leave  of  the  magiftrate,  foould  play, 
for  a ftipulated  wager,  in  that  cafe  the  conqueror  in  the  game 
fhall  not  receive  the  money  played  for,  but  the  magiftrate  fhall 
fine  both  parties. 

When  a game  is  to  be  played  for  a wager,  it  fhall  be  played 
in  prefence  of  a number  of  people. 

When  a man,  having  gamed  with  another  for  a wager,  re- 
ceives the  money  played  for,  he  fhall  give  that  money  to  the 
magiftrate’s  officer  ; the  magiftrate’s  officer  fhall  divide  that 
money,  and  give  half  thereof  to  that  perfon,  and  half  to  the 
magiftrate. 
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If  a man,  to  procure  himfelf  to  be  winner  in  a game,  either 
by  numbering  the  fquares  of  the  chefs-table,  or  by  numbering 
the  coivries  of  the  game,  or  by  any  other  method,  is  guilty  of 
artifice  and  collufive  practice,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  ac- 
cording to  his  abilities. 

Whoever  plays  without  any  ftipulated  condition  or  wager 
fhall  not  receive  any  money  upon  the  game. 
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If  a man  plays  at  thefe  two  forts  of  games  with  deceit  and 
fraud,  the  magiftrate  fhall  cut  off  two  of  his  fingers. 

If  a man,  having  played  at  any  game  foi  a (lake,  and,  upon 
winning,  having  received  the  money,  doth  not  give  to  the  ma- 
giftrate the  fhare  that  is  appointed  him,  then  the  magiftrate 
fhall  fine  him. 


SECT.  II. 

Of  finding  any  thing  that  was  lofl  ( which  is  called  Needee). 

IF  a man,  having  loft  any  thing  for  a long  fpace  of  time,  fo 
that  he  hath  no  hopes  of  finding  it,  fliouid  then  recover  it,  he 
fhall  inform  the  magiftrate  thereof;  whereupon,  if  that  man  be 
an  ignorant  and  unfcientific  perl'on,  the  magiftrate  fhall  take  to 
himfelf  one  fixth  fhare  of  the  whole,  and  give  the  five  fixths  to 
the  faid  perfon : if  he  is  a man  of  fcience,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
keep  to  himfelf  one  half,  and  return  him  the  reft. 

If  a Bramin,  having  for  a long  fpace  of  time  loft  any  thing, 
fo  that  he  hath  no  hopes  of  finding  it,  fliouid  afterwards  reco- 
ver it,  he  fhall  inform  the  magiftrate  thereof, -but  the  magi- 
ftrate fhall  not  take  any  thing  from  him. 

If  a learned  Bramin , who  regulates  all  his  actions  conform- 
ably to  the  Beids,  fliouid  find  any  thing,  the  property  of  a 
flranger,  which  has  been  loft,  and  of  which  the  proprietor  is 
not  known,  he  fhall  inform  the  magiftrate  ; the  magiftrate  fhall 
not  deduct  any  thing  from  that  article,  but  it  fhall  go  entire  to 
the  Bramin. 

If  an  unlearned  Bramin  fhould  find  any  thing,  the  property 
of  a ftrnnger,  which  has  been  loft,  and  of  which  the  proprietor 
is  not  known,  he  fhall  inform  the  magiftrate,  who  fhall  take  to 
himfelf  one  fixth  fhare  of  the  whole,  and  give  the  remaining 
five  fixths  to  the  Bramin. 
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If  a Chchterct  fhould  find  any  thing,  the  property  of  another, 
which  has  been  loft,  and  of  which  the  proprietor  is  not  known, 
he  (hall  divide  it  into  four  (hares  j one  fourth  he  (hall  give  to 
the  magiftrate,  one  fourth  to  the  Brami/is,  and  keep  the  re- 
maining two  fourths  to  himfelf. 

If  a Bice  fhould  find  any  thing,  the  property  of  another, 
that  has  been  loft,  and  of  which  the  proprietor  is  not  known, 
he  then  (hall  give  one  half  thereof  to  the  Bramins,  and  out  of 
the  remainder  he  (hall  give  one  moiety  to  the  magiftrate,  and 
keep  the  other  moiety  to  himfelf. 

If  a Sooder  (hould  find  any  thing,  the  property  of  another, 
which  hath  been  loft,  and  of  which  the  proprietor  is  not  known, 
then,  having  divided  it  into  twelve  parts,  he  (hall  give  five 
twelfths  thereof  to  the  magiftrate,  and  five  twelfths  to  the  Bra » 
tnins,  and  keep  the  remaining  two  twelfths  to  himfelf. 

If  a man,  having  found  any  thing  that  was  loft,  either  a. 
ftranger’s  property  or  his  own,  (hould  negle<ft  to  inform  the 
magiftrate;  he  (hall  receive  the  fame  punilhment  as  a thief. 

If  the  magiftrate  finds  any  thing  that  was  loft,  the  proprietor 
of  which  is  not  known,  in  that  cafe  he  (hall  give  one  half 
thereof  to  the  Bramins , and  (hall  take  one  half  to  himfelf. 

SECT.  III. 

Of  the  fries  for  cutting  trees. 

IF  any  perfon  cuts  the  branches  of  a male  banyan  tree,  or  of 
a mango  tree,  or  of  a moolferry  tree,  or  of  a tamarind  tree,  or 
of  a female  banyan  tree,  or  of  any  fiich  large  tree,  the  magi- 
ftrate  (hall  fine  him  twenty  puns  of  cowries ; if  he  cuts  the 
middle  of  the  tree,  he  (hah  be  fined  forty  puns  of  cowries ; and 
if  he  cuts  it  down  from  the  roots,  he  (hall  be  fined  eighty  puns 
of  cowries. 
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i mfrf  cutf  any  trees  that  are  in  a yard  of  a Iloufe,  or  in  ar 
place  where  the  dead  are  eaft,  or  on  the  boundaries  of  land,  or 
rr.  a hauf,  or  in  a bazar , or  in  the  place  appropriated  to  Dewtah 
( i.  e J the  Deity,  the  magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  double  the  price 
of  the  trees. 

If  a man  cuts  a plafs  tree,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  dou- 
ble the  price  of  the  tree. 

If  a man  cuts  any  of  the  creeping  tree  called  hit,  be  it  a 
large  or  a fmall  tree,  or  fuch  kind  of  the  hit  as  upon  being  cut 
produces  a great  number  of  branches,  or  any  tree  whofe  branch- 
es are  extremely  crooked,  or  any  fmall  tree,  or  any  tree  which 
dies  after  its  fruit  is  once  ripened,  the  magiftrate  fliall  fine  him 
ten  puns  of  cowries ; if  he  cuts  down  any  grafs,  the  magiftrate 
fliall  fine  him  one  pun  of  cowries. 

I?  a man  ents  a tree  that  is  capable  of  bearing  fruit,  the  ma- 
giftrate fliall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  cuts  a tree  that  is  capable  of  producing  flowers,,  the 
magiftrate  fliall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

Of  all  thefe  fpecies  erf  trees  above  enumerated,  if  a man  cut3 
any  one,  the  magiftrate  fhall  eaufe  him  to  return  to  the  owner,, 
a tree  of  the  fame  fpecies  with  that  which  was  cut  if  he  has 
no  fucli  kind  of  tree,  he  fhall  eaufe  the  price  thereof  to  be  paid, 
and  take  a fine,  according  to  the  rate  already  above  fpecified  ; 
neverchelefs,  a man  may  cut  trees  for  the  purpofe  of  performing 
th zjugg,  or  for  making  a plough,  or  for  his  lioufliold  bufinefc  \ 
jn  fuch  cafes,  there  is  no  fine. 

S ECT.  IV. 

Of  the  tax  upon  buying  and  falling  goods. 

IF  a man  pr.rchafes  goods  in  his  own  kingdom,  and  fells  them 
again  ki  his  own  kingdom,  then,  whatever  profit  he  hath  made 

upon 
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'tipon  fuch  purchafc  and  fale,  he  (hall  give  one  tenth  of  that 
profit  to  the  magiftrate  *,  and  if  he  made  the  purchale  in  a fo- 
reign kingdom,  and  the  (ale  in  his  own,  he  (hall  pay  one  twen- 
tieth (hare  of  the  profit  to  the  magiftrate. 

If  a man,  having  purchafed  (lowers  or  roots,  fuch  as  ginger 
or  radifhes,  or  fuch  kind  of  things,  or  honey,  or  grafs,  or  fire- 
wood, from  another  kingdom,  fells  them  in  his  own,  the  magi- 
strate (hall  take  to  himfelf  one  fixth  of  the  profit  arifing  upon 
them,  and  give  to  that  perfon  the  other  five  fixths. 

If  a man  fells  any  thing  of  a lefs  value  than  one  cabaviutii 
(or  fixteen  puns  of  c&wries),  the  magiftrate  (hall  not  take  any 
tax  thereon. 

If  a man,  having  purchafed  in  another  kingdom  any  paddte, 
or  wheat,  or  plaintains,  or  fuch  other  fruit  whofe  tree  dies  al- 
ter once  bearing,  brings  and  fells  them  in  his  own,  he  (hall  give 
to  the  magiftrate  one  fixth  of  the  profit  thereon,  and  keep  five 
lixths  to  himfelf. 

Whatever  profit  a painter,  a finith,  or  fuch  kind  of  work- 
man may  have  made,  by  labouring  at  his  own  bulinefs,  the 
magiftrate  (hall  charge  no  tax  thereon ; nor  (hall  any  tax  be  ta- 
ken upon  the  profit  which  any  perfon  hath  made,  as  a co/ful  (or 
mefienger),  neither  is  there  any  tax  upon  felling  young  heifers. 

If  a part  of  a man’s  property  hath  been  ftolen  from  him,  no 
tax  (hall  be  levied  by  the  magiftrate  upon  the  fale  of  what  re- 
mains unfioien. 

If  a Serivutteree , (i.  e.J  a Bmmiti  learned  in  the  Bcid:>  fells 
any  thing,  the  magiftrate  (hall  take  no  tax  from  him. 

If  a man  hath  purchafed  any  thing  for  the  worfhip  of  Dew! ah 
(i.  e J the  Deity,  the  magiftrate  (hall  take  no  tax  thereon. 
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SECT.  V. 

Of  the  quarrels  between  a father  and  fan. 

IF  a quarrel  fhould  arife  between  a father  who  is  a man  of 
capacity  and  his  fon,  whoever  is  witnefs  in  fuch  a cafe,  the  ma- 
giftrate {hall  fine  him  ten  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a quarrel  fhould  fubfift  between  a father  who  is  a man  of 
capacity  and  his  fon,  and  any  perfon  contrives  by  any  means  to 
lengthen  out  the  quarrel,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one 
thoufand  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a quarrel  fhould  arife  between  a father,  who  is  of  fmall 
capacity  and  his  fon,  whoever  is  witnefs  in  fuch  a cafe,  the  ma- 
giftrate fhall  fine  him  three  puns'Xii  cowries. 

If  a quarrel  fhould  fubfift  between  a father  who  is  a man  of 
no  capacity  and  his  fon,  and  any  perfon  contrives  by  any  means 
to  lengthen  out  the  quarrel,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  eight 
hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

Whoever  is  fecuritv  upon  a quarrel  between  a father  and 
fon,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  twenty-four  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a fon  commits  a fault,  the  father  fhall  not  be  held  as  guil- 
ty for  the  fault  of  the  fon. 

SECT.  VI. 

Of  ferving  unclean  viBuals. 

IF  a rpan  caufes  a fuperior  Bramin  to  eat  dung  or  urine,  the 
magiftrate  lhall  fine  him  fixteen  afhrufies;  if  it  be  not  a fuperior 
Branzisty  he  fhall  fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries;  and 
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if  he  caufes  him  to  eat  onions  or  garlic,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
fine  him  one  hundred  ajhrufies;  if  he  caufes  him  to  drink  wine^ 
he  fhall  put  him  to  death. 

If  a man  caufes  a fuperior  Chebteree  to  eat  dung  or  urine, 
the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  eight  ajhrufies ; if  it  be  not  a fu- 
perior Chebteree,  he  fhall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries; 
and  if  he  caufes  him  to  eat  onions  or  garlic,  or  to  drink  wine, 
he  fhall  fine  him  fifty  ajhrufies . 

If  a man  caufes  a fuperior  Dice  to  eat  dung  or  urine,  the  ma- 
giftrate fhall  fine  him  four  ajhrufies ; if  it  be  not  a fuperior 
Bice,  he  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of  cowries; 
and  if  he  caufes  him  to  e?t  onions  or  garlic,  or  to  drink  wine, 
he  fhall  fine  him  twenty-five  ajhrufies. 

If  a man  caufes  a fuperior  man  of  the  Sooder  caft  to  eat 
dung  or  urine,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  and 
fifty  puns  of  cowries ; if  it  be  not  a fuperior  perfon,  he  fhall 
fine  him  one  hundred  and  twenty  puns  of  cowries . 

If  a man  caufes  a perfon  of  the  Arzal  or  lower  caft  to  eat 
dung  or  urine,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  fifty-four  puns  of 
cowries. 

If  a Bramin  voluntarily  eats  onions  or  garlic,  the  magiftrate 
fliall  banifh  luch  Bramin  from  the  kingdom, 

SECT.  VII. 

Of  the  punijhment  to  be  inflicted  on  a Sooder  for  reading  the 

Beids. 

IF  a man  of  the  Sooder  reads  the  Beids  of  the  Shafier , or 
the  Poor  an,  to  a Bramin,  a Chebteree,  or  a Bice,  then  the 
jnagiftrate  fliall  heat  fome  bitter  oil,  and  pour  it  into  the  afore- 
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faid  Solder's  mouth  ; and  if  a Sooder  liftens  to  the  Beids  of  th© 
Shafler , then  the  oil,  heated  as  before,  (hall  be  poured  into  his 
ears,  and  arzecz  and  wax  lhall  be  melted  together,  and  the  ori- 
fice of  his  ears  >hall  be  flopped  up  therewith. — This  ordination 
ferves  alfo  for  the  sdrzll  tribe. 

If  a Sooder  gets  by  heart  the  Beids  of  the  Shajler , the  magi- 
ftrate lhall  put  him  to  death. 

If  a Sooder  aflumes  the  brciminical  thread,  the  magiftrate  fiiall 
fine  him  eight, hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a Sooder  always  performs  worfhip  and  the  Jugg,  the  ma- 
giftrate lhall  put  him  to  death,  or  fine  him  two  hundred  ajloru- 

fia. 

If  a Sooder  gives  much  and  frequent  moleftation  to  a Bra- 
mint  the  magiftrate  lhall  put  him  to  death. 

If  a Sooder  aflumes  the  cuftoms  and  appearances  of  a Cheh- 
teree,  and  pafles  his  time  as  fuch,  the  magiftrate  lhall  confifcate 
all  his  effects,  and  banilh  him  the  kingdom  ; and  if,  afluming 
the  confecrated  thread  of  a Bramin , he  pafles  his  time  as  fuch, 
lie  lhall  fin?  him  eight  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

SECT.  VIII. 

Of  tie  properties  of  pun  'fhmenty  and  of  punijlnng. 

PUNISHMENT  * is  the  magiftrate;  punifliment  is  the 
infpirer  of  terror  ; punifliment  is  the  nourilher  of  the  fubjedis; 
punifliment  is  the  defender  from  calamity;  punifliment  is  the 
guardian  of  thofe  that  fleep ; punifliment,  with  a black  afpedt 
$nd  a red  eye,  terrifies  the  guilty  : if  the  magiftrate  inflicts  pu-

fenj/ied. 
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nifhment  according  to  the  Skajler , then  punifhment  produces 
fuch  confequences  as  have  been  already  fpecified  in  the  king- 
dom of  that  magiftrate. 

He  who  is  of  a good  character,  and  a man  of  veracity,  and 
who  forms  his  actions  according  to  the  ordinations  of  the  Sha- 
Jler , and  who  retains  learned  Pundits  about  him,  and  he  him- 
lelf  alfo  is  a man  of  fcience,  and  not  avaricious,  fuch  perfon  is 
worthy  to  be  a magiftrate,  and  to  have  the  power  of  inflicting 
punifhment. 

He  who  is  not  aflifted  by  learned  Pundits , and  who  is  ava- 
ricious, and  who  is  not  a man  of  fcience,  and  who  pays  no  re- 
gard to  the  Shajler , and  who  doth  not  pradtife  what  he  hath 
read,  and  who  doth  not  fpeak  the  truth,  and  he  is  not  of  a 
good  charadfer,  fuch  perfon  is  not  worthy  to  be  a magiftrate, 
and  to  have  the  power  of  infiifting  punifhment. 

If  a magiftrate  doth  not  inflict  punifhment  according  to  the 
Shajler,  his  fubjedts,  and  his  kingdom,  and  his  pofleflions,  and 
the  children  of  his  relations,  become  miferable  and  contemp- 
tible. 

If  a magiftrate  inflidts  punifhment  upon  the  guilty,  and  ho- 
nourably treats  the  innocent,  fuch  a man  has  all  the  requifites 
for  magiftracy,  and  is  always  fuccefsful,  and  enjoys  a good 
character,  and  in  the  next  world  goes  to  Paradife. 

SECT.  IX. 

GJ  adoption . 

HE  who  is  defirous  to  adopt  a child  muft  inform  the  magi- 
ftrate thereof,  and  fhall  perform  the  Jugg,  and  fliall  give  gold 
and  rice  to  the  father  of  the  child  whom  he  would  adopt ; then, 
fuppofing  the  child  not  to  have  had  his  ears  bored,  or  to  have 
received  the  brdminical  thread,  or  to  have  been  married  in  his 
father’s  houfe,  and  not  to  be  ftve  years  old,  if  the  father  will 
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give  up  fuch  a child,  or  if  the  mother  gives  him  up  by  ofder 
of  the  father,  and  there  are  other  brothers  of  that  child,  fuch 
a child  fliall  be  adopted. 

A woman  may  not  adopt  a child  without  her  hufband's  or- 
der; if  lhe  has  her  hufband’s  confent,  fhe  may  caufe  the  Bra- 
mins  to  perform  a Jugg  for  her,  and  may  adopt  the  child  : — 
according  to  the  ordinations  of  Sewarteh  Behtacharige : approved 
(or  cuftomary) — Pachejhputtee  Alifr  fpeaks  to  this  effe£t,  that, 
even  with  the  hufband’s  confent,  a woman  may  not  adopt  a 
child.  < 

A Sooder  may  adopt  a child,  upon  procuring  a Jugg  to  be 
performed  for  him  by  the  Bramins. 

He  who  has  no  fon,  or  grandfon,  or  grandfon’s  fon,  or  bro- 
ther’s fon,  fhall  adopt  a fon  ; and  while  he  has  one  adopted  fonj 
he  fliall  not  adopt  a fecond. 

SECT.  X. 

Of  fundries. 

IF  a man,  keeping  any  of  fuch  fpecies  of  animals  as  have  teeth 
$nd  horns,  and  being  able  to  reftrain  and  confine  the  ftrength 
of  that  animal,  neglefb  to  fecure  him,  in  that  fituation,  if  the 
aforefaid  animal  with  bis  horns  fliould  hurt  any  perfon,  or  bite 
him  with  his  teeth,  then  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  the  owner 
thereof  two  hundred  aud  fifty  puns  of  cowries  ; but  if  that  per- 
fon has  not  ftrength  or  ability  to  reftrain  the  aforefaid  animal, 
and  any  perfon  lhould  be  hurt  thereby,  the  owner  of  the  ani- 
inal  fliall  not  be  blamed. 

If  a man  keeps  a cow,  or  a buffalo,  o t a hoffe,  or  an  ele- 
phant, or  a camel,  or  a wolf,  or  a dog,  and  the  animal  of  any 
of  thefe  kinds  fliould  ftand  in  the  way,  and  a perfon,  palling 
by  upon  the  road,  fliould  defire  the  owner  of  the  animal  to  keep 
it  on  one  fide,  then,  fuppofing  the  owner  to  have  ability  to  keep 
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the  animal  on  one  fide,  upon  his  neglecting  fo  to  do,  if  the  ani- 
mal fhould  by  any  means  hurt  the  patTenger,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  fine  the  owner  thereof  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  exacts  labour  from  a bullock  that  is  hungry,  or 
thirfty,  or  fatigued,  or  obliges  him  to  labour  out  of  feafon,  the 
magiftrate  {hall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of  cow- 
ries. 

If  any  man,  by  giving  greater  wages  than  the  cuflom  of  the 
country  requires,  entertains  a fervant,  fo  that  all  other  perfons, 
by  his  giving  fuch  great  wages*  are  put  to  great  inconvenience, 
or  if,  when  the  magiltrate  hath  fixed  the  price  of  any  article, 
he  buys  or  fells  fuch  article  at  a higher  or  lower  rate,  or  if,  by 
any  cozenage  and  deceit,  he  fells  an  article  of  low  value  for  too 
great  a price,  or,  by  cozenage  and  deceit,  purchafes  a valuable 
commodity  at  too  low  a rate,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  one 
thoufand  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  without  an  order  of  the  magiftrate,  fells  an  ele- 
phant that  is  fit  for  bufinefs,  or  a horfe  that  is  fit  for  bufinefs, 
or  a camel  that  is  fit  for  bufinefs,  or  any  valuable  jewels,  or  if 
a man  fells  any  article  which  the  magiftrate  hath  forbidden  to 
be  fold,  the  magiftrate  (hall  fine  him  the  price  of  the  article 
fold. 

If  a man  ufes  any  fevere  exprefiion  againft  the  perfon  who 
hath  taught  him  the  Goiteree,  or  if  a pupil  does  not  obferve  the 
commands  of  his  fpirirual  guide,  or  is  prepared  to  alTault  the 
wife  of  his  elder  brother,  or  if  a man,  having  been  intrufted 
to  carry  any  article  from  one  perfon  to  another,  doth  not  deli- 
ver it  accordingly,  or  if  a man  hath  opened  the  lock  of  any 
perfon’s  houfe,  or  if  a man  hath  a malevolent  difpofition  to- 
wards a ftranger,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  the  offender,  in  znj 
of  thefe  cafes,  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  who  hath  received  any  moleftation  from  a thief,  or 
any  other  Ul-difpofed  perfon,  fhould  fay  to  another,  “ I receive 
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i(  fuch  moleftation  from  a thief,  or  from  fucli  other  iil-difpofed 
“ perfon,  come  you  and  free  me  from  him,”  then,  if  that  per- 
fon,  having  fufficient  ability  for  the  purpofe,  doth  not  affift,  or 
fpeak  for  the  other,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one  hundred 
puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  who  hath  not  been  molefted  by  a thief,  or  any 
other  perfon,  fhould  fay,  “ I am  molefted  by  a thief,  or  by  fuch 
“ other  ill-difpofed  perfon,  I entreat  the  people  to  come  to  my 
“ afliftarice,”  in  that  cafe  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  one 
hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

When  a Sooder,  or  a SinaJJee,  is  performing  a Serudeh , or  a 
worfhip  to  Dewiah,  if,  upon  an  invitation  from  fuch  men,  a 
Bramin  fhould  eat  or  drink  there,  or  if  a man  takes  an  oath 
which  does  not  belong  to  him  to  take,  or  if  a man  fhould  per- 
form any  aft  which  he  is  not  permitted  by  the  Shajler  to  per- 
form, or  if  a man  hath  adminiftered  any  fuch  kind  of  philter* 
fo  that  there  is  no  fruit  produced  by  the  trees,  or  caufes  a cow 
to  take  fuch  a medicine  as  that  fhe  brings  forth  no  calf,  or  if  a 
man,  having  concealed  any  partnerfhip  property,  converts  it  to 
his  own  ufe,  or  if  a man  of  the  Arzal>  or  low  caft,  intention- 
ally ftrikes  with  his  hand  a Bramin.  a Chehteree , or  any  other 
fuch  fuperior  caft,  the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  the  offender,  in  any 
of  thefe  cafes,  one  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a father  forfakes  a fon,  who  has  no  ftain  upon  his  charac- 
ter, fuch  as  the  lofs  of  caft  and  fuch  other  difgraceful  circum- 
ftances,  or  if  a fon,  of  his  own  accord,  forfakes  his  father,  who 
has  no  ftain  upon  his  character,  or  if  a friend  forfakes  his  friend, 
who  is  without  blemifh,  or  if  a brother  forfakes  a brother,  with- 
out dilcovery  of  any  fault  in  him,  or  if  a hufband  forfakes  his 
wife,  without  fault  in  her,  then,  if  any  of  thefe,  if  both  the 
parties  are  unfit  for  buiinefs,  and  have  no  remedy  but  that  of 
feparation,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  the  forfaking  party  one  hun- 
dred puns  of  cowries;  if,  without  any  reafon  but  merely  their 
own  choice,  the  Gne  forfakes  the  other,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine 
him  two  hundred  puns  of  cowries;  if  of  the  two  parties  one  is 
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fit  for  bufinefs  and  the  other  unfit,  then,  if  the  unfit  perfon, 
of  his  own  choice,  quits  the  other,  the  magiftrate  flrall  fine 
him  fix  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  one  perfon  be  going  on  a road,  and  another  be  coming  on 
it,  then,  whomfoever  the  ordinations  of  the  Shajler  require  to 
give  up  the  way  to  the  other,  that  perfon  fiiali  give  way  accord- 
ingly. The  diftinflions  of  giving  way  are  as  follows : if  one 
man  is  blind,  and  the  other  hath  his  fight,  this  latter  lhall  give 
wav  to  the  blind;  if  one  perfon  be  deaf,  and  the  other  hath  his 
perfect  hearing,  the  latter  fhall  give  way  to  the  deaf : a man 
lhall  give  way  to  a woman,  and  a man  empty-handed  fhall  give 
way  to  a man  with  a burden ; the  fubjedf  fhall  give  way  to  the 
magiftrate,  the  pupil  to  the  fpiritual  guide ; and  fo  always  an 
inferior  perfon  fhall  give  way  to  a fuperior,  and  an  inferior  call; 
to  a fuperior,  and  an  inferior  degree  of  knowledge  to  a fuperior 
degree ; a man  in  health  fhall  give  way  to  a fick  perfon  ; and 
all  perfons  fhall  give  way  to  a Bramin : if  any  perfon  doth  not 
give  way  according  to  this  rule,  the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  him 
twenty  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  doth  not  give  a carpet,  to  fit  on,  to  fuch  perfon  as 
he  ought  to  prefent  with  fuch  a feat,  or  doth  not  treat  with  pro- 
per veneration  a perfon  to  whom  veneration  is  due,  or  who,  ne- 
glefting  a faultlefs  Bramin  in  his  neighbourhood,  invites  a 
Bramin  from  a confiderable  diftance,  or  who,  having  invited 
any  perfon,  doth  not  offer  him  any  thing  to  eat,  or  who,  having 
accepted  an  invitation,  doth  not  go  to  the  houfe  whither  he  was 
invited  accordingly,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  the  offender,  in 
Inch  cafes,  one  mhjheh  of  gold. 

If  a man,  having  accepted  another’s  invitation,  doth  not  eat 
at  his  houfe,  then  he  fhall  be  obliged  to  make  good  all  the  ex- 
pcnce  that  was  incurred  in  confequence  of  the  invitation. 

If  the  magiftrate  appoints  any  man  upon  the  road  to  this  effect, 
to  take  a toll  from  all  paff'engers  going  or  coming  by  watery*  and 
that  man  levies  a toll  upon  thofe  who  come  or  go  by  land,  the 
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magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  ten  puns  of  cowries  i in  the  fame 
manner,  if  he  has  appointed  him  to  the  land  collections,  and 
he  levies  any  thing  from  the  paffengers  by  water,  the  magiftrate 
(hall  then  alfo  fine  him  ten  puns  ot  cowries . 

It  any  man  goes  to  a woman,  and  forcibly  commits  adultery 
with  her,  and  that  woman,  from  bafhfulnefs  and  modefty,  ex-* 
claims,  that  thieves  attacked  her  houfe,  then  the  magiftrate 
ihall  fine  that  woman  five  hundred  puns  of  cowrie s.. 

If  any  man  forcibly  commits  adultery  with  a woman,  and  the 
woman,  by  exclamations,  being  defirous-  to  call  the  neighbour- 
hood, the  man  gives  her  fomething  as  a bribe,  fo  as  to  make 
her  defift  from  her  exclamations,  then,  whatever  bribe  the  wo- 
man hath  taken,  in  fuch  a cafe  the  magiftrate  lhall  fine  her 
eight  times  as  much. 

If  a man,  faying,  that  the  clothes,  which  he  has  taken  from 
the  body  of  fome  decealed  perfon,  -ire  fit  for  ufe,  and  valuable, 
fells  them  as  fuch,  or,  without  the  order  of  the  magiftrate,  rides 
out  with  the  dignity  of  a magiftrate,  or  fits  upon  the  mujnud  of 
the  magiftrate,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  an  offender,  in  fuch 
cafes,  five  hundred  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man  performs  a Jttgg , to  procure  the  death  of  any  In- 
nocent perfon,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  puns 
of  cowries. 

If  a man,  to  procure  the  death  of  any  innocent  perfon,  by 
any  contrivance,  caufes  him  to  drink  a potion,  or  otherwife  me- 
ditates his  death,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred 
puns  of  coWries. 

If  a man  bores  a hole  through  any  jewel  which  is  not  proper 
for  boring,  or,  in  fuch  as  are  proper  for  boring,  makes  a hole 
in  the  wrong  place,  or  mixes  any  bafe  and  worthlefs  article  with 
one  that  is  valuable,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred 
and  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

If 
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If  a man  fells  any  thing  unfit  to  eat,  calling  it  an  eatable,  or 
if  any  cart  fells  any  articles  that  are  forbidden  to  be  fold  by  that 
call,  or  if  a Bramin,  quitting  his  prefcribed  mode  of  life,  hath 
adopted  other  manners,  in  any  qf  thefe  cafes,  the  magiftrate 
fliall  fine  the  offender  one  thoufand  pints  of  cowries. 

If  any  man  demolifhes  the  Bundareh , (i.  e.J  the  treafury  and 
ftore-houfe  of  the  magiftrate,  or  performs  the  Jitgg,  or  the 
Poojehy  or  fuch  other  religious  exercifes,  with  a malevolent  in- 
tent towards  the  magiftrate,  or  if,  being  appointed  to  any  bufi- 
nefs,  he  fpoils  that  bufinefs,  or  if  he  always  takes  bribes,  in  any 
of  'hefe  cafes,  the  magiftrate,  confifcating  the  whole  property 
of  the  offender,  fhall  banifih  him  the  kingdom. 

If  a man,  by  calling  briers  into  the  road,  blocks  up  the  pafi- 
fage,  or  mixes  poifon  with  any  preparation,  fait,  or  acid,  or  bit- 
ter, or  fweet,  or  who  marries  to  a (lave  any  woman  who  is  not 
fterfelf  a Have,  in  fuch  cafes,  the  magiftrate  fhall  cut  off  one  of 
the  offender’s  limbs  *,  if  he  is  always  guilty  of  thefe  pra£lifes, 
the  magiftrate  fhall  put  him  to  death. 

In  any  place  where  the  magiftrate  is  playing  with  any  perfon 
at  Choperbazee , or  at  tables,  or  any  other  luch  kind  of  g2me, 
in  that  cafe,  if  any  perfon,  without  permiflion  of  the  magiftrate, 
interpofes  with  his  hand,  or  by  fpeaking,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
put  him  to  death. 

If  any  man,  without  permiflion  of  the  magiftrate,  dreffes 
himfelf  in  clothes  like  thofe  of  the  magiftrate,  or  who,  being 
appointed  to  an  office  in  the  magiftrate’s  fervice,  continually 
neglecls  his  duty,  to  employ  himfelf  in  idle  amufements,  or  to 
hear  finging,  or,  in  any  other  diffipation,  mifpends  his  time, 
or  who  collects  a greater  revenue  than  the  magiftrate  hath  or- 
dered, or  who  aims  at  the  magiftraev,  without  being  defeended 
from  the  magiftrate’s  family,  in  fuch  cafes,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
put  the  offender  to  death. 
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If  a man,  for  his  own  advantage,  makes  any  falfe  entry  in 
the  magiftrate’s  books,  or,  having  ciifcovered  a thief,  or  an. 
adulterer,  fuffers  him  to  efcape  unpunifhed,  the  magiftrate  fhall 
fine  him  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  of  his  own  invention,  fays,  that  the  magiftrate  has 
intrufted  to  him  the  difcuffion  of  any  particular  affair,  which, 
in  faff,  the  magiftrate  has  not  fo  intrufted,  and,  upon  this  af- 
fertion,  has  caufed  damage  to  any  perfons,  the  magiftrate,  in 
that  cafe,  fhall  fine  him  to  the  extent  of  his  abilities ; if  he  be 
more  than  once  guilty  of  the  fame  offence,  he  {hall  cut  off  one 
of  his  limbs ; if  he  hath  a violent  propenfity  to  fuch  crimes, 
he  fhall  put  him  to  death. 

If  any  man  difobeys  the  order  of  the  magiftrate,  which  may 
be  executed,  and  which  is  proper,  the  magiftrate  fhall  cut  off 
from  him  a hand,  or  a foot,  or  fome  other  limb;  if  he  always 
offends  in  this  manner,  he  {hall  put  him  to  death. 

If  a man  makes  complaint  before  the  magiftrate  againft  the 
magiftrate’s  counfellor,  without  any  real  fault  in  him,  or  per- 
forms any  buiinefs  or  fervice  for  the  magiftrate’s  accufer,  the 
magiftrate  fhall  put  him  to  death. 

If  the  magiftrate’s  officer  hath  brought  before  the  magiftrate 
any  perfon  for  any  crime,  and,  upon  the  magiftrate’s  examiT 
ning  that  perfon,  he  fhould  deny  the  crime  laid  to  his  charge4 
then,  even  if  a finall  offence  be  proved  againft  him,  upon  a 
trifling  crime,  the  magiftrate  fhall  levy  a great  fine. 

i 

If  a woman  caufes  any  perfon  to  take  poifon,  or  fets  fire  t® 
any  perfon’s  houfe,  or  murders  a man,  then  the  magiftrate 
having  bound  a ftdne  to  her  neck,  fhall  drown  her,  upon  con- 
dition of  her  not  being  with  child. 

If  a woman  murders  her  fpiritual  guide,  or  her  hufband,  or 
^cr  fon,  the  magiftrate,  having  cut  off  her  ears,  her  nofe,  her 
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hands,  and  her  lip?,  £hall  expofe  her  to  be  killed  by  cows,  on 
condition  of  her  not  being  with  child. 

If  a man  fpoils  any  article  made  of  leather,  or  any  wooden'' 
<ar  clay  veffels,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  five  times  as  much. 

If  a man  caufes  another  to  do  any  bad  attion,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  take  from  him  double  of  the  fine  annexed  to  the  commit- 
fion  of  any  particular  crime : if  a man  fays  to  another,  “ Do 
“ you  commit  this  bad  action,  1 will  Hand  to  all  the  expences. 
“ that  may  arife,”  then  the  magiftrate  {hall  fine  him  four  times 
as  much. 

If  a man  caufes  another  to  begin  any  bad  action,  or  {hews 
him  the  way  to  commit  a bad  action,  or  furniflies  him  with  any 
implements  for  the  commiflion  of  it,  or  who,  fufpedting  that 
the  other  perfon  is  a thief,  gives  him  a place  where  to  refide, 
in  thefe  cafes,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  to  the  extent  of  his 
abilities. 

When  a man  hath  murdered  another,  if  a third  perfon,  who 
had  power  to  reftrain  the  murderer,  neglected  to  do  it,  or,  not 
having  power  of  himfelf  to  reftrain  the  murderer,  yet,  by  fpeak- 
ing  to  another  perfon,  could  have  caufed  him  to  be  reftrained, 
and  neglected  to  fpeak,  or  when  the  magiftrate  is  prepared  to 
chaftife  any  perfon,  if  another,  at  that  time,  relates  his  faults, 
or  when  a man  tells  another,  that  he  is  defirous  to  commit  a 
bad  aftion,  if  the  other  advifes  him  thereto,  the  magiftrate,  in 
thefe  cales,  fhall  fine  the  offender  to  the  extent  of  his  abilities. 

If  a man,  having  committed  a bad  action,  fliould  fay,  in 
prefence*of  the  magiftrate,  or  of  a confiderable  number  of  per- 
fons,  that  he  hath  committed  fuch  crime,  the  magiftrate  lhall 
from  him  but  half  the  fine. 

If  a man  in  immediate  danger  of  his  life,  by  committing  a 
bad  affion,  can  fave  his  life,  in  that  cafe,  the  magiftrate  {hall 
not  fine  him. 
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If  a man  of  veracity  and  general  good  principles  ighorantljr 
Commits  any  bad  action,  the  magiltrate  liiall  not  fine  him. 

If  a man,  intending  to  commit  a bad  action,  hath  proceeded 
fo  far  as  to  commit  fome  little  part  of  that  bad  adtion,  the  ma- 
giftrate {hall  fine  him  one  quarter  part  of  the  whole  muldi.  ftated 
for  fuch  crime;  if  he  has  proceeded  ftill  farther  in  the  commif- 
fion  of  that  crime,  the  magiftrate  fhali  take  from  him  one  half 
of  that  fine ; if  he  completes  the  laid  bad  action,  he  fhali  take 
the  equivalent  fine. 

If  a Rept  commits  any  crime,  the  magiftrate,  immediately 
upon  receiving  information  thereof,  lhull  exadt  the  fine,  and 
give  him  fevere  caution  not  to  commit  the  fame  crime  a l'econd 
time. 

In  any  cafe  where  many  perfons  in  confederacy  commit  any 
crime,  the  magiftrate  ihall  take  from  eacii  individual  a double 
fine. 

Punishment  is  of  two  forts  : the  firft  corporal,  or  inflic- 
tion of  feverity  upon  the  body,  and  that  is  alfo  of  two  forts  5 
the  firft:  binding  and  lafliing  the  body,  or  cutting  off  lome  of 
the  limbs;  the  l'econd  putting  to  death  : the  fecond  fort  of  pu- 
nifhment  is  attachment  ot  property,  and  this  has  various  and 
many  modes. 

If  a man  is  frequently  guilty  of  any  of  thofe  crimes,  the  fine 
for  which  is  ftated  at  one  pun  of  cowries , the  magiltrate  ihall  fine 
him  one  mujheh  of fiver;  if  he  frequently  commits  fuch  crimes 
as  are  ftated  at  one  majheh  of  filver,  then  the  magiftrate  Ihall 
fine  him  one  cahawun  of  cowries : if  a man  frequently  com- 
mits any  of  thofe  crimes,  the  ftated  fine  for  which  is  one  'ca - 
baiuun  to  two  hundred  and  forty-nine  puns  of  cowries , then  the 
magiftrate  Ihall  fine  him  four  times  as  much ; beyond  this,  in 
fuch  fort  of  crimes,  there  is  no  greater  fine* 
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In  cafes  where  the  Rated  fine  to  be  taken  frdm  any  manner 
ft  particular  crime,  is  one  cohawttn  of  cowries,  if  the  magiftrate 
commits  fuch  crime,  in  that  cafe,  the  aforefaid  magiftrate  ihall 
be  fined  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries » 

If  a man  of  the  Arzal  caft,  after  contact,  of  whom  wafhing 
is  necelfary,  or  if  a man  lprung  from  the  womb  of  a woman  of 
fuperior  caft,  and  from  the  loins  of  a man  of  meaner  caft,  or  if 
a woman,  or  a child,  or  a man  in  neceflity,  commit  any  fault, 
the  magiftrate,  from  fuch  petfons,  fliall  not  exact  any  fine. 

In  crimes  were  a man’s  whole  property  is  to  be  taken  as  the 
jfine  for  theni,  if  painters  commit  fuch  a crime,  the  magiftrate 
giving  to  them  the  neceflary  implements  for  painting,  fliall  com 
fifeate  the  whole  of  their  property. 

If  a man,  who  gets  his  livelihood  by  tillage,  commits  fuch 
crime  as  that  his  whole  property  becomes  liable  to  confifcation, 
then  the  magiftrate,  leaving  him  fuch  fubfiftence  and  imple- 
ments of  tillage  as,  upon  computation,  will  ferve  till  his  crop  is 
ripe,  ihall  confifcate  all  the  reft  of  his  property. 

If  fingers,  muficians,  or  dancers,  commit  any  fuch  crime  as 
that  the  whole  of  their  property  becomes  liable  to  confifcation, 
then  the  magiftrate,  giving  them  the  implements  of  their  pro- 
feflion,  fliall  confifcate  all  the  reft  of  their  property. 

If  a dancing  girl  (or  common  proftitute)  commits  fuch  crime 
as  that  all  her  property  becomes  liable  to  confifcation,  the  magi- 
*■  ftrate,  giving  to  her  her  cloth,  or  carpet,  for  fitting,  her  clothes, 
jewels,  and  a place  of  abode,  fliall  confifcate  all  the  reft  of  her 
effedts : in  the  fame  manner,  to  a foldier,  fliall  be  given  his 
implements  of  war ; and  to  a man,  exercifing  any  profefiior., 
the  implements  of  that  profeflion  fliall  be  exempted  from  the 
confifcation  of  all  the  reft  of  his  property. 

In  cafes  where  it  is  ordered  a man  fliall  be  put  to  death,  in- 
ftead  thereof,  he  Ihall  pay  one  hundred  ajhrufies , and  where  it 
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i?  fpecified,  that  one  of  his  hands,  or  one  of  his1  feet  fhal!  be 
cut  o(T,  inftead  thereof,  he  fliall  pay  fifty  ajhrufies ; and  inftead 
of  having  two  of  his  fingers  cut  off,  he  lhall  pay  twenty-five 
ajhrijies ; fo  alfo,  where  banifhment  from  the  kingdom  is  his 
fbntence,  inftead  thereof,  he  fliall  be  fined  twenty-five  afijrufies. 

If  in  two  places  two  different  fines  are  fpecified  for  the  fame 
crime,  it  muff  then  be  confidered,  whether  the  offender  hath 
committed  this  crime  once  only,  or  repeatedly  ; if  he  hath  but 
once  been  guilty,  then-,  in  the  place  where  a fmaller  fine  is 
f pecified,  according  to  that  fpecification  he  fhall  be  fined ; and 
if  h ; hath  frequently  committed  the  fame  offence,  then  he  fliall 
pay  the  larger  fine : it  fliall  be  confidered  alfo,  whether  the  cri- 
minal be  a man  of  large  or  of  inconliderable  property  ; if  he  is 
a man  of  large  property,  he  fhall  pay  according  to  the  fpecifica- 
tion  of  the  larger  fine;  if  he  is  not  a man  of  property,  then  he 
fliall  be  fined  according  to  the  fmaller  mulct  fpecified. 

In  cafes  where  it  is  fpecified,  that  a man  fliall  be  fined  the 
fame  mnl£t  as  a robber,  or  as  an  adulterer,  or  any  other  offen- 
der, then,  whatever  fine  is  fpecified  to  each  particular  crime,  a 
fine  of  half  as  much  as  that  ftated  fine  fhall  be  taken  from  him. 


If  men  of  rank,  of  of  good  principles,,  or  of  learning,  com- 
mit fuch  a crime  as  to  deferve  a capital  punifliment,  and  are 
not  men  cf  property,  the  magiftrate  fliall  take  from  them  left 
than  one  hundred  ajhrufi.es,  in  proportion  to  their  fortune;  if 
they  frequently  commit  the  fame  crime,  the  magiftrate  fliall 
confifcate  all  their  property,  by  way  of  fine,  and  fliail  banifh 
them  the  kingdom. 


If  a Brarhin , who  hath  always  a£ted  in  conformity  to  the 
Beids , commits  fuch  a crime  as  to  deferve  capital  punifliment, 
£hen  the  magiftrate,  to  prevent  him  in  future  from  the  commif- 
fion  of  fuch  crimes,  fliall  confine  him  in  perpetual  imprifon- 
ment : if  a Chehteree,  or  Eire,  or  Sootier,  is  unable  to  pay  fuch 
fine  as  is  ordained  by  the  Shafier,  the  magiftrate  fliall  caufe 
them  to  labour  in  lieu  of  fuch  fine ; but  he  fhall  not  caufe  a 
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Bramin  to  labour  In  this  manner,  but  fhall  take  the  fine  from 
him  by  fmall  proportions. 

If  a woman  of  property  commit*  a crime,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  fine  her  ; if  flie  hath  no  property,  he  Ihall  chaftife  her. 

If  a child,  or  an  old  and  impotent  perfon,  or  a fick  man  out 
of  ignorance,  or  an  ideot,  commits  any  crime,  the  magiftrate 
fhall  not  take  any  fine  from  fuch  perfons,  but  Ihall  chaftife 
them. 

If  a Bram'm  goes  to  wait  upon  a magiftrate,  the  fervants  and 
derbjns  fhall  not  obftrutt  his  entrance,  but  fhall  give  him  a 
ready  admittance. 

If  a Bram'm  be  paflenger  in  a boat,  he  fhall  not  pay  any  cow * 
ries  to  the  watermen,  and  he  fhall  enter  into  the  boat  before  any 
of  the  other  paffcngers,  and  he  fhall  alfo  come  out  before  them. 

If  a Bram'm,  having  purchafed  any  goods,  be  paflenger  in  a 
boat,  he  fhall  not  pay  any  thing  to  the  waterman,  upon  l'uppo- 
fition  that  he  has  not  bought  thefe  goods  for  traffic  or  fale. 

If  a man  borrows  honey,  or  fugar,  or  fait,  and  does  not  re- 
pay it  in  the 'l pace  of  fifty  months,  he  fhall  be  obliged  to  give 
eight  times  as  much. 

If  a man  hath  borrowed  any  feed,  he  fhall  be  obliged  to  re- 
turn fix  times  as  much,  upon  fuppofition  that  he  does  not  repay 
it  in  the  fpace  of  fifty  months. 

If  a man  hath  entrufted  to  be  tended  by  a herdfman,  a cow, 
or  a female  buffalo,  and  hath  ftipulated  fome  milk  for  the  herdf- 
man’s  wages,  then,  upon  the  owner’s  negledhng,  for  a long 
time,  to  take  back  fuch  cow  or  buffalo,  the  herdfman  fhall  take 
the  calves  produced  from  them  as  his  own  property- 
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Exclusive  of  thofe  articles  fold  by  weight,  of  which  men-* 
tion  is  made  in  the  chapter  of  borrowing,  if  a man  borrows 
any  other  article  that  is  fold  by  weight,  and  does  not  repay  it 
for  a long  fpace  of  time,  he  lhall  be  obliged  to  give  eight  times 
as  much. 

It-  3 man,  having  been  lofer  at  any  game,  hath,  for  a long 
time,  omitted  to  pay  the  wager  ftipulated  thereupon,  he  never- 
thelcfs  lhall  not  pay  interell  upon  it. 

If  a man  hath,  by  flight  and  cunning,  taken  any  thing  from 
another,  that  perfon,  at  the  time  of  recovering  his  properly, 
{hall  not  receive  any  intereft  thereon. 

If  a man,  depofiting  a pledge  with  any  perfon,  borrows  mo- 
ney of  him,  and  the  pledge  by  any  unexpected  accident  be  de- 
ft roved,  then  the  borrower  (hall  commit  fome  other  article  to. 
the  lender’s  charge,  until  repayment  of  the  money,  or  lhall  re- 
pay the  money  upon  the  fpot. 

If  a pledge,  in  the  hands  of  ? creditor,  be  deftroyed  by  any 
fault  of  the  creditor,  then,  fuppoflng  the  value  of  the  pledge  to 
be  equivalent  to  the  money  lent,  the  borrower  lhall  not  make, 
good  the  debt ; if  the  value  thereof  be  lefs  than  equivalent,  the 
borrower  lhall  make  good  the  amount  of  the  deficiency  ; if  the 
price  of  the  pledge  he  more  than  equivalent  to  the  money  bor. 
vowed,  the  debt  lhall  go  in  part  payment  thereof,  and  the  cre- 
<^kor  lhall  be  obliged  to  make  good  the  remainder. 

tv  a father,  having  borrowed  money,  from  abfolute  inability, 
neglects  to  pay  the  fame,  his  fon,  if  able  to  furnilh  the  money, 

lhall  pay  the  debt. 

lr  a hufband  borrows  money,  his  wife  lhall  not  repay  it;  if 
a foil  borrows  money,  the  mother  lhall  not  pay  the  debt ; if  they 
tuve  incurred  the  debt  by  mutual  confent,  the  mother  mult; 

pay  it. 
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If  a creditor  once  only  obliges  his  debtor  to  perform  any  la- 
bour on  account  of  the  debt,  which  is  not  proper  for  that  debt- 
or to  perform,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  that  creditor  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  putif  of  cowries. 

If  a man,  having  incurred  a debt,  is  unable  to  pay  it,  on  ac- 
count of  a famine,  or  any  fuch  calamity,  the  creditor  fhall  be 
contented  to  receive  the  money  in  fmall  proportions,  and  fhall 
not  exercife  any  violent  feverity  againft  the  debtor. 

If  a man  brings  a claim  againft  any  perfon,  faying,  “ You  owe 
♦<  me  a fum  of  money,”  and  that  perfon  denies  the  debt,  then, 
upon  the  creditor’s  proving  the  debt,  that  perfon,  if  he  be  rich, 
fhall  be  fined  twice  as  much  as  the  debt ; if  he  be  a man  of 
inconfiderable  property,  he  iliall  be  fined  a fum  equivalent  to 
the  debt. 

If  a man,  having  borrowed  money  of  feveral  lenders,  hath 
purchafed  goods  therewith,  and  all  the  creditors  affemble  toge- 
ther at  once,  and  the  debtor  hath  no  immediate  means  of  pay- 
ing them,  then  whatever  goods  he  hath  purchafed  with  each 
creditor’s  money  fhall  be  fold,  to  repay  each  creditor  refpedfiveiy. 

When  a debtor  hath  paid  his  creditor  the  fum  of  his  debt, 
he  ihall  receive  his  bond  back  from  the  creditor,  and  fhall  tear 
it ; and  fhall  alfo  take  a written  releafe  or  receipt  from  the  cre- 
ditor. 

If  a man  hath  borrowed  money  from  a lender,  and  hath  not 
given  a bond,  but  there  be  witnefles  to  the  fame,  then,  at  the 
time  of  repayment,  the  money  fhall  be  delivered  in  prefence  of 
the  fame  witnefles. 

If  any  man,  having  been  expelled  and  excommunicated  from 
his  caft,  performs  the  Perajhchut , or  expiation,  then,  during 
his  lifetime,  his  ion  and  grandfon,  and  fuch  other  natural  heirs, 
fhall  not  become  pofTefled  of  his  eftate  ; but  his  property  fhall 
be  divided  among  them,)  according  to  their  right  of  inheritance. 
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If  there  are  two,  or  four,  or  more  heirs,  and  one  or  two  of 
them,  by  applying  to  ufe  the  partnerlhip  property,  acquire  fome 
profit  from  thence,  then  all  the  partners,  according  to  their 
property  in  the  flock,  fhall  receive  a fhare  of  the  profit  ; but 
he  who  acquired  this  profit  fhall  divide  their  property  into 
equal  (hares,  and  firft  (hall  take  one  lhare  thereof  to  himfelf, 
and  of  the  reft  they  all  fhall  take  lhares  refpedtively,  according 
to  their  proportion  of  the  ftock  ; but  this  ordination  is  only  to 
be  ui'  lerftood  in  cafes  of  unequal  fhares  in  a joint  concern  ; if 
the  fhares  of  all  the  partners  are  equal,  then  he  who  acquired 
the  profit  thereon  fhall  receive  two  fhares,  and  the  others  fhall 
each  receive  one  fhare. 

If  the  feveral  partners  have  an  equal  right  to  a female  flave, 
or  to  a flave,  then  all  the  partners  fhall  exact  an  equal  portion  of 
fervice  from  that  flave,  or  female  flave. 

If  any  one  of  the  partners  hath  concealed  any  part  of  the 
joint  property,  then,  upon  difcovery  thereof,  fuch  concealed 
property  fhall  be  divided  among  the  partners ; but  they  fhall 
not  receive  any  fhare  of  that  property,  which  hath  already  been 
divided. 

If  a man  hath  forcibly  taken  any  thing  from  another,  or 
forcibly  caufed  him  to  fign  any  writing,  or  by  violence  expend- 
ed any  of  his  property,  it  is  not  approved. 

If  a man,  by  forcible  means,  or  by  any  deceitful  artifice,  hath 
fold  any  thing,  or  managed  any  other  tranfa&ion,  it  is  not  ap- 
proved. 

If,  during  the  night-time,  or  in  a concealed  part  of  the 
houfe,  or  without  the  precincts  of  the  town,  or  in  fuch  other 
concealed  and  fufpicious  places,  a man  hath  bought  and  fold 
any  thing,  or  managed  any  other  tranfadlion,  it  is  not  approved. 
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If  a woman,  or  a perfon  intoxicated,  or  ah  ideot,  or  a nek 
perfon,  or  a child,  or  a man  under  violent  dread,  hath  perform- 
ed any  tranfa&ion,  it  is  not  approved. 

Exclusive  of  the  plaintiff  and  defendant,  and  the  vakeeL , 
or  the  fon,  or  the  flave  of  the  plaintiff  and  defendant,  if  any 
other  perlon  takes  upon  him  to  fettle  the  affairs,  it  is  not  ap- 
proved. 

If  a man  doth  not  give  up  goods  intrufted  to  him,  when  the 
perfon  who  intrufted  them  demands  the  fame,  then,  if  he  be 
rich  and  void  of  religion,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him  twice  as 
much  as  the  value  of  the  goods  in  truft ; if  he  is  not  a man  of 
property,  nor  void  of  religion,  he  fhall  only  fine  him  an  equi- 
valent. 

If  a man  ignorantly,  without  any  accidental  calamity,  fpoils 
goods  intrufted  to  him,  in  that  cafe,  he  is  not  to  make  good 
the  whole  of  the  effects  in  truft,  but  he  fhall  pay  fomewhat  left 
than  the  value  of  the  property  intrufted  to  him,  and  the  fons 
of  that  perfon  are  not  to  pay  any  part  thereof. 

If  the  goods  in  truft  be  fpoiledbv  the  fault  of  the  fons,  then 
the  fons  alfo  fhall  pay. 

When  a pupil  takes  leave  of  his  mafter,  after  having  been 
inftruefted  in  any  fcience,  the  mafter,  upon  giving  him  his  dif- 
miflion,  fhall  give  him  fome  money,  according  to  the  extent  of 
his  abilities. 

If  a man,  having  received  fervice  at  the  hands  of  a fervant, 
doth  not  pay  him  his  wages,  the  magiftrate  fhall  caufe  him  to 
pay  the  wages,  and  fhall  alfo  fine  him. 

If  a man  hath  married  any  female  flave,  he  becomes  the  Have 
of  the  owner  of  that  female  flave,  in  cafe  he  is  not  already  the 
flave  of  any  perfon  ; if  he  is  the  flave  of  any  perfon,  and  mar- 
ries that  female  flave,  with  the  confent  of  his  mafter,  he  then 
$]fo  becomes  the  flave  cf  the  owner  of  the  flave  girl. 
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If  a marriage  is  contracted  between  a flave  and  a (lave  girlj 
without  the  confent  of  the  owner  of  the  flave,  or  that  of  the 
owner  of  the  flave  girl,  then  the  flave  continues  to  belong  to 
his  original  owner,  and  the  female  flave  alfo  remains  with  her* 
original  owners. 

If  any  perfon’s  cow,  being  covered  by  another  perfon’s  bull, 
fhould  produce  a calf,  then  the  owner  of  the  cow  (hall  have  the 
calf,  and  the  owner  of  the  bull  {lull  not  have  power  to  lay  any 
claim  to  it. 

If  a man,  having  purchafed  any  goods,  doth  not  pay  the  toll 
thereon  in  the  ijzar , or  at  the  chokey , the  magiftrate  lhall  take 
eight  times  as  much  as  the  toll  from  him  ; if  that  perfon,  for 
the  fake  of  avoiding  payment  of  toll,  quits  the  right  road  and 
takes  another,  the  magiftrate  fliall  confifcate  all  his  property. 

If  a man,  to  avoid  paying  toll,  doth  not  fell  his  goods  at  the 
regular  hours  of  fale,  but  fells  them  privately,  the  magiftrate 
fliall  fine  him  eight  times  as  much. 

In  a tranfaffion  of  returning  purchafed  goods,  if  the  purcha- 
fer  returns  fuch  articles  within  the  time  limited  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  in  the  chapter  of  buying  and  felling,  then  he  fliall  divide 
that  fpace  of  time  into  three  parts  j if  he  returns  the  goods 
within  the  fpace  of  the  firft  divifion  of  time,  it  is  of  no  farther 
confequence ; if  he  returns  them  within  the  fecond  divifion  of 
time,  he  (hall  give  one  thirtieth  of  the  price  of  the  article,  to- 
gether with  the  article  returned  to  the  feller ; if  within  the 
third  fpace  of  time,  he  then  (hall  give  to  the  feller  one  fifteenth 
of  the  price  of  the  article,  together  with  the  article  fo  return- 
ed ; and,  after  the  expiration  of  that  fpace  of  time,  purchafed 
articles  muft  not  be  returned. 

In  the  chapter  of  buying  and  felling,  according  to  the  fpace; 
of  time  therein  limited  for  returning  purchafed  goods,  if  a man, 
having  bought  any  commodity,  returns  it  after  the  expiration 
of  that  period,  or,  having  fold  any  articles,  takes  them  back 
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trnjnln,  ‘the  mngiftrate  fhall  fine  that^erfon  fix  hundred  pun's  df 
cowries. 

iF  n man,  having  purchafecl  a cow  or  a buffalo  that  gives 
milk,  returns  it  within  the  period  of  time  limited  for  fuch  re- 
turns, he  (hull,  upon  returning  the  fame,  give  one  tenth  of  the 
price  thereof  to  the  feller*,  in  returning  purchafed  cows  or  buf- 
falos, there  is  no  divifion  of  the  limited  period  into  three  parts, 
as  before. 

If  the  purchafer  of  the  cow  or  buffalo  hath  taken  the  pur- 
chafe  into  his  o\vn  pofleffion,  he  fhall  give  to  the  feller  one  fixth 
of  the  price  thereof. 

If  a man  gives  falfe  teflimony  in  a matter  of  limits  and  boun- 
daries, then  the  magiftratc  fhall  fine  him  two  hundred  and  fifty 
puns  of  cowries. 

If  that  perfon  is  an  immediate  neighbour  to  thofe  boun- 
daries, then  the  magistrate  fhall  fine  him  five  hundred  puns  of 
cowries. 

If  a man  fteals  any  thread,  or  cotton,  or  cow  dung,  or  grafs, 
or  water,  or  fugar  cane,  or  velfels  of  bamboo,  (that  is,  cane),  or 
(alt,  or  earthen  pots,  or  fand,  or  duff,  or  clav,  or  fifh,  or  birds, 
or  bitter  oil,  or  flefh,  or  honey,  or  leather,  or  ivory,  or  the  horns 
of  animals,  or  wine,  or  victuals,  or  fruit,  which  any  perfon 
hath  bought  for  his  own  ufe,  then  the  magiftrate,  caufing  fuch 
articles  to  be  returned  to  the  owners,  fhall  fine  the  thief  one 
hundred  puns  of  cowrie's. 

The  Slhiif,  or  Poo/Jjteh-bundse,  is  of  two  forts : the  firfr, 
Khieu  (i  e.J  a bridge,  through  which  the  water  has  free  paf- 
fage  j the  fecond,  Bundhoo  ( i.  e.J  bank,  or  dam,  through 
•which  the  water  does  not  flow. 

If  a man  erefts  fuch  a bridge  or  bank  upon  the  land  of  ano-_ 
ther  perfon,  and  that  perfon  fuftains  a fmail  injury  from  the 
filid  bank,  and  the  public  receives  a material  benefit,  then  that 
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perfbn  is  not  permitted  to  interrupt  the  progrefs  of  the  faitl 
Pocjhteh-bundec. 

If  a man  hath  erected  a bridge  or  bank  upon  any  particular 
fpot,  from  the  conftruclion  of  which  bridge  or  bank  the  crops 
upon  other  perfons  grounds  are  much  benefited,  this  man  hath 
no  power  to  claim  the  faid  crops ; but  the  owners  of  the  land 
{hall  poiTefs  the  crops  refpectively. 

If  a Chehteree  commits  adultery  with  a woman  of  the  Bra- 
tnin  call,  who  has  no  matter,  by  her  own  confent,  the  magi- 
ftrate  (hall  fine  the  faid  Chehteree  one  thoufand  puns  of  cowries, 
and  fliall  caufe  the  hair  of  his  head  to  be  fhaved  off  with  the 
urine  of  an  afs. 

If  a man  ftrikes  the  anus  of  another,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine 
him  forty  puns  of  cowries. 

Whatever  ordination  fuch  Bramins  as  are  Pundits  deli- 
vered to  the  Reyots  from  the  Shafter,  the  Reyots  fliall  acknow- 
ledge and  obey  the  fame  : whoever,  being  a Pundit , does  not 
fpeak  the  fentiments  of  the  Shafter , the  magilirate  fliall  fine 
him  two  hundred  and  fifty  puns  of  cowries. 

Upon  the  magiftrate’s  having  made  a regular  inveftigation, 
whatever  orders  he  fliall  iflue  to  any  peri'on,  if  that  perion  does 
not  adt  in  conformity  thereto,  the  magiftrate  fhall  fine  him. 

Men  that  vilify  the  magiftrate,  or  men  of  innate  bad  prin- 
ciples, or  men  who,  without  reafon,  caufe  any  internal  unea- 
t finefs  to  others,  the  magiftrate  fliall  banifli  all  fuch  from  the 
kingdom. 

If  a man,  having  always  been  ufed  to  eat  and  drink  with, 
another,  without  any  fault  of  that  perfon,  will  no  longer  eat 
and  drink  with  him,  then  the  magiftrate  fliall  hold  him  guilty. 

If  feveral  perfens  in  a confederacy  refufe  to  pay  to  the  ma- 
giftrate his  proper  dues,  the  magiftrate  fliall  exadl  eight  times 
a,s  much  from  each  individual. 
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Ij  any  perfon,  having  borrowed  money  in  the  name  of  fever 
ral  pcri'ons,  applies  the  fame  to  his  own  ufe,  that  perfon  fhal^ 
be  obliged  to  pay  the  debt. 

If  the  father  or  mother  of  the  magiflrate,  or  any  perfon  who 
hath  taught  the  Goiterce , or  a child,  or  a weak  old  perfon,  or 
a man  of  rank  and  knowledge  in  the  Beids  of  the  Sbajler , and 
who  aCts  in  conformity  to  the  Beids,  or  a kinfman  and  relation 
of  the  magiflrate,  commits  a fault,  the  magiflrate  ihall  not 
take  a pecuniary  fine  from  fuch  perlons,  nor  fliall  cut  off  their 
limbs,  but  fliall  utter  fevere  exprefnons  of  wrath  againft  them. 

If  a Sinajfee,  or  a Bu n Peru/},  or  a Berhemchjrry,  commits 
anv  crime,  the  magiilrate  Ihall  not  take  from  them  any  pecu- 
niary fine,  and  ihall  not  cut  off  the  limbs  of  fuch  perfons,  but 
ihall  anathematize  them. 

There  is  no  crime  in  the  world  fo  great  as  that  of  murder- 
ing a Bramin;  wherefore  the  magiflrate  fhall  never  defire  the 
death  of  a Bramin , nor  Ihall  he  ever  cut  off  his  limbs. 

If  a Bramin  is  guilty  of  drinking  wine,  he  fhall  be  branded 
in  the  forehead  with  the  Sooradhuch : — Soorudhuch  is  that,  at 
the  time  of  drinking  wine,  upon  turning  down  the  cup,  in  fuch 
manner  as  that  the  wine  fails  from  the  mouth  of  the  cup;  in 
the  fame  form  they  fhall  brand  the  Bramin'’ s forehead  with  a 
hot  iron. 

If  a Bramin  commits  adultery  with  any  of  his  father’s  wives, 
exclufive  of  his  own  mother,  the  magiflrate  fhall  brand  him 
with  a hot  iron  in  the  forehead  with  the  mark  of  the  pudendum, 
muliebre. 

If  a Bramin  hath  murdered  another  Bramin,  the  magiflrate 
fhall  brand  him  in  the  forehead  with  the  mark  of  a man  with- 
out a head. 

Every  Bramin , who  does  not  every  day  aft  according  to 
the  Sbajler , and  who  acts  in  contradiction  to  the  Sbajler , fhall 
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be  confined  in  prifon  by  the  magiflrate,  until  fuch  time  as  lie 
reverts  to  the  duties  of  his  religion ; if  he  never  reverts  to  the 
duties  of  his  religion,  he  fnall  'be  banifhed  the  kingdom. 

The  magistrate  fhall  not  take  any  of  the  property  termed 
Maha  Putuh , (a  d^feription  of  which  is  to  be  found  in  the  drap- 
er of  Pak-Puri/b J,  if  he  takes  a fine  from  thence,  he  fliall  cafl 
it  into  the  water,  or  fliall  give  it  to  fuch  Bramin  as  is  firm  in 
his  religion,  and  who  ads  in  conformity  to  the  Beids ; if  the 
magiflrate  doth  not  appropriate  to  himfelf  the  property  called 
jiJaba  P'atuk,  but  ads  according  to  what  is  herein  enjoined* 
then  the  lives  of  men  are  prolonged  in  his  kingdom,  and 
learning  tlourilhes  there,  and  beautiful  children  are  propagated 
there. 

From  a man  that  is  rich  a larger  fine  than  that  refpedively 
Specified  fhall  be  taken,  that,  feeling  the  inconveniencies  of  the 
riiuld,  from  the  fear  thereof,  he  may  be  reftrained  from  the 
commifiion  of  fuch  crimes'a  fecond  time! 

After  being  acquainted  with  the  fines  ftated  for  each  par- 
ticular fpecies  of  theft,  as  mentioned  in  the  chapter  of  theft,  if 
a Socder  commits  a robbery,  he  fhall  pay  eight  times  as  much;  if 
a Bice , he  fliall  pay  fixteen  times  as  much;  if  a Chehteree , he 
fhall  pay  a fine  of  thirty-two  times  as  much;  if  he  be  a Bramin'y 
he  fhall  pay  fixty-four  times  as  much  ; if  he  be  a Bramin  of 
extenfive  knowledge,  he  fhall  pay  one  hundred  times  as  much”; 
if  he  be  a man  of  the  sreatcfl  rank,  he  fhall  be  fined  one  hun- 
dred  and  twenty  times  as  much. 

According  to  the  ordinations  delivered  in  this  Pootee , or 
compilation,  the  magiflrate  fhall  adminifter  juftice  ; if  any  mat- 
ter fliould  come  before  him,  which  is  not  included  herein,  be 
fhall  confider  the  general  fcope  of  this  Pcotee,  and  judge  accor- 
dingly, and  fine  proportionably ; and  in  fiich  cafes  where  the 
fine  is  not  particularly  fpecified,  he  fliall  inveftigate  the  affair 
and  take  a fine.
